CHAPTER 1. 

House Bill No. 1. 

APPROPRIATIONS FOR LEGISLATIVE EXPENSES AND OTHER PURPOSES. 

AN ACT making appropriation for per diem and mileage of members and officers, 
employees' salary, postage, stationery, printing, furniture and carpets, in- 
cidental expenses and providing for the printing of One Thousand copies 
of the Governor's message, and to appropriate funds for the compensation 
of the members, officers and employees of the Fourteenth Legislature of 
the State of Wyoming; to pay for the necessary legislative printing of the 
Fourteenth Legislature; to pay the necessary postage, stationery and in- 
cidental expenses of the said Fourteenth Legislature; to pay for the pre- 
paring of certified copies of the session laws, for printing journals of the 
House and Senate of the said Fourteenth Legislature, and to appropriate 
additional contingent funds for the Governor's Office. 

' Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the 
State Treasury of the State of Wyoming, not otherwise appropriated, 
the sum of Forty-five Thousand Dollars, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, to pay the per diem and mileage of the members, officers 
and employees of the Fourteenth Legislature of the State of Wyoming. 

Section 2. There is hereby appropriated out of the funds in the State 
Treasury of the State of Wyoming, not otherwise appropriated, the sum 
of Seven Thousand Dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, 
to pay for the necessary legislative printing of the Fourteenth Legis- 
lature of the State of Wyoming. 
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, \ \\ : .*•. ' * Section 3. There is hereby appropriated out of the funds in the State 
•. : '• * Treasury of the State of Wyoming, not otherwise appropriated, the sum 
of Pour Thousand Dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, to 
pay for the necessary stationery, postage and supplies for the Four- 
teenth Legislature of the State of Wyoming. 

Section 4. There is hereby appropriated out of the funds in the State 
Treasury of the State of Wyoming, not otherwise appropriated, the sum 
of Five Hundred Dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, to 
pay for the preparing of copies of the session laws of the Fourteenth 
Legislature of the State of Wyoming, for the use of the printer. 

Section 5. There is hereby appropriated out of the funds in the State 
Treasury of the State of Wyoming, not otherwise appropriated, the sum 
of Fifteen Hundred Dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, 
to pay for the printing of the sessi-on laws of the Fourteenth Legislature 
of the State of Wyoming. 

Section 6. There is hereby appropriated out of the funds in the State 
Treasury of the State of Wyoming, not otherwise appropriated, the sum 
of Fifteen Hundred Dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, to 
pay for the printing of the journals of the House and Senate of the 
Fourteenth Legislature of the State of Wyoming. 

Section 7. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury of the State of Wyoming, not otherwise appropriated, the 
sum of Four Hundred Dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, 
to pay for preparing and indexing the journals of the House and Senate 
of the Fourteenth Legislature of the State of Wyoming. 

Section 8. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury of the State of Wyoming, not otherwise appropriated, the sum 
of Two Hundred Dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, to 
pay for printing 1,000 copies of the Governor's message. 

Section 9. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury of the State of Wyoming, not otherwise appropriated, the sum 
oi Five Thousand Three Hundred Forty Dollars and Fifteen Cents, or 
so much thereof as may be necessary, to pay for furniture and carpets 
in the House and Senate Chambers of the State of Wyoming. 

Section 10. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury of the State of Wyoming, not otherwise appropriated, the sum 
of Two Hundred Fifty Dollars or so much thereof as may be necessary, 
to be used as a contingent fund for the use of the Governor's office. 

Section 11. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage and approval.

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CHAPTER 2. 

Senate File No. 1. 

THE PROPOSED PROHIBITION AMENDMENT. 

AN ACT to submit to tlie qualified voters of the State of Wyoming an amendment 
to the Constitution of the State of Wyoming by adding to Article XIX of 
said Constitution, a section, under the head 'intoxicating Liquors," known 
as Section i, providing for the prohibition of the manufacture and sale 
and keeping for sale of intoxicating Liquors. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming. 

Section 1, The following Constitutional Amendment shall be sub- 
mitted to the qualified voters of the State of Wyoming at the next gen- 
eral election for their approval or rejection, and when ratified by a 
majority of the electors voting at said election the same shall be valid 
as a part of the Constitution; which said amendment is in words and 
figures as follows:

Intoxicating Liquors 



Section 1. On and after the first day of January, one thousand 
nine hundred twenty the manufacture, sale and keeping for sale of malt, 
vinous or spirituous liquors [,] wine, ale, porter, beer or any intoxicating 
drink, mixture or preparation of like nature, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided, are hereby prohibited in this State. Provided however, that the 
manufacture and sale and keeping for sale of such liquors for medicinal, 
pharmaceutical, mechanical, sacramental, and scientific purposes, and 
the manufacture and sale of denatured alcohol for industrial purposes 
may be permitted under such regulations as the legislature may pre- 
scribe. The legislature shall, without delay, enact such laws, with 
regulations, conditions, securities and penalties as may be necessary to 
carry into effect the provisions of this section.*' 

Approved January 20, 1917. 



CHAPTER 3. 

Senate File No. 5. 

READING CLERKS AND OTHER LEGISLATIVE EMPLOYEES. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 42, Cliapter 6, Wyoming Compiled 
Statutes 1910, providing for the salaries of additional clerks and employees, 
as amended by Chapter 83 of the Session Laws of 1913. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 42, Chapter 6, Wyoming Compiled Statutes 
1910, as amended by Chapter 83 of the Session Laws of 1913, be amended 
and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Readinjf Clerks — Senate and House. 

''Section 42. There shall be a reading clerk of the Senate and a 
reading clerk of the House of Representatives, who shall perform such 
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duties as he may be directed to perform by the Chief [-] Clerk or Presi- 
dent of the Senate, or the Chief [-] Clerk or Speaker of the House of 
Representatives; and there shall be employed by the House three 
stenographers and typewriters, and by the Senate three stenographers 
and typewriters who shall be under the direction of the Speaker of the 
House, and the President of the Senate, respectively, and who shall be 
paid the sum of Five Dollars ($5.00) per day for their services, also one 
telephone and telegraph messenger for the House and one telephone 
and telegraph messenger for the Senate who shall be under the direction 
of the Speaker of the House and President of the Senate, respectively, 
and who shall be paid the sum of Four Dollars ($4.00) per day for their 
services, and who shall receive no other compensation, perquisite or al- 
lowance, whatever." 

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage and approval.

CHAPTER 4. 

Senate File No. 6. 

UMITATION UPON RIGHT OF APPEAL. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact section 5269, Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, 
limiting riglit to appeal from Justice Court. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming. 

Section 1. That Section 5269, Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, 
be amended [and] and re-enacted to read as follows: 

''Section 5269. Limitation Upon Bight of Appeal. No appeal shall 
be allowed upon judgments by confession, or where the amount in con- 
troversy shall be less than Twenty-Five Dollars." 



2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 6. 

House Bill No. 10. 

SEPARATE ESTATE OF MARRIED WOMEN. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 3908 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, 
as amended and re-enacted by Cliapter l5, of Session Laws of Wyoming, 
1915, relating to the separate estate of married women and joint and sev- 
eral liability of both husband and wife for family expenses. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 3908 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, 
as amended and re-enacted by Chapter 15 of the Session Laws of Wyo- 
ing, 1915, be amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 
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Section 3908. All the property, both real and personal, belong- 
ing to any married woman as her sole and separate property, or which 
«ny woman hereafter married owns at the time of her marriage, or which 
any married woman during coverture acquires in good' faith from any 
person whomsoever, or by descent or otherwise, together with all rents, 
issues, increase and profits thereof, shall, notwithstanding her marriage, 
be and remain during coverture her sole and separate property under 
her sole control and be held, owned, possessed and enjoyed by her the 
same as though she were sole and unmarried, and shall not be subject 
to the disposal, control or interference of her husband, and shall be ex- 
empt fi*om execution or attachment for the debts of her husband; Pro- 
vided, that the same shall not have been conveyed to her by her husband 
in fraud of his creditors ; and that the necessary expenses of the family 
and the education of the children are chargeable upon the property of 
both husband and wife, or either of them, and in relation thereto they 
may be sued jointly or separately; Provided further that the personal 
expenses of the husband be not chargeable to the wife's separate estate. 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 6. 

Senate File No. 2. 

POWERS AND JURISDICTION OF NOTARIES PUBUC. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 3 566, Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 1910, 
relating to General Powers and Jurisdiction of Notaries Public. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming. 

Section 1. That Section 3566, Compiled Statutes of Wyoming 1910, 
be amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

"Section 3666. Every notary public so appointed, commissioned 
and qualified, is hereby authorized and empowered, within and through- 
out the state, to administer oaths and affirmations, to take depositions, 
to receive acknowledgements of deeds, mortgages and powers of attorney 
and others instruments in writing; to demand acceptance or payment 
of foreign and inland bills of exchange, promissory notes, and obliga- 
tions in writing, and to protest the same for non-acceptance or non- 
payment, as the case may require; and to exercise such other powers 
and duties as, by the law of nations and according to commercial usage, 
may be exercised and performed by notaries public. [''] 

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 7. 

Senate File No. 3. 

CAPITAL STOCK AND CHARTER OF BANKS, SAVINGS ASSOCUTIONS, ETC. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 4026 of Chapter 269 of the Wyoming 
Compiled Statutes 1910, relating to banks, savings associations and trust 
companies. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 4026 of Chapter 269, Wyoming Compiled 
Statutes 1910, be amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Section 4026. The capital «tock of each bank, banking association, 
loan and trust company organized under this chapter, shall be subscribed 
for as fully paid stock, and no such association shall organize with a 
capital stock of less than ten thousand dollars in a town or city of less 
than two thousand inhabitants; not less than twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars in a town or city containing from two to four thousand inhabitants, 
and not less than fifty thousand dollars in a town or city containing 
from four thousand to six thousand inhabitants, and not less than one 
hundred thousand dollars in a town or city containing over six thousand 
inhabitants. The capital stock of savings banks shall not be .less than 
twenty-five thousand dollars. Fifty percent of such capital stock shall 
be fully paid in before any such association shall be permitted to trans- 
act any business, and the balance of such stock shall be fully paid up 
from time to time as the by-laws of such association may direct, not 
later than six months from the date of commencing business. No charter 
shall be issued to any bank, banking association, loan and trust com- 
pany, proposed to be created, until it has received from the State Ex- 
aminer his certificate of approval in writing showing that all the 
provisions of this chapter have been complied with; which certificate 
may be with-held by the "State Examiner whenever he has reason to be- 
lieve that the bank is being formed for any other than the legitimate 
objects contemplated in the law, or whenever he has reason to believe 
that the public convenience and advantage will not be promoted by the 
operating of such a bank, or whenever he has reason to believe that 
the corporate name assumed by such bank, banking association or loan 
and trust company resembles so closely as to be likely to cause con- 
fusion, the name of any other previously chartered under the laws of 
this State. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved January 31, 1917. 
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CHAPTER 8. 

Senate Fil« No. 25. 

THE STATE FLAG. 

AN ACT to adopt a State Flag. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That a state flag be, and is hereby, adopted to be used 
on all occasions when the state is officially and publicly represented, 
with the privilege of use by all citizens upon such occasions as they 
may deem fitting and appropriate. The width of said flag shall be 
seven-tenths of its length; the outside border to be in red, the width 
of which shall be one-twentieth of the length of the flag; next to said 
border shall be a stripe of white on the four sides of the field, which 
shall be in width one-fortieth of the length of said flag. The remainder 
of said flag to be a blue field, in the center of which shall be a white 
silhouetted buffalo, the length of which shall be one-half of the length 
of the said blue field; the other measurements of said buffalo to be in 
proportion to its length. On the ribs of said buffalo shall be the great 
seal of the State of Wyoming in blue. Said seal shall be in diameter 
one-fifth the length of said flag. Attached to the flag shall be a cord 
of gold with gold tassels. The colors to be used in said flag as red, white 
and blue shall be the same colors used in the flag of the United States 
of America. 

Sec. 2. AH penal [i] ties provided by the laws of this state for the 
misuse of the national flag shall be applicable to the state flag. 

Section 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 9. 

Senate File No. 26. 

THE STATE FLOWER. 

AN ACT to adopt a State Flower. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. The castiUija linariaefolia, commonly called ''the In- 
dian paint brush," is hereby made and declared to be the State Flower 
of the State of Wyoming. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

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CHAPTER 10. 

Senate File No. 8. 

UQUOR UCENSES. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 2832, Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, 
providing for annual liquor licenses. 

Be It Enacted hy the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 2832, Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, 
be amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

"Section 2832. Annual Licenses. Every person who shall sell, 
barter or give away any spirituous, malt, fermented or intoxicating 
liquor, or wine, by the glass or to be drunk on the premises, pr by bottle, 
or in any less quantity than by the ca^e of five gallons at any time, shall 
be known as a retail liquor dealer. Any person who shall sell, or give 
away any such liquor or liquors, wine or wines, by the case or in quan- 
tities more than five gallons at a time, shall be known as a wholesale 
liquor dealer. Each retail liquor dealer shall pay for a license here- 
under, the sum of One Thousand Dollars, payable annually in advance. 
Each wholesale dealer shall pay for his license the sum of Three Hun- 
dred Dollars, payable annually in advance. A retail license granted 
under the provisions hereof shall also authorize a person to sell by 
wholesale. No person or persons within the state, directly or indirectly, 
in person or by agent, or employe, shall vend, sell, barter or dispose of 
for any pecuniary advantage, any spirituous, malt, fermented or intoxi- 
cating liquors or wine without first obtaining a license therefor as pro- 
vided in this Chapter. [" **]Every person who shall violate any pro- 
visions of this Section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined in any sum not exceeding One Thousand 
Dollars ($1,000.00) or imprisoned in the county jail not exceeding six 
(6) months, or by both such fine and imprisonment, together with the 
costs of prosecution. In case of any violation hereof by any corporation, 
every offi-cer, agent or employe in any way concerned in countenancing 
or conniving at any such violation, shall be liable to the penalties herein 
imposed." 

Section 2. That Section 2838 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes 1910, 
be and the same is hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

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CHAPTER 11. 

House Bill No. 14. 

TAXATION OF MINES. 

AN ACT to Amend and Re-enact Sections 2449, 2450 and 2451 of Chapter 164, 
Wyoming Compiled Statutes 1910, and to provide for the taxation of the 
output of Natural Gas. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 2449 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes 
1910, be amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

"Section 2449. Return for assessment. The gross product of all 
mines and mining claims from which gold, silver and other precious 
metals, soda, saline, coal, petroleum, or other crude or mineral oil, or 
natural gas, or other valuable deposit is, or may hereafter be produced, 
while the same are being worked or operated, but not while the same 
are simply in the course of development, shall be returned by the owner, 
owners, lessee, or operator thereof for assessment for taxation, assessed 
for taxation, and taxed in the manner provided for in this chapter, and 
such tax shall be in addition to any tax which may be assessed upon the 
surface improvements of such mines or mining claims, and in lieu of 
taxes upon the land of such claims while the same are being worked or 
operated. ' ' 

Section 2. That Section 2450 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes 
1910, be amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

"Section 2450. Sworn statement. The owner, owners, lessee or 
operator of mines or mining claims from which gold, silver, and other 
precious metals, soda, saline, coal, petroleum, or other crude or min- 
eral oil, or natural gas, or other valuable deposits, is produced, but not 
while the same are simply in the course of development, shall, not later 
than the second Monday in January in each and every year, file with 
the state board of equalization a sworn assessment schedule statement 
setting forth the gross product in tons, gallons, or thousands of cubic 
feet, as the case may be, of such mine or mineral claim during the cal- 
endar year expiring immediately preceding the first day of January 
of the then current year. If the return aforesaid be not received by 
the second Monday in January, as herein provided for[,] or if received 
and the state board of equalization shall believe that the return is not 
full, complete and correct, it shall be the duty of said board to proceed 
to obtain the facts and information aforesaid in any manner that may 
appear most likely to secure the same.

Section 3. That Section 2451 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes 
1910, be amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

"Section 2451. Valuation— Fixed by boardL The state board of 
equalization shall at least ten days before the date fixed for making 
assessments, classify and prescribe and fix the valuation, each year, for 
the assessment of the gross product, in tons, gallons, or thousands of 
cubic feet, as the case may be, of all mines or mining claims from which 
gold, silver, or other precious minerals, soda, saline, coal, petroleum, 
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or other crude or mineral oil, or natural gas, or other valuable deposit 
is produced." 

Section 4. All Acts or parts of Acts in conflict or inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 5.* This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 12. 

House Bill No. 49. 

RELATING TO COUNTY JAILS AND THE BOARDING OF PRISiWERS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 1230 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, 
relating to County Jails and the boarding of prisoners. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 1230 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 
1910 be amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Section 1230. The Sheriff shall have charge of the jail in his 
county, and of the prisoners therein confined, and shall receive sev- 
enty cents per day for the boarding of each prisoner lawfully confined 
in such jail by the public authorities of the State, during the time such 
prisoner is actually held and boarded therein. The Sheriff shall not 
be charged any rent for any building owned or controlled by the county 
and occupied by him as a residence. When no residence is furnished 
the Sheriff by the county, said Sheriff shall be allowed the sum of 
twenty-five dollars per month house rent. He shall keep the pris- 
oners himself or by his deputy or jailor whom he may appoint specially 
for that purpose, and for whose acts he and his sureties shall be liable. 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 13. 

House Bill No. 31. 

APPROPRUTION FOR THE WYOMING INDUSTRIAL INSTITUTE. 

AN ACT providing for the payment of accounts already incurred, and for the 
appropriation of funds for the maintenance of the Wyoming Industrial 
Institute, for the period ending April i, I9l7. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated out of the funds in the 
State Treasury of the State of Wyoming, not otherwise appropriated, 
the sum of Eight Thousand Dollars ($8,000.00), or so much thereof ap 
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may be necessary, to pay bills now due, and to pay the necessary ex- 
penses of maintaining the Wyoming Industrial Institute for the period 
ending April 1, 1917. 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 8, 1917. 



CHAPTBB 14. 

House Bill No. 30. 

APPROPRUTION FOR THE SCHOCH. FOR DEFECTIVES. 

AN ACT to provide funds for the maintenance of the Wyoming School for De- 
fectives at Lander, Wyoming, for the period ending April l, I9l7. 

Be It Enc^ted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated out of the funds in the 
State Treasury of the State of Wyoming, not otherwise appropriated, 
the sum of Six Thousand Dollars ($6,000.00), or so much thereof as may 
be necessary, to pay the expenses of maintaining the Wyoming School 
for Defectives for the period ending April 1, 1917. 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 8, 1917. 



CHAPTER 16. 

House Bill No. 29. 

APPROPRUTION FOR THE MAINTENANCE OF THE STATE PENITENTIARY. 

AN ACT providing for the payment of accounts already incurred, and for an ap- 
propriation of funds for the maintenance of the Wyoming State Peniten- 
tiary, for 'the period ending April 1, I9l7. 

Be Jt Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated out of the funds in the 
State Treasury of the State of Wyoming, not otherwise appropriated, 
the sum of Thirty-five Thousand Dollars ($35,000.00), or so much there- 
of as may be necessary, to pay bills now due, and to pay the necessary 
expenses of maintaining the Wyoming State Penitentiary for the pe- 
riod ending April 1, 1917. 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 8, 1917. 
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CHAPTER 16. 

House. Bill No. 26. 

APPROPRUTION FOR JUDGE'S CONTINGENT, SEVENTH DISTRICT 

AN ACT providing for payments of accounts already incurred, and providing an 
appropriation for the necessary contingent expenses of the Judge of the 
Seventh Judicial District of the State of Wyoming, previous to April l, 1917. 

Be It Enacted hy the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated out of the funds in the 
State Treasury of the State of Wyoming, not otherwise appropriated, 
the sum of Four Hundred Dollars ($400.00) or so much thereof as may 
be necessary, to pay bills now due and to pay necessary contingent ex- 
penses of the Judge o'f the Seventh Judicial District, incurred previous 
to April 1, 1917. 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
the date of its passage. 

Approved February 8, 1917. 



CHAPTER 17. 

House Bill No. 33. 

APPROPRIATION FOR COURT REPORTER'S CONTINGENT, SEVENTH DISTRICT. 

AN ACT providing fpr payments of accounts already incurred, and providing an 
appropriation for the necessary contingent expenses of the Official Court 
Reporter of the Seventh Judicial District of the State of Wyoming, previous 
to April 1, 1917. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated out of the funds in the 
State Treasury of the State of Wyoming, not otherwise appropriated, the 
sum of Three Hundred Dollars ($300.00) or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, to pay bills now due and to pay necessary contingent expenses 
of the Official Court Reporter of the Seventh Judicial District, incurred 
previous to April 1, 1917. 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
the date of its passage.

HRE-ESCAPES. 

AN ACT requiring the construction of fire-escapes on and means of egress from 
buildings. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Buildings to be equipped. 

Section 1. Every building now or hereafter used, in whole or in 
part, as a public building, public or private institution, office building, 
lyceum, church, school house, theatre, public hall, place of assemblage 
or place of public resort, and every hotel, apartment house, boarding 
house, tenement house, factory or workshop, three or more stories in 
height, shall be provided with safe and suitable metallic, tunnel [,] iron 
or fire-proof ladders or stair fire-escapes with guard rail of sufficient 
strength, attached to the outside walls thereof and extending from or 
suitably near the ground to the uppermost story thereof, with platforms 
not less than 6x3 feet and of such shape and size and in such proximity 
to the windows of each story above the first, as to render access to such 
ladders or stairs from each such story easy and safe to the occupants 
of such buildings in case of fire.; and it shall be the duty of every pro- 
prietor, custodian, superintendent or person or persons having charge 
and control of such public buildings mentioned and described herein, 
to post notices in every hall, and in a public and conspicuous place in such 
building, designating the places on each and every floor of such build- 
ing where such fire-escapes are located and may be found. 

Means of exit. — Doors. 

Section 2. Every building now or hereafter used, in whole or in 
part, as a public building, public or private institution, office building, 
lyceum, church, school house, theatre, picture show house, public hall, 
place of assemblage or place of public resort, and every hotel, apartment 
house, boarding house or tenement house, two stories or less in height, 
having twelve (12) or more rooms shall be provided with at least two 
stairways, hallways or means of exit or escape from each story in case 
of fire. 

In addition to the above mentioned and described stairways and 
hallways or means of exit, all doors to every public hall, lyceum, theatre, 
picture show house, or other place of amusement, which is thrown open 
to and used for the profit of the owner or proprietor or owners or pro- 
prietors by public assemblies in the State of Wyoming, shall not be less 
than three feet in width, and shall swing or open out of and not into 
said public hall, lyceum, theatre, picture show house, or other place of 
amusement. 

Factories, offices, etc., to be equipped. 

Section 3. Every building now or hereafter used, in whole or in part, 
as a factory, mill, workshop, garage, office, bakery, laundry, store, and 
any other building or buildings in which people are employed at manual 
or other labor, shall be provided with proper and sufficient means of 
escape in case of fire, by two or more ways of egress, {Lnd all doors lead- 
ing into or to such factory, mill, workshop, garage, office, bakery, laundry,

store, a'ud any other building or buildings in which people are employed 
at manual or other labor, shall not be locked, bolted or fastened during 
working hours as to prevent free and easy access therefrom. 

Exits unobstructed. — StairwayB. 

Section 4. All such metallic, iron or fire-proof ladders or stair fire- 
escapes, stairways, hallways or means of egress, mentioned or described 
in this Act, shall at all times be kept free from any obstruction ; in good 
repair and ready for use ; and at night, or where lights are necessary in 
the daytime, a red light shall be provided with the words inscribed thereon 
'* FIRE-ESCAPE. '' Provided that on all hotel, theatre, school and hos- 
pital buildings, two or more stories in height, said stairways shall extend 
from each floor of said building to the ground and shall not be less than 
three (3) feet wide, the r[a]isers of said stairs shall not be greater than 
eight (8) inches, and the treads not less than ten (10) inches wide; and 
the platform not less than three (3) feet wide, and in all cases the full 
width of the stairs. All such stairs shall have proper guard rails not 
less than twenty -eight (28) inches high. Where tubing is used for guard 
rails they shall be not more than ten (10) inches apart; and where 
balusters are used they shall be not more than six (6) inches apart. 

Applicable to schools. 

Section 6. The provisions of this chapter are hereby made appli- 
cable to the trustees of all universities and school districts in this state, 
operating under the general school law of this state. 

Penalty. 

Section 6. Every person, firm or corporation, or his or its agents, 
officers, directors or trustees, owning or having the management o^ con- 
trol of any such buildings or structures herein mentioned or described, 
who shall fail, neglect or refuse to comply with the provisions of this 
Act not later than October first, nineteen hundred seventeen, (October 1, 
1917) shall be deemed guilty of a mi-sdemeanor and on conviction thereof 
shall be punishable by imprisonment in the county jail for not less than 
three, nor more than six months, or by a fine of not less than One Hun- 
dred Dollars ($100.00) nor more than Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. Each month or fraction thereof 
in which any building designated in this Act shall remain in violation 
thereof shall constitute a separate offense. 

Additional requirements. 

Section 7. Any incorporated eity or town may by ordinance make 
additional requirements relative to fire-escapes or exits. 



Section 8. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 10, 1917. 
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CHAPTER 19. 

House Bill No. 59. 

ESCAPE OF CONVICTS.— INTOXICANTS PROHIBITED. 

AN ACT relating to the escape of prisoners after conviction, and prohibiting the 
selling or giving of intoxicants or drugs thereto. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Penalty for escape or attempt to escape. 

Section 1. Every prisoner confined in the state penitentiary, or 
other penal institution, for a term less than for life, and every such 
prisoner who, while in custody of the warden, deputy warden or any 
keeper or guard in any convict camp or any other place where he may 
be at work or housed or kept while outside the penal prison or institute 
walls, who escapes or attempts to escape from such penitentiary, penal 
institution, convict camp, or place of work, house, or from any keeper 
or guard, or from any other place where such prisoner may be kept, 
shall, upon conviction be imprisoned in the state penitentiary for a 
term of not less than one year, nor more than ten years; sai<d second 
term of imprisonment to commence from the time he would otherwise 
have been discharged from said prison or penal institution. 

Intoxicants prohibited. 

Section 2. Every person who shall sell or give to any person con- 
fined in the state penitentiary or other penal institution, convict camp 
or any other place of confinement outside the penal institution walls 
within this state, or shall send by mail, express or otherwise to any 
such person so confined, any morphine, cocaine, whiskey or other drug 
or form of liquor of any character whatever, except upon the prescrip- 
tion or order of a regularly licensed and employed physician, upon con- 
viction shall be punished by confinement in the penitentiary for a term 
of not less than one year, nor more than five years, or many be imprisoned 
in the county jail for not more than six months. 



3. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 20. 

House Bill No. 3. 

EXCLUSION OF l^AND FROM CORPORATE LIMITS. 

AN ACT to authorize such Change in the Corporate Boundaries of any City or 
Town as to Exclude from the Corporate Limits Lands Included therein, and 
for other purposes. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. When all of the owners of any tract of land within the 
corporate limits of any city or town of less than 10,000 inhabitants 
which has not been incorporated under special charter but bordering 
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upon the exterior boundaries thereof, together with two-thirds of real 
property owners of the remainder of said city or town shall petition 
the mayor and commissioners or mayor and council of such city or town 
to have said tract of land excluded from the corporate limits of such 
city or town, it shall be the duty of the mayor and commissioners, or 
mayor and council of such city or town to publish such petition in a 
newspaper published in said city or town, if any, otherwise in some 
newspaper published in the county, at least once each week for three 
consecutive weeks. Such notice shall state the time and place when 
and where such mayor and commissioners, or mayor and council will 
consider and act upon such petition. At the time named in such notice, 
if publication thereof shall then be completed, the mayor and commis- 
sioners or mayor and council shall consider said petition, and if upon 
such consideration it shall be deemed not proper to grant sai-d petition 
said mayor and commissioners, or mayor and council shall deny the 
same, but if it shall be deemed proper so to do such mayor and com- 
missioners, or mayor and council shall enter a resolution excluding 
such tract of land from the corporate limits of said city or town and 
changing the boundaries of such city or town in such way as to. exclude 
the said tract of land, and shall thereupon file in the office of the county 
clerk a plat showing the change made in the boundaries of said city 
or town by such exclusion. Upon the filing of such plat or map 
showing the change as aforesaid, the tract of land designated shall 
be excluded from the corporate limits of such city or town. 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 13, 1917. 



CHAPTER 21. 

House Bill No. 47. 

LEASE OF STATE LAND FOR AGRICULTURAL EXPERIMENT STATION. 

AN ACT to authorize tlie State Board of Land Commissioners to lease lands to the 
United States Government for the purpose of conducting an agricultural 
experimental station. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. The State Board of Land Commissioners is hereby au- 
thorized to lease to the United States Qovernment the NV^SEi/4 and the 
SV^NEi/4 of Section 10, Township 56, North, Range 83 West, Sheridan 
County, Wyoming, for a term not exceeding 99 years, in consideration 
that the United States Qovernment will establish and maintain an agri- 
cultural experimental station thereon. 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

THE JIM BAKER CABIN. 

AN ACT making an appropriation for the purcliase, removal, and preservation of 
the "Jim Baker Cabin," situated in Carbon county. 

Be It Enacted "by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming : 

Section 1. The sum of Seven Hundred and Fifty Dollars ($750.00), 
or 80 much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated from 
any funds in the State Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, for use 
in the purchase of the "Jim Baker Cabin,'' a relic of public interest, 
situated on Section 13, Township 12, Kange 90, in Carbon county, and 
for the removal of said cabin from its present location to a suitable 
site to be provided at or near the city of Cheyenne, at a place accessible 
to the general public ; provided that said location or site shall be owned 
or controlled or to be acquired by the State of Wyoming. The removal 
of said cabin; its preservation after such removal, and the expenditure 
of funds hereby appropriated shall be under the direction of the Qov- 
ernor. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

SALARY OF DEPUTY STATE SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBUC INSTRUCTION.

Section 1. The Deputy State Superintendent of Public Instruction 
shall receive a salary of Twenty-one Hundred dollars per annum, pay- 
able in equal monthly installments upon vouchers submitted in proper

against the state are paid, and shall receive no other compensation for 
any service rendered by him to the state.

JOINT CITY AND COUNTY BUILDINGS. 

AN ACT authorizing cities and counties to co-operate in the purchase, construction 
and maintenance of joint city and county buildings.

Agreement. 

Section 1. Any county and the town or city constituting the county 
seat of such county, acting through the board of county commissioners 
and the city or town council respectively, may enter into an agreement 
for the joint purchase or construction and use of a building to be used 
as county court house and as city hall, and to be known as a city and 
county building. 

Division of expense. 

Section 2. The county and the city or town shall contribute to the 
cost of construction of such building in proportion to their respective 
assessed valuations for taxation for the year preceding the year in 
which such agreement is made, and all other details of construction, 
control of construction and maintenance and management, and the di- 
vision of the expense of maintenance and management shall be as fixed 
by the said agreement, and such agreement shall continue to bind both 
parties thereto until modified or rescinded by mutual agreement. 

Laws applicable. 

Section 3. All provisions of law relative to raising funds and is- 
suing bonds by counties, cities and towns for the purpose of purchasing 
or constructing county court houses and jails and city and town halls 
respectively, shall be applicable to the raising of funds and the issu- 
ance of bonds by counties, cities or towns for the construction of a city 
and county building under the terms of this Act.

Section 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

Section 1. When state or school lands have been sold, upon which

It shall be the duty of the Clerk of each District 
Court in the State of Wyoming, upon the rendering of judgment by 
such Court in each and every case wherein is involved in any way, any 
question affecting the title to any water right, irrigating or water sys- 
tem of any kind whatever, to forthwith prepare, free of charge, a certi- 
fied copy of such judgment and forward the same to the State Board 
of Control/'

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Branch Hatchery Establiflhed. 

Section 1. There shall be established a Branch Fish Hatchery in 
or near the town of Daniel, in Lincoln County, Wyoming, for the col- 
lection, propagation, culture, distribution and protection of fish in the 
bounds of Pish Hatchery District ''Number One". 

Supervision of State^Fish Commissioner. 

Section 2. The construction of the necessary buildings, ponds, and 
other facilities needed for the proper culture, care and distribution of 
fish shall be made under the supervision of the State Fish Commis- 
sioner. 
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Appropriation. 

Section 3. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the 
State Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the sum of seven thousand 
dollars ($7,000.00) to establish said Branch Pish Hatchery and pay the 
running expenses of the same for the years 1917 and 1918. 

Section 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

REFUNDING BONDS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section till of the Compiled Statutes of 1910, 
relating to refunding bonds and coupons thereon, and their rates of in- 
terest and the time and place of payment.

Section 1. That Section 1111 of the Compiled Statutes of 1910, be, 
and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

"Section 1111. Such refunding bonds shall be serial and payable 
in annual installments as near equal as practicable during the currency 
of the period (not exceeding twenty years) within whi-ch the debt is to 
be discharged. The denomination of each bond shall be ascertained 
by the number of annual installments, in such way that no more than 
one of the bonds shall be otherwise than in denominations of One Hun- 
dred ($100.00) Dollars, or multiples thereof. The date of the maturity 
of the first installment of the debt shall be not more than five (5) years 
from the date of said refunding bonds. Each refunding bond shall have 
attached to it when negotiated semi-annual interest coupon^ covering 
the interest expressed in the bond from the date of issue until paid at 
the lowest rate obtainable. The principal and interest shall be payable 
at the office of the County Treasurer of such county, or at some bank 
in the City of New York, as may be designated by the Board of County 
Commissioners. ' ' 

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

APPROPRIATION FOR REUEF OF M. P. WHEELER. 

AN ACT making an appropriation for the relief of Marion P. Wheeler, of Casper, 
Wyoming, — indemnity for two horses destroyed by order of the State 
Veterinarian, August 26th, 1909, on account of their having been found 
diseased with glanders. $200.00. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. Indemnity for slaughtered live stock. The sum of two 
hundred dollars ($200.00) or so much thereof as may be necessary, is 
hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State Treasury, not other- 
wise appropriated, for the purpose of paying the claim of Marion P. 
Wheeler, for two-thirds the appraised value of two horses owned by 
him, which were destroyed by order of the State Veterinarian, August 
26th, 1909, pursuant to law, on account of their having been found to 
be diseased with glanders. 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CANCELLATimf OF OLD TAXES. 

AN ACT providing for the cancellation of old taxes. 

Be It Enacted hy the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That all taxes upon the assessment rolls and tax lists 
of any county or of any incorporated town or city in the State, not col- 
lected and enforced for a period of ten years from the time that such 
taxes have been levied, shall stand cancelled upon the books and shall 
thereafter be uncoUectable.

MONTHLY PAYMENT BY COUNTY TREASURER OF MUNICIPAL, DISTRICT,

ties, school districts and county libraries. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the county treasurer of each 
county to keep an accurate record of all funds in his hands and due to 
the respective cities, towns, school districts and county libraries within 
the county; and on the first day of each month he shall pay over to 
the treasurer of each city, town, school district and county libraries all 
funds theretofore collected by him for the benefit of the respective 
city, town, school district or county libraries. 



2. Section 7 of Chapter 85 of the Session Laws of 1913 is 
hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 32. 

House Bill No. 51. 

DIRECT APPEAL TO SUPREME COURT. 

AN ACT entitled, "An Act to provide for a direct appeal to the Supreme Court 
from the District Courts of the State of Wyoming, and prescribing and 
regulating the procedure therefor.'' 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Writ of Error Unnecessary. 

Section 1, No writ of error shall be necessary to present for review 
in the Supreme Court any judgment or order heretofore removable there- 
to by such writ of error, but any such judgment or order may be therein 
reviewed by direct appeal, and the words **writ of error," where used in 
the laws of this State, shall be held to mean and include ** appeal. 
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Procedure. 

Section 2. An appeal must be taken by serving a notice in writing 
to such effect, signed by the appellant, or his attorney, upon the oppos- 
ing party, or his attorney, within ten days from the entry of the order 
or judgment appealed from, and said notice of appeal shall be filed with 
the Clerk of the District Court where the order or judgment appealed 
from is entered, within said ten days. The notice of appeal shall state 
whether the appeal is from the whole or a part of the judgment or order 
appealed from, and if from a part only, shall specifically state what part. 
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Appellant and Respondent. 

Section 3. The party taking such appeal shall be known as the 
appellant, and the adverse party as the respondent, but the order of the 
title of the action shall not be changed in consequence of such appeal. 

Time Allowed. 

Section 4. The appellant shall be entitled as a matter of right to 
seventy days after the entry of the judgment or order appealed from 
within which to prepare and file with the Clerk of the District Court a 
record for the appeal, which time may be by the Court or the judge 

thereof, extended or enlarged for cause shown. 

# 

Transcript of Testimony. 

Section 5. Whenever the party appealing desires to review the rul- 
ing of the District Court on the admission or exclusion of evidence, or 
questions the sufficiency of the evidence to sustain the verdict, finding, 
judgment, or decision, or- alleges that the verdict, finding, judgment or 
decision is contrary to law, the party appealing shall cause to be pre- 
pared* by the official court reporter a complete transcript of all the 
testimony offered at the trial, with each question consecutively num- 
bered, and showing all rulings of the Court in admitting or excluding 
evidence, or in directing or refusing to direct a verdict for either party, 
which transcript of the testimony and rulings of the Court shall be cer* 
tified to by the official court reporter as being true and correct, and as 
containing all of the testimony offered at the trial, with the rulings of 
the Court in admiking or excluding evidence, or in directing or refus- 
ing to direct ja verdict for either party. When the record of the testi- 
mony offered at the trial, and the rulings of the Court to be included 
therein, are prepared and certified as provided in this section, the 
same shall be filed with the Clerk of the District Court within seventy 
days from the date of the entry of the order or judgment appealed from, 
or within the time as extended by the Court or Judge. 

Civil Oanses Appealed. 

Section 6. In civil causes appealed to the Supreme Court under the 
provisions of this Act, the Clerk of the District Court shall prepare a 
record on the appeal which shall consist of the original pleadings, mo- 
tions, demurrers, instructions, given and refused, orders, verdict, find- 
ing, decision or judgment, and the notice of appeal in the cause, or certi- 
fied copies thereof securely attached together in their chronological or- 
der, and if a transcript of the testimony is prepared and filed, and is 
brought up on an appeal, the transcript shall also form a part of the 
record on appeal, and to the whole thereof shall be attached the speci- 
fications of error, and when so prepared, the whole record shall be 
paged and numbered consecutively, and shall constitute the record on 
the appeal, and shall be certified to by the Judge and Clerk of the Dis- 
trict Court as true and correct. 

Criminal Causes Appealed. 

Section 7. In criminal causes appealed to the Supreme Court the 
record on appeal shall be prepared in the same manner except that in 
lieu of the pleadings there shall be attached to the record on appeal the 
indictment or information, motions or demurrers, addressed thereto, 
and any special plea, and all other motions or orders of the Court af- 
fecting any substantial right of the party appealing, together with the 
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instructions given and refused, the verdict and certified copy of the 
journal entries or records of the Court of the judgment and sentence im- 
posed. 

Specifications of Error. 

Section 8. The appellant shall, within ten days after the record on 
appeal is prepared and filed, serve upon the adverse party, or his at- 
torney, and file with the Clerk of the District Court the specifications 
of error relied upon for a reversal of the cause on appeal, which shall 
be consecutively numbered, and shall designate the page of the record 
on which the ruling, decision, finding, order, verdict, or judgment com- 
plained of is to be found, and if error be assigned on the ruling (ft the 
(yourt in admitting or rejecting evidence, the specifications of error shall 
designate the number of the question to which the ruling of the Court 
complained of, refers. 

Service of Papers. 

Section 9. The notice of appeal and specifications of error herein 
provided for may be served by the party intending to appeal by de- 
livering copies thereof to either the opposing party or his cou^el with- 
in the county where the judgment or order entered is appealed from, 
and in the event such personal service cannot be had within the county, 
the filing of an original and copy thereof with the Clerk of the District 
Court of such county shall be deemed service of such papers. 

Duty of District Jud^e— Appeal by Other Party. 

Section 10. The Clerk of the District Court shall, within five days 
after the specifications of error are filed in his office, notify the Judge 
of the District Court before whom the action was tried, in writing, that 
the record on appeal in the cause is perfected and on file in his office, 
and it shall thereupon become the duty of such Judge, within fifteen 
days after receiving such notice, to review the record on appeal and 
consider the specifi<5ations of error, and if such District Judge shall de- 
termine that the party appealing is entitled to a new trial of the issue 
he shall make and enter an order in the cause granting the party ap- 
pealing a new trial, in which event the record shall remain with the 
Clerk of the District Court for trial in said Court, unless the respondent 
shall appeal to the Supreme Court from the order of the District Court, 
granting the appellant a new trial, in which event the record on appeal, 
as perfected, shall constitute the record on appeal in the cause. Pro- 
vided further, that if the Judge of said District Court shall neglect or 
refuse to grant the appellant a new trial within the period of twenty 
days from the date on which the specifications of error are filed with 
the Clerk of the District Court, said Clerk shall thereupon transmit to 
the Clerk of the Supreme Court the record on appeal and the specifi- 
cations of error. If the Judge of the District Court shall, within the 
time limited by this Act, grant the party appealing a new trial and the 
other party shall appeal from such order, the Clerk of the District 
Court shall attach to the record on appeal, as prepared, said order and 
forthwith transmit the whole of such record to the Clerk of the Su- 
preme Court, and the party so appealing from such order granting a new 
trial shall be designated appellant and the opposite party respondent. 
Such appeal shall be perfected by serving a notice of appeal in writing 
Ofi the opposite party in the same manner as is provided by the provis- 
ions of Section 2 of this Aet. 
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Jurisdiction. 

Section 11. The Supreme Court shall not acquire jurisdiction over 
the cause until the record on appeal is filed with the Clerk of said 
Court. 

Stay of Execution. — Bond. ^ 

Section 12. After judgment in a civil cause reviewable in the Su- 
preme Court under the provisions of this Act, upon the defeated party 
stating to the District Court that he desires such case reviewed on ap- 
peal and a stay of the execution and judgment to enable him to perfect 
such appeal and have a review thereof in the Supreme Court, the Dis- 
trict Court, or Judge thereof, by order, shall stay the execution and 
judgment for such time as may be necessary to enable the party to per- 
fect his appeal, and may require of the party intending to appeal such 
undertaking for stay of execution and judgment as in the discretion of 
the Court or Judge' appears reasonable and necessary. The condition 
of such bond shall be that the party intending to appeal will perfect his 
appeal within the time allowed by law, and, if perfected, that he will 
prosecute the appeal in the Supreme Court with diligence, and that he 
will abide the judgment appealed from, and pay to the opposite party 
the amount thereof with interest, and the costs of the District Court, 
and all costs of appeal, in event that he is unsuccessful. Provided fur- 
ther, that if the party intending to appeal shall furnish to the opposite 
party a bond, conditioned as aforesaid, to stay the execution and judg- 
ment in the first instance, and shall, within the time required by this 
Act, perfect his said appeal, the said bond so given shall continue in 
force and operate as a stay of execution of the judgment pending the 
appeal in the Supreme Court. 

Stay Only on Order of Judge. 

Section 13. No appeal taken from any order made before judgment 
shall stay further proceedings in the action in the trial court, unless by 
order of ths [the] Judge thereof. 

Bail. 

Section 14. The Judge of the trial court, or any Justice of the 
Supreme Court in any criminal cause, shall, on such appeal being per- 
fected, admit the defendant to bail in sum such as shall be deemed 
proper in all bailable cases, and the District Court, after conviction, 
shall also stay the execution of the judgment or sentence pending the 
taking of the appeal, and in bailable cases, admit the defendant to bail. 

Additional Method of Beview. 

Section 16. The provisions of this Act are intended to provide for 
a direct appeal to the Supreme Court of this State from the District 
Courts, and as a separate and independent method of reviewing civil 
and criminal causes in the Supreme Court, in addition to the provisions 
of law of this State now in existence for reviewing such causei^ in the 
Supreme Court on proceedings in error, and nothing herein contained 
shall be construed as modifying, changing, amending, altering, or re- 
pealing any of the provisions of the existing laws of this State relating 
to proceedings in error. 

Section 16. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 5742 Wyoming Compiled Statutes l9lo 
relating to guardian's bond. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 5742 Wyoming Compiled Statutes 1910 be 
amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Section 6742. Bond of Ouardian. Before the order appointing any 
person guardian under this chapter shall take effect, and before letters 
shall issue, the court or judge must require of such person a bond to 
the minor, with sufficient sureties, to be approved by the judge or the 
clerk of the district court, and in such sum as the judge shall order, 
conditioned that the guardian will faithfully execute the duties of his 
trust according to law, and the following conditions shall form a part 
of such bond without being expressed therein: 

1. To make an inventory of all the estate, real and personal, of his 
ward, that comes to his possession or knowledge, and return the same 
within such time as the court or judge may order; 

2. To dispose of and manage the estate according to law for the 
best interest of the ward, and faithfully to discharge his trust in rela- 
tion thereto, and also in relation to the care, custody, and education of 
the ward; 

3. To render an account on oath of the property, estate, and 
moneys of the ward in his hands, and all proceeds and interests derived 
therefrom, and of the management and disposition of the same, within 
three months after his appointment, and at such other times as the 
court or judge directs, and at the expiration of his trust to settle his 
accounts with the court, or with his ward, if he be of* full age, or his 
legal representatives, and to pay over and deliver all the estate, moneys, 
and effects remaining in his hands, or due from him on such settle- 
ment, to the person who is lawfully entitled thereto. 

Upon the filing of the bond, duly approved, letters of guardianship 
must issue to the persons appointed. In form the letters of guardianship 
must be substantially the same as letters of administration, and the oath 
of the guardian must be endorsed thereon that he will perform the duties 
of his office as such guardian according to law. 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

THE SALARY OF FHE STATE LIBRARIAN. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 402 of Chapter 35, Wyomini^ Compiled

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Seetion 1. That Section 402 of Chapter 35, Wyoming Compiled 
Statutes of 1910, he, and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to 
read as follows: 

''Section 402. Salary. The state librarian shall receive an annual 
salary of eighteen hundred dollars, which shall be paid in monthly in- 
stallments at the end of each month, and the auditor shall draw war- 
rants upon the treasurer payable to said librarian in payment of such 
salary.'' 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

House Bill No. 85. 

OPTOMETRY. 

AN ACT to regulate the practice of Optometry in the State of Wyoming, defining 
the practice of Optometry and providing for the appointment of a board 
of examiners, providing for the issuing and revocation of licenses, and the 
fixing of a Penalty for the violation of the provisions of this Act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Oertificate Required. 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person in the State of 
Wyoming to practice or attempt to practice optometry as hereinafter 
defined ; or to advertise, or hold himself out as qualified to fit or adjust 
any lenses or lens in any manner or form as an aid to human eyesight, 
without first obtaining a certificate to practice optometry, as hereinafter 
provided. 



of Optometry 

Section 2. The practice of optometry is hereby defined as the use 
of any means, artificial or otherwise, except the administration or appli- 
cation of drugs, for ascertaining the refractive and optical condition of 
the human eye for the purpose of fitting or adjusting lenses thereto. 

Board of Examiners. 

Section 3. There is hereby created a board, consisting of three 
members, which shall be styled the Wyoming State Board of Examiners 
in Optometry, whose duty it shall be to carry out the purposes and en- 
force the provisions of this Act. Said board shall be appointed by the 
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Governor for a term of two years. Each member of the board shall be 
a resident of the State of Wyoming, and shall have been engaged in the 
actual practice of optometry in the State for at least one year prior to 
his appointment. All appointments to fill vacancies caused by death, 
resignation, or removal, shall be made by the Governor. The members 
of said board, before entering upon their duties, shall respectively take 
and subscribe to the oath required to be taken by State Officers, and 
file the same in the office of the Secretary of State. 

Organization and Meetings of Board. 

Sectioii 4. Said Board shall choose at its first meeting, and annu- 
ally thereafter, one of its members as president, and one as secretary 
and treasurer thereof. Each member of the Board shall have the power, 
during his term of office, to administer oaths and take affidavits, certi- 
fying thereto under his hand and the seal provided and kept by the 
board. Said board shall meet at least once in each year at the State 
Oapitol, for the purpose of holding an examination, and in addition 
thereto, whenever and wherever the president or secretary, by order of 
the president, shall call a meeting. A majority of said board shall con- 
stitute a quorum. The secretary shall keep a complete record of the 
proceedings of the board, which record shall be open to public inspection 
at all reasonable times. 

Registration of Present Practitioners. 

Section 6. Every person who has been actually engaged in the 
practice of optometry in the State of Wyoming, for a period of one year 
at the time of the passage of this Act, shall within three months there- 
after, file an affidavit in proof thereof with said board, who shall make 
and keep a record of such person, and shall, in the consideration of the 
sum of five dollars, issue to him a certificate of registration. 

Qualifications. — Coi^ificate. — Fees. 

Section 6. All other certificates authorizing the practice of op- 
tometry shall be issued after the passage of this Act, only to persons 
who have reached the age of twenty-one years, are of good moral char- 
acter, have a preliminary education equivalent to two or more years in 
a public high school, and also have studied at least three years in the 
office of a registered optometrist, or have been actually engaged in re- 
fraction for three years, or have actually attended and graduated from 
a recognized school of optometry, and upon a critical examination are 
found to possess the requisite scholarship in optometry. Upon the pre- 
sentation of satisfactory evidence, verified by oath, of such qualification, 
such person may make application for examination for a certificate 
authorizing him to practice optometry. The application shall be in writ- 
ing, directed to the Secretary of said Board of Examiners, requesting 
to be examined in optometry. The application must be filed with ihe 
secretary not less than fifteen days before the time of examination, and 
be accompanied by the sum of twenty dollars for the use and benefit 
of said board. If the applicant shall successfully pass such examination, 
he shall have issued to him a certificate signed by the president and 
secretary of said board, authorizing him to practice optometry in the 
State of Wyoming, upon a further payment of five dollars to said sec- 
retary, for the use of said board, and he shall receive therewith a certi- 
fied copy of said certificate. Additional certified copies, of said certifi- 
cate, while it may remain in force, shall be furnished by the board for 
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a fee of fifty cents for each additional copy. All persons successfully 
passing such examination shall be registered in the board register, which 
shall be kept by said secretary, as licensed to practice optometry. Pro- 
vided, that nothing in this Act shall be so construed as to permit or 
authorize any person or persons, other than the individual holding a 
certificate, to practice thereunder or by its authority, or under the guise 
of practicing under the direction of the legal holder thereof. 

Certificates Filed with County Clerk. 

Section 7. Recipients of certificates issued under Section 5 of this 
Act, and all other persons holding certificates entitling them to practice 
optometry at the time of the passage of this Act, shall file a certified 
copy thereof for record with the county clerk of the county in which 
they desire to practice, and any person traveling from one county to 
another in this State shall, before engaging in the practice of optometry 
in such other county, file a certified copy of said certificate for record 
with the county clerk of said county to which he shall remove and pay 
the clerk thereof, for the recording of the same in a book to be kept 
for that purpose. Provided, that any failure, neglect or refusal on the 
part of any person holding a certificate to practice optometry to present 
the first certified copy thereof which is required to be recorded, for re- 
cording, with the county clerk, as hereinbefore provided, for one month 
«ifter the issuance of his certificate, shall forfeit the certificate, and the 
board shall be entitled to a fee of one dollar for issuing a certificate in 
lieu of the one forfeited. 

Certificate Displayed. 

Section 8. Every person holding a certificate to practice optometry 
in the State of Wyoming, shall display the said certificate, in its en- 
tirety, in a conspicuous place in his office, wherein the practice of 
optometry is conducted. He shall, also, deliver to each customer or 
person fitted with glasses by him in case the work is not done in his 
permanent office, a receipt which shall contain his signature, the num- 
ber of his certificate, and his home post office address. 

Certificates Iffay Be Revoked. — ^Hearing. — ^Appeal. 

Section 9. The board shall have power to revoke any certificate 
to practice optometry granted by it under the provisions of this Act 
whenever it shall appear that the holder thereof has been wilfully guilty 
of fraud or deceit, either in procuring the same or in his practice, 
or by advertising optical business or treatment, or giving advice in 
which untruthful or misleading statements are made, or when it is made 
to appear to the board that such person is incompetent, or is not of 
good moral character, or is afflicted with an infectious or contagious 
disease. Provided, that before any certificate shall be revoked, the 
holder thereof shall have written notice of the charge or charges against 
him, and a day specified in said notice, which shall be at least ten days 
if served in the county where the hearing is to be held, after the service 
thereof ; otherwise twenty days after service ; that he be given a public 
hearing, and have an opportunity to produce testimony in his behalf, 
and confront the witnesses against him. Provided further that upon the 
revocation of any certificate, the holder thereof may appeal said matter 
to the district court of the county in which the practitioner resides, in 
the manner as is now or may hereafter be provided for appeals from 
justice's courti?, and such Taws are hereby made applicable. The secre- 
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tary of said board shall send the files and a copy of the minutes in the 
matter before the board to the clerk of the district court of the county 
in which the appeal is taken, and such minutes and files shall consti- 
tute the records on appeal. The witnesses at all hearings before the board 
shall testify under oath, and for that purpose may be sworn by any 
member of the Board, and shall receive three dollars per day each for 
their services to be paid by the person in whose behalf they testify. The 
board shall have power to compel the attendance of witnesses, and the 
production of documents at any such hearings. Any person, whose cer- 
tificate has been revoked, may have the same regranted, upon satisfac- 
tory proof that the dis(]ualiflcation has ceased, or his disability removed. 

Annual Fee. 

Section 10. Every registered optometrisj;, who desires to continue 
the practice of optometry in this State, sTiall annually, on or before the 
first day of April, pay to the secretary of said board the sum of two 
dollars for such year, for which he shall receive a receipt, which shall 
permit him to practice optometry in all those counties of this State in 
which a certified copy of his said certificate is on file or of record in 
accordance with law, unless his said certificate be revoked under the 
provisions of this Act. Should any person or persons default in the 
payment of any such annual fees, this certificate may be revoked, by 
said board,. upon twenty days' notice of the time and place of consider- 
ing such revocation. But no license shall be revoked for such non- 
payment, if the person so notified shall pay, before or at the time 
set for such consideration, his fee and such penalty as may be imposed 
by said board. Provided, that said board may impose a penalty of five 
dollars and no more on any one person so notified, as a condition of 
allowing his license to stand. 

Oompensation. — ^Expenses. 

Section 11. Each member of the board may receive as compensa- 
tion the sum of ten dollars for each day actually engaged in the duties 
of his office, and mileage at the rate of three cents per mile for all 
distances necessarily traveled in going to and returning from the meet- 
ings of the board. Said expenses shall be paid from the fees, fines and 
assessments received by said board under the provisions of this Act. All 
fees, fines [,] assessments, and other moneys received by said board, 
under the provisions of this Act, may be used for meeting the expenses 
of said board and in carrying out the provisions of this Act. Ti! no 
event shall any expenses be a charge against the State. The treasurer of 
said board shall give a surety bond, the amount of which shall be fixed 
by the board and shall be in the sum of not less than twice the amount 
held by said treasurer at any time during the year next preceding the 
time of fixing said bond, the cost thereof to be paid out of the funds held 
by the board. 

Biennial Report. 

Section 12. On or before the first day of January preceding each 
biennial session of the Legislature, said board shall make a report of its 
proceedings to the Governor, which report shall contain an account of 
all moneys received and disbursed by it pursuant to this Act. 

Sfisdemeanor. 

Sectian 13. Any person who shall violate any of the provisions of 
thisAot shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
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shall be fined not more than five hundred dollars or imprisoned not 
more than one year in the county jail. 

Bzceptions. 

Section 14. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to apply to per- 
sons licensed as physicians and surgeons in this State nor who sell spec- 
tacles, eyeglasses or lenses, either on prescription from oculists or from 
duly qualified and licensed optometrists, or as merchandise from per- 
manently located and established places of business, but who neither 
practice nor profess to practice optometry, or who neither advertise nor 
liold themselves out as qualified to fit or adjust any lenses or lens as an 
aid to human eyesight. 

Seal. 

Section 16. The board shall provide a seal which shall contain the 
words, 'Wyoming State Board of Examiners in Optometry,' Official 
Seal. 

Section 16. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 36. 

House Bill No. 107. 

DUTIES OF WATER DIVISION SUPERINTENDENTS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 7SS, Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, 
relating to duties of Division Superintendents. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislattire of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. Section 755 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, is 
hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

'* Section 766. Said division superintendent shall have general con- 
trol over the water commissioners of the several districts within his di- 
vision. He shall, under the general supervision of the state engineer, 
execute the laws relative to the distribution of water in accordance with 
the rights of priority of appropriation,»and perform such other functions 
as may be assigned to him by the state engineer. It shall be the duty of 
said division superintendent to regulate and control the storage and 
use of water under all rights of appropriation which have been adjudi- 
cated by the board of control or by the courts, and to regulate and con- 
trol the storage and use of water under all permits approved by the 
state engineer, whether the rights acquired thereunder have been ad- 
judicated or not." 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and. after 
its passage.

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CHAPTER 37. 

House Bill No. 88. 

DISPOSITION OF CERTAIN DEAD HUMAN BODIES. 

AN ACT providing for the surrender of dead human bodies to regularly' licensed 
physicians and dentists and Medical Colleges for the purpose of dissection, 
giving the State Board of Health authority to establish rules and regula- 
tions therefor, providing penalties for violation of this Act. 

Be It Enacted hi/ the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

To Whom Applicable. Rules. 

Section 1. That any member of the following boards of officers 
to-wit: The board of health of any city, town or county in the state; the 
mayor or common council of any city, and the officers or board having 
direction or control of any alms-house, prison hospital, house of cor- 
rection or jail, in the state, shall, when so requested, surrender the 
flead bodies of such persons as may be required to be buried at the 
public expense, to any regularly licensed physician or dentist or medi- 
cal college in the state, in accordance with such rules as may be pre- 
scribed by the State Board of Health, such bodies to be used by said 
physician, dentist or medical college, for the advancement of anatomical 
science: preference being given to the fa,culty of any legally organized 
state medical college or school of anatomy, for their use in the instruc- 
tion of medical students; provided that in no case shall the faculties 
or other officers of such medical college or school of anatomy require 
or receive from any medical student or students, for such body ^o fur- 
nished therein, any sum of money in excess of the actual cost of pro- 
curing the same. 

EzceDtion8. 

Section 2. No such body shall in any case be surrendered if (1) 
the deceased in his or her last illness requested to be not dissected, or 
(2) if within forty-eight hours after his or her death, any person of 
kindred or a friend of the deceased shall request the body for burial, 
or (3) if such deceased was a stranger or a traveler who died suddenly 
before making himself or herself known, or (4) if such deceased person 
was honorablv discharged from any arm of the military or naval service 
of the United States. • 

Use of Bodies. — ^Penalty. 

Section 3. It shall not be lawful for any person so receiving dead 
bodies to use the same, except for the prosecution of anatomical science, 
or elsewhere than in this state; and the State Board of Health in its 
rules and regulations in regard to the distribution of the same, may re- 
quire each applicant to furnish a good and sufficient bond that the pro- 
visions of this Act will be observed. Whosoever shall use said body for 
any other purpose, or shall remove the same beyond the limits of the 
state, or whosoever shall traffic, trade or deal with said bodies for a 
commercial purpose shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall 
be fined, on conviction, not less than one hundred dollars and be im- 
prisoned in the county jail for a period of not less than thirty days 
or more than one year ; the fine accruing from said conviction to be paid 
to the school fund of the county, wherein such offence was committed. 
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Penalty for Refusm^r to Deliver Body. 

Section 4. Any officer refusing to deliver the remains or dead body 
of the deceased person, when demanded in accordance with the provisions 
of this Act and the rules and regulations set forth by the State Board 
of Healthy shall pay a penalty of not less than fifty dollars, nor more 
than one hundred dollars; such penalties to be sued for by the health de- 
partment as the case may be. 

Burial or Cremation. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of all parties, who may secure dea^J 
bodies under provisions of this Act, to bury the same decently in some 
public cemetery within a reasonable time after dissection, or cremate 
the same or make such other disposition as may be prescribed by the 
State Board of Health. For any violation of this provision, the party 
or parties so neglecting shall on conviction, forfeit or pay a penalty of 
not less than fifty dollars, nor more than one hundred dollars, or be 
imprisoned in the county jail not less than six months nor more than 
twelve months or both, at the discretion of the court; such penalties 
to be sued for by the school officers or any one interested therein, for 
the benefit of the school fund of the county in which the offense shall 
have been committed. 

Duty of State Board of Health. 

Section 6. The presiding officer of the State Board of Health shall 
call a meeting of said Board within thirty days after passage of this 
Act and it shall be the duty of the said Board to agree upon rules and 
regulations as called for by Section 1 of this Act. 

Who May Have Bodies in Possession. 

Section 7. Any regularly licensed physician or dentist of the state 
or any medical student a regular matriculate of a recognized medi«al 
college, under authority of such physician may have in his possession 
human dead bodies, or parts thereof, lawfully obtained, for the purpose 
of anatomical inquiry or dissection. 

Section 8. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with thi« Act are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 9. This Act shall take effect and be in full force from and 
after its passage.

CHAPTER 38. 

House Bill No. 93. 

PENSIONS FOR MOTHERS AND CHOBREN. 

>N ACT to amend and re-enact Sections 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5 of Chapter 32 of the 
Session Laws of Wyoming of I9l5, relating to pensions for mothers and 
children. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Seotion 1. That Section 1 of Chapter 32 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming of 1915 be amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 
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Who Eligible. — ^Amounts. 

''Section 1. Whenever anjr woman whose husband shall be dead 
or shall have become permanently disabled for work by reason of physi- 
cal or mental infirmity or shall be U prisoner, or shall have deserted her 
and such desertion shall have continued for a period of one year, and 
such woman shall be poor and shall be the mother of children under 
the age of 14 years, and such mother and children shall have been resi- 
dents in the County in which said application is made for one year, 
and such mother shall have been a resident of this State at the time of 
the death of her husband, or at the time he became disabled, or at the 
time he became a prisoner, or at the time he deserted her, the Board 
of County Commissioners of said county may make an allowance to such 
woman, as follows: 

First, not to exceed $20.00 a month, when she shall have but one child 
under the age of 14 years, and if she shall have more than one child 
under the age of 14 years, such allowance shall not exceed $20.00 a 
month for the first child and $10.00 a month for each of the other chil- 
dren under the age of 14 years. The order making such allowance 
shall not be effective for a longer period than 6 months, but upon ex- 
piration of such period said Board of County Commissioners may from 
time to time extend such allowance for a period of 6 months or less. The 
home of such woman shall be visited from time to time by any member 
of the Board of County Commissioners or an authorized agent of dis- 
creet years as the Board may direct, and the report or reports of such 
visiting member of the Board, or agent, shall be considered by the Board 
in making such order." 

Section 2. That Section 2 of Chapter 32 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming of 1915 be amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

ObnditionB. 

"Section 2. Such allowance may be made by the Board of County 
Commissioners only upon the following conditions: 

First. The child or children for whose benefit the allowance shall 
be made must be living with the mother of such child or children. 

Second. The allowance shall be made only when in the absence 
of such allowance the mother would be required to work regularly away 
from her home and children, and that by means of such allowance she 
shall be able to remain at home with her children except by absence for 
work for such time as the said Board shall deem advisable. 

Third. The mother must in the judgment of the said Board be a 
proper person morally, mentally and physically for the bringing up of 
her children. 

Fourth. Such allowance shall, in the judgment of said Board be 
necessary to save the child or children from neglect and to avoid the 
breaking up of the home of such woman. 

Fifth. It must appear to be for the benefit of the children to re- 
main with such mother. 

Sixth. A careful preliminary examination of the home of such 
mother must first have been made by a member of said Board, or such 
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other competent person, or agent, as the said Board may direct, and a 
written report of such examination filed with the Board." 

Section 3. That Section 3 of Chapter 32 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming of 1915 be amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

Coimty Oonunissioners Make Appropriation. 

''Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners to make an appropriation of such sum as may be necessary for 
the purpose of paying such allowances as may be made during the year." 

Section 4. That Section 4 of Chapter 32 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming of 1915 be amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

Warrants. 

''Section 4. All payments of allowances as herein provided shall 
be made on warrants drawn as other county warrants are drawn and 
paid by the County Treasurer out of such funds. ' ' 

Section 6. That Section 5 of Chapter 32' of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming of 1915 be amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

Application for Pension. — Penalty for Accepting Fee. 

"Section 6. An application in writing for such an allowance may 
be made by any woman coming within the purview of this Act, or it 
may be made on her behalf only by any probating oflScer, associate char- 
ities organization or humane agent, and when such application is filed 
it shall be set down for hearing at a time fixed by the Board of County 
Commissioners, and the re'port of the County Commissioner or author- 
ized agent designated by the Board to make the examination and re- 
port as required by Section 2 of this Act, shall be filed on or before such 
hearing, and upon the date fixed the said Board shall hear said report 
«nd any other evidence that may be offered, and at the conclusion of 
the same make such order as to the said Board shall seem proper in 
p.uch matters. Any person, or persons, officer, agent or attorney mak- 
ing application for an allowance for any woman within the purview of 
this Act who shall charge or accept any consideration for his services 
in securing such allowance, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction thereof shall be fined in any sum not exceeding One 
Hundred Dollars, and shall pay the costs of prosecution.'* 

Section 6. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 7. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

RELATING TO PIMPS. 

AN ACT to amend section 5915 of Chapter 388, Wyoming Compiled Statutes 
1910, relating to pimps and providing penalty for violation of same. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 5915, Chapter 388, Wyoming Compiled Stat- 
utes 1910, be amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Section 6916. 

Pimp. Whoever, being a male person, frequents houses of ill-fame, 
or of assignation, or associates with females known or reputed as pros- 
titutes, or frequents gambling houses with prostitutes, or is engaged 
in or about a house of prostitution, or person, or persons, who shall 
knowingly accept, receive, levy, or appropriate any money or other val- 
uable thing without consideration from the proceeds of earnings of 
any female engaged in prostitution, is a pimp, and on conviction there- 
of, shall be punished by imprisonment in the State Penitentiary not 
more than three years nor less than one year. Any such acceptance, 
receipt, levy, or appropriation of such money or valuable thing shall, 
upon any proceeding or trial for violation of this section, be presumptive 
evidence of lack of consideration. 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect ane [and] be in force from 
and after its passage.

RESTRICTION OF IMPORTATION OF LIVE STOCK. 

AN ACT to amend and reenact Section 197, Chapter 21, of the Wyoming Com- 
piled Statutes, 1910, relating to the importation of live stock.

Section 1. Section 197, Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, is here- 
by, amended and reenacted to read as follows : 

''Section 197. Importation of stock may be restricted. Whenever 
the Governor of the State shall have reason to believe that any disease 
covered by this chapter has become epidemic in certain localities in an- 
other state or territory, or that conditions exist which render domestic 
animals liable to convey disease, he shall thereupon by proclamation 
schedule such localiti-es and prohibit the importation from them of any 
live stock of the kind diseased or suspected of being diseased into this 
State, except under such restrictions as he may deem proper. Any firm, 
association, corporation, person, or persons who shall violate such procla- 
mation by receiving such prohibited animals for shipment, or cause 
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same to be shipped or otherwise imported into this State without com- 
plying with such proclamation, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction shall be fined not less than five hundred dollars 
nor more than five thousand dollars for each offense, and shall further 
become liable for any and all damages and loss that may be sustained 
by any person or persons by reason of the importation or transportation 
of such prohibited animals." 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

DUTIES OF THE STATE VETERINARIAN. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 192, Chapter 21, Wyoming Compiled 
Statutes, 1910, relating to the duties of the State Veterinarian. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 192, Chapter 21, Wyoming Compiled Stat- 
utes, 1910, be, and the same is hereby amended and reenacted to read 
as follows: 

''Section 192. Duties. The duties of the State Veterinarian shall 
be as follows: To investigate any and all cases of dangerously contag- 
ious or infectious diseases among domestic animals in this state of which 
he may have knowledge, or which may be brought to his notice by any 
resident in the locality where such disease exists. It shall also be his 
duty, in the absence of specific information, to make visits of inspection 
to any locality where he may have reason to suspect that there is con- 
tagious or infectious disease^ to quarantine animals affected with or 
exposed to diseases as above; and to order the gathering or rounding 
up of all animals affected with or exposed to such diseases or suspected 
of being affected with such diseases. No animals pronounced affected 
with a dangerously contagious or infectious disease, by the State Vet- 
erinarian, or his duly authorized deputy, shall be turned loose, removed, 
or permitted to escape, but shall be held subject to the order of the 
State Veterinarian; and all animals ordered gathered or rounded up 
shall be so gathered or rounded up within a reasonable length of time, 
to be determined by the State Veterinarian. Any person failing to com- 
ply with the provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not less than fifty dollars 
nor more than five hundred dollars for each offence," 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
it43 passage.

Section 1. Emergencies. In case of a serious outbreak of a con- 
tagious, infectious, or epizootic disease among live stock in this state — 
the checking of which cannot be accomplished without additional funds, 
the State Veterinarian shall present such fact to the Governor of this 
state, who may then authorize the incurring of a deficiency to meet the 
emergency. 

Section 2. Repeal. All acts or parts of acts in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

INSPECTION OF LIVE STOCK. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Sections One, Two and Three Chapter 73 of the 
Laws of 1915. 

Be It Enacted "by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. Section 1 of Chapter 73 of the Session Laws of 1915 is 
hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Inspection Before Shipment.— Penalty. 

"Section 1. It shall be the duty of every person or persons, firm, 
corporation, or association, shipping any horses, mules, or cattle inter- 
state or intrastate, to hold the same at some convenient place for in- 
spection, until inspected, as provided by this chapter; and it shall be 
unliawful for any person or persons, firm, corporation, or association, 
to ship, trail, or in any other manner remove, interstate, or intrastate 
from their natural home ranges, any horses, mules, or cattle, until the 
same shall have been duly inspected as l^ereinafter provided for; Pro- 
vided, that the provisions of this chapter shall not apply to cattle con- 
signed to any market at which there now is an inspector commissioned 
by the board of live stock commissioners of this state; and provided 
further, iihat cattle billed to feed in transit fin transit] to markets where 
an inspector is commissioned as provided above, if sold or in any other 
manner disposed of before reaching such market center, that the ship- 
per or owner must notify by telegraph or letter, the county live stock 
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inspector sheriff or his deputies at the original loading point. And 
provided further that this Act shall not apply to stock being trailed 
through or across the State from another State to a market where the 
State Board of Live Stock Commissioners shall have an inspection. Any 
person or corporation violating the provisions of this section shall be 
jTuilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not 
less than One Hundred Dollars nor more than One Thousand Dollars, in 
the discretion of the court." 

Section 2. That Section Two of Chapter 73 of the Session Laws 
1915 be amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Violation by Transportation Oompanies. 

"Section 2. It shall be unlawful for any railroad or transportation 
company to receive for transportation, interstate or intrastate, any 
horses, mules or cattle, excepting such as are consigned to a market at 
which there now is an inspector commissioned by the boar^ of live stock 
commissioners of this state to inspect the kind of livestock offered for 
transportation, until such railroad or transportation company shall have 
been furnished with a certificate of a fuly [duly] authorized inspector, 
from the county from which the shipment is originally made, showing that 
the brands upon such horses, mules or cattle, have been inspected as re- 
quired by this chapter; and when any shipment originally billed to a 
market center as herein described is diverted before reaching such mar- 
ket center, the railroad company transporting such shipment, shall im- 
mediately notify the sheriff or County Inspector of the county from 
which such shipment was made, of the fact of such diversion, the pur- 
pose of the diversion or change of billing and the name of the consignee 
or purchaser thereof; and any railroad or transportation company, or 
any officer, agent or servant of any railroad or transportation company 
who violates the provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not less than 
one hundred dollars nor more than one thousand dollars, in the discre- 
tion of the court." 

Section 3. That Section Three of Chapter 73 of the Session Laws 
1915 be amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

County Inspector. — Duties. 

''Section 3. The county live stock inspector hereinafter provided 
for, or sheriff in counties not having an inspector as provided by this 
Act, shall be an inspector of horses, mules or cattle under the provisions 
of this chapter and it is hereby made the duty of the inspector herein- 
after provided for, or sheriff in counties not having an inspector as pro- 
vided by this Act, if such a one shall be appointed in any county, to per- 
form the duties hereinafter provided, . and said officer making such in- 
spections shall forward a record of all inspections made, giving the name 
of the owner and shipper of any horses, mules or cattle; the number 
of the same together with all brands, the number of the car and the 
destination of the shipment, on or before the first day of each month, 
to the secretary of the State Board of Live Stock Commissioners and 
to the county clerk of his county, which said record of inspectinms shall 
be placed on file witli the Secretary of the Board of Live Stock Com- 
missioners and with the county clerk, and must be advertised in a paper 
of general circulation in the county." 
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Section 4. That Section 5 of Chapter 73, Session Laws 1915 be 
amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Proof of Ownership. — Fees. 

''Section 6. It shall be the duty of the livestock inspector, or his 
deputy, making such inspections, to demand proof of ownership Irom 
the person, persons, firm, corporation or association presenting horses, 
mules or cattle for inspection, by brand record, bill of sale, or the vouch- 
ers of at least two responsible persons residing in the state, and said 
proof of ownership must be to the satisfaction of the inspecting officer 
before he shall issue the certificates, as hereinbefore provided. He shall 
also collect a fee of Twenty Cents per head for all horses, and mules, 
and Five Cents per head for all cattle inspected, which amount shall be 
turned into the county treasury not later than the 10th day of each suc- 
ceeding month.'' 

Section 6. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

ZOOLOGICAL GARDENS.

Section 1. Any city or town may establish a zoological garden with- 
in the corporate limits or upon land owned, leased or controlled by the 
municipality within five miles of the corporate limits, and may maintain 
and control the same. The police powers of any city or town maintain- 
ing such zoological garden shall extend to the premises used for such 
purpose, and the police court of such city or town shall have jurisdiction 
to punish any violator of the ordinances of such city or town regulating 
and governing such zoological garden, and the conduct of persons upon 
the said premises.

Section 2. The State Qame Commission is hereby authorized to 
furnish to any city or town for such zoological garden, any game animals 
and birds of the State, provided the said city or town will pay the neces- 
sary expenses.

Section 1. That Section 4162 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes 1910, 
be amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Policies. 

'* Section 4162. Such companies may issue policies only on detached 
farm buildings, barns (except livery, boarding and hotel bams) and 
other farm buildings, and such property as may properly be contained 
therein, and also upon horses, mules, cattle, sheep, hogs, hay and grain 
in the stack and farming implements and machinery not housed, against 
damage by fire, lightning or tornado for any length of time, but not to 
extend beyond the limit and duration of the charter, and for any amount 
the company may deem safe on any one risk, nor shall any property be 
insured for more than three-fourths (%) its actual value. All persons so 
insured shall give their obligations to the company, in a written or 
printed application, binding themselves, their heirs and assigns tQ pay 
their pro rata share to the company of the necessary expenses and of 
all losses by fire, lightning or tornado, which may be sustained by any 
member thereof during the time for which their respective policies are 
written and they continue as members of the company, and they shall 
also, at the time of effecting the insurance, pay such percentage in cash 
and such other charges as may be required by the rules and by-laws of 
the company. Provided, that any company formed under' the provisions 
of this chapter shall in its by-laws limit the percentage of the liability 
of its members. [L. 1907, ch. 53, Sec. 9.] 

Section 2. That Section 4172 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes 1910, 
be amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Fees for Filing Annual Statements. * 

''Section 4172. For the filing of the first annual statement, there 
shall be paid to the state auditor the sum of fifty dollars ($50.00). Pro- 
vided the state auditor is hereby authorized to pro rate said fee as fol- 
lows: — If said statement be filed between the first day of January and 
the first day of April, the full fee of fifty dollars shall be charged; if 
filed between the first day of April and the first day of July, three- 
fourths of said fee, viz. thirty-seven dollars and fifty cents ($37.50) shall 
be charged; if filed between the first day of July and the first day of 
October, one-half of said fee, viz. twenty-five dollars ($25.00) shall be 
charged; if filed between the first day of October and the first day of 
January, one-fourth of said fee, viz. twelve dollars and fifty cents 
($12.50) shall be charged. For each additional annual statement, the 
sum of twenty dollars ($20.00) and for each certificate of authority to 
agents, the sum of one dollar ($1.00) all of which shall be paid by the 
state auditor into the state treasury to the credit of the general fund.

TIME WITHIN WHICH CASES MUST BE DECIDED. 

AN ACT providing for a period within which cases and matters arising in such 
cases, not commenced in their district, but assigned to district judges under 
the provisions of Section 5 142 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 1910, 
as amended, shall be decided. 

Be It Enacted hy the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. If, under the provisions of Section 5142 of the Compiled 
Statutes of Wyoming, 1910, as amended, any district judge of this state 
shall be called in to try any pending civil action or dispose of any mo- 
tion or demurrer in any such case filed in the stead of the judge in whose 
district the action is commenced, it shall be the duty of the judge to 
whom the case, motion or demurrer is so assigned, to try the case within 
dix months from the date the same became at issue, or if at issue when 
assigned to such judge, then within six months from the date of such 
assignment, and to decide the questions raised by said motion or de- 
murrer within ninety (90) days from the date of filing such motion or 
demurrer, or, if filed when assigned to such judge, then within ninety 
(90) days from date of such assignment.

1. That Section 153, Chapter 19, Wyoming Compiled

The State Engineer shall have the power to employ an assistant en- 
gineer, at an expense not to exceed eighteen hundred dollars per an- 
num, and to employ other assistants at a total additional expense not to 
exceed one thousand dollars per year. In addition he is hereby author- 
ized in connection with his duties pertaining to irrigation projects under 
the provisions of chapter 55, to employ a deputy engineer, at an expense 
not to exceed one thousand eight hundred dollars per annum, whose duty 
it shall be to act under the instructions of the state engineer to assist 
in all such irrigation development^ and to report after inspection of irri- 
gation works, to the state engineer. Such deputy engineer may be de- 
tailed to perform such other work for the benefit of the state aa the state 
engineer may direct.

CHAPTER 61 

Senate File No. 45. 

UENS FOR CONSTRUCTION OF DITCHES AND RESERVOIRS. 

AN ACT to provide for a lien for corporations, partnerships and individuals wtio 
furnish labor and material in the construction, repairing; and improvements 
of ditches, canals and reservoirs, and providing; for the filing and enforce- 
ment of the same. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Lien upon Ditch, Land and Water Rights. 

Section 1. Any mechanic, artisan, civil engineer, laborer, corpora- 
tion, partnership or individual who shall do or perform any work or la- 
bor upon, or furnish any material for the construction of any ditch, 
canal or reservoir, or for repairing the same, under or by virtue of any 
contract with the owner or proprietor thereof, or its, his or her agent, 
trustees, contractor or sub-contractor, upon complying with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 254 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, shall 
have for his work or labor done, or material furnished, a lien upon such 
ditch, canal or reservoir ; the right of way for such ditch, canal or reser- 
voir, and the water permits, water rights and ditch rights used in con- 
nection therewith ; and upon the lands owned by the owner or proprie- 
tor for the reclamation of which said ditch, canal or reservoir was con- 
structed. 

Procedure. 

Section 2. Any mechanic, artisan, civil engineer, laborer, corpora- 
tion, partnership or individual desiring to obtain the benefits of the last 
preceding section shall file a just and true account of the demand due 
it, him, her or them, in all respects as fully conformable to the provisions 
of law as provided by Chapter 254 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 
1910, relating to mechanic's and builder's liens, as may be, and in the 
manner and within the times therein limited, and may enforce his lien 
in the same manner as is therein provided for the enforcement of me- 
chanic's and builder's liens. 

Liens upon Equal Footing. 

Section 3. The liens for work and labor done or material furnish- 
ed, as specified in this act, shall be upon an equal footing, without refer- 
ence to the dates of the filing of the account or lien, and in all cases 
where a sale shall be ordered and the moneys arising from such sale be 
not sufficient to discharge in full all of the liens against the same, with- 
out reference to the dates of filing ; said moneys shall be prorated among 
the several lien claimants according to the amounts of their respective 
claims. 
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Section 4. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act at*e 
hereby repealed. 

Section 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 55. 

Senate File No. 7. 

ASSESSMENTS FOR MAINTENANCE OF IRRIGATION SYSTEMS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-entct Section 679 Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, 
providing for assessments for the maintenance of Irrigation Systems. 

Be It Enacted hy the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 679, Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 1910 
be amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

"Section 679. Assessments: Companies, associations, or corpora- 
tions operating or controlling irrigation systems, ditches, or reservoirs 
or other devices for the distribution of water for irrigation shall be au- 
thorized to levy and collect such reasonable and necessary assessments 
for the cost of operation, maintenance, repairs and improvements of 
such irrigation systems, ditches or reservoirs, and for the purpose of 
repaying money borrowed for such purposes, as may be authorized by a 
majority of the members of such companies, or associations, or fixed in 
the manner provided by the by-laws of such corporation. Payment of 
such assessments shall be the necessary requisite for the use of such 
reservoirs, irrigation systems or ditches for the storage or conveyance 
of water for the lands deeded or described in contracts for or deeds to 
proportionate interests in such reservoirs, irrigation systems and ditches 
upon which assessments are made, and in the event such assessments 
remain due and unpaid more than ten days after the date fixed as the 
date of payment for the purpose, such companies, associations and cor- 
porations are authorized to close down any headgate or other divert- 
ing or measuring device used by any delinquent, or by any person in 
possession of or using such lands, and to refuse to allow the use of such 
reservoirs, irrigation systems and ditches for the purpose of storing 
water for or conveying water to the lands of such delinquent and refuse 
such delinquents the right to vote at any meeting of such company, 
association, or corporation, until such repair or maintenance assessment 
shall have been paid. Such companies, associations and corporations shall 
have a lien upon the proportionate interest in such reservoirs, irrigation 
systems and ditches, shall become a first lien upon the lands deeded or 
described in contracts for or deeds to such proportionate interests for 
the amount of any unpaid assessments which may be enforced in a 
court of competent jurisdiction, as in the case of other liens. In all suits 
or action to obtain a judgment on such account and to enforce the lien, 
when the plaintiff or complainant shall obtain judgment or decree, the 
costs, together with twenty-five dollars for attorney 's fees, shall be taxed 
or recovered from the adverse party. No restraining order, or order 
of injunction shall be issued against any such company, association or 
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corporation unless applicant for same shall file a sufficient bond con- 
ditioned upon the immediate payment of all delinquent assessment if 
such shall be found by a competent court to be reasonable and just. 
This act shall include all lands under any of the above named systems 
if water has been used or is being used in any one irrigation season pro- 
viding that water is in said canal, reservoir or ditches, subject to use 
of owners.'' 

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

OHAPTEB 66. 

House Bill No. 108. 

SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS FOR SEWER CONSTRUCTION. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 1803 of Wyomins; Compiled Statutes, 1910, 
relating to special assessments for the construction of sewers. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. Section 1803 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, 
is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

''Section 1803[.] Every city or town in this state incorporated 
heretofore or that may hereafter be incorporated under the general laws 
of Wyoming, or under special charter, shall have the power to make 
special assessments for the construction of sewers ; . such assessments 
shall be made on all lots and pieces of ground to the center of the block, 
or if such sewers shall be constructed in an alley then on all lots and 
pieces of ground to the nearest street or avenue on each side of the alley, 
extending along the street, avenue or alley, the distance improved, or to be 
improved, according to the area of the lots or pieces of ground, without 
regard to the buildings or improvements thereon and the amount to be 
paid by each property holder shall be determined by dividing the ex- 
penses of the construction of the proposed sewer among all the prop- 
erty holders for the benefit of whose property the sewer is to be con- 
structed. The amount to be assessed against each property holder shall 
be in proportion to the number of square feet owned by him, to the en- 
tire number of square feet assessed for the expense of the construction of 
such sewer. Each city and town is hereby authorized to adopt such 
ordinances and resolutions as may be necessary to levy and collect such 
special assessment and providing for the manner of sale, redemption and 
conveyance of lands sold for non-payment of such special assessments." 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 67. 

Senate File No. 32. 

INSPECTION OF IRRIGATION WORKS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 827, Cliapter 66, Wyoming Compiled Stat- 
utes 1910, relating to the Inspection of Irrigation Works. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming, 

Section 1. That Section 827, Chapter 66, Wyoming Compiled Stat- 
utes 1910, be amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Section 827. Should any person or persons residing on or owning 
land in the neighborhood of any irrigation works after completion or 
in course of completion, apply to the State Engineer in writing desiring 
an inspection of such works, the State Engineer may order an inspection 
thereof. Before doing so he shall require the applicant for such inspec- 
tion to make a deposit of a sum of money sufficient to pay the expenses 
of an inspection, and in ease the application appears to him not to have 
been justified, he may cause the whole or part of such expenses to be 
paid out of such deposit. In case the application appears to the State 
Engineer to have been justified, he shall within thirty days return to 
the person or persons requesting such inspection the full amount of such 
deposit and he shall require the person, persons or corporation owning 
such irrigation works, to pay the whole or any part of the expenses of 
the inspection, and he shall present a bill of costs to said owner, or 
owners, and if said owner or owners refuse or neglect, for ten days after 
the presentation of such bill of costs, to pay the same, it shall be made 
a lien and charge on said irrigation works and shall be collected by an 
appropriate action in any court of competent jurisdiction. Provided, 
however, that should the examination disclose such defects in the said 
irrigation works which, in the judgment of the engineer or his authorized 
agent, are a menace to life or property, it shall be unlawful to use water 
through, or store water in, said irrigation works until such defects have 
been remedied to the satisfaction of the State Engineer. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 58.

ORGANIZATION OF COUNTIES. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Sections io5l and 1052, Wyoming Compiled Stat- 
utes, 1910, relating to Organization of Counties. 

Be It Enacted hy the Legislature of the State of Wyoming. 

Section 1. — Section 1051 of the Wyoming Compiled Laws of 1910 
be amended and re-enacted to read as follows: . 
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"Section 1061 — ^Population and Assessed Valne Necessary — Proof of. 

No new county shall be so organized, nor shall any organized county be 
so reduced as to contain a population of less than 3,000 bona fide in- 
habitants; nor unless the said new county shall contain within the lim- 
its thereof property of the value of $5,000,000, as shown by the last pre- 
ceding assessment for taxation, and not then unless the remaining por- 
tion of the old county, or counties, shall each contain property of at 
least $7,000,000 of. assessable valuation, as shown by the last preceding 
assessment for taxation. There shall also be attached to the petition 
named in Section 1050 the affidavits of two or more electors resident 
within such unorganized county; stating that such county contains a 
population of at least 3,000 bona fide inhabitants; and also that there 
is contained within the limits of such proposed new county property of 
the value of at least $5,000,000. There shall also be presented with such 
petition the affidavits of two such electors that each of the original 
counties from which such new county is taken contains a population of 
3,000, bona fide inhabitants and that each of such original counties con- 
tains property of at least $7,000,000 assessable valuation. 

The Governor may require such other and further evidence of the 
population and assessable value of the property of such unorganized 
county, or of the original counties from which the same is taken as to 
him shall seem sufficient." 



2. That Section 1052 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes 
of 1910 be amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Appointment of Commissioners. 

''Section 1062. U.pon presentation of such petition, and upon be- 
ing satisfied that such unorganized county contains the population of 
three thousand bona fide inhabitants as aforesaid, and that said new 
county contains property of the value of five million dollars, the Gov- 
ernor shall appoint the persons named in such petition as commissioners 
to orgamze such county, and shall notify them of such appointment. 
If either of such commissioners shall die, resign or refuse to act, the 
Governor may appoint another in his place."

Section 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTEB 59. 

House Bill No. 42. 

NON-PARTISAN ELECTION OF COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS. 

AN ACT providing; for the non-partisan election of County Superintendents of 
Schools and providing for all electors to vote at primary elections for non- 
partisan offices without declaring party a:f filiations. 

Be It Enacted hy the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. The County Superintendent of Schools shall hereafter 
be nominated and elected regardless of political affiliations. 
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Petition and Affidavit— Fee. 

Section 2. Any person desiring to become a candidate for County 
Superintendent of Schools may, within not more than sixty nor less 
than twenty days preceding a primary election, file with the County 
Clerk of the county in which such person resides, a statement in sub- 
stantially the following form, to-wit: 

''Petition and Affidavit of 

Candidate for County Superintendent of Schools -

I, , being first duly sworn, say that I

of __ in the State of Wyoming; that I am a qualified voter of 

said state and said county ; that I am eligible to be elected to the office to 
which' I aspire ; that I am a candidate for the nomination for the office of 
county superintendent of schools to be voted upon at the primary election 

to be held on the day of 19 ; that I hereby request 

that my name be printed upon the official ballot for the nomination at 
such primary election for the office of county superintendent of schools.

Such petition and affidavit shall be accompanied by a fee of Ten 
Dollars ($10.00), to be paid into the county treasury of said county, 
and no further requisite shall be necessary for such person to have his 
name printed on the non-partisan primary ballot. ["] 

Ballots. 

"Section 3. Notwithstanding any more general law respecting pri- 
mary elections in force in the state, the official ballot to be prepared and 
used at such primary, when relating to county superintendent of schools 
or other non-partisan officers, shall simply place the names of all can- 
didates for judicial offices and county superintendent of schools upon 
the primary ballot without any political designation; the names to be 
arranged as hereinafter stated, the said ballot to be a separate ballot 
from the party ballots used at the primary election, and said non-partisan 
ballots to have separate columns for judicial offices and for county su- 
perintendent of schools: the heading of the column to indicate whether 
the column is for the school officers mentioned or for judicial officers. 
The form of such ballot shall be the same as prescribed for non-partisan 
election of judges, in Section 3 of Chapter 74 of the Session Laws of 
1915, and the names of said nominees for the said school offices shall be 
arranged the same as provided in said Section 3 of Chapter 74 of the 
Session Laws of 1915, for the arrangement of names for the judicial 
offices." 

Voters not Required to Declare Party Affiliation. 

"Section 4. At said primary election for county superintendent of 
schools or for judicial officers, any qualified elector of the precinct 
shall be permitted to vote for the nomination of non-partisan officers 
without being required to state any party affiliation, and the provisions 
of Chapter 23 of the Session Laws of 19li and any and all amendments 
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thereto that require an elector to state his party affiliation when voting 
at a primary, shall not apply to those electors who vote only the non- 
partisan ballot. 

Any elector offering to vote at such primary election for non- 
partisan offi^cers only shall, unless he has been recorded as voting at 
the last preceding general primary election, be required to take the oath 
contained in Section 4 of Chapter 128 of the Session Laws of 1913. And 
any such elector offering to vote for non-partisan officers only and not 
offering to vote a party ticket, shall be registered by the judges of elec- 
tion in the poll book under a separate column headed **Non-Partisan.'' 

The method of voting and of accounting and certifying the returns 
shall in all respects be governed by the provisions of Chapter 74 of the 
Session Laws of 1915 relative to the nomination of non-partisan judges, 
except insofar as the same may be modified or changed by this Act." 

Ballots for General Election. 

"Section 6. After said primary election held as aforesaid, the coun- 
ty clerk or other official whose duty it is to prepare the official ballot 
for the general election to be held in this state, shall prepare a separate 
ballot similar and substantially in the same general form, and the names 
rotated on said ballot as herein provided for the nomination of said 
school officers at the primary election, and as provided in Chapter 74, 
Session Laws of 1915 for the nomination of judicial officers; and the 
two candidates receiving the highest number of votes at the primary 
election for each of said offices shall be entitled to have their names 
printed on the official non-partisan ballot at the general election. Said 
ballot for non-partisan officers may contain judicial officers and the 
same school officers, arranged, however, in separate columns, but such 
non-partisan ballot shall be separate from the regular ballot used at 
such election and shall be deposited in a separate ballot box, the same 
as in voting upon constitutional amendments. The candidate receiving 
the highest number of votes at said general election shall be declared 
duly elected to the office for which said person was a candidate. In 
all other respects the procedure for the nomination and election to the 
offices herein referred to shall be regulated by the provisions of the 
statutes relating to primary and general elections in force in this state 
so far as they are applicable." 

Section 6. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby expressly repealed and Chapter 74 Session 
Laws of 1915 is hereby modified to conform to the provisions of this 
Act. 

Section 7. This Act shall be in force and effect from and after its 
passage.

House Bill No. 66. 

COMPENSATION OF WATER COMMISSIONERS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 803, Chapter 62, Wyoming Compiled 
Statutes, 1910, relating to tlie compensation of water commissioners. 

Be It Enacted hy the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 803 of Chapter 62, Wyoming Compiled Stat- 
utes, 1910, be amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

Section 808. Water Commissioners herein provided for shall re- 
ceive compensation at the rate of Five Dollars ($5.00) per day for each 
day he shall be actively employed in the duties of his office. He shall, 
upon bills approved by the Division Superintendent, receive in addition 
to such compensation, his actual and necessary travelling expenses when 
away from home in the discharge of his duties as such Commissioner, 
in all eases such compensation and travelling expenses shall be paid by 
the County in which the work is performed. Each water commissioner 
shall keep a true and just account of time spent by him in the duties of 
each County, respectively, in which his duties may extend, and shall pre- 
sent a true copy thereof, verified by oath, to the Board of County Com- 
missioners of the County in which his work may be performed. And 
the Board of County Commissioners shall, upon approval thereof by the 
Superintendent of water division, allow the same. 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

INDEMNITY FOR SLAUGHTERED UVE STOCK. 

AN ACT making an appropriation for the relief of owners of live stock destroyed 
on account of being affected witli the diseases dourine, glanders, and 
tuberculosis. 

Be It Enacted hy the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 



1. Appropriation. The sum of twelve thousand eight hun- 
dred eighty-nine dollars and twenty-one cents ($12,889.21), or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds 
in the state treasury not otherwise appropriated, to reimburse the fol- 
lowing named parties in amounts designated, for live stock slaughtered 
by order of the State Veterinarian pursuant to law, to-wit :

House Bill 83. 

RELATING TO AGRICULTURAL SEEDS. 

AN ACT ["]to amend and re-enact Sections l and 3, of Chapter iio, Session 
Laws 1013, relating to the sale of agricultural seeds. 

Be It Enacted hy the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 



1. That Section 1, Chapter 110, Session Laws 1913, is 
amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Labels. 

"Section 1. Each and every package or lot of seeds, excepting 
only garden seeds in a packet or package of one pound or less, whether 
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in package or ki bulk, which is sold, offered or exposed for sale by any 
person, firm or corporation in the State of Wyoming, shall be plainly, 
legibly and indelibly labeled in English upon the exterior of the con- 
tainer with a written or printed label. Such label shall show: 

First. The commonly accepted name of the kind and variety of 
seed. 

SeconcL The full name and address of the person or persons, firm 
or co>rporation selling, offering or exposing the seeds for sale. 

Third. The percentage of purity and germination and date of ger- 
mination. 

Fourth. Whether the seed is imported or grown within the State. ' ' 

Section 2. That Section 3, Chapter 110, Session Laws 1913, be 
amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Noxious Weed Seed. 

''Section 3. No person, firm or corporation shall sell, offer or ex- 
pose for sale or distribution in the state any agricultural or garden 
seeds, excepting only garden seeds in a packet or package of one pound 
or less, which contain any of the seeds of Wild Mustard, Charlock, Couch 
or Quack-grass, Canada thistle, Sow-thistle, Corn-cockle or Dodder and 
the sale of Agricultural or garden seeds containing more than three per- 
cent, of the seeds of greater Bag-weed, Corn-flower, Marsh elder, Rus- 
sian pigweed, Dandelion, Chicory, Russian thistle, Plantain, Buck plan- 
tain, Bracted plantain. White cockle, Night-flowering Catchfly, Pink 
cockle. Cow cockle. Curled dock, Sorrel, Sheep-sorrel, Purslane, Bindweed, 
Wild Buckwheat, Wild onion, Wild oats. Pigeon grass. Holy grass. Chess, 
Mustard, Tumbling Mustard, Hare's-ear Mustard, Penny-cress, Pepper- 
grass, Shepherd's purse. False-flax, Bird's foor [foot] trefoil, Yellow 
trefoil, Ergot, or of the seeds of any other noxious weed is unlawful. ' ' 

Section 4. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 17, 1917. 



CHAPTER 63. 

House Bill No. 18. 

FALSE, MISLEADING, AND FRAUDULENT ADVERTISING. 

AN ACT prohibiting false, misleading and fraudulent advertising in books, hand- 
bills, posters, labels, bills, circulars, pamphlets, letters, newspapers, or 
other publication defining the term ''advertising," and providing penalties 
for the violation of this Act. 

Be It Enacted hy the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Misd«meaiLor. — ^Penalty. 

Section 1. Any person, firm, corporation or association who, with 
intent to sell, or in any way dispose of any merchandise, securities, or 
anything offered by such person, firm, corporation or association, di- 
rectly or indirectly, to the public for sale or distribution or with intent 
to increase the sale or consumption thereof, or to induce the public or 
any person in any manner to enter into any obligation relating thereto 
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or to acquire title to or an interest therein makes, publishes, disseminates, 
circulates or places before the public or any person, or causes the same 
to be done, either directly or indirectly, whether bybewspaper publica- 
tion or otherwise, any label, notice, handbill, poster, bill, circular, 
pamphlet or letter, any advertisement of any kind or character regard- 
ing merchandise, securities, amusements, entertainments, exhibitions, 
services or any other thing or commodity offered to the public or to any 
person; which advertisement contains any assertion or statement, which 
is, in fact, untrue, deceptive or misleading, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be punished by a fine in any 
sum not exceeding one hundred ($100) dollars, in the discretion of the 
court, for every such offense and each day such publication or com- 
munication shall be published or disseminated, shall constitute a viola- 
tion of the provisions of this Act and shall be deemed a separate and 
distinct offense ; provided, also, that the provisions of this Act shall not 
apply to the publisher of any newspaper or other publication who pub- 
lishes or causes to be published, disseminated, or circulated any written 
or printed statement prohibited by the provisions of this Act, without 
knowledge that it is false. - 

AdvertlBement Defined. 

Section 2. Within the meaning of this Act, an advertisement shall 
be defined as any notice, announcement, statement, representation, ex- 
hibition, demonstration or proclamation, whether by printing or writ- 
ing. 

Duty of County Attorney. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the county attorney of each coun- 
ty, on complaint being made to vigorously prosecute any and all of- 
fenders against the provisions of this Act. 

Section 4. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 17, 1917.

House Bill No. 98. 

FORMS OF CERTIHCATE OF AdkNOWLEDGMENT. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 3644 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyo- 
ming, 1910, relating to form of certificate of acknowledgment. 

Be It Enacted hy the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. Section 3644 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 1910, 
is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

"Section 3644. Certificates of acknowledgment substantially in the 
following forms shall be sufficient : 

(1. In the case of natural persons acting in their own right:) 

On this - day of , 19 — , 

before me personally appeared A. B. (or A. B. and C. D.), to me known 
to be the person (or, persons) described in and who executed the fore- 
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going instrument, and acknowledged that he (or, she or they) executed 
the same as his (or her or their) free act and deed. 

(Where the right of homestead is released there shall be in addi- 
tion the following: 'including the release and waiver of the right of 
homestead, the said wife having been by me fully apprised of her right 
and the effect of signing and acknowledging the said instrument.') 

(2. In the case of natural persons acting by attorney:) 

On this day of , 19 — , 

before me personally appeared A. B., to me known to be the person who 
executed the foregoing instrument in behalf of C. D., and acknowledged 
that he executed the same as the free act and deed of said C. D. 

(3. In the case of corporations or joint-stock associations:) 

On this day of , 19 , 

before me appeared A. B., to me personally known, who, being by me 
duly sworn (or, affirmed), did say that he is the president (or, other 
officer or agent of the corporation or association) of (describing the 
corporation or association), and that the seal affixed to said instrument 
is the corporate seal of said corporation (or, association) and that said 
instrument was signed and sealed in behalf of said corporation (or, as- 
sociation) by authority of its board of directors (or, trustees), and said 
A. B. acknowledged said instrument to be the free act and deed of said 
corporation (or, association). 

(In case the corporation or association has no corporate seal, omit 
the words Hhe seal affixed to said instrument is the corporate seal of 
said corporation (or, association), and that,' and add at the end of the 
affidavit clause the words 'and that said corporation (or, association) 
has no corporate seal.) ' 

(In all cases prefix to the form a caption specifying the state and 
county where the acknowledgment is taken and append signature and 
title of the officer taking the acknowledgment. If the acknowledging 
officer is a notary public, justice of the peace or commissioner, show 
also date of expiration of commission or term, with statement as follows, — ;. 
*my term or commission expires ')" 

Section 2. That all Acts and parts of Acts in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

SectiGn 3. This Act shall be in full force and effect from and after 
its. passage.

AN ACT appropriating funds for the purpose of providing premiums and paying 
the expenses of maintaining the State Fair for the years I9l7 and 1918, 
and for the purpose of paying the indebtedness of the State Fair Commis- 
sion for the years of 191 5 and 1916. 

Be li Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Premiums and Ezpeium. 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the 
State Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the sum of Thirty-five Thou- 
sand Dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary for the purpose of 
providing premiums and paying the expenses of the State Fair at Doug- 
las, Wyoming, for the years 1917 and 1918; said money to be available 
as follows: — 

April 1st, 1917, the sum of Five Thousand Dollars, 

September 1st, 1918, the sum of Twelve Thousand Five Hundred 
Dollars. 

April 1st, 1918, the sum of Five Thousand Dollars. 

September 1st, 1918, the sum of Twelve Thousand Five Hundred 
Dollars. 

Indebtedness. 

Section 2. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the 
State Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the sum of Twenty-eight 
Thousand Five Hundred Twenty-seven Dollars and Fifty-six Cents, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, to pay off the indebtedness of the 
State Fair Commission for the years 1915 and 1916. 

Section 3. The funds appropriated by this Act shall be expended 
under the direction of the Board of State Fair Commissioners upon 
vouchers rendered in the regular form to the State Auditor, and ap- 
proved by the said Board of State. Fair Commissioners.

House Bill No. 5 5. 

THE SUPERVISING MATR(H4. 

AN ACT creating the office of Supervising Matron for State Penal, Reformatory 
and Charitable Institutions, prescribing her duties, providing for her ap- 
pointment, fixing her compensation, and providing for her expenses. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Appointment. — Salary. 

Section 1. That the office of Supervising Matron is hereby cre- 
ated. Said office to be filled by the appointment of some capable and 
discreet woman by the Board of Charities and Reform and the incumbent 
thereof shall be subject to removal by said Board. 

She shall receive a salary of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) per 
annum, payable in monthly installments upon vouchers approved by 
said Board submitted to the Auditor in the same manner as other ac- 
counts against the State. 

Duties. 

Section 2. The said Supervising Matron shall be the secretary of 
the Board of Charities and Reform and shall, as often as directed or au- 
thorized by the Board of Charities and Reform, make a full and thorough 
examination and inspection of any and all State Institutions under the 
direction and control of said Board, wherein are confined or kept any 
women or girls or young men under the age of twenty-five years, and 
shall fully inform herself with respect to all matters relating to the con- 
duct, management and control of such institutions, and shall make full 
report of all such examinations and inspections to the said Board of 
Charities and Reform, with such suggestions as to changes in the man- 
agement, control and conduct of such institutions as she may deem 
proper and desirable, and to this end it shall be the duty of all persons 
having immediate control and charge of said institutions to afford said 
Supervising Matron every opportunity and facility to inspect the insti- 
tutions respectively under their charge, and to acquire full information 
as to all matters relating to their conduct, control and management. 

Rules and Regulations. 

Section 3. The said Board of Charities and Reform shall have full 
power and authority to make all needful rules and regulations with re- 
spect to the manner in which such inspections and examinations shall be 
made. 
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Traveling Expenses. 

Section 4. The necessary traveling expenses of said Supervising 
Matron while visiting in her official capacity said institutions shall be 
paid upon vouchers approved by said Board, in like manner as are paid 
the necessary traveling expenses of other employees of said Board. 

Section 5. All Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 6. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 68. 

House Bill No. 121. 

RELATING TO THE BOARD OF SHEEP COMMISSIONERS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Sections 2682 and 2683| Wyoming Compiled Stat- 
utes of 1910, with reference to the appointment of a Board of Sheep Com- 
missioners. 

Be It Enctcted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 2682, Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 1910, 
be amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

Appointment. — ^Term. — Qualifications. 

''Section 2882. The Governor with the consent of the Senate, is 
hereby directed and empowered to appoint a Board of Sheep Commis- 
sioners, to consist of three members. Two members to be appointed for 
a term of two years and one member to be appointed for a term of four 
years, and every two years hereafter one member shall be appointed for 
a term of two years and one member for a term of four years. They 
shall hold office as heretofore specified or until their successors are ap- 
pointed, and qualified, and in case of a vacancy in said board from death, 
resignation or otherwise, the governor must fill the vacancy by appoint- 
ment. Each member of said board shall be a qualified elector of the 
county from which he is chosen, and an owner of sheep within the State, 
and must reside during his term of office within such county which must 
be a part of the district from which he was appointed." 

Section 2. That Section 2683, Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 1910, 
be amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

Oath. 

"Section 2683. Members of said board, before entering upon their 
duties, shall each take the oath of office prescribed by the constitution, 
which must be filed in the office of the secretary of state. ' ' 

Section 3. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

OEAPTER 69. 

Senate File No. 60. 

RELATING TO WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Sections 4, 16, 17, 18, 19, 28 and clause (k) of 
Section 6 of Chapter 124 of the Session Laws of l9l5, relating to com- 
pensation for injuries or death resulting from injuries, of workmen from 
accident occurring in extra-hazardous employments. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 4 of Chapter 124 of the Session Laws of 
1915, relating to compensations for injured workmen, be and the same 
is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

Extra-hazardous Occupations. 

"Section 4. The extra-hazardous occupations to which this Act is 
applicable are as follows: factories, garages, mills, printing plants and 
workshops where machinery is used; foundries, blast furnaces; mines, 
oil wells, oil refineries; gas works; natural gas plants; water works; 
reduction works; breweries; elevators; dredges; excavations; transfer 
companies ; smelters ; powder works ; laundries operated by power ; quar- 
ries; engineering works; logging; lumbering and saw mill operations; 
street and interurban railroads not engaged in interstate commerce; 
buildings being constructed, repaired, moved or demolished; telephone, 
telegraph, electric light or power plants or lines ; steam heating or power 
plants; railroads not engaged in interstate commerce; bridge building 
and all employments wherein a process requiring the use of any danger- 
ous explosive or inflammable materials is carried on, which is conducted 
for the purpose of business, trade or gain, each of which employments is 
hereby determined to be extra-hazardous and in which from the nature, 
conditions or means of prosecution of the work therein required risks 
to the life and limb of the workmen engaged therein are inherent, neces- 
sary or substantially unavoidable. This Act shall not apply in any case 
where the injury occurred before this Act takes effect and all rights, 
which have accrued by reason of any such injury prior to the taking 
effect of this Act shall be saved the remedies now existing therefor. 
This Act shall only apply to the employers by whom three or more work- 
men have been employed continuously for more than one month at the 
time of the accident ; provided, that this Act shall apply to the employ- 
ments wherein dangerous explosives are used or where the employment 
requires the performance of services upon derricks, scaffolding, poles or 
other structures ten feet or more above the surface of the ground without 
regard to the number of workmen employed. 



It 



Section 2. That clause (k) of Section 6 of said Workmen's Com- 
pensation Act be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to read 
as follows: 

Ohild or Children. 

''(k) 'Child or children' means such that are under sixteen (16) 
years of age (ajnd over said age, if physically or mentally incapacitated 
from earning) and shall also include legitimate children of the injured 
workman bom after his death from injury. In other cases questions of 
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family dependency in whole or in part shall be determined in accordance 
with the fact, as the case may be at the tSme of the injury; the foregoing 
definition of * dependent families' shall not include any of the persons 
named, who are aliens residing beyond the jurisdiction of the United 
States of America, except a surviving widow, or children under sixteen 
(16) years of age and as to such non-resident aliens the rate of com- 
pensation shall not exceed thirty-three and one third per cent (33 1-3%) 
of the rates of compensation herein provided. ' ' 

Section 3. That Section 16 of the aforesaid Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Act be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as 
follows : 

Employers' Assessment. 

''Section 16. Every employer engaged in any of the occupations 
herein defined, as extra-hazardous, is hereby required to pay into the 
State Treasury for the benefit of the Industrial Accident Fund a sum of 
money equal to one and one half per cent (1%%) of the moneys earned 
by each of his employees engaged in such extra-hazardous employment 
during each calendar month of such employment. Such payment shall 
be so made on or before the 15th day of the month following the month 
for which such payments are computed and paid. The State Treasurer 
shall keep a separate account for each employer so contributing to said 
fund. Each employer shall continue to make monthly contributions as 
above provided, unless the sum theretofore contributed by him, after de- 
ducting all payments made on account of injuries to his employees and 
all allowances made on account of such injuries, shall equal full one and 
one half per cent (1V^%) of his annual pay-roll computed by multiplying 
his current month's pay-roll of workmen engaged in extra-hazardous 
employment by twelve, and shall likewise be not less than Five Thousand 
($5,000.00) Dollars. Such employer shall not be compelled to contribute 
when his contributions in the fund, after making deductions as aforesaid, 
shall equal one and one half per cent (1^%) of his annual pay-roll, and 
shall likewise be not less than Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars." 

Section 4. That Section 17 of said Workmen's Compensation Act 
be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Copy of Pay-Boll to State Treasurer. — Penalty. 

"Section 17. It shall be the duty of each employer to forward to 
the State Treasurer, on a blank form provided by said State Treasurer, 
a true copy of his pay-roll of persons in his employ engaged in extra- 
hazardous employment during the current calendar month, on the tenth 
day of the next succeeding calendar month, sworn to either by himself 
or the person having knowledge of said pay-roll. Each employer, unless 
otherwise supplied with the last above blank form, shall seasonably apply 
to said Treasurer for the same. Any failure of any such employer to 
file with said State Treasurer a copy of his pay-roll as herein provided, 
shall be a misdemeanor, and any wilfully false statement in any affidavit 
made as herein provided shall likewise constitute a misdemeanor, and 
any misdemeanor committed as in this Act provided shall be punishable 
by a fine of not more than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars." 

Section 5. That Section 18 of said Workmen's Compensation Act 
be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 
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Duty of Ooimty Assessors, State Treasurer and Attorney General. 

"Section 18. It shall be the duty of the County Assessor in each 
of the counties of the State to make a list of all employers within his 
county who are engaged in extra-hazardous industries as defined by this 
Act, and to forward such list of extra-hazardous employments and indus- 
tries to the State Treasurer within thirty (30) days after the passage 
and approval of this Act. It shall further be the duty of the County 
Assessor in each county of the State to make monthly reports to the 
State Treasurer showing what, if any, extra-hazardous, industries have 
suspended business permanently, and what, if any, new extra-hazardous 
industries have been established and commenced in his county during 
the preceding month, and also showing each extra-hazardous industry 
of his county not theretofore reported by him, and it shall be the duty 
of the State Treasurer to immediately proceed in the collection of assess- 
ments from such extra-hazardous industries in the manner provided in 
Section 16 of this Act, and in case any County Assessor shall fail to 
make the report required by this Act, or shall negligently fail to include 
in such report any employer engaged in extra-hazardous business or 
industry and not theretofore reported, he shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and shall be punished by a fine of not more than Five Hundred ($500.00) 
Dollars. And in case any employer engaged in an extra-hazardous busi- 
ness or industry, as defined by this Act, shall fail or refuse to pay the 
assessment upon his current monthly pay-roll, as is required by this Act, 
he shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, and in addition to the 
said fine it shall be the duty of the Attorney General of this State to 
immediately bring suit in the name of the State for the benefit of the 
Industrial Accident Fund against such employer for the collection of 
such assessment, and if a judgment for the recovery of said assessment 
be given in favor of the State for the use and benefit of the Industrial 
Accident Fund said judgment shall be for double the amount of the 
pay-roll assessment provided by Section 16 hereof, together with costs.'* 

Section 6. That Section 19 of said Workmen's Compensation Act 
be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Compensation Schedule. 

' 'Section 19. Each employee, who shall be injured in any of the 
extra-hazardous employments, as herein defined, or the dependent family 
of any such injured workman, who may die as a result of such injuries, 
except in case of injuries due solely to the culpable negligence of such 
injured employee, shall receive out of the Industrial Accident Fund, com- 
pensation in accordance with the following schedule, and such payment 
shall be in lieu of and take the place of any and all rights of action 
against any employer contributing, as required by this Act to the In- 
dustrial Accident Fund in favor of any person or persons by reason of 
any such injuries or death: 

'*(a) 'Permanent, partial disability' means the loss of either one 
foot, one leg, one hand, one arm, one eye, one or more fingers,- one or 
more toes, any dislocation where ligaments are severed, or any other 
injury known in surgery to be permanent, partial disability. For any 
permanent, partial disability resulting from any injury, the workman 
shall receive a lump sum as hereinafter specified. 
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'*Por the loss of a thumb $ 150.00 

'* ** '' ** ** fiVst finger 125.00

**The loss of more than the middle and distal phalanges of any finger 
shall be considered to be equal to the loss of the whole finger ; provided, 
however, that in no case shall the amount received for more than one 
finger exceed the amount provided in this schedule for the loss of a hand. 

'*Por the loss of a great toe $ 150.00 

** '* ** *' one of the toes other than 

great toe 75.00 

**The loss of more than two-thirds of any toe shall be considered 
to be equal to the loss of the whole toe. 

**The loss of less than two-thirds of any toe shall be considered equal 
to the loss of one-half of the toe. 

**Por the loss of a foot $ 800.00 

Por the loss of a. leg below the knee 900.00 

Por the loss of a leg above the knee 1000.00 

Por the loss of an eye 900.00 

**Por any *other injury known to surgery to be permanent partial 
disability, the workmen shall receive a lump sum in an amount propor- 
tioned to the extent of such permanent partial disability based as near 
as may be upon the foregoing schedule. 

"(b) ^Permanent total disability' means the loss of both legs, or 
both arms, or one leg and one arm; total loss of eye-sight, paralysis or 
other condition permanently incapacitating the workman from perform- 
ing any work at any gainful occupation. "Where there has been a previous 
disability, as the loss of one eye, one hand, one foot, or any other previous 
permanent disability, the percentage of disability for a subsequent injury 
shall be determined by deducting therefrom the percentage of the pre- 
vious disability, as it existed at the time of the subsequent injury. When 
permanent total disability results from the injury, the workman shall 
receive : 
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**(1) If unmarried at the time of injury a lump sum of $1400.00. 

**(2) If the workman had a wife or invalid husband, but no child 
under the age of sixteen (16) years, a lump sum of $1600.00. 

**(3) If the workman have a child or children under the age of 
sixteen (16) years, for any such child or children the lump sum provided 
in the preceding paragraph shall be increased by adding thereto Sixty 
($60.00) Dollars per year for each child for each year until such child 
shall be of the age of sixteen (16) years, but the total amount of such 
increased sum allowed for cKildren under sixteen (16) years shall not 
exceed in the aggregate a sum equal to one and one-half the sum allowed 
to the injured workman in any such case. 

**(c) ^Temporary total disability' means an injury which tem- 
porarily incapacitates the injured person from performing any work at 
any gainful occupation for the time, but from which injury such person 
may recover by medical or surgical treatment and be able to resume 
work. In such cases, if the workman be unmarried at the time of the 
injury, he shall receive the sum of Eighteen ($18.00) Dollars per month, 
so long as the total disability shall continue. If he have a wife with whom 
he is living at the time of the injury, he shall receive Twenty-four 
($24.00) Dollars per month, and if he have children under sixteen (16) 
years of age, he shall receive Five ($5.00) Dollars per month for each 
child under sixteen (16) years of age, but the total monthly payment 
shall not exceed Forty ($40.00) Dollars per month. No compensation 
shall be allowed for the first ten days of disability unless the incapacity 
extends beyond the period of thirty days, in which case the compensation 
shall run from the time of the injury. As soon as recovery is so complete 
that the earning power of the workman at any kind of work is restored, 
the payments shall cease; but in no case shall the total payments made 
in such cases exceed in the aggregate the lump sum amount herein 
specified to be paid an injured workman for injuries causing permanent 
total disability. 

*'(d) Where death results from an injury, the expense of burial 
shall be paid not to exceed Fifty ($50.00) Dollars in any case; unless 
other arrangements exist between employer and employee, under agree- 
ment. 

*'(1) But if the workman leaves a widow or invalid widower, such 
surviving spouse shall receive a lump sum payment of $1200.00 to which 
shall be added a lump sum of Sixty ($60.00) Dollars per year for each 
surviving child under sixteen (16) years of age until the time when each 
of said surviving children shall become sixteen (16) years of age, pro- 
vided that the aggregate sum so added on account of children under 
sixteen (16) years of age shall in no case exceed an amount equal to one 
and one-half times the lump sum provided to be paid the surviving 
spouse, and provided further that if it be shown that the surviving 
spouse wilfully deserted deceased without fault upon the part of the de- 
ceased, such surviving spouse shall not be regarded as a dependent in 
any degree, but in such cases the right of children under sixteen (16) 
years of age to compensation shall not be defeated, but the aggregate 
sum allowed them shall not exceed in the aggregate a sum equal to one 
and one half the sum allowed the surviving spouse if there had been no 
desertion of the deceased. In all death cases where an order of com- 
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pensation is made on account of children under sixteen (16) years of 
age or to persons incompetent, said fund shall be disbursed under a 
proper guardianship to be created by the Court or Judge making such 
an order. 



**(2). If the injured workman die during a period of temporary 
total disability and after receiving compensation therefor, as herein 
provided, and his death be shown to have resulted from such injuries, 
the total amount of payments received by him during such disability and 
prior to his death will be deducted from .the lump sum amount herein 
provided to be paid to the surviving widow and children under sixteen 
(16) years of age in case of death resulting from injuries. 

**(3). If the workman leaves no widow, widower or child under 
the age of sixteen (16) years, but leaves a parent or parents surviving 
who were actually dependent upon him for support, such surviving pa- 
rent or parents shall receive a lump sum which shall be computed at the 
rate of fifty per cent (50%) of the average monthly support actually 
received by such parent or parents from the workman during the twelve 
months next preceding the occurrence of the injury calculated as near 
as may be over the probable period such support would have continued, 
but in no case exceeding the sum of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars.*' 

Section 7. That Section 28 of said Workmen's Compensation Act 
be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

Annual Report by State Treasure. 

''Section 28. It shall be the duty of the State Treasurer to secure 
and compile statistical information concerning accidents occurring in 
the extra-hazardous employment defined by this act, showing the num- 
ber of accidents or fatalities occurring in each of said employments, the 
amount paid in by each employer coming within the .provisions of this 
act ; the amount paid out on account of injuries, or death resulting from 
injuries in such employments and any other information relating to the 
operation or administration of this law that may be of interest and to 
make a full report thereof, together with such recommendations as he 
may deem proper for changes or amendments herein, and to publish a 
full report thereof, to the Governor on or before the 31st day of Decem- 
ber in each year.'* 

Section 8. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
the first day of April, A. D. 1917.

BILLS 0¥ EXCEPTION AND PETITIONS IN ERROR. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Sections 4595 and 5ill of the Wyoming Compiled 
Statutes 1910, relating to Bills of Exception. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 4595 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes 
1910, be, and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as 
follows : 

When Exception to be Taken. 

"Section 4696. The party objecting to the decision must except 
at the time the decision is made, and shall have sixty days from and 
after the date of the judgment, decree, or final order in the case within 
which to reduce the exception to writing and present the same to the 
court or judge for allowance. If within said sixty days the party ex- 
cepting shall make it satisfactorily to appear to the court or judge au- 
thorized to allow the bill of exceptions that the party will be unavoid- 
ably prevented from presenting the bill within said time, the court or 
judge by written order may extend said time, but not to exceed sixty 
additional days.*' 

Section 2. That Section 5111 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes 
1910, be, and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as 
follows : 

Petition in Error. — Summons. 

"Section 6111. The proceedings to obtain such reversal, vacation, 
or modification, shall be by petition in error filed in the court having 
power to make the reversal, vacation or modification, and setting forth 
the errors complained of. There shall also be filed at the same time a 
precipe for summons, or the affidavit hereinafter provided for, or both 
as the case may be. Thereupon a summons shall issue and be served in 
the manner provided by law for the service of summons in civil actions, 
and service on the attorney of record in the original case shall be suf- 
ficient. The summons shall be made returnable thirty days after its 
date unless said date would fall on Sunday or on a legal holiday in 
which case it shall be made returnable on the next succeeding secular 
or business day. It shall contain a statement that a petition in error 
has been filed in the case, stating the court in which it is filed, the date 
of such filing, the court in which the judgment, decree or final order 
sought to be reversed, vacated or modified was given or made, with the 
date thereof and the title of the case appealed from, as the same are 
stated in the petition in error. If service is not procured on said sum- 
mons, a like alias summons shall be issued upon the filing of a precipe 
therefor. To constitute the commencement of such proceedings in error 
service of summons must be made within sixty days from the filing of 
the petition in error. Upon filing with the petition in error an affidavit 
of the plaintiff in error, his agent or attorney, that service of summons 
cannot be made within this state, as in this section provided, upon de- 
fendant or certain defendants In error, naming him or them, service may 
be made by publishing in a newspaper published and of general circu- 
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lation in the county in which the judgment, decree or final order was 
given or made, a notice signed by plaintiff in error or his attorney, con- 
taining the statements required in a summons in error, which notice 
shall be published once each week for three consecutive weeks, the last 
publication to be not more than sixty days after the filing of the peti- 
tion in error. When service of summons or publication of notice is made, 
as above provided, the proceedings in error shall be deemed commenced 
as of the date of filing the petition in error.'' 

Section 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

Section 1. Section 1 of Chapter 106 of the Session Laws of 1911 is 
hereby repealed. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 72.

EXCHANGE OF STORED WATER FOR DIRECT FLOW. 

AN ACT permitting the exchange of stored water for the direct flow of a stream 
and prescribing the procedure necessary for such exchange. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Conditions. 

Section 1. Any person, persons, association or corporation, owning 
or in possession of lands susceptible of irrigation from any stream, the 
waters of which are so diminished by prior appropriations that a suf- 
ficient amount of water for the irrigation of their lands cannot be ob- 
tained from the natural flow of the stream, who shall construct a reser- 
voir so located that because of natural or other obstacles, the water 
impounded therein cannot be conducted to the lands which they desire 
to irrigate, may, provided the stored water can be discharged into the 
stream in such a manner that it can be used beneficially by prior, ap- 
propriators, divert the natural flow of the stream for the irrigation of 
their lands in lieu of an equal amount of stored water, provided how- 
ever, that such exchange can be made without injury to said prior ap- 
propriators. 
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Procedure. 

Section 2. Any person, persons, association or corporation desiring 
to avail themselves of the provisions of the preceding section shall file 
maps and application for permit with the State Engineer as provided 
in Chapter 58, Wyoming Compiled Statutes 1910, Sections 727 to 737 in- 
clusive; such application shall be in the form of an application for a 
secondary permit as provided in Chapter 59, Wyoming Compiled Statutes 
1910, Section 744; it shall state that the source of the appropriation is 
the natural flow of the stream in lieu of an equal amount of stored water 
from the reservoir in question, and shall describe the land upon which 
such exchanged water will be used. The accompanying map shall show 
the ditch or ditches through which the natural flow of the stream is to 
be conveyed, the lands to be irrigated thereunder, the point at which 
the stored water will be discharged into the stream and all other ditches 
diverting water from the stream between the ditch or ditches diverting 
such exchanged water from the stream and the point at which the stored 
water is discharged into the stream. 

Duty of Water Oommissioner. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Water Commissioner of the 
district in which ditch or ditches diverting the natural flow of the stream 
are located, after the applicants for such exchanged water have com- 
plied with the two preceding sections, to turn into the ditch or ditches 
an amount of water from the natural flow of the stream equal to the 
amount of stored water which is discharged into the stream below and 
which may be beneficially used by prior appropriators. 

Section 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

HIGH SCHOOL DISTRICTS MAY ACCEPT GIFTS. 

AN ACT to empower high school districts to accept donations, devices, bequests, etc. 
Be It Enacted by the Legislattire of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. High school districts within the State of Wyoming or- 
ganized as provided in Chapter 142, Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 
1910, are hereby authorized to receive any and all property that may 
be donated, devised, bequeathed or given, for educational purposes in 
this state, or for any of the purposes for which said high schools are 
organized as provided in said Chapter 142 or any and all amendments 
thereto, and may apply said devices, bequests, gifts or donations to the 
purposes and for the objects for which they may be so devised, bequeath- 
ed, given or donated. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

RELATING TO PUBUC UTIUTIES. 

AN ACT amending and re-enacting Sections 1, 2, 4, 16, 17, 19, 21, 42 and 44 of 
Chapter 146 of the Session Laws of Wyoming, I9l5, relating to the Public 
Utilities Act, prescribing the duties of the Commission and the rights and 
duties of public utilities, and extending the jurisdiction of the Commission 
to require annual reports of utilities, prescribing a uniform system of 
accounts, requiring utilities to make reports of accidents and requiring the 
Commission to investigate causes of accidents. 

Be It Eiiacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Terms befined: 

Section 1. That Section 1 of Chapter 146 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming, 1915, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to 
read as follows: 

"Section 1. Unless otherwise specified the word ** commission'*, 
when used in this act, shall mean Public Service Commission of Wyo- 
ming, which is created and established by this act. 

The term ** Commissioner'' when used in this act shall mean any one 
of the members of the Wyoming Public Service Commission. 

The term ** municipality", when used in this act, shall mean and 
include any town, village, city, county or other political subdivision of 
this state. 

The term ''municipal council," when used in this act, shall mean 
and include the city council, common council, board of aldermen, the 
board of selectmen, the board of trustees, the city commission or any 
other governing body of any political subdivision of the state. 

The term ** person", when used in this act, shall mean and include 
individuals, associations of individuals, firms, partnerships, companies, 
corporations, their lessees, trustees, or receivers appointed by any court 
whatsoever, in the singular number, as well as in the plural. 

The term ** public utility", when used in this act, shall mean and 
include every person, or municipality, that owns, operates, leases, con- 
trols, or has power to operate, lease or control: 

(a) Any plant, property or facility for the transportation or con- 
veyance to or for the public of passengers or property by railroad, ex- 
press companies, sleeping car companies, private car lines, street rail- 
road or water. 

(b) Any plant, property or facility for the transmission to or for 
the public of telephone messages, for the conveyance or transmission to 
or for the public of telegraph messages, or for the furnishing of facili- 
ties to or for the public for the transmission of intelligence by electricity. 

(c) Any plant, property or facility for the generation, transmis- 
sion, distribution, sale or furnishing to or for the public of electricity for 
light, heat or power, including any conduits, ducts or other devices, ma- 
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terialSy apparatus or property for containing, holding or carrying con- 
ductors used or to be used for the transmission of electricity for light, 
heat or power. 

(d) Any plant, property or facility for the manufacture, distribu- 
tion, sale or furnishing to or for the public of natural or manufactured 
gas for light, heat or power. 

(e) Any plant, property or facility for the supply, storage, distrubi- 
tion [distribution] or furnishing to or for the public of water for manu- 
facturing, municipal, agriculture or domestic uses. 

(f) Any plant, property or facility for the production, transmis- 
sion, conveyance, delivery or furnishing to or for the public of steam 
or any other substance for heat or power. 

(g) Any plant, property or equipment foy the transportation or 
conveyance to or for the public of oil or gas by pipe line. 

(h) None of the provision^ of this act shall apply to interstate 
commerce; nor to farmers' mutual telephone associations having no cap- 
ital stock and furnishing service to members of such associations only 
and without tolls, except as provided in Section 45 hereof; nor to the 
generation, transmission or distribution of electricity, or to the manu- 
facture or distribution of gas, or to the furnishing or distribution of 
water, nor to the production, delivery or furnishing of steam or any 
other substance, by a producer or other person, for the sole use of such 
producer or other person, or for the use of tenants of such producer or 
other person and not for sale to others. 

(i) The term- ** public utility*' shall also mean and include two or 
more public utilities rendering joint service." 

Rate Defined. 

Section 2. That Section 2 of Chapter 146 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming, 1915, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to 
read as follows: 

"Section 2. The term **rate," when used in this act, shall mean 
and include, in the plural number, as well as in the singular, every in- 
dividual or joint rate, classification, fare, toll, charge or other com- 
pensation for service rendered or to be rendered by any public utility, 
and every rule, regulation, practice, act, requirement or privilege in any 
way relating to such rate, fare, toll, charge or other compensation, and 
any schedule or tariff or part of a schedule or tariff thereof. 

The term ** service regulation" shall mean and include every rule, 
regulation, practice, act- or requirement in any way relating to the serv- 
ice or facilities of a public utility." 

Quorum. 

Section 3. That Section 4 of Chapter 146 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming, 1915, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to 
read as follows: 

'* Section 4. A majority of the Commission shall constitute a quorum 
to transact business for the performance of any duty or for the exercise 
of any power of the Commission and may hold meetings of the Commis- 
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sion at any time or place within the state. Any investigation, inquiry 
or hearing which the Commission has power to undertake, or to hold 
may be undertaken or held by or before any Commissioner, when an order 
is entered in the records of the office of the Commission to that effect, 
and such investigation, inquiry or hearing when approved and con- 
firmed by the Commission shall be and be deemed to be the investiga- 
tion, inquiry or hearing of the Commission, but no finding or order of 
the Commission shall be effective without the concurrence of a majority 
of the Commission." 

Commission May Initiate Investigation. 

Section 4. That Section 16 of Chapter 146 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming, 1915, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to 
read as follows: 

"Section 16. Whenever the Commission shall believe that an in- 
vestigation of any act or omission to act, accomplished or proposed, or 
an investigation of any rate, service, facility or service regulation of 
any public utility should be made in order to secure compliance with 
the provisions of this act and orders of the Commission it may of its own 
motion summarily investigate the same." 

Who May Make Oomplaint: 

Section 5. That Section 17 of Chapter 146 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming, 1915, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to 
read as follows: 

''Section 17. Any public utility or any person served or claiming 
the right to be served thereby, or any municipality, or any corporation, 
chamber of commerce or any body politic, or the Attctrney General may 
complain to the Commission of anything, actual or proposed, done or 
omitted to be done in violation of this act or of an order of the com- 
mission. • 

Sub-Section A. Except upon its own motion, the Commission will 
entertain no complaint as to the charges, service or service regulation 
of any gas, electrical, water or telephone utility, unless the same is signed 
by a majority of the council, commission or other legislative body of the 
city or county, or city or town, if any, within which the alleged viola- 
tion occurred, or by five percent (5%) of the consumers of such gas, 
electricity, water or telephone service. It shall be the duty of the Com- 
mission when these conditions are complied with to entertain such com- 
plaint and to proceed therewith." 

Order, in Case of Violation. 

Section 6. That Section 19 of Chapter 146 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming, of 1915, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to 
read as follows: 

''Section 19. Whenever, after investigation in accordance with the 
provisions of this act, the commission shall be of the opinion that any 
provisions or requirements of this act, or any order of the Commission 
is being, has been, or is about to be violated, it may make and' enter of 
record an order in the premises, specifying the actual or proposed acts 
or omissions to act which constitute such real or proposed violations, 
and require that such violations be discontinued or rectified, or both, 
or that it be prevented. No order, however, shall be made by the com- 
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mission which requires the change of any rate or service, facility or 
service regulation except as otherwise specifically provided, unless or 
until a public hearing has been held in accordance with the provisions 
of this act." 

Matters Considered in Fixing Bates. 

Section 7. That Section 21 of Chapter 146 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming, 1915, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to 
read as follows: 

"Section 21. In determining what are just and reasonable rates 
the commission may take into consideration depreciation of plant, ob- 
solescence of equipment, expense of operation, physical and other values 
of the plant, system, business and properties of the public utility whose 
rates are under consideration. 

Sub-Section A. If, upon hearing and investigation, any service or 
service regulation of any public utility shall be found by the commission 
to be unjustly discriminatory or unduly preferential, or any service or 
facility shall be found to be inadequate or unsafe, or any service regu- 
lation shall be found to be unjust or unreasonable, or any service, facility 
or service regulation shall be found otherwise in any respect to be in 
violation of any provisions of this act, the commission may prescribe 
and order substituted therefor such service, facility or service regulation, 
as it shall determine to be adequate and safe, or just and reasonable, as 
the case may be and otherwise in compliance with the provisions of this 
act. It shall be the duty of the public utility to comply with and con- 
form to such determination and order of the commission.'' 

Public Hearing. 

Section 8. That Section 42 of Chapter 146 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming 1915, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to 
read as follows: 

''Section 42. Whenever the Commission shall determine to conduct 
an investigation of any matter provided for in this act, either with or 
without complaint as in this act provided for, it shall fix a time and place 
for a public hearing of the matters under investigation, and shall notify, 
by registered letter requiring receipt, the complainant, the person com- 
plained of and such other persons, as it may deem proper, of such time 
and place of hearing, at least twenty days in advance thereof. At the 
hearing held pursuant to such notice, the Commission or Commissioner 
authorized by order of the Commission to conduct such hearing, may 
take such testimony as may be offered, or as they may desire, and may 
make such other and further investigation as in its opinion, is desirable. ' ' 

Separate Hearings. Annual Reports. Uniform Accounts. Accidents. 

Section 9. That Section 44 of Chapter 146 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming, 1915, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to 
read as follows: 

''Section 44. When complaint is made of more than one matter or 
thing the commission may order separate hearings thereon and may hear 
and determine the several matters complained of separately and at such 
times as it may prescribe. All hearings conducted by the Commission 
or Commissioner shall be open to the public. In any hearing, proceeding

or investigation conducted by the Commission or Commissioner, any 
party may be heard in person or by attorney." 

Sub-Section A. Within a time to be fixed by the Commission, ev- 
ery public utility under the jurisdiction of this Commission shall file an 
annual report with the Commission verified by the oath of the President, 
Treasurer or General Manager or Receiver, if any, of such public util- 
ity, or by the person required to file the same. The verification shall be 
made by said official holding office at the time of the filing of said re- 
port, and, if not made upon the knowledge of the person verif3dng the 
same, shall set forth the source of his information and the grounds of 
his belief as to any matters not stated to be verified upon his knowl- 
edge. 

The Commission shall prescribe the form of such reports and the 
character of the information to be contained therein, and may from time 
to time make such changes and such additions in regard to form and 
contents thereof as it may deem proper and each year shall furnish a 
blank form for such annual reports to every such public utility. Such 
report shall also cover the period, and be filed at the time prescribed by 
the Commission. The contents of such report and the form thereof shall 
conform in the case of interstate public utilities as nearly as may be 
to that required of interstate public utilities under the Act of Congress 
entitled *'An Act to regulate Commerce,*' approved February fourth, 
Eighteen Hundred and Eighty-seven, and the Acts amendatory thereof 
and supplemental thereto. The originals of said reports subscribed and 
sworn to as prescribed by law, shall be filed in the office of the Com- 
mission. The Commission may require, by order of any public utility 
or person, specific answers to questions upon which the Commission 
may need information. If any public utility shall fail to make and file 
its annual report within the time ordered, or* the time as extended by 
the Commission, it shall be subject to the penalty as provided for under 
Section Sixty-eight of this Act. 

Sub-Section B. The Commission shall, within its jurisdiction, have 
power, in its discretion, to prescribe uniform methods of keeping ac- 
counts, records and books, to be observed by all public utilities operat- 
ing within the state. It may also in its discretion prescribe by order, 
forms of accounts, records and memoranda to be kept by such* public 
utilities. Notice of alterations by the Commission in the required method 
or form of keeping a system of accounts shall be given to such public 
utility by the Commission at least six months before the same shall take 
effect. Any other and additional forms of accounts, records and mem- 
oranda kept by such public utility shall be subject to examination by 
the Commission. The system of accounts, established by the Commis- 
sion and the forms of accounts, records and memoranda prescribed by 
it shall in the case of interstate public utilities conform as nearly as may 
be to those prescribed by the Interstate Commerce Commission under 
the Act of Congress, entitled *'An Act to regulate Commerce," and the 
acts amendatory thereof and supplementary thereto. 

Sub-Section 0. Every public utility shall report to the * Commis- 
sion, under rules and regulations prescribed by the Commission and 
harmonizing in so far as practicable with those of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, and of any other department of this' State, every 
accident occurring upon the property of any public utility or directly 
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or indirectly arising from or connected with the maintenance or opera- 
tion of the plant, equipment, appliances, apparatus, property or facilities 
of such public utility resulting in loss of life or injury to person or prop- 
erty ; provided, that whenever any accident occasions the loss of life, or 
limb to any person, such public utility shall straightway advise the Com- 
mission of the fact by the speediest available means of communication. 

Sub-Section D. The Commission shall investigate the cause of all 
such accidents resulting in loss of life or injury to persons or property, 
as in the judgment of the Commission requires investigation by it, and 
the Commission shall have power to make such order with respect there- 
to, as it may deem just and reasonable. 

Sub-Section E. Nothing in this act in relation to service regulation 
or in relation to reports or the methods of keeping accounts, records or 
books shall apply to any common carrier engaged in Interstate Com- 
merce ; Provided, That the Commission may, upon proper notice, require 
any such common carrier to furnish to the Commission copies of such 
reports as it may designate which any common carrier may have filed 
with the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

Section 10. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 11. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

GHAPTEB 76. 

House Bill No. 62. 

APPROPRUTIONS FOR BIG HORN HOT SPRINGS RESERVE. 

AN ACT appropriating funds for the purpose of maintaining and developing the 
Big Horn Hot Springs State Reserve and for the construction, completion 
and maintenance of a Free State Bath House, a water works system, and an 
electric power and lighting plant for use upon the Big Horn Hot Springs 
State Reserve. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Maintenance. 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated out of the funds in the 
State Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the sum of ($25,000.00) 
Twenty-five Thousand Dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary 
for the maintenance of the Big Horn Springs State Reserve, under gen- 
eral layout plan as adopted for such maintenance and development by 
the State Board of Charities and Reform, provided that so much of this 
appropriation as may be necessary may be expended for accounts ac- 
curing [accruing] prior to March Ist, 1917. 

Improvements. 

Section 2. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the 
State Treasury not otherwise appropriated the Sum of Twenty-five 
Thousand Dollars ($25,000.00) or so much thereof as may be necessary 
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for the construction, completion, and maintenance of a Free State Bath 
House, a water works system consisting of water mains, reservoir, pump- 
ing plant and power house, a filter system, for conducting hot and cold 
water about the streets and grounds, and to supply sanatariums, hotels, 
bath houses, plunge bath, and other public buildings upon the Big Horn 
Hot Springs State Reserve, and for the construction and maintenance 
of an electric power and lighting system to supply electricity for power 
and lights, upon the streets and grounds and for buildings herein before 
mentioned in this section, upon the Big Horn Hot Springs State Reserve, 
under such regulations relating to operation as may be pres[e]cribed 
by the State Board of Charities and Reform. 

Section 3. This Act shall be in force from and after its passage.

CHAPTER 76. 

House Bill No. 153. 

THE STATE HIGHWAY ACT. 

AN ACT establishing a State Highway Department, to consist of a State Highway 
Commission and a State Highway Engineer and other employees; prescribing 
the duties of each and authorizing the state <:onstruction, maintenance and 
repair of public roads and bridges; creating a State Highway Fund and levying 
a tax therefor; imposing certain duties upon local road officials, and assenting 
to the Act of Congress approved July 11, 1916, and authorizing the State 
Highway Department to co-operate with the United States Government in 
the construction of roads. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Highway Department. — Gommission. — ^Appointment and Salary. — Dis- 
tricts. 
Section 1. There is hereby created a State Highway Department, 
to consist of a State Highway Commission and other employees, and a 
State Highway Engineer, who shall act as secretary of the commission. 
The said commission shall consist of five State Highway Commissioners, 
who shall biennially elect their chairman. The said commissioners shall 
be appointed by the Governor by and with the advice and consent of 
the senate and each shall serve for the term of six years ; provided, that 
upon the passage of this Act the Governor shall appoint two commis- 
sioners for the term of two years, two commissioners for the term of 
four years, and one commissioner for the term of six years. Not more 
than three of said commissioners shall be affiliated with the same politi- 
cal party, and one commissioner shall be appointed from each of the 
following described districts; District No. One, composed of the coun- 
ties of Laramie, Albany, Platte, and Goshen ; District No. Two, composed 
of the counties of Carbon, Sweetwater, Uinta, and Lincoln ; District No. 
Three, composed of the counties of Niobrara, Converse, Natrona, and 
Fremont; District No. Four, composed of the counties of Hot Springs, 
* Washakie, Big Horn and Park ; District No. Five, composed of the coun- 
ties of Sheridan, Johnson, Campbell, Crook and Weston, If any com- 
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missioner shall cease to be a resident of the district from which he is 
appointed, his office shall be vacant; all vacancies from any cause shall 
be filled by appointment by the Governor for the unexpired term. Each 
of said Commissioners shall qualify by taking the constitutional oath of 
office and each shall receive a salary of six hundred dollars per year 
and his actual and necessary travelling expenses while away from hie 
home in the performance of the duties of his office, to be paid from the 
State Highway Fund hereinafter provided. The commission shall main- 
tain offices in the State (^apitol which shall be in charge of the State 
Highway Engineer. The commission shall have power to sue in the 
name of the '* State Highway Commission of Wyoming'' and may be 
sued by such name in any court upon any contract executed by it. The 
Attorney General shall be the legal advisor of the commission and shall 
prosecute and defend all action and appear in all proceedings in any 
federal department in which the commission shall be a party or be in- 
terested. The commission shall have a seal bearing the words ** State 
Highway Commission of Wyoming, Official Seal,'' and all copies of all 
records and other instruments in the office of the commission, certified 
imder the hand of its secretary with said seal affixed shall be received 
in any court as prima facie evidence of the original record or instrument. 



State Highway 

Section 2. The commission shall appoint a State Highway Engineer 
to serve until removed by the vote of four of the commission with a 
salary to be fixed by the commission, payable in equal monthly install- 
ments. He shall be a competent civil engineer, experienced and skilled 
in highway and bridge design, construction and maintenance; shall be 
allowed his actual and necessary traveling and other expenses incurred 
in the discharge of his official duties, and shall give his entire time to the 
duties of his office. Before entering upon the duties of his office he 
shall take the constitutional oath of office and give bond to the State 
of Wyoming in such amount and with such surety as may be approved 
by the commission, conditioned upon the faithful discharge of his duties 
and his accounting for all property, material and records in his control. 
Under the supervision of the commission he shall have complete charge 
of laying out and establishing highways upon which any portion of the 
State Highway Fund is to be expended, except on those highways con- 
structed, improved or maintained in co-operation with the Secretary of 
Agriculture of the United States under section eight of the Act of Con- 
gress or other federal act or acts specifically authorizing the use of 
federal funds to build roads within or partially within the national for-* 
ests, and with the approval of the commission shall purchase all mate- 
rials, supplies and equipment, including road building machinery, ma- 
terials, supplies and equipment, and shall employ such engineers, super- 
intendents and employees with salaries to be approved by the commission, 
as may be necessary for the proper performance of the duties of the com- 
mission and the construction work ujidertaken by it. 



Go-operation with Federal Government. — Highway Fund. 

Section 3. The legislature of the State of Wyoming hereby assents 
to the provisions of the Act of Congress, approved July 11, 1916, entitled 
*'An Act to provide that the United States shall aid the states in the 
construction of rural post roads, and for other purposes." The State 
Highway Commission is hereby authorized to enter into all contracts and 
agreements with the United States Government relating to the construe- 
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tion and maintenance of roads under the provisions of the said Act of 
Congress, to submit such scheme or program of construction or main- 
tenance as may be required by the Secretary of Agriculture and do all 
other things necessary fully to carry out the co-operation contemple^ted 
and provided for by the said Act. For the construction or improvement 
of rural post roads under the said Act, the good faith of the State is 
hereby pledged to make available funds sufficient to equal the sums ap- 
portioned to the State by or under the United States Government during 
each of the five years for which federal funds are appropriated by Sec- 
tion 3 of the said Act and to maintain the roads so constructed with the 
aid of funds appropriated, and to make adequate provision for carrying 
out such maintenance. For each of the years 1917 and 1918 there shall 
be levied upon all taxable property within the State, a state tax of one- 
quarter of a mill upon each dollar of assessed valuation, and the proceeds 
of such tax shall constitute the State Highway Fund, to the credit of 
which there shall be placed all amounts received from the United States 
under said Act by the State Treasurer, who is hereby desigfnated as the 
state official to receive such funds, and to the credit of which there 
shall be placed all other sums donated or by law appropriated or desig- 
nated as belonging to such fund. All expenditures from said fund shall 
be made upon the warrant of the State Auditor, issued upon voucher 
approved by the chairman of the commission. 



Highways Designated. — Division of Cost. 

Section 4. The commission shall from time to time designate the 
highways to be constructed or improved in co-operation with the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture. Before any such highway is finally designated the 
commission shall require, and the board of county commissioners of each 
county in which any portion of such highway shall lie shall appropriate 
therefor, from county funds an amount sufficient to pay at least one-half 
of the cost of the proposed work within that county, and one-half of the 
cost of such work shall be paid from the State Highway Fund and one- 
half of the cost from the county funds, upon warrants drawn bv the 
respective boards of county commissioners upon vouchers issued or ap- 
proved by the commission. Before providing for the payment from the 
State Highway Fund of the proportion of the cost of such construction 
to be paid from said fund, the commission shall annually appropriate 
from said fund such sum as may be necessary to pay all of the expenses 
of the department including salaries and the purchase of materials and 
equipment; the commission shall then appropriate from said fund such 
amount, not exceeding one-quarter of the balance remaining therein for 
the year, as the commission shall consider necessary for the payment of 
the expense of emergency construction and repairs and for additional aid 
to the counties needing the same, and this amount shall be expended within 
the discretion of the commission for such purposes ; the remainder of the 
said fund for the year shall then be appropriated for the construction of 
other highways than those in the cdnstruction of which the Secretary of 
Agriculture shall co-operate. Such highways shall be designated by the 
eammission in conjunction with the respective boards of county commis- 
sioners, and before such designation the respective boards of county com- 
missioners shall appropriate frgm the county funds an amount sufficient 
to cover one-half of the cost of such improvement, which amount shall be 
paid out upon warrants issued by the respective boards of county com- 
missioners upon the voucher of the commission. For the purpose of 
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constructing a road or bridge upon the line between two counties the 
two counties and the commission may enter into an agreement subject 
to the provisions of this section. 

Specifications. — Contracts. 

Section 5. All road and bridge construction work, any part of the 
cost of which is paid from the State Highw^ay Fund, shall be performed 
in accordance with the plans and specifications prepared by the State 
Highway Engineer and approved by the commission, add shall be per- 
formed by or under contracts awarded by the commission, and the State 
Highway Engineer shall have complete charge thereof, except on those 
highways constructed, improved or maintained in co-operation with the 
Secretary of Agriculture of the United States under section eight of the 
Act of Congress or other federal act or acts specifically authorizing the 
use of federal funds to build roadfs] within or partially within the nation- 
al forests. All improvements costing more than two thousand dollars shall 
be constructed upon contracts awarded to the lowest responsible bidder 
after public notice, and improvements costing less than two thousand 
dollars may be constructed by the commission upon force account or 
upon contract awarded upon public notice, as the commission may de- 
termine. The commission shall adopt general rules regulating the publi- 
cation of notice to bidders and the awarding of contracts. 

Duties of Highway Engineer. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the State Highway Engineer to 
compile all available information relative to the public roads and bridges 
within the state and for this purpose he may require the board of county 
commissioners of any county to cause to be prepared comprehensive maps 
to be filed in the department ; he shall prepare standard plans and speci- 
fications for the construction of roads, culverts and bridges, and com- 
pile data relative to road and bridge materials and their values, and for 
this purpose may call upon the Department of Civil and Irrigation Engi- 
neering of the State University to make tests of road and bridge ma^ 
terials without charge ; and he shall furnish such plans, specifications and 
data to any board of county commissioners upon request, and shall ad- 
vise with such boards with respect to highway construction and improve- 
ments not within the jurisdiction of the. department and shall prepare 
special plans and specifications for such work when requested. He shall 
prepare plans and specifications for all bridges to be constructed by any 
county, city or town within the state, the cost of which shall exceed 
two hundred dollars, or the span of which shall exceed five feet, and no 
contract for the construction of such a bridge shall be valid unless the 
plans and specifications therefor have been prepared or approved and 
the contract approved by the State Highway Engineer, and no payment 
upon any such contract shall be made until such bridge shall have been 
examined and the payment approved by the said engineer or his as- 
sistant. 

Maintenance of State Highways by County Gomxnissioners. 

Section 7. Every road hereafter constructed or improved by the 
State Highway Department shall constitute a state highway and it 
shall be the duty of the board of county commissioners of every county 
to maintain and keep in repair all state highways lying within their 
respective counties. The State Highway Engineer shall from time to 
time examine said state highways and inform the proper board of 
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county commissioners as to the extent and character of the work of 
maintenance . and repair to be performed thereon, and if the board of 
county commissioners shall fail within thirty days after such notice to 
perform the necessary work of maintenance and repair, the commission 
shall withhold all funds then apportioned or thereafter to be appor- 
tioned from the State Highway Fund for expenditure within such 
county, and no funds shall be expended by the State for construction 
therein until the said requirements of the State Highway Engineer 
shall have been complied with. The commission shall also have the 
power if it shall so decide, and with respect to highways constructed 
by agreement with the Secretary of Agriculture it shall be its duty, to 
perform the required work of maintenance and repair, using the State 
Highway P\ind therefor, and the cost of such work shall thereupon 
be charged against the delinquent county and no funds shall be ex- 
pended by the State for construction therein until such amount has 
been repaid to the State Highway Fund. 

Bights of Way. 

Section 8. It shall be the duty of the board of county commis- 
sioners of each county to secure a right of way for any road to be 
constructed by the Department by agreement between the commission 
and the county, as provided by section four hereof. It shall also be 
the duty of the board of county commissioners of any county in which 
there shall lie any portion of any highway to be improved or construct- 
ed upon agreement between the commission and the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, as provided by section 4 of this act, to secure the necessary 
rights of way for such highway. If any such right, of way cannot be 
acquired excepting by condemnation proceedings, the commission shall 
file with the board of county commissioners its request for the secur- 
ing of such right of way, and the'retipon the board of county commis- 
sioners shall conduct proceedings as provided by sections 2524 and 
2538, inclusive, of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910; provided, 
that no viewers shall be appointed for said road and the condemnation 
proceedings shall not be discontinued or abandoned by the board of 
county commissioners. 

Cost Accounting. — GertificatcB of Competency. 

Section 9. The commission may prescribe uniform methods of cost 
accounting for the construction of roads, and may require the several 
counties to adopt such method. It may also prescribe requirements gov- 
erning the issuance by the State Highway Engineer of certificates of 
competency to persons who may be employed by the counties as foreman 
or superintendent in charge of the construction of highways by the coun- 
ties,, and may prohibit the several counties from employing for such pur- 
poses any person not the holder of such certificate. The commission may 
refuse to expend any portion of the State Highway Fund within any 
county not complying with the provisions of this section. 

Annual and Biennial Reports. 

Section 10. The State Highway Engineer shall make an annual re- 
port to the commission of the transactions of the department, and on or 
before December first of each even numbered year the commission shall 
make a report to the governor, and may cause the same to be printed, the 
cost to be paid from the State Highway Fund. 
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Contracts not Affected. 

Section 11. This Act shall not affect any contract for the construc- 
tion or improvement of highways or bridges now in existence or that 
may be made by any county prior to June 1, 1917. 

Section 12. All acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

Section 13. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

GHAPTEB 77. 

House Bill No. 112. 

TUBERCUUN TEST OF DAIRY COWS. 

AN ACT providing for the tuberculin testing for tuberculosis of all dairy cows 
supplying milk or cream in cities or towns or to creameries in the State 
of Wyoming; providing for the appointment of a qualified person to make 
such tests; providing penalties for violation of certain sections; and making 
an appropriation to carry out its provisions. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. Tuberculin test of dairy cattle. Penalty. All cows in the 
State of Wyoming supplying milk or cream in cities or towns, or to 
creameries in this state, shall be tuberculin tested for tuberculosis; and 
all bulls which are or are known to have been exposed to such cows, 
shall also be tested as above. If necessary, the State Veterinarian may 
order the quarantine of such animals as suspected of being diseased with 
tuberculosis; and any person, persons, firm, association, or corporation 
violating such quarantine shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction thereof shall be fined not less than ten dollars nor more 
than one hundred dollars for each offense. 

Section 2. Appointment Special Deputy State Veterinarian. Dutiee. 
Salary. Other assistants. The State Veterinarian, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Governor, is hereby authorized to appoint a quali- 
fied person, to be known as special deputy state veterinarian, who shall 
act under the direction of the State Veterinarian in carrying out the pro- 
visions of this Act, who shall take an oath for the faithful and efficient 
performance of all duties required of him and who shall give satisfactory 
bond to the State of Wyoming in the sum of three thousand dollars 
($3,000.00). The special deputy state veterinarian shall receive a salary 
of one thousand five hundred dollars ($1,500.00) per annum, together 
Avith all actual and necessary traveling expenses incurred while engaged 
in the performance of his duties. The State Veterinarian is further au- 
thorized to employ such other assistants as may be deemed necessary to 
carry out the provisions of this Act. 

Section 3. Certificate or permit. Penalty. No dairy, association, 
person, or persons engaged in the business of selling milk or cream in 
cities or towns or to creameries in this state, may sell such milk or cream 
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unless they possess a certificate or special permit from the State Vet- 
erinarian, as hereinafter provided. Any dairy, association, person or 
persons violating this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and shall upon conviction thereof be fined not less than ten dollars, nor 
more than one hundred dollars, for each offense. 

Section 4. Certificate. Permit. On completion of the tuberculin 
test upon all dairy cattle as above, owned by any dairy, association, firm, 
corporation, person, or persons, the State Veterinarian shall cause a 
certificate to be issued to such owner or owners, showing that all such 
cattle are free from tuberculosis; or, if all animals were not found free 
from tuberculosis; a certificate showing that proper disposition (as re- 
quired by law) has been made of diseased animals, and that the remain- 
ing animals in the herd or herds are free from tuberculosis, so far as 
may be determined by the tuberculin test. Such certificate shall be 
the owner's authority for selling milk or cream as above. As the tuber- 
culin testing of all dairy cattle in this state cannot begin immediately 
upon the date that this Act becomes effective,* the State Veterinarian 
m hereby authorized to issue special permits to owners of such cattle as 
remain untested while the provisions of this Act are being carried out, 
for the selling of milk or cream in cities or towns* or to creameries in 
this state, without certificate as above provided. These special permits 
shall be effective only for the period from the date that this act becomes 
effective, until proper test and issuance of certificate as above provided. 

Section 6. Notice to Owners. The State Veterinarian, or his duly 
authorized agent shall ascertain the names and addresses of all owners of 
dairy cattle in this state and shall notify them, in writing, of the pro- 
visions of this Act, obtaining acknowledgment from owner, of receipt 
of such notice. No person, persons, firm, association, or corporation 
owning dairy cattle shall be considered as violating the provisions of 
this act, who has not been officially notified of its provisions. The 
owner notified shall make application to the State Veterinarian for a 
special permit as above provided, — to be used as his authority for sell- 
ing milk or cream in cities or towns, or to creameries in this state, until 
such animals shall have been tuberculin tested and certificate issued as 
above provided. 

Section 6. Ear tags. • Record. Each animal tested with tuberculin 
under the provisions of this Act, which passes the test satisfactorily to 
the State Veterinarian, shall have an ear-tag inserted in its ear. The 
State Veterinarian shall see that a correct record is kept of all cattle 
tested, the date and place of testing, the names and addresses of owners, 
and the number of the ear-tag inserted in the ear of each animal, and 
shall report this information in his regular biennial report. 

Section 7. Dairy cow defined. A ' ' dairy cow ' ' within the meaning 
of this Act, shall be any cow the milk or milk products from which is 
sold for human consumption. 



8. Fees. The first tuberculin test of all cattle of owners 
selling milk or cream in cities or towns or to creameries ^in this state, 
shall be made without charge to such owners; but for subsequent tests 
at owner's request or otherwise (except as hereinafter provided) a fee 
of one dollar per head shall be charged and collected by the veterinarian 
making the test. 
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Section 9. Tubercnloais eradication fund. The fees collected in 
compliance with the preceding section, shall be immediately tra9sinjirtted 
to the State Veterinarian who shall deposit same in the State Treasury 
to the credit of the "Tuberculosis Eradication Fund*' hereby created; 
such fund shall be under the control of the State Veterinarian and any 
salaries or expenses connected with bovine tuberculosis eradication work 
in this state may be paid by the State Treasurer from such fund, upon 
presentation of State Auditor's voucher properly approved. 

Section 10. Be-tests of cattle. Whenever the State Veterinarian 
shall have reasons to suspect that the disease tuberculosis exists, or has 
been introduced by imported dairy cattle, among any herd or number of 
dairy cattle in this state, he shall order the retesting of same, — ^regard- 
less of former tests made, if any. 

• Section 11. Accredited herds. Any owner or owners of dairy cat- 
tle in this State, who shall cause same to be officially tested for tubercu- 
losis at least once each year, for three years, shall be the owner or own- 
ers of an *' Accredited Herd;" provided the premises and buildings where 
such animals are kept, pass a sanitary inspection required by regulations 
(hereby authorized) of the State Veterinarian. Accredited herds shall 
be advertised as such, at least once each year, in the oflScial county news- 
papers of the counties wherein such animals are assessed for taxation, 
and in other ways; and cattle from accredited herds shall be accepted 
without special tuberculin test for shipment to all states of the Union 
recognizing such herds. 

Section 12. Unsanitary premises. Penalty. The State Veterinar- 
ian or other person acting under his authority may order any unsanitary 
dairy barns or premises, cleaned and disinfected. Such cleaning and dis- 
infecting shall be at the expense of the owner or owners. If, after a 
reasonable length of time, unsanitary barns or premises ordered cleaned 
and disinfected by the State Veterinarian or other person acting under 
his authority, are not cleaned and disinfected as ordered, then such own- 
er or owners shall be fined not less than ten dollars nor more than one 
hundred dollars, for each offense. 

Section 13. Cities may require test. The Mayor or Board of Com- 
missioners of any city or town of this state shall have the power by 
ordinance duly enacted to require the owner or owners of dairies or dairy 
herds, or persons selling or offering for sale any milk or its products 
within such city or town, to compel such owners of dairies or dairy herds, 
to have all animals in such herds tested for tuberculosis, once each year ; 
and to prohibit the sale of milk or its products in such city or town un- 
less all cows from which such milk is obtained have passed the test for 
tuberculosis within the past year. 

Section 14. Hindering test. Penalty. Any person who intention- 
ally interferes with or hinders the work of the State Veterinarian or his 
employes under this Act, or who attempts to defeat the object of the 
tuberculin test by a previous injection of tuberculin, commonly known 
as * * plugging, ' ' or in any other way attempts to prevent an accurate and 
truthful determination of the condition of the cattle tested, shall be 
fined not less than ten dollars nor more than one hundred dollars for 
each offense, or by imprisonment in the county jail of not more than 
thirty days, or both, in the discretion of the court. 
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Section 16. Appropriation. For the purpose of assisting in carry- 
ing out the provisions of this Act there is hereby appropriated out of any 
funds in the State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of six 
thousand dollars ($6,000.00). 

Section 16. Repeal. All Acts or parts of Acts in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 17. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 78. 

House Bill No. 115. 

LAWFUL FENCES. 

AN ACT entitled An Act to amend and re-enact Sections 2578 Wyoming Compiled 
Statutes 1910, relating to lawful fences. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 2578 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910 
be amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

" Section 2678. The following shall be a lawful fence in the State 
of Wyoming: A fence made of tubular wrought iron fence posts [,] cement 
posts or sound wooden posts and three spans of barbed wire, or two 
spans of barbed wire with a wooden rail on top, and said posts so used 
to be [tubular wrought iron fence posts, with cast iron base to be] twenty- 
two inches in length, or wooden posts at least four inches in diameter, set 
firmly in the ground at least twenty inches deep, either side of said posts, 
so used, to be placed at no greater distance apart than thirty-three feet 
with at least two iron or wooden stays between the posts, said stays to 
be placed equal distance apart from themselves and the post on either 
side; a post and board fence made of sound posts, not less than four 
inches in diameter, set substantially in the ground not more than ten 
feet apart, with three boards of one inch lumber, eight inches wide, and 
not more than ten inches apart, or four boards one inch thick and six 
inches wide, not more than eight inches apart, securely fastened with 
nails or otherwise, a four pole fence with round poles not less than two 
inches in diameter, at the small end, with either upright or leaning posts, 
not more than sixteen feet apart, and securely fastened with nails, wires, 
or otherwise; Provided, That all other fences made and constructed of 
boards, rails, poles, stones or hedge plants, or other material except wire, 
which, upon evidence, shall be declared to be as strong and as well cal- 
culated to protect enclosures, and shall be as eflPective for resisting 
breaching stock as those hereinbefore described, shall be considered a 
lawful fence; Provided, That none of the fences above described shall 
be considered lawful if less than four feet high, except within the cor- 
porate limits of an incorporated city or town; and Provided further. 
That any fence enclosing any hay corral situate outside of any field 
enclosed by a lawful fence, shall not be less than six feet high and shall 
be constructed of boards, poles or wire, or partly of boards, poles or 
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wire, and the posts shall not be more than eight feet apart and set twenty- 
four inches in the ground, and if such fence shall be constructed of barbed 
wire there shall not be less than seven spans of wire, and all wires 
shall be kept properly stretched. Provided, further that any fence better 
than the above described fence shall be deemed a lawful fence. 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

House Bill No. 63. 

REGISTRATION AND REGULATION OF MOTOR VEHICLES. 

AN ACT to repeal Chapter 95, Session Laws of Wyoming, 1913, entitled "Regis- 
tration, Licensing and Regulation of Automobiles," and to enact a new 
ctiapter in lieu thereof, providing for the annual registration, identification, 
regulation and licensing of motor vehicles operated upon the public highways 
of this State, prescribing penalties and liabilities for violations of the Act, 
and providing for the disposition of the registration fees. 

Be It Enacted by ike Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Chapter 95, Session Laws of Wyoming, 1913 en- 
titled ''Registration, Licensing and Regulation of Automobiles" is here- 
by repealed. 

Application of Article. [Act.] 

Section 2. Except as herein otherwise expressly provided, this act 
shall be exclusively controlling: * 

(a) Upon the registration, numbering and regulation of motor ve- 
hicles ; 

(b) On their use of the public highways; 

(c) On the accessories used upon motor vehicles and their incidents, 
and the speed of motor vehicles upon the public highways ; 

(d) On the punishment for the violation of any of the provisions 
of this act. 

Definitions. 

Section 3. The term ** Motor vehicle'* as used in this act, except 
where otherwise expressly provided, shall include all vehicles propelled 
by any power other than muscular power, except traction engines, 
road rollers, fire wagons and engines, police patrol wagons, ambulances, 
vehicles owned and used exclusively by the U. S. Government, and such 
vehicles as run only upon rails or tracks. The term ''Local authorities** 
shall include all officers of counties, cities, towns or villages, as well 
as all boards, committees and other public officials of such counties, cities, 
towns or villages. The term ''State** as used in this act, except where 
otherwise expressly provided, shall include the territories and the fed- 
eral districts of the United States. The term "owner** shall also in- 
clude any person, firm, association or corporation renting a motor ve- 
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hide or having the exclusive use thereof, under a lease or otherwise, for 
a period greater than thirty days. The term "Public Highway" shall 
include any highway, county road, state road, public street, avenue, alley, 
parkway, or public place in any county, city, town or village, except 
any road or speedway which may have been or may be expressly set 
apart by law for the exclusive use of horses and light carriages. 

Application — ^What to Contain. 

Section 4. Every owner of a motor vehicle which shall be operated 
or driven upon the public highways of this State ghall, except as herein 
expressly provided, cause to be filed in the office of the Secretary of 
State, a verified application for registration on a blank to be furnished 
by the Secretary of State for that purpose, containing:' 

(a) A brief description of the motor vehicle to be registered, in- 
cluding the name of the manufacturer and factory number of such ve- 
hicle, (b) The name and postoffice address with street number if in 
a city, including county and business address of the owner of such motor 
vehicle. 

Application Filed and Indexed. 

Section 5. Upon the receipt of an application for registration of a 
motor vehicle, as provided in this act, the Secretary of State shall file 
such application in his office and register such motor vehicle with the 
name, postoffice address and business address of the owner, manufacturer 
or dealer, as the case may be, together with the facts stated in such ap- 
plication, in a book or index to be kept for the purpose, under the dis- 
tinctive number assigned to such motor vehicle by the Secretary of State, 
which book or index shall be open to public inspection during reasonable 
hours. 

Registration — Number Plates — Duplicate Copies. 

Section 6. Upon the filing of such application and the payment of 
the fee hereinafter provided, the Secretary of State shall assign to such 
motor vehicle a distinctive number and, without expense to the applicant, 
issue and deliver or forward by mail or express to the owner, a certifi- 
cate of registration, in such form as the Secretary of State shall pre- 
scribe, and two number plates. In the event of the loss, mutilation, or 
destruction of any certificate of registration or number plate, the owner 
of a registered motor vehicle, or manufacturer or dealer, as the case may 
be, may obtain from the Secretary of State, a duplicate thereof, upon 
filing in the office of the Secretary of State, an affidavit showing such 
facts, and the payment of a fee of one dollar. 

Number Plates Described. 

Section 7. Such number plates shall be enameled on metal, not 
less than four and one-half inches wide, and not less than twelve inches 
in length, ui the upper left hand corner of which there shall be Arabic 
numerals for the year in whi<;h it is issued, underneath which there shall 
be the abbreviation **WYO.", and to the right of which numerals and 
abbreviation, there shall be the distinctive number assigned to the ve- 
hicle, set forth in numerals not less than three inches long, each stroke 
of which shall be at least one-half inch in width; provided that in the 
case of a motor vehicle registered by a manufacturer or dealer there 
shall be on each plate in addition to the foregoing, the letter **D", each 
stroke of such letter to be not less than three inches long, and one-half 
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inch wide. Provided further that only one number plate shall be re- 
quired to be displayed upon each motor [,] bicycle and motorcycle, which 
plate shall be fastened to the rear of such vehicle, in such a position as 
to be plainly visible, and shall be not less than three inches wide and 
six inches long. Said number plates shall be of a distinctive different 
color or shade for each year, to be designated and selected by the Secre- 
tary of State, and there shall be at all times a marked contrast between 
the color of the number plates and that of the numerals or letters thereof. 
Such number plates shall be conspicuously displayed and securely fas- 
tened in such a manner as to be perfectly legible, one on the front and 
one on the rear of every motor vehicle registered and licensed under this 
Act. No motor vehicle shall display any other number plates than the 
official number plates herein provided for. The provisions of this Act 
shall not apply to a motor vehicle owned by a non-resident of this State, 
unless such motor vehicle shall remain in this State for a period of more 
than ninety days; provided that the owner thereof shall have complied 
with the provisions of the laws of the State, territory, or federal district 
of his residence relative to registration of motor vehicles and the dis- 
play of registration numbers thereon, and shall conspicuously display 
his registration numbers as required thereby. 

Dealers Numbers — Duplicates — ^Fees. 

Section 8. Every person, firm, association or corporation manufac- 
turing or dealing in motor vehicles may, instead of registering each mo- 
tor vehicle so manufactured or dealt in, make a verified application upon 
a blank to be furnished by the Secretary of State, for a general distinctive 
number for all motor vehicles owned or controlled by such manufacturer 
or dealer, such application to contain: (a) A brief description of each 
style or type of motor vehicle manufactured or dealt in by such manu- 
facturer or dealer, including the character of the motive power; and (b) 
The name and residence, including county and business address, of such 
manufacturer or dealer. On the payment of a registration fee of Ten 
Dollars, such application shall be filed and registered in the office 
of the Secretary of State in the manner provided in Section four of this 
Act. The Secretary of State shall thereupon assign and issue to such 
manufacturer or dealer, a general distinctive number, and without ex- 
pense to the applicant, issue and promptly deliver to such manufacturer 
or dealer, a certificate of registration in such form as the Secretary of 
State shall prescribe, and two number plates with a number correspond- 
ing to the number of such certificate of registration. Such number plates 
or duplicates thereof, shall be displayed by every motor vehicle of such 
manufacturer or dealer when the same is operated or driven upon the 
public highways. Such manufacturer or dealer may obtain two dupli- 
cates of such number plate without additional expense, and as many 
additional duplicates of such number plates as may be desired upon 
payment to the Secretary of State of one dollar for each duplicate ; pro- 
vided that if such manufacturer or dealer has an established place of 
business in more than one City or town within this State, then such manu- 
facturer or dealer shall secure a separate and distinct certificate of reg- 
istration and number plates for each such place of business. Nothing 
in this Section shall be construed to apply to a motor vehicle operated 
by a manufacturer or dealer for private use or for hire. Registration 
provided for in this section shall be renewed annually in the same man- 
ner and on the payment of the same fee as for the original registration, 
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such renewal to take effect on the first day of January and to expire 
on the thirty-first day of December of each year. 

Annual Registration Fees. 

Section 9. An annual fee of Five Dollars shall be paid by the owner 
thereof, to the Secretary of State, upon the registration or re-registra- 
tion of a motor vehicle, in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 
This fee shall apply to all classes of motor vehicles as specified in Sec- 
tion 3 of this Act, except motor bicycles and motorcycles, for which the 
annual registration fee shall be two dollars and fifty cents, and shall 
be in addition to the regular property tax. Provided, that in case of the 
registration of a motor vehicle, the purchaser thereof shall pay a regis- 
tration fee as follows : If such vehicle was purchased after January first 
and before April first, he shall pay the entire annual registration fee as 
provided in this section; if purchased on or after April first and before 
July first, he shall pay four dollars for the registration of an automobile, 
and two dollars for the registration of a motor bicycle or motorcycle; 
if purchased on or after July first and before October first, he shall pay 
three dollars for the registration of an automobile, and one dollar and 
fifty cents for the registration of a motor bicycle or motorcycle ; if pur- 
chased on or after October first and before December thirty-first, he shall 
pay two dollars for the registration of an automobile, and one dollar for 
the registration of a motor bicycle or motorcycle. 

Change of Ownership. 

Section 10. Upon the sale or transfer of a motor vehicle, registered 
in accordance with the provisions of this Act, the certifi-cate of registra- 
tion and the number plate issued for such motor vehicle shall remain in 
possession of the vendor; and the vendee shall be required to at once 
make application for a new certificate of registration and number plate, 
as provided for in Sections 4, 5, and 6 of this Act. And whenever the 
vendor shall use the number plate on any other motor vehicle, he shall 
then be required to furnish the Secretary of State with a description of 
such motor vehicle as provided for in Section 4 of this Act. 

To Operate with Dealers Number — ^When and How Long. 

Section 11. Upon the sale of a motor vehicle by a manufacturer 
or dealer, the purchaser shall be allowed to operate the same upon the 
public highways for a period of fifteen days after taking possession 
thereof, or until he shall have received his certificate of registration and 
number plates from the Secretary of State, provided that during such 
period the motor vehicle shall have attached thereto, in accordance with 
the provisions hereof, a placard bearing the registration number of the 
manufacturer or dealer under which it might previously have been op- 
erated, and the date of purchase of such vehicle and provided further 
that application for registration shall be made by mail or otherwise be- 
fore such vehicle shall be so used. 

Section 12. In any controversy respecting the identity or owner- 
ship or control of any motor vehicle, the number borne by it shall be 
prima facie evidence that it was owned and operated by the person to 
whom the certificate of registration therefor was issued. If a certificate 
of registration for a motor vehicle shall be issued to any person other 
than the owner, it shall be invalid, and such motor vehicle shall be deemed 
to be maintained and operated without a certificate of registration. 
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Who May Operate. 

Section 13. It shall be unlawful for any person under fifteen years 
of age to operate a motor vehicle, and any owner, manufacturer or deal- 
er of motor vehicles who permits a person under fifteen years of age 
to operate a motor vehicle shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
shall be punished as hereinafter provided for violation of the provisions 
of this Act. 

[Powers of Local Authorities.] 

Section 14. Except as herein otherwise provided, local authorities 
shall have no power to pass, enforce, or maintain any ordinance, rule or 
regulation requiring from any owner to w|[iom this Act is applicable, any 
fee, license or permit for the use of the public highways, or excluding 
any such owner from the free use of such public highways, excepting 
such driveways, speedways or roads as have been expressly set apart by 
law for the exclusive use of horses and light carriages, or in any other 
way regulating motor vehicles or their speed upon, or use of the public 
highways. And no ordinance, rule or regulation contrary or in any wise 
inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, now in force or hereafter 
enacted, shall have any effect; provided, however, that the power given 
to local authorities to regulate vehicles offered for hire, and processions, 
assemblages or. parades in the streets or public places, and all ordinances, 
rules and regulations which may have been, or which may be enacted in 
pursuance of such powers shall remain in full force and effect. And pro- 
vided further, that local authorities may set aside for a given time a 
specified public highway for speed contests or races, to be conducted un- 
der proper restrictions for the safety of the public. And provided further, 
that local authorities may exclude motor vehicles from any cemetery or 
burial grounds, and may by general rule, ordinance or regulation exclude 
motor vehicles used solely for commercial purposes from any park 
or part of a park system where such general rule, ordinance or regula- 
tion is applicable equally and generally to all other vehicles used for the 
same purpose. And provided further, that the local authorities of cities 
and towns may limit by ordinance, rule or regulation, the speed of motor 
vehicles on the public highways, such speed limitations not to be in any 
ease less than ten miles per hour, and the maintenance of a greater rate 
of speed than that established by such municipal authorities, for one- 
eighth of a mile shall be presumptive evidence of driving at a rate of 
speed which is not careful and prudent. 

Care and Prudence in Driving. 

Section 16. No person shall operate a motor vehicle on any high- 
way outside of a city or town at a speed greater than is reasonable and 
proper, having regard for the traffic and use and condition of the road, 
nor at a rate of speed such as to endanger the life or limb of any per- 
son ; provided, that a rate of speed in excess of twenty-five miles per hour 
shall be presumptive evidence of driving at a rate of speed which is not 
careful and prudent, in case of injury to the person or property of an- 
other. No motor vehicle shall be operated within any city or town at a 
speed greater than twenty miles per hour, nor at a rate of speed such 
as to endanger the life or limb of any person, having regard for the traf- 
fic, use and condition of the road or other public highway. Upon ap- 
proaching the intersection of highways, or a bridge, or a sharp curve, or 
a steep descent, or another vehicle, or an animal or a person outside of 
any city, or town, the person operating the motor vehicle shall give a 
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timely signal with his bell, or horn, and shall reduce the speed of such 
motor vehicle to a reasonable rate, and shall not exceed such speed until 
entirely past such intersection, bridge, curve, descent, vehicle, animal or 
person. Upon approaching any place where passengers are getting on 
or off street cars, every person operating a motor vehicle shall bring 
such vehicle to a full stop, and shall not start again until said street cars 
have started. Provided that the speed limits in this section shall not 
apply to physicians or surgeons, or police or fire vehicles, or ambulances, 
when answering emergency calls demanding excessive speed. 

Care in Meeting and Passing. 

Section 16. Any person operating a motor vehicle shall upon re- 
quest or signal by raising the left hand, from a person riding, driving 
or leading a restive horse or horses, or other animal, or driving a herd or 
number of loose animals, bring such motor vehicle immediately to a stop, 
and if such horse or horses, or other animal or drove of animals, appears 
badly frightened, shall cause the motor of such vehicle to cease running 
so long as shall be reasonably necessary to prevent accident and insure 
the safety of others, and if traveling in the opposite direction, remain 
stationary so long as may be necessary to allow such horse or other ani- 
mal to pass, and if traveling in the same direction, use reasonable caution 
in passing such horse or other animal. Whenever any person traveling 
with any vehicle or conveyance on any road or public highway in this 
State shall overtake another vehicle or conveyance traveling in the same 
direction, and shall by sound or call indicate to the driver thereof his 
or her desire to pass, it shall be the duty of the driver of the vehicle or 
conveyance in front, if the nature of the ground or the condition of his 
load will permit, to turn promptly to the right of the center of the road, 
and the driver of the vehi-cle or conveyance behind shall then turn to 
the left of the center of the road and pass by without interfering or 
interrupting and the driver of said vehicle or conveyance passing, shall 
not return to the center of the road until at least thirty feet ahead of the 
vehicle or conveyance passed. The driver of any vehicle upon approach- 
ing any road or street intersection shall be required to protect and give 
the right of way to all other vehicles on his right. 

Brakes — Signals — ^Lights. 

Section 17. Every motor vehicle, operated upon the public high- 
ways of this State, shall be provided with adequate brakes in good work- 
ing order, and sufficient to control said vehicle at all times, when the 
same is in use, and a suitable and adequate bell, horn or other device for 
signalling, and shall have exhibited during the period of from one hour 
after sunset to one hour before sunrise, one or more lamps showing white 
lights on the front, and one lamp showing a red light on the rear, of 
such motor vehicle, but it shall be unlawful to use a light, commonly 
known as a spot light, at any time except in emergencies or when round- 
ing curves or turning corners; provided. that each motorcycle and each 
motor bicycle shall be required to display but one lighted lamp on the 
front of such motorcycle or motor bicycle. The light or lights of the 
front lamps displayed on such motor vehicle shall be visible at least five 
hundred feet in the direction in which such motor vehicle is proceeding, 
and the rays of such rear lamp shall shine upon the number plate carried 
on the rear of such motor vehicle in such manner as to render the numer- 
als thereon visible for at least fifty feet in the direction from which the 
motor vehicle is proceeding. All motor vehicles shall be equipped with 
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efficient and adequate dimming devices and the drivers thereof shall be 
required to use the same, during the hours of darkness, upon meeting 
any other vehicle upon any public highway or while driving within the 
limits of any incorporated city or town. 

Liabilily in Case of Accident. 

Section 18. Whoever, while in an intoxicated condition, operates a 
motor vehicle, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. Any person op- 
erating a motor vehicle who, knowing that injury has been caused to a 
person or property, due to the culpability of said operator, or to accident, 
leaves the place of said injury or accident without stopping and giving 
his name, postoffiee address, including street address if in a city or town, 
and registration number of said motor vehicle, to the injured party, ov 
to a police officer, or other local peace officer, or in case no police 
officer or other local peace officer is in the vicinity of the place of said 
injury or accident, then reporting the same to the nearest police station 
or to a peace officer, shall be guilty of a felony, punishable by a fine or 
imprisonment as hereinafter provided, under the provisions of this Act. 
A conviction of a violation of this section shall be reported forthwith 
by the trial court or the clerk thereof to the Secretary of State, who 
shall upon recommendation of the trial court suspend the certificate of 
registration of the motor vehicle operated by the person violating this 
section, or if he be an owner, the certificate of registration of his motor 
vehicle ; and if no appeal therefrom be taken, or if an appeal duly taken 
be dismissed or the judgment affirmed, and upon notice thereof by said 
clerk or trial court, the Secretary of State shall revoke the certificate of 
registration of said motor vehicle, or order the certificate of registration 
to be delivered to the Secretary of State and shall not re-issue said cer- 
tificate of registration or any other certificate of registration to such 
person unless the Secretary of State in his discretion, after an investiga- 
tion or upon a rehearing, decides to re-issue such certificate. 

B^fistrations — ^Expirations — ^Renewals.. 

Section 19. All registrations under this Act shall expire on De- 
cember thirty-first of each year, and shall be renewed annually and in 
the same manner and upon the payment of the same fee as provided in 
this Act for original registrations, such renewals to take effect on the 
first day of January of each year. Any person or persons shall have the 
preferential right to the registration number of his car for the succeed- 
ing year by making application to the Secretary of State not later than 
December first. 

Copy of Law Furnished. 

Section 20. The Secretary of State shall be required to have printed 
in pamphlet form a sufficient number of copies of this law, and shall 
furnish a copy with each certificate of registration issued by him. 

Penalties for Violation of the Act. 

Section 21. The violation of any of the provisions of this Aet shall 
be deemed a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine not exceeding fifty dol- 
lars for the first offense, and by a fine of not less than fifty dollars nor 
more than one hundred dollars, or imprisonment not exceeding sixty 
days in the county jail for each subsequent offense, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court, provided, however, if 
any person operating a motor vehicle in violation of the provisions of 
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this Act, shall by so doing, seriously maim, injure or disfigure any per- 
son or persons, or cause the death of any person or persons, he shall be 
guilty of a felony, and upon conviction thereof, be fined not less than two 
hundred dollars, nor more than five hundred dollars, or be imprisoned 
in the penitentiary for not less than one year nor more than ten years. 
It shall be the duty of every peace officer to enforce the provisions of 
this Act. 

[Disposition of Fees.] 

Section 22. On or before the 15th day of each month the Secretary 
of State shall pay over to the County Treasurer of the several counties 
in this State eighty per centum of all the moneys collected by him under 
the provisions of this Act, in proportion to the amounts received from 
€ach respective county. The remaining twenty per centum of all moneys 
collected by the Secretary of State under the provisions of this Act shall 
be used by him for the purpose of defraying the expenses incidental to 
the administration of this Act, and any proceeds remaining at the end 
of the calendar year shall be turned over to the State Treasurer, and 
credited to the general fund of the State. 

Acts in Conflict Repealed. 

Section 23. All Acts or parts of Acts in any way inconsistent or in 
conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 

When in Effect. 

Section 24. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
March 28, 1917; provided that number plates already issued, purchased 
or contracted for by the Secretary of State, in compliance with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 95, Session Laws of Wyoming 1913, shall be official 
number plates for the calendar year 1917.

SHEEP INSPECTORS AND SCAB QUARANTINE. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 3, Chapter 107, Session Laws 1915. 
Be It Enacted hy the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 3, Chapter 107, Session Laws 1915, be 
amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

"Section 2691. Whenever, upon examination by a sheep inspector, 
any flock of sheep, kept or herded in the State of Wyoming, shall be 
found to be infected with scab or any other contagious or infectious dis- 
ease detrimental to sheep, or that have been exposed in any manner to 
any such disease, such inspector shall forthwith take charge of and treat 
said sheep by dipping or otherwise for said diseases, as soon as possible, 
and within a period of not less than ten days, nor more than fifteen days 
immediately succeeding said first dipping or treatment, to again dip 
such sheep; also to keep said sheep from contact with other sheep by 
such means as he may specify, until such time as such inspector is satis- 
fied of the complete eradication of such scab, or other infectious or eon- 
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tagious disease, and such inspector shall then in writing issue a permit 
to the owner or controller of said sheep releasing said sheep from quar- 
antine, and such inspector shall have the power to give such notice as in 
his judgment the conditions -in each case may require that such sheep are 
quarantined within certain limits to be by him fixed and specified, and 
that such other sheep owners shall not enter upon such quarantine 
grounds with their flocks of sheep until further notice ; and should any 
flock of sheep free from scab or any other infectious or contagious disease 
enter or intrude upon any ground embraced within the limits set apart 
for such quarantine, or upon any ground or within any enclosure where 
infected, diseased or Exposed sheep have been, then such sheep shall be 
subject to the same regulations and treatment as sheep infected with 
scab or other infectious or contagious diseases detrimental to sheep. 
Where sheep must be dipped in the immediate vicinity of said quarantine 
and no preparations have been made upon the part of the owner or 
owners thereof to provide suitable dipping works, the inspector is au- 
thorized to prepare such dipping works as may be necessary at the ex- 
pense of the owner. If the said sheep cannot subsist upon range forage 
until they have been treated, the inspector shall then provide feed at the 
owner's expense. All expenses for so doing, including the expenses and 
per diem of such inspector as hereinafter provided, for every day or part 
of a day in which the inspector may be engaged in treating such sheep, 
shall become and be a lien upon the said sheep until the same is paid and 
if the same be not paid within ten days after such treatment has been 
completed, he shall collect the same, together with the cost and expenses 
of collection, by advertising and selling said sheep, or so many thereof 
as may be necessary in the manner provided by law for the sale of per- 
sonal property on execution ; provided however, that no person, company 
or corporation shall be required to dip a flock of ewes, or any part of 
them, in which there are ewes with lambs, at any time from the fifteenth 
day of April until the first day of July in any year, but all such ewes 
with lambs infected with scab or other infectious or contagious diseases, 
or that have in any manner been exposed to any such disease, must be 
held in quarantine and kept separate from sound sheep. It shall also be 
the duty of the inspector to require the owner or owners of such ewes 
with lambs while held in quarantine, during the above periods of ex- 
emption to spot and hand dress all sheep in the flock that show scab or 
any infectious or contagious disease, with some of the dips recognized 
by the bureau of animal industry ; and the inspector shall have power to 
enforce spotting or hand dressing during the periods of exemption above 
referred to, the same as he has power to enforce dipping at any other 
period of the year. All sheep which are kept or herded within the 
limits of the state of Wyoming, shall, between the fifteenth day of April 
and the first day of November of each year, be dipped under the super- 
vision of an authorized sheep inspector in one of the dips which have 
been recommended by the state board of sheep commissioners, said dip 
to be used at a strength sufficient to eradicate scabies. The owner or 
controller of said sheep so dipped, shall, within twenty days after the 
completion of such dipping file with the authorized sheep inspector or the 
state board of sheep commissioners the afSdavit of two persons who were 
present and assisted in said dipping, which affidavit shall state the num- 
ber of sheep or bucks dipped, kind of dip used, and the manner, time and 
place of such dipping. The per diem and expenses of the inspector to be 
paid by the owner or controller of the sheep so dipped. 
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''The state board of sheep commissioners is hereby authorized and 
empowered to take charge of and dip as soon as possible after the first 
day of November of each year, all sheep kept or herded within the 
limits of the state of Wyoming, not previously dipped within the period 
required by this section, and all the expenses for so doing, including the 
per diem and expenses of an authorized sheep inspector, shall be paid 
by the owner of said sheep and the same shall become and be a lien 
upon such sheep until paid and shall be collected within the time and in 
the manner heretofore provided in this section for the collection of the 
expenses and per diem of such inspector incurred in the dipping or treat- 
ing of diseased or tick-infested sheep. All loss or damage which results 
from the enforcement of this section is to be paid by the owner of the 
sheep.

The state board of sheep commissioners is hereby authorized and 
empowered to make such rules and regulations as they deem necessary 

relative to the administration of this section.

**Any person who is the owner or controller of any sheep within 
the state of Wyoming violating the provisions of this section, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be subject to a fine of not more than 
two thousand dollars ($2,000.00).'* 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

GIVING RAILROAD CONDUCTORS AND ENGINEERS POWERS OF SHERIFF. 

AN ACT giving Railroad Conductors and Engineers powers of sheriff, and provid- 
ing that they may command assistance of any member of train crew in 
protecting public peace or in arresting violators thereof. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. Every conductor and engineer of any railroad train 
while actually engaged as such conductor or engineer of any such train 
shall have the power of sheriff in each county through or into which the 
train upon which he is employed passes, for the purpose of protecting 
the public peace and arresting violators thereof on or near such train, 
and may command the assistance of any member of train crew in per- 
forming such duty. Provided that the Eail Boad Company shall be re- 
sponsible for any unauthorized or negligent act of such Conductor or 
Engineer in the exercise of the power hereby conferred. Provided fur- 
ther that such Conductor or Engineer shall be regarded as a special dep- 
uty sheriff. 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

ESTRAY LISTS POSTED AND PUBLISHED. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 2649 Wyoming Compiled Statutes for 
1910, providing for the advertising and posting of estray lists. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. The secretary of the livestock commission shall semi- 
annually, during the last week of June and December of each year, send 
two lists of all unclaimed estrays, for which he has received payments, to 
the county clerk of each county, who shall post one copy in a conspicu- 
ous place in the court house, and place one copy on file in his office. It 
shall also be the duty of said secretary to cause such estray list to be 
advertised in a paper published in the county from which the estray was 
shipped during the month [s] of June and December of each year. 

Section 2. Section 2649 of Chapter 174 Compiled Statutes of Wyo- 
ming for 1910 is hereby repealed. All acts and parts of acts in conflict 
with the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

PRIMARY NOMINATION PETITION AND FEE. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 3 of Chapter 23 of the Session laws of 
1911 as amended by Section l of Chapter l6o of the Session Laws of 1915. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 3 of Chapter 23 of the Session Laws of 1911 
as amended by Section 1 of Chapter 160 of the Session Laws of 1915, be 
and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

''Section 3. Every candidate for office and every candidate for 
party committeeman shall make and file at the time and place provided 
in Section 8 of this Chapter, a petition or nomination paper, expressing a 
desire to be nominated for a particular office or for committeeman, 
which petition shall be accompanied by a fee of ten dollars if a candidate 
seeks a county or legislative office, or an office to be voted for wholly 
within the county, and a fee of twenty dollars if the office sought, be one 
to be voted for by the electors of the entire state or any district larger 
than a county except legislative office be filed respectively with the 
county clerks and secretary of state and be turned into the county 
treasury or state treasury, as the case may be ; provided that a candidate 
for a party committeeman, justice of the peace, constable and district 
road supervisor or overseer shall not be required to pay any fee; pro- 
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vided that no certificate of election shall be issued unless the fees herein 
specified shall have been previously paid/' 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

AGREEMENTS FOR EXTENSIONS OF MUNICIPAL WATER SYSTEMS. 

AN ACT authorizing cities and towns owning water systems to enter into agree- 
ments for furnishing water. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. Any city or town owning its municipal water system or 
plant may enter into agreements with the owners of lands who desire to 
have the water system extended to their property within the corporate 
limits of such city or town, whereby the said land owners shall agree 
to pay to the city or town a stipulated amount, in such installments as 
may be agreed, for a period not to exceed ten years, irrespective of the 
use or non-use of water during said period, and making such charges a 
lien upon their respective lands, and when such agreement has been 
filed with the city or town clerk the said charges shall become a lien upon 
the said lands. Each city and town shall have the power by ordinance 
to prescribe the rules and regulations governing such agreements, and 
providing for the enforcement of such lien. 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

BOUNTIES ON PREDATORY WILD ANIMALS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Sections l and 11, Chapter 96, Session Laws of 
1915, relating to the destruction of predatory wild animals. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 1 of Chapter 96 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming, 1915, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to 
read as follows: 

Bounties. 

"Section 1. For the purpose of encouraging the destruction of coy- 
otes, bob-cats, gray or black wohes, and mountain lions, the following 
bounties shall hereafter be paid by the State of Wyoming for such ani- 
mals killed in the state on and after March 1, 1917, in the manner here- 
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inafter provided, viz: For each coyote so destroyed, $1.50; for each 
bob-cat so destroyed, $1.00; for each adult gray or black wolf so de- 
stroyed, $15.00; for each gray or black wolf pup, $10.00; for each moun- 
tain lion so destroyed, $5.00.'* 

Section 2. That Section 11 of Chapter 96 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming, 1915, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to 
read as follows: 

Appropriation. 

''Section 11. The sum of Seventy -five Thousand Dollars, or sq much 
thereof as shall be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of the money 
unappropriated in the state treasury, for the purpose of carrying into 
effect the provisions providing bounties for the killing of predatory ani- 
mals; Provided, that the payment of bounties under the provisions of 
Chapter 96, Session Laws of 1915, as amended, shall be limited to the 
appropriations herein made, and all money remaining in said bounty 
fund on the first day of March, 1919, shall be returned to the general 
fund." 

Section 3. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
the first day of March, 1917.

PROPERTY EXEMPT FROM TAXATION. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 2321, Wyoming Compiled Statutes of

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 2321 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 
1910 be amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

^''Section 2321. Property Exempt from Taxation. The following de- 
scribed property is hereby exempted from taxation: 

"First. — The property of the United States and of this state, the 
property of any county, township, incorporated cities, towns, and school 
districts ; public libraries ; lots with the buildings thereon used exclusive- 
ly for religious worship ; church parsonages ; public grounds by whomso- 
ever donated to the public, including all places for the burial of the 
dead. 

"Second. — ^Pire engines and all implements used for extinguishing 
fires, with the grounds used exclusively for the buildings of a fire com- 
pany or companies. 

"Third. — ^Household and kitchen furniture, beds and bedding, wear- 
ing apparel of every person, and the food provided for each family, not 
to exceed in all, the value of one hundred dollars. 

"Fourth. — The polls of all persons who have arrived at the age of 
fifty years. 

"Fifth. — The property of all honorably discharged veterans of the 
Civil War to the amount of Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000.00) in assessed 
valuation." 

Section 2. Chapter 50, Session Laws of 1897, be and the same is 
hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
January 1, 1918.

MEMORIAL COUNTY HOSPITALS. 

AN ACT to promote the public welfare by encouraging the establishment and 
maintenance of public Memorial County Hospitals. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Sum Necessary. — Duty of County Commissioners. 

Section 1. That when the county commissioners of any county have 
received proper and sufficient guaranties that a sum of not less than fifty 
thousand ($50,000.00) dollars has been raised through donations, and is 
available for the purpose of building at the county seat of such county 
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a suitable and properly equipped hospital, or a wing^Or gOrtioji of such 
hospital, suitable for operation as such, and so arranged fll».t^'j^e^ capable 
of future enlargement, it shall be their duty to appoint a nJm-^artisan^ 
board neither of whom shall be a medical doctor the trustees of such'iwjkl* ; 
pital as hereinafter provided for, and to levy a sufficient tax on all tai- y 
able property in the county to provide means for the maintenance of 
such hospital and have the same ready for the time of the completion 
of such hospital, or wing or portion thereof, and thereafter annually to 
levy a tax sufficient for the proper maintenance of such hospital. 

Fund. 

Section 2. The tax authorized by lection one of this act shall be 
levied and collected at the same time and in the same manner as other 
county taxes of such county are levied and collected, and the whole 
amount so collected shall be set apart and shall be designated the County 
Memorial Hospital Fund; but no money shall be expended out of said 
fuad without the approval of the board of commissioners. 

Board of Trustees. — One Hospital Only. 

Section 3. The erection, management and control of said hospital 
and of said County Memorial Hospital Fund and all property and funds 
donated for the benefit of the same as hereinafter provided for, shall be 
by five competent and responsible citizens of the county, to be appointed 
by the said county commissioners, who shall constitute a board of trustees 
for such purpose. The first board of trustees, as soon as appointed, shall 
draw lots for the purpose of determining the term of each member of the 
said board. One of the said original board shall serve for the term of one 
year, one for the term of two years, one for the term of three years, one 
for the term of four years, and one for the term of five years 
after their appointment, and in each case until the first Monday of 
July following the expiration of the year, and it shall be the duty 
of such board of county commissioners annually, at their meeting 
in June of each year, to appoint a successor to the trustee whose 
term shall expire during such year. The term of each trustee shall 
expire on the first Monday in July. As soon as said original board 
has determined the terms of its members, as aforesaid, they dhall or- 
ganize by selecting one of their number as president and one of their 
number as secretary and one of their number as treasurer of the board. 
As soon as so orga,nized they shall file with the county clerk of the county 
and with the secretary of state a certificate showing their organization, 
for the filing of which certificate no fee or charge shall be paid. Upon 
the filing of such certificate said board of trustees shall automatically 
become a body corporate, with power to sue and be sued under the name 

and style of **Board of Trustees of the Memorial Hospital of 

County." The said corporation shall have perpetual existence, and it 
shall not be necessary to file any other or further certificate than that 
filed upon the original organization of the board of trustees. Upon the 
appointment of a new member of the board in each year, the said trustees 
shall meet and again organize by selecting a president, secretary and 
treasurer as originally. Each member of the said board shall serve with- 
out compensation, and the treasurer of the board shall give bond in 
such amount and with such sureties as may be approved by the board 
of county commissioners, conditioned for the faithful performance of his 
duties and the full accounting for all moneys coming into his hands as 
such treasurer. Said trustees shall expend the funds in their hands 
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received b]^ dpnatioh* as aforesaid, in the erection of a hospital, or wing 
or portii)]!^ thereof, suitable for subsequent enlargement and capable of 
being** :^ed and maintained as a hospital, and shall likewise, from time 
; \/k)*tihie, use any other funds that may be received in the erection or con- 
':^ ktruction of additions or improvements to said hospital, and shall expend 
the funds received from taxation as aforesaid in the careful maintenance 
of said hospital. 

Such hospital shall be erected and maintained on lands whose title 
is in the county. In case any county hospital is already owned and main- 
tained by the county, the board of county commissioners is authorized 
to permit the erection of the Public Memorial Hospital herein provided 
for upon the grounds already owned and used as a county hospital, with 
any additional grounds deemed necessary, and to transfer the manage- 
ment and control of the old as well as the new hospital to the Board of 
Trustees of the Memorial County Hospital herein provided for so that the 
old and the new may be consolidated and operated, controlled and main- 
tained as a single hospital. No county shall be permitted to maintain 
more than one hospital. In case any county is without title to sufficient 
land for the above purposes, it shall have the right to acquire such lands 
as may be deemed necessary by gift or purchase or by condemnation un- 
der the procedure authorized in cases of exercising the right of eminent 
domain. 

Donations. 

Section 4. That said Board of Trustees is authorized to receive do- 
nations of real estate, money or other property in aid of the establishment 
of said hospital or of the construction of additions thereto or provision of 
furniture or facilities therefor. They shall permit any donor furnishing 
sufficient means for the construction of any individual portion of the said 
hospital, or for equipping and especially endowing any ward or room 
therein, to name the same in memory of any person chosen by such donor, 
and shall carefully observe the conditions accompanying every gift. 

Public County Hospital. 

Section 6. 'Every County Memorial Hospital established and main- 
tained under the provisions of this act shall be kept and maintained as a 
public county hospital. It shall have the right to charge to persons able to 
pay the same a reasonable price for use of such hospital and its facilities 
and for being kept and maintained there during such time as required for 
proper treatment, and shall furnish free to such persons being residents 
of the county as have no means to pay for the same all necessary facili- 
ties and maintenance during the time that such persons without means 
may be required to remain there for proper treatment. 

Records. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of such Board of Trustees to keep 
a careful record of all its doings, with duplicate vouchers for all its ex- 
penditures, one set of such vouchers to be kept in the office of the secre- 
tary of the board of trustees, the other to be filed with the county com- 
missioners at the June session of such board of county commissioners in 
each year. The board of trustees shall also at the said June meeting of 
the said board of commissioners in each year report to the county com- 
missioners all the important transactions for the previous twelve months, 
specifying in each report the sum of money received from the County

Memorial Hospital Fund, also all moneys and properties received from 
other sources, the use and disposition made of such moneys and other 
property, together with such other facts as they may deem of public in- 
terest, and such additional matters as the board of commissioners may re- 
quire, and shall also make monthly reports when required by the board. 

Section ?• This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

REINSURANCE BY UFE INSURANCE COMPANIES. 

AN ACT to enable Life Insurance Companies to reinsure the business of other 
Insurance Companies and to reinsure its own business in other solvent In- 
surance Companies.

Section 1. Life insurance companies heretofore or hereafter incor- 
porated may reinsure the business of other insurance companies, or may 
reinsure their own business in other solvent insurance companies, whether 
the said companies at the time be licensed to do business in this state, or 
not, provided, however, that no credit of any kind shall be allowed or 
given, either as a reduction of taxes, or of liabilities, to any company 
transacting business in this state for reinsurance made in companies not 
authorized to issue policies in this state. The Commissioner of Insurance 
may at any time require schedules of reinsurance to be filed by each com- 
pany, which schedules, however, shall not be open to the inspection of the 
public. 

Section 2. All acts or parts of acts in conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 

Section S. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

MUNICIPAL CEAflETERIES. 

AN ACT authorizing cities and towns to acquire, hold, and improve lands' for 
cemetery purposes; to borrow money and issue coupon bonds for such pur- 
pose; to regulate the issue and payment of said bonds and provide for the 
levy of a tax for the payment thereof; and to repeal Section 1695 of Chapter 
121 of Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 1910. 

Be It Enacted bt [by] the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Cities and Towns May Acquire and Improve Cemeteries. 

Section 1. In addition to the powers conferred upon them by law, 
each incorporated city or town in the State of Wyoming shall have power 
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and authority to purchase, hold, and pay for lands, not exceeding eighty 
acres in one body, outside of the limits of any incorporated city or town, 
for the purpose of the burial of the dead; to have and exercise such 
police jurisdiction over the same, and over any cemetery lying near said 
city or town and used by the inhabitants thereof, as may be necessary 
for the proper control and regulation of the same j to survey, plat, map, 
grade, fence, ornament, and otherwise improve all burial and cemetery 
grounds and the avenues or streets leading thereto, owned by the city or 
town ; to construct walks, rear and protect ornamental trees therein, and 
provide for paying the cost thereof; to convey cemetery lots owned by 
such city or town, and to issue deeds of conveyance therefor in such form 
and with such conditions therfein as may be prescribed by the mayor and 
council of such city or town, which deeds of conveyance shall be signed 
by the mayor and attested by the city clerk of such city or town ; to limit 
the number of cemetery lots which shall be owned by the same person 
at the same time ; and to prescribe rules for enclosing and adorning ceme- 
tery lots, and the erection of monuments and tombstones thereon. 

May Issue Bonds Therefor. 

Section 2. Any incorporated city or town in the State of Wyoming 
is hereby authorized, for the purpose of providing funds for purchasing 
lands, and improving same, for cfemetery purposes, to borrow money and 
to issue negotiable coupon bonds of such city or town in any amount not 
exceeding at any one time two per cent of the assessed value of said 
city or town. Such bonds shall be of the denominations as the city or 
town council shall determine, which bonds shall be numbered consecu- 
tively from one upward, payable in thirty years from date of issue, and 
redeemable at the pleasure of such city or town after ten years, and shall 
bear interest at a rate not exceeding six per cent per annum. Such bonds 
when issued shall be signed by the mayor and countersigned by the clerk 
and the treasurer of such city or town ; provided that said bonds shall not 
be sold for less than their par value. 

Bond Begiflt^. 

Bdction 3. The city or town treasurer shall' keep a book in which 
shall be registered all such bonds, showing the number of the bond, the 
date of issue, to whom issued, the amount, the date of redemption, and 
payment of interest ; which book shall be open to all persons to examine 
the same during business hours. 

Cemetery Bond Tax and Fund. 

Section 4. There shall be annually levied and collected on all tax- 
able property, real, personal, and mixed, within such city or town, a 
sufficient tax to pay the interest on said bonds as the same may become 
due, and to redeem such bonds as provided in this chapter, which tax 
shall be levied and collected in the same manner as other city or town 
taxes; said taxes to be known as the ** Cemetery Bond Tax'', and shall 
be used for the payment of interest, principal, and the redemption of the 
bonds so issued, and for no other purpose. And all moneys collected by 
such cities or towns from purchasers of cemetery lots, save such amount 
as shall be required for the maintenance and improvement of such ceme- 
teries, shall become part of the cemetery bond fund, and shall be used 
only for the payment of the principal and interest of the bonds in this act 
authorized to be issued. 
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Bond laaxie Submitted to Voters. 

Section 5. No bonds shall be issued for the purpose provided by 
this chapter until the proposition to issue the same shall have been sub- 
mitted to a vote of the qualified electors of such city or town, and by them 
approved : such proposition to be so submitted at any annual election, 
or at a special election to be called for that purpose ; such election to be 
conducted in the same manner as other city or town elections ; the proposi- 
tion so submitted to a vote of the qualified electors shall specify the 
amount of the bonds proposed to be issued, the rate of interest, and the 
purpose for which it ie proposed to issue the same. It shall be the duty 
of the city clerk of such city or town to cause ballots to be prepared, 
either separately from other ballots in case of a special election, or upon 
other ballots in case of an annual election, with the words **Por Cemetery 
Bonds" and '^ Against Cemetery Bonds", leaving a place opposite each 
proposition in which the voter shall mark by a cross his vote for or against 
such bonds. If, upon a canvass of the votes upon such proposition, 
a majority of the votes be for the issue of such bonds, then the mayor 
and city council are authorized to issue same as provided in this Act. 

Redemption of Bonds. 

Section 6. Any city or town, issuing bonds for the purpose provided 
in this Act, shall each year after the tenth year after the issue of said 
bonds, redeem at least one-twentieth of the said bonds in the order of 
their issue. 

Bonds and Coupons Paid. 

Section 7. It shall be the duty of the city or town treasurer, as 
rapidly as any coupons of said bonds are paid, to cause the word **Paid" 
to be cut in the same, and as rapidly as said bonds are paid to cause 
the word **Paid" to be cut in the body of the same. 

Treasurer the Oustodian of Funds. 

Section 8. The city or town treasurer shall be custodian of all 
moneys arising from the sale of bonds issued in pursuance of the authority 
given by this chapter, and he shall give additional bond, or bonds, for 
the safe keeping and distributing of all such funds, as may be provided 
by the city or town council. 

Ordinances. 

Section 9. Any such city or town is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to enact all ordinances necessary to the complete exercise of all the 
powers in this Act granted, and to carry out the same, and is authorized 
to make all ordinances, rules, and regulations for the protection, main- 
tenance, and improvement of such cemeteries, and of all property con- 
nected therewith, and all streets, avenues, and roads leading to such 
cemeteries. 

Application. 

Section 10. This Act shall apply to all cities and towns in the State 
of Wyoming whether incorporated by special charter or under general 
]aws, and the taxes herein provided for, shall be in addition to all other . 
taxes provided or authorized by law. 

Outside Corporate Limits. 

Section 11. For the purpose of carrying out any of the powers con- 
ferred by this Act, any such city or town may go beyond its corporate 
limits and purchase, or otherwise acquire, real property. 
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Section 12. Section 1695 of Chapter 121 of Compiled Statutes of 
Wyoming 1910, and all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 13. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

CHAPTER 91. 

Senate File No. 53. 

UNLAWFUL RIDING ON RAILROAD TRAINS. 

AN ACT for the suppression of the tramp evil; to prevent the unlawful riding on 
railroad trains; making unlawful riding upon railroad trains a misdemeanor; 
fixing the punishment therefor; creating special constables; and for other 
purposes. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Unlawful Biding. 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person, without the consent 
of those operating the same, to ride on any part of any railroad car or 
train, save and excepting such portion thereof as may be specially fitted 
and prepared for the use of passengers. 

Penalty. 

Section 2. Every person violating the provisions of Section 1 of 
this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punished by a fine not less than five dollars ($5.00), nor more 
than five hundred dollars ($500.00), or by imprisonment in the county 
jail for a period not less than ten (10) days, nor more than six (6) 
months, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Conductor a Special Constable. 

Section 3. The conductor in charge of any car or train who finds 
any person on his car or train, violating the provisions of this Act, is 
hereby made a special constable, authorized to arrest any such person 
and deliver him free of all transportation expense to the first sheriflf or 
deputy sheriff that may be available in the progress of such car or train. 
Such special constable shall deliver to the sheriflf or deputy sheriflf with his 
prisoner a statement in writing showing in a brief and general but not 
technical way, the oflfense charged against the prisoner. 

Duty of Sheriff. 

Section 4. Any sheriff or deputy sheriff receiving any person from 
any special constable, as in this Act provided, shall forthwith deliver such 
person, with the charge made against him to the sheriff of the county 
wherein the offense may be charged to have been committed. 

Duty of County Attorney. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of the sheriff receiving such prisoner 
forthwith to deliver to the prosecuting attorney of the county, the written 
charge made against said prisoner by the special constable, and such 
prosecuting attorney shall file with the proper justice of the peace the 
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proper af&davit charging the prisoner with the offense, and shall diligently 
prosecute the same. 

Section 6. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 92.

RELATING TO INSURANCE COMPANIES. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 4108 Wyoming Compiled Statutes 1910, 
as amended by Section l of Chapter 50 Session Laws of Wyoming l9ll, and 
to amend and re-enact Sections 4106, 4122 and 4114 Wyoming Compiled 
Statutes 1910, relating to Insurance Companies. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 4108 Wyoming Compiled Statutes 1910, as 
amended by Section 1 of Chapter 50 Session Laws of Wyoming 1911, 
be amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

"Section 4108. Specific Corporate Powers. It shall be lawful for 
any company heretofore or hereafter organi-zed under this chapter, or 
doing business in this state: 

Fire and Marine. 

First. To insure houses, buildings and all other kinds of property 
against loss or damage by fire or other casualty, and to make all kinds 
of insurance on goods, merchandise or other property in the course of 
transportation, whether on land or water, or any vessel afloat, wherever 
the same may be ; including insurances upon automobiles and other motor 
vehicles, whether stationary or being operated under their own power, 
against any or all of the hazards of fire, explosion, transportation, col- 
lision, loss by legal liability for damage to property resulting from the 
maintenance and use of automobiles, and loss by burglary or theft or 
both, but shall not include insurance against loss by reason of bodily 
injury to the person, upon filing with the Insurance Department official 
notification of their purpose so to do. 

Life and Health Insurance. 

Second. To issue contracts of insurance covering all forms of life 
contingencies and also all forms of accidental death, bodily injury or 
disease, issue all forms of endowment contracts, and grant, purchase and 
dispose of annuities. They may provide in any contract they may issue 
or assume that the proceeds of same, or any part thereof, may be left 
with the Company ; interest, if any, thereon, in full or in part, cumulative 
or payable currently, and the said funds may be paid either in a lump 
sura or in installments at a specified time or times, or upon the happening 
of a contingency, or may be used to provide an annuity, single or joint, 
or to be otherwise disbursed or disposed of in any lawful manner or way 
as may be agreed. 
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Accident and Health. 

Third. To make insurance on the health of individuals and against 
the personal injury, disablement or death, resulting from traveling, • or 
general accident by land or water. 

FideUty. 

Fourth. To insure the fidelity of persons holding places of public 
or private trust. 

Storage and Deposit. 

Fifth. To receive on deposit and insure the safe keeping of books, 
papers, moneys, stocks, bonds and all kinds of personal property. 

Live Stock, Bottomry, Respondentia. 

Sixth. To insure horses, cattle and other stock against loss or 
damage by accident, theft or any unknown or contingent event whatever, 
which may be the subject of legal insurance ; to lend money on bottomry, 
or respondentia, and to cause itself to be insured against any loss or risk 
it may have incurred in the course of its business, and upon the interest 
which it may have in any property by means of any loan or loans which 
it may make on mortgages, bottomry, or respondentia, and generally to 
do and perform all other matters and things proper to promote these 
objects. 

Burglary, Plate Olass, Limitations, Fees. 

Seventh. To insure against loss or damage by burglary, theft, or 
housebreaking, breakage of plate glass, local or in transit, loss or damage 
to property of the assured, or loss or damage to the life, person or prop- 
erty of another, for which the assured is liable, caused by the explosion 
of steam boilers, and to insure any person against bodily injury, or death 
by accident, or any person, firm, or corporation against loss or damage 
on account of the bodily injury or death by accident of any person, for 
which loss or damage, said person, firm or corporation, is responsible, 
and to make insurance upon the health of individuals; Provided, That 
no company shall be organized to issue policies of insurance for more 
than one of the above seven mentioned purposes, and no company that 
shall have been organized for either one of said purposes shall issue 
policies of insurance for any other; and no company organized under 
this Chapter, or transacting business in this state, shall expose itself to 
loss on any one risk or hazard to an amount exceeding ten per cent 
(10%) of its paid-up capital, nor to write on risk within the corporate 
limits of any one city, an amount representing more than the paid-up 
capital of the company, unless the excess shall be insured by the same 
in some other good and reliable company or companies; and. Provided, 
That the restriction as to the amount of risk any company shall assume 
shall not apply to companies organized to guarantee the fidelity of per- 
sons in places of public or private trust, nor to companies that receive 
on deposit and guarantee the safe keeping of books, moneys and papers 
and other property; and further. Provided, That companies organized 
to guarantee the fidelity of persons holding places of public or private 
trust may insure against loss or damage by burglary, theft, or house- 
breaking, upon the payment to the State Auditor of the annual fee of 
Twenty -five Dollars ($25.00) in addition to other fees and taxes now 
imposed. ' ' 
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Section 2. That Section 4106 Wyoming Compiled Statutes 1910, be 
amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

"Section 4106. Investment of Funds. It shall be lawful for any 
insurance company, organized under this Chapter or incorporated under 
any law of the state, to invest its capital and the funds accumulated in 
the course of its business, or any part thereof, in bonds and mortgages on 
improved unincumbered real estate within the State of Wyoming, worth 
double the sum loaned thereon, exclusive of buildings, except to the 
amount that such buildings are insured in some responsible company or 
companies, and the policy or policies transferred to said company, and 
also in stocks in this state, or stocks or treasury notes of the United States, 
in the stocks or bonds of any county or incorporated city in this state, 
which may have been heretofore authorized to be issued by the Legisla- 
ture of this state and to lend the same, or any part thereof, on the se- 
curity of such stocks, or lands, or treasury notes, or upon bonds or mort- 
gages as aforesaid, or upon said company's contracts of insurance not 
in excess of the reserve thereon, and not otherwise, and to change and 
re-invest the same in like securities, as occasion from time to time may 
require. But any funds of such company over and above its paid-up 
capital stock may be invested or loaned upon the pledge of bonds and 
mortgages on improved unincumbered real estate in any other state, 
worth double the «um loaned thereon, exclusive of buildings, except to the 
amount that such buildings are insured in some responsible company 
or companies and the policy or. policies transferred to said company, and 
also in the bonds of any other state, or of any county or incorporated city 
therein that have been lawfully issued, and to change and re-invest the 
same in like securities, as occasion from time to time may require : Pro- 
vided, That where such loans are made on the pledge of such securities 
in other states, the current market value thereof shall at all times during 
the continuance of such loans be at least twenty per cent (20%) more 
than the sum loaned thereon." 

Section 3. That Section 4122 Wyoming Compiled Statutes 1910 be 
amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

''Section 4122. Conditions upon which foreign companies may do 
business. It shall not be lawful* for any insurance company, association 
or partnership organized or associated for any of the purposes specified 
in this Chapter, incorporated by or organized under the laws of any other 
state, or the •United States, or any foreign government, directly or in- 
directly, to take risks or transact any business of insurance in this state, 
unless possessed of not less than One Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,- 
000.00) of actual paid-up capital, exclusive of any assets of any such 
company as shall be deposited in any other states, or territories, or for- 
eign countries, for the special benefit or security of the insured therein; 
and any such company desiring to transact any such business, as afore- 
said, by any agent or agents in this state, shall appoint one attorney in 
each county in which agencies are established, resident of the county, 
and shall file with the Insurance Commissioner a written instrument, 
duly signed and sealed, authorizing such attorney of such company to 
aclmowledge service of process for and in behalf of such company in 
this state consenting that such service of process, mesne or final, upon 
such attorney shall be taken and held as valid as if served upon the 
company, according to the laws of this state, or any other territoi'y or 
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state, and waiving all claims of right, or error by reason of such ac- 
knowledgement, or service, and also a certified copy of its charter, or act 
of incorporation, together with a statement under the oath of the presi- 
dent, or vice president, or other chief officer, and the secretary of the 
company, for which they may act stating the name of the company and 
the place where located, the amount of its capital stock, with a detailed 
statement of the facts and items as required from companies organized 
under the laws of this state; such statement shall also show to the full 
satisfaction of the Insurance Commissioner that said company, if organ- 
ized without the United States of America, has deposited in some one of 
the United States or Territories a sum not less than One Hundred Thou- 
sand Dollars ($100,000.00), for the special benefit or security of the 
insured therein, and shall file also a copy of the last annual report, if any, 
made under any law of the state, territory, or foreign country by which 
such company was incorporated, and no agent shall be allowed to transact 
business for any company whose capital i« impaired by liabilities, as 
stated in Section 4120, to the extent of twenty per cent (20%) thereof 
while such deficiency shall continue. ['*] 

Section 4. That Section 4114 Wyoming Compiled Statutes 1910, be 
amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

"Section 4114. Increase or decrease of capital stock, change of cor- 
porate name, or number of directors. 

Whenever any company, organized under this Chapter with less 
than the maximum capital stock limited 'by Section 4103 shall, in the 
opinion of the Directors thereof, require an increased amount of capital 
stock they shall, if authorized by the holders of a majority of the stock 
to do so, file with the Insurance Commissioner a certificate setting forth 
the amount of such desired increase, not exceeding said maximum, and 
thereafter such company shall be entitled to have the increased amount 
of capital stock as fixed by said certificate, and whenever any company, 
organized under this Chapter with more than the minimum capital stock 
required by the laws of this state shall, in the opinion of the Directors 
thereof, require a reduction in the amount of its capital stock, they shall, 
if authorized by the holders of a majority of the stock to do so, file with 
the Insurance Commissioner a certif i-cate getting forth the amount of such 
desired reduction, not exceeding the minimum required by the laws of this 
state, and thereafter such company shall be entitled to have the increased 
or decreased amount of capital stock fixed by said certificate, and the 
examination of securities composing the capital stock thus increased or 
decreased, as the case may be, shall be made in the same manner, as is 
provided by Section 4107 for the capital stock first paid in: Provided, 
That no change in the amount of any life insurance company incorporated 
under the laws of this state shall be made in its charter [,] articles of incor- 
poration or capital stock without expressed authority granted in writing 
by the Insurance Commissioner. 

Any company, organized under this Chapter, may change its corpor- 
ate name, or increase or decrease the number of its directors to not more 
than twenty-one, nor fewer than five, if authorized by. the holders of a 
majority of its stock so to do: Provided, that the procedure, as to no- 
tice, meeting of stockholders and certification of proceedings required 
for any such increase or decrease of capital stock, change of corporate 
name, or increase or decrease in the number of directors of any such 
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company shall be the same as is prescribed by Sections 3997, 3998 and 
3999, Wyoming Compiled Statutes 1910 for other corporations. ["] 

Section 5. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with the provis- 
ions of this act are hereby repealed.

Section 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

DEPOSIT OF SECURITIES BY INSURANCE COMPANIES. 

AN ACT requiring Insurance Companies to deposit securities with the State Insur- 
ance Commissioner. 

Be It Enacted hy the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. Deposit of securities. All Insurance Companies, organ- 
ized under the provisions of Chapter 273 Wyoming Compiled Statutes 
1910, shall before issuing contracts of insurance in this state deposit with 
the Insurance Commissioner an amount of its investment securities of 
the class prescribed by said Chapter of the value of at least One Hundred 
Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00), and the Insurance Commissioner shall 
receive and hold on ^eposit said securities, as well as any other securities 
in excess thereof, that may be deposited with him by any such company 
for the purpose of complying with the laws of any other state wherein 
such company may be transacting insurance business, in the manner pro- 
vided by Section 2 of this Act. The Insurance Commissioner shall furnish 
under his hand and official seal to such depositing company a certificate 
certifying that he holds said securities in trust for the benefit and pro- 
tection of the policy holders of such depositing company. 

Section 2. Securities — ^How Kept. The Commissioner of Insurance 
shall give vouchers for all securiti-es deposited with him to the company 
depositing them, the value and sufficiency of which such securities shall 
be determined by him. It shall be the duty of the Commissioner, upon re- 
ceipt of such securities from any Insurance Company to^ forthwith deposit 
the same in the presence of the president or authorized agent of the Com- 
pany, in a strong box, which shall require two distinct and different 
keys to unlock the same; one key to be kept by the Commissioner and 
the other by the Company; and the box shall not be opened except in 
the presence of the Commissioner, or his authorized representative, and 
the said president qr authorized agent of the Company. The boxes shall 
be placed in a fireproof safe deposit vault in the City of Cheyenne, to be 
selected by the Commissioner, and the Insurance Company shall pay the 
several fees for the safe keeping of the several boxes. So long as the 
company so depositing shall continue solvent, the Commissioner shall 
permit such Company to collect and receive the interest and dividends 
on its securities so deposited and transferred, and from time to time to 
withdraw any such securities on depositing other securities instead of 
those to be withdrawn, such new securities to be at least of equal value 
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with those withdrawn. If the Commissioner shall wilfully fail, refuse 
or neglect to faithfully keep, deposit, account for, or surrender in the 
manner hy law authorized or required any such securities as aforesaid 
transferred to and received by him, or upder his custody, under the pro- 
visions of this Act, or shall wilfully fail, refuse or neglect to furnish 
proper certificates of the securities so held by him, as herein provided, 
said Commissioner shall be responsible upon his official bond, and suit 
may be brought upon said bond by any person injured. 

Section 3. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 4. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

APPROPRIATION FOR CODY MEMORIAL STATUE.

AN ACT providing for the erection of a suitable Memorial Statue to William F. 
Cody, and mailing an appropriation tlierefor. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. The sum of Five Thousand ($5,00Q.OO) Dollars, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated from any funds 
in the State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to be used in con- 
nection with such contributions as may be made to the fund hereby ap- 
propriated, for the purpose of obtaining designs for and erecting a fit 
and proper memorial statue of William F. Cody, deceased, to be erected 
at or near the town of Cody ; and the expenditure of the funds hereby ap- 
propriated shall be under the direction of the Governor. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 95. 

House Bill No. 191. 

ADDITIONAL FARM LANDS FOR HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE. 

AN ACT appropriating five tliousand dollars (1 5,000) for tlie purchase of addi- 
tional farm lands for the use of The Wyoming State Hospital for the Insane. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated out of the funds in the 
State Treasury of the State of Wyoming, not otherwise appropriated, the 
sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000) for the purpose of buying addi- 
tional farm lands for th6 use of the Wyoming State Hospital for the In- 
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sane, at Evanston. The State Board of Charities and Reform may expend 
so much thereof as is necessary for the purchase of said lands. 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
the date of its passage.

House Bill No. 104. 

THE UNIFORM WAREHOUSE RECEIPTS ACT. 

AN ACT to make unifoiun the Law of Warehouse Receipts, and repealing Sections 
6014, 6015, 6016, 6017 and 6018 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes 1910. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

PAST I. The Issue of Warehouse Receipts. 
Section 1. Warehouse receipts may be issued by any warehouseman. 

Contents of Receipt. 

Section 2. Warehouse receipts need not be in any particular form 
but every such receipt must embody within its written or printed terms — 

(a) The location of the warehouse where the goods are stored. 

(b) The date of issue of the receipt. 

(e) The consecutive number of the receipt. 

(d) A statement whether the goods received will be delivered to 
the bearer, to a specified person, or to a specified person or his order. 

(e) The rate of storage charges. 

(f ) A description of the goods or of the packages containing them. 

(g) The signature of the warehouseman, which may be made by his 
authorized agent. 

(h) If the receipt is issued for goods of which the warehouseman 
is owner, either solely or jointly or in common with others, the fact of 
such ownership, and 

(i) A statement of the amount of advances made and of liabilities 
incurred for which the warehouseman claims a lien. If the precise amount 
of such advances made or of such liabilities incurred is, at the time of 
the issue of the receipt, unknown to the warehouseman or to his agent 
who issues it, a statement of the fact that advances have be^ti made or 
liabilities incurred and the purpose thereof is sufficient. 

A warehouseman shall be liable to any person injured thereby, for 
all damage caused by the omission from a negotiable receipt of any of 
the terms herein required. 

Additional Terms and Oonditions. 

Section 3. A warehouseman may insert in a receipt, issued by him, 
any other terms t nd conditions, provided that such terms and conditions 
shall not — 
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(a) Be contrary to the provisions of this Act. 

(b) In any wise impair his obligation to exercise that degree of 
care in the safe-keeping of the goods entrusted to him which a reasonably 
careful man would exercise in regard to similar goods of his own. 

Non-negoti&ble Receipt. 

Section 4. A receipt in which it is stated that the goods received 
will be delivered to the depositor, or to any other specified person, i« a 
non-negotiable receipt. 

Negotiable Receipt. 

Section 5. A receipt in which it is stated that the goods received 
will be delivered to the bearer, or to the order of any person named in 
such receipt is a negotiable receipt. 

No provision shall be inserted in a negotiable receipt that it is non- 
negotiable. Such provision, if inserted, shall be void. 

Duplicates. 

Section 6. When more than one negotiable receipt is issued for the 
same goods, the word ** duplicate * ' shall be plainly placed upon the face 
of every such receipt, except the one first issued. A warehouseman shall 
be liable for all damage caused by his failure so to do to any one who 
purchased the subsequent receipt for value supposing it to be an original, 
even though the purchase be after the delivery of the goods by the ware- 
houseman to the holder of the original receipt. 

Non-negotiable Receipt Labeled. 

Section 7. A non-negotiable receipt shall have plainly placed upon 
its face by the warehouseman issuing it ** non-negotiable," or '*not nego- 
tiable.'* In case of the warehouseman's failure so to do, a holder of the 
receipt who purchased it for value supposing it to be negotiable, may, at 
his option, treat such receipt as imposing upon the warehouseman the 
same liabilities he would have incurred had the receipt been negotiable. 

This section shall not apply, however, to letters, memoranda, or writ- 
ten acknowledgments of an informal character. 

PART n. Obligations and Rights of Warehousemen npon Their Receipts. 

Delivery of Ooods upon Demand. 

Section 8. A warehouseman, in the absence of some lawful excuse 
provided by this Act, is bound to deliver the goods upon a demand made 
either by the holder of a receipt for the goods or by the depositor, if such 
demand is accompanied with — 

(a) An offer to satisfy the warehouseman's lien, 

(b) An offer to surrender the receipt if negotiable, with such in- 
dorsements as would be necessary for the negotiation of the receipt, and 

(c) A readiness and willingness to sign, when the goods are de- 
livered, an acknowledgment that they have been delivered, if such signa- 
ture is requested by the warehouseman. 

In case the warehouseman refuses or fails to deliver the goods in 
compliance with a demand by the holder or depositor so accompanied, 
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the burden shall be upon the warehouseman to establish the existence of 
a lawful excuse for such refusal. 

Delivery, to Whom. 

Section 9. A warehouseman is justified in delivering the goods, 
subject to the provisions of the three following sections, to one who is — 

(a) The person lawfully entitled to the possession of the goods, or 
his agent, 

(b) A person who is either himself entitled to delivery by the terms 
of a non-negotiable receipt issued for the goods, or who has written au- 
thority from the person so entitled either indorsed upon the receipt or 
written upon another paper, or 

(c) A person in possession of a negotiable receipt by the terms of 
which the goods are deliverable to him or order or to bearer, or which 
has teen endorsed to him or in blank by the person to whom delivery was 
promised by the terms of the receipt or by his mediate or immediate in- 
dorsee. 

Delivery Unauthorized. 

Section 10. Where a warehouseman delivers the goods to one who is 
not in fact lawfully entitled to the possession of them, the warehouse- 
man shall be liable as for conversion to all having a right of property 
or possession in the goods if he delivered the goods otherwise than as 
authorized by subdivisions (b) and (c) of the preceding section and 
though he delivered the goods as authorized by said subdivisions he shall 
be so liable, if prior to such delivery he had either, 

(a) Been requested, by or on behalf of the person la wf idly entitled 
to a right of property or possession in the goods, not to make such de- 
livery, or 

(b) Had information that the delivery about to be made was to 
one not lawfully entitled to the possession of the goods. 

On Failure to Cancel Receipt. 

Section 11. Except as provided in Section 36, where a warehouse- 
man delivers goods for which he had issued a negotiable receipt, the ne- 
gotiation of which would transfer the right to the possession of the goods, 
and fails to take up and cancel the receipt, he shall be liable to any one 
who purchases for value in good faith such receipt, for failure to deliver 
the goods to him, whether such purchaser acquired title to the receipt 
before or after the delivery of the goods by the warehouseman. 

On Failure to Indicate Partial Delivery. 

Section 12. Except as provided in Section 36, where a warehouse- 
man delivers part of the goods for which he had issued a negotiable re- 
ceipt and fails either to take up and cancel such receipt, or to place plainly 
upon it a statement of what goods or packages have been delivered he 
shall be liable, to any one who purchases for value in good faith such 
receipt, for failure to deliver all the goods specified in the receipt, whether 
such purchaser acquired title to the receipt before or after the delivery 
of any portion of the goods by the warehouseman. 

Alteration of Receipt. 

Section 13. The alteration of a receipt shall not excuse the ware- 
houseman who issued it from any liability if such alteration was 
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(a) Immaterial, 

(b) Authorized, or 

(e) Made without fraudulent intent. 

If the alteration was authorized, the warehouseman shall be liable 
according to the terms of the receipt as altered. If the alteration was 
unauthorized, but made without fraudulent intent, the warehouseman shall 
be liable according to the terms of the receipt, as they were before alter- 
ation. 

Material and fraudulent alteration of a receipt shall not excuse the 
warehouseman who issued it from liability to deliver, according to the 
terms of the receipt as originally issued, the goods for which it was is- 
sued, but shall excuse him from any other liability to the person who 
made the alteration and to any person who took with notice of the altera- 
tion. Any purchaser of the receipt for value without notice of the altera- 
tion shall acquire the same rights against the warehouseman which such 
purchaser would have acquired if the receipt had not been altered at the 
time of the purchase. 

Receipt Lost or Destroyed. 

Section 14. Where a negotiable receipt has been lost or destroyed, a 
court of competent jurisdiction may order the delivery of the goods 
upon satisfactory proof of such loss or destruction and upon the giving 
of a bond with duf fici<ent sureties to be approved by the court to protect 
the warehouseman from any liability or expense, which he or any person 
injured by such delivery may incur by reason of the original receipt re- 
maining outstnading [outstanding]. The court may also in its discretion 
order the payment of the warehouseman's reasonable costs and counsel 
fees. 

The delivery of the goods under an order of the court as provided 
in this section, shall not relieve the warehouseman from liability to a per- 
son to whom the negotiable receipt has been or shall be negotiated for 
value without notice of the proceedings or of the delivery of the goods. 

Duplicate Receipt. 

Section 15. A receipt upon the face of which the word '^ duplicate" 
is plainly placed is a representation and warranty by the warehouseman 
that such receipt is an accurate copy of an original receipt properly is- 
sued and uncancelled at the date of the issue of the duplicate, but shall 
impose upon him no other liability. 

Refusal to Deliver Goods. 

Beelioa 16. No title or right to the possession of the goods, on the 
part of the warehouseman, unless such title or right is derived directly 
or indirectly from a transfer made by the depositor at the time of or 
subsequent to the deposit for storage, or from the warehouseman's lien, 
diall excuse the warehouseman from liability for refusing to deliver the 
goods according to the terms of the receipt. 

Interpleader. 

Section 17. If more than one person claims the title or possession 
of the goods, the warehouseman may, either as a defense to an action 
brought against him for non-delivery of the goods, or as an original suit, 
whichever is appropriate, require all known claimants to interplead. 
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Diverse Claimants. 

Seetion 18. If some one other than the depositor or person claiming 
nnder liim has a claim to the title or possession of the goods, and the 
warehouseman has information of such claim, the warehouseman shall 
be excused from liability for refusing to deliver the goods, eitha: to the 
depositor or person claiming under him or to the adverse claimant, until 
the warehouseman has had a reasonable time to ascertain the validity 
of the adverse claim or to bring legal proceedings to compel all claimants 
to interplead. 

Failure to Deliver. — ^Defenses. 

Section 19. Except as provided in the two preceding sections and 
in Sections 9 and 36, no right or title of a third person shall be a defense 
to an action brought by the depositor or person claiming under him 
against the warehouseman for failure to deliver the goods according to 
the terms of the receipt. 



Liability.— Defective 

Section 20. A warehouseman shall be liable to the holder of a re- 
ceipt for damages caused by the non-existence of the goods or by the 
failure of the goods to correspond with the description thereof in the 
receipt at the time of its issue. If, However, the goods are described in 
a receipt merely by a statement of marks or labels upon them, or upon 
packages containing them, or by a statement that the goods are said to 
be goods of a certain kind, or that the packages containing the goods are 
said to contain goods of a certain kind, or by words of like purport, such 
statements, if true, shall not make liable the warehouseman issuing the 
receipt, although the goods are not of the kind which the marks or labels 
upon them indicate, or of the kind they were said to be by the depositor. 

Liability for Loss or Injury. 

Section 21. A warehouseman shall be liable for any loss or injury 
to the goods caused by his failure to exercise such care in regard to them 
as a reasonably careful owner of similar goods would exercise, but he 
shall not be liable, in the absence of an agreement to the contrary, for 
any loss or injury to the goods which could not have been avoided by the 
exercise of such care. 

Goods Kept Separate. 

Section 22. Except as provided in the following section, a ware* 
houseman shall keep the goods so far separate from goods of other de- 
positors, and from other goods of the same depositor for which a separate 
receipt has been issued, as to permit at all times the identification and re- 
delivery of the goods deposited. 

Fungible Goods, — ^Mingling. 

Section 23. If authorized by agreement or by custom, a warehouse- 
man may mingle fungible goods with other goods of the same kind and 
grade. In such case the various depositors of the mingled goods shall 
own the entire mass in common and each depositor shall be entitled to 
such portion thereof as the amount deposited by him bears to the whole. 

Same, — ^Liability. 

Section 24. The warehouseman shall be severally liable to each de- 
positor for the care and re-delivery of his share of such mass to the same 
extent and under the same circumstances as if the goods had been kept 
separate. 
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When Goods Protected from Oamishment. 

Section 26. If goods are delivered to a warehouseman by the owner 
or by a person whose act in conveying the title to them to a purchaser 
in good faith for value would bind the owner, and a negotiable receipt 
is issued for them, they can not thereaf ter, while in the possession of the 
warehouseman, be attached by garnishment or otherwise, or be levied 
upon under an execution, unless the receipt be first surrendered to the 
warehouseman, or its negotiation enjoined. The warehouseman shall in 
DO case be compelled to deliver up the actual possession of the goods 
until the receipt is surrendered to him or impounded by the court. 

Legal Bights of Creditors. 

Section 26. A creditor whose debtor is the owner of a negotiable 
receipt shall be entitled to such aid frpm courts of appropriate jurisdic- 
tion, by injunction and otherwise, in attaching such receipt or in satisfy- 
ing the claim by means thereof as is allowed at law or in equity, in re- 
gard to property which can not readily be attached or levied upon by 
ordinary legal process. 

Warehouseman's Lien. 

Section 27. Subject to the provisions of Section 30, a warehouse- 
man shall have a lien on goods deposited or on the proceeds thereof in 
his hands, for all lawful charges for storage and preservation of the goods ; 
also for all lawful claims for money advanced, interest, insurance, trans- 
portation, labor [,] weighing, coopering and other charges and expenses 
in relation to such goods ; also for all reasonable charges and expenses 
for notice, and advertisements of sale, and for sale of the goods where 
default has been made in satisfying the warehouseman's lien. 

Enforcement of Lien. 

Section 28. Subject to the provisions of Section 30 a warehouse- 
man's lien may be enforced — 

(a) Against all goods, whenever deposited, belonging to the person 
who is liable as debtor for the claims in regard to which the lien is assert- 
ed, and 

(b) Against all goods belonging to others which have been deposited 
at any time by the person who is liable as a debtor for the claims in re- 
gard to which the lien i« asserted if such person has been so entrusted 
with the possession of the goods that a pledge of the same by him at the 
time of the deposit to one who took the goods in good faith for value 
would have been valid. 

Lien Lost. 

Section 29. A warehouseman loses his lien upon goods — 

(a) By surrendering possession thereof, or 

(b) By refusing to deliver the goods when a demand is made with 
which he is bound to comply under the provisions of this Act. 

Lien Where Receipt Issued. 

Section 30. If a negotiable receipt is issued for goods, the ware- 
houseman shall have no lien thereon, except for charges for storage of 
those goods subsequent to the date of the receipt, unless the receipt ex- 
priessly enumerate other charges for which a lien is claimed. In such 
case there shall be a lien for the charges enumerated so far as they are 
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within the terms of Section 27, although the amount of the charges so 
enumerated is not stated in the receipt. 

Bef use to Deliver Until Lien Satisfied. 

Section 31. A warehouseman having a lien valid against the person 
demanding the goods may refuse to deliver the goods to him until the 
lien is satisfied. 

Legal Remedies. 

Section 32. Whether a warehouseman has or has not a lien upon 
the goods he is entitled to all remedies allowed by law to a creditor 
against hifi debtor, for the collection from the depositor of all charges 
and advances which the depositor has expressly or impliedly contracted 
with the warehouseman to pay. 

How Lien May Be Satisfied. — ^Notice. 

Section 33. A warehouseman's lien for a claim which has become 
due may be satisfied as follows: 

The warehouseman shall give a written notice to the person on whose 
account the goods are held, and to any other person known by the ware- 
houseman to claim an interest in the goods. Such notice shall be given 
by delivery in person or by registered letter addressed to the last known 
place of business or abode of the person to be notified. The notice shall 
contain — 

(a) An itemi'zed statement of the warehouseman's claim, showing 
the sum due at the time of the notice and the date or dates when it be- 
came due, 

(b) A brief description of the goods against which the lien exists, 

(c) A demand that the amount of the claim as stated in the notice, 
and of such further claim as sl;iall accrue, shall be paid on or before a 
day mentioned, not less than ten days from the delivery of the notice if 
it is personally delivered, or from the time when the notice should reach 
its destination, according to the due course of post, if the notice is sent 
by mail, and 

(d) A statement that unless the claim is paid within the time speci- 
fied the goods will be advertised for sale and sold by auction at a specified 
time and place. 

In accordance with the terms of a notice so given, a sale of the goods 
by auction may be had to satisfy any valid claim of the warehouseman 
for which he has a lien on the goods. The sale shall be had in the place 
where the lien was acquired, or, if such place is manifestly unsuitable for 
the purpose, at the nearest suitable place. After the time for the pay- 
ment of the claim specified in the notice to the depositor has elapsed, an 
advertisement of the sale, describing the goods to be sold, and stating 
the name of the owner or person on whose account the goods are held, 
and the time and place of the sale, shall be published once a week for two 
eonsecutive weeks in a newspaper published in the place where such^sale 
is to be held. The sale shall not be held less than fifteen days from the 
time of the first publication. If there is no newspaper published in such 
place, the advertisement shall be posted at least ten days before such 
sale in not less than six conspicuous places therein. 
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From the proceeds of such sale the warehouseman shall satiefy his 
lien, including the reasonable charges of notice, advertisement, and sale. 
The balance, if any, of such proceeds shall be held by the warehouseman, 
and delivered on demand to the person to whom he would have been 
bound to deliver or justified in delivering the goods. 

At any time before the goods are so sold any person claiming a right 
of property or possession therein may pay the warehouseman the amount 
necessary to satisfy his lien and to pay the reasonable expenses and lia- 
bilities incurred in serving notices and advertising and preparing for the 
sale up to the time of such payment. The warehouseman shall deliver 
the goods to the person making such payment if he is a person entitled, 
under the provisions of this Act, to the possession of the goods on pay- 
ment of charges thereon. Otherwise the warehouseman shall retain 
possession of the goods according to the terms of the original contract of 
deposit. 

Ooods Perishable or Injurious to Other Property. 

Section S4. If goods are of a perishable nature, or by keeping will 
deteriorate greatly in value, or by their odor, leakage, inflammability, or 
explosive nature, will be liable to injure other property, the warehouse- 
man may give such notice to the owner, or to the person in whose name 
the goods are stored, as is reasonable and possible under the circum- 
stances, to satisfy the lien upon such goods, and to remove them from 
the warehouse, and in the event of the failure of such person to satisfy 
the lien and to remove the goods within the time so specified, the ware- 
houseman may sell the goods at public or private sale without advertis- 
ing. If the warehouseman after a reasonable effort is unable to sell such 
goods, he may dispose of them in any lawful manner, and shall incur no 
liability by reason thereof. 

The proceeds of any sale made under the terms of this section shall 
be disposed of in the same way as the proceeds of sales made under the 
terms of the preceding section. 

Other Remedies not Precluded. 

Section 36. The remedy for enforcing a lien herein provided do^ 
not preclude any other remedies allowed by law for the enforcement of 
a lien against personal property nor bar the right to recover so much 
of the warehouseman's claim as shall not be paid by the proceeds of the 
sale of the property. 

L^:al Sale Excuse for Non-delivery. 

Section 36. After goods have been lawfully bold to satisfy a ware- 
houseman 's lien, or have been lawfully sold or disposed of because of 
their perishable or hazardous nature, the warehouseman shall not there- 
after be liable for failure to deliver the goods to the depositor, or owner 
of the goods, or to a holder of the receipt given for the goods when they 
were deposited, even if such receipt be negotiable. 

PART ni. Negotiation and Transfer of Receipts. 

By Delivery. 

Section 37. A negotiable receipt may be negotiated by delivery — 

(a) Where, by the terms of the receipt, the warehouseman under- 
takes to deliver the goods to the bearer, or 
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(b) Where, by the terms of the receipt, the warehouseman under- 
takes to deliver the goods to the order of a specified person, and such 
person or a subsequent indorsee of the receipt has indorsed it in blank 
or to bearer. 

Where, by the terms of a negotiable receipt, the goods are deliverable 
to bearer or where a negotiable receipt has been indorsed in blank or to 
bearer, any holder may indorse the same to himself or to any other speci- 
fied person, and in such case the receipt shall thereafter be negotiated 
only by the indorsement of such indorsee. 

By Indorsement. 

Section 38. A negotiable receipt may be negotiated by the indorse- 
ment [-] of the person to whose order the goods are, by the terms of the 
receipt, deliverable. Such indorsement may be in blank, to bearer or to 
a specified person. If indorsed to a specified person, it may be again 
negotiated by the indorsement of such person in blank, to bearer or to 
another specified person. Subsequent negotiation may be made in like 
manner. 

By Transfer. 

Section 39. A receipt which is not in such form that it can be ne- 
gotiated by delivery may be transferred by the holder by delivery to a 
purchaser or donee. 

A non-negotiable receipt can not be negotiated, and the indorsement 
of such a receipt gives the transferee no additional ri<ght. 

Negotiated by Whom. 

Section 40. A negotiable receipt may be negotiated — 

(a) By the owner thereof, or 

(b) By any person to whom the possession or custody of the re- 
ceipt has been entrusted by the owner, if, by the terms of the receipt, the 
warehouseman undertakes to deliver the goods to the order of the per- 
son to whom the possession or custody of the receipt has been entrusted, 
or if at the time of such entrusting the receipt is in such form that it may 
be negotiated by delivery. 

Bights of Transferee Negotiable. 

Section 41. A person to whom a negotiable receipt has been duly 
negotiated acquires thereby — 

(a) Such title to the goods as the person negotiating the receipt 
to him had or had ability to convey to a purchaser in good faith for 
value, and also such title to the goods as the depositor or person to whose 
order the goods were to be delivered by the terms of the receipt had or 
had ability to convey to a purchaser in good faith for value, and 

(b) The direct obligation of the warehouseman to hold possession 
oi the goods for him according to the terms of the receipt as fully as if 
the warehouseman had contracted directly with him. 

Right of Purchase of Receipt. 

Section 42. A person to whom a receipt has been transferred but 
Dot negotiated, acquires thereby, as against the transferor, the title of the 
goods, subject to the terms of any agreement with the transferor. 
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If the receipt is non-negotiable such person also acquires the right 
to notify the warehouseman of the transfer to him of such receipt, and 
thereby to acquire the direct obligation of the warehouseman to hold 
possession of the goods for him according to the terms of the receipt. 

Prior to the notification of the warehouseman by the transferor or 
transferee of a non-negotiable receipt, the title of the transferee to the 
goods and the right to acquire the obligation of the warehouseman may 
be defeated by the levy of an attachment or execution upon the goods by 
a creditor of the transferor, or by a notification to the warehouseman by 
the transferor or a subsequent purchaser from the transferor of a sub- 
sequent sale of the goods by the transferor. 

Indorsement, — ^May be Compelled. 

Section 43. Where a negotiable receipt is transferred for value by 
delivery, and the indorsement of the transferor is essential for negotia- 
tion, the transferee acquires a right against the transferor to compel him 
to indorse the receipt, unless a contrary intention appears. The negotia- 
tion shall take effect as of the time when the indorsement is actually 
made. 

Indorsements warrant what. 

Section 44. A person who for value negotiates or transfers a re- 
ceipt by indorsement or delivery, including one who assi-gns for value a 
claim secured by a receipt unless a contrary intention appears, warrants — 

(a) That the receipt is genuine, 

(b) That he has a legal right to negotiate or transfer it, 

(c) That he has knowledge of no fact which would impair the va- 
lidity or worth of the receipt, and 

(d) That he has a right to transfer the title to the goods and that 
the goods are merchantable or fit for a particular purpose whenever such 
warranties would have been implied, if the contract of the parties had 
been to transfer without a receipt the goods represented thereby. 

Liability of Indorser. 

Section 45. The indorsement of a receipt shall not make the in- 
dorser liable for any failure on the part of the warehouseman or previous 
indorsers of the receipt to fulfill their respective obligations. 

Liability of Security Holders. 

Section 46. A mortgagee, pledgee or holder for security of a receipt 
who in good faith demands or receives payment of the debt for which 
such receipt is security, whether from a party to a draft drawn for such 
debt or from any other person, shall not by so doing be deemed to repre- 
sent or to warrant the genuineness of such receipt or the quantity or 
quality of the goods therein described. 

Fraudulent Sale of Receipt. 

Section 47. The validity of the negotiation of a receipt is not im- 
paired by the fact that such negotiation was a breach of duty on the part 
of the person making the negotiation, or by the fact that the owner of 
the receipt was induced by fraud, mistake, or duress to entrust the pos- 
session or custody of the receipt to such person, if the person to whom the 
receipt was negotiated, or a person to whom the receipt was subsequent- 
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ly negotiated, paid value therefor, wi^thout notice of the breach of duty, 
or fraud, mistake or duress. 

Subsequent Negotiation. 

Section 48. Where a person having sold, mortgaged, or pledged 
goods which are in a warehouse and for which a negotiable receipt has 
been issued, or having sold, mortgaged, or pledged the negotiable receipt 
representing such goods, continues in possession of the negotiable receipt, 
the subsequent negotiation thereof by that person under any sale, or 
other disposition thereof to any person receiving the same in good faith, 
for value and without notice of the previous sale, mortgage, or pledge, 
shall have the same effect as if the first purchaser of the goods or receipt 
had expressly authorized the subsequent negotiation. 

Stoppage in Transitu. 

Section 49. Where a negotiable receipt has been issued for goods, 
no seller's lien or right or stoppage in transitu shall defeat the rights 
of any purchaser for value in good faith to whom such receipt has been 
negotiated, whether such negotiation be prior or subsequent to the noti- 
fication to the warehouseman who issued such receipt of the seller's claim 
to a lien or right of stoppage in transitu. Nor shall the warehouseman 
be obliged to deliver or justified in delivering the goods to an unpaid 
seller unless the receipt is first surrendered for cancellation. 

PART IV. Criminal Offenses. 

Issue of Receipt Without Delivery of Ooods. — Penalty. 

Section 50. A warehouseman, or any officer, agent, or servant of a 
warehouseman, who issues or aids in issuing a receipt knowing that the 
goods for which such receipt is issued have not been actually received 
by such warehouseman, or are not under his actual cl>ntrol at the time 
of issuing such receipt, shall be guilty of a crime, and upon conviction 
shall be punished for each offense by imprisonment not exceeding five 
years, or by a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, or by both. 

Issue of Fraudulent Receipt. Penalty. 

Section 51. A warehouseman, or any officer, agent or servant of a 
warehouseman, who fraudulently issues or aids in fraudulently issuing 
a receipt for goods knowing that it contains any false statement, shall be 
guilty of a crime, and upon conviction shall be punished for each offense 
by imprisonment not exceeding one year, or by a fine not exceeding one 
thousand dollars, or by both. 

Fraudulent Issue of Duplicate. — Penalty. 

Section 52. A warehouseman, or any officer, agent, or servant of a 
warehouseman, who issues or aids in issuing a duplicate or additional ne- 
gotiable receipt for goods knowing that a former negotiable receipt for 
the same goods or any part of them is outstanding and uncancelled, with- 
out plainly placing upon the face thereof the word ** Duplicate" except in 
the case of a lost or destroyed receipt after proceedings as provided for in 
Section 14, shall be guilty of a crime, and upon conviction shall be pun- 
ished for each offense by imprisonment not exceeding five years or by a 
fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, or by both. 

Issue Receipt Fraudulently Stating Ownership. — Penalty. 

Section 53. Where there are deposited with or held by a ware- 
houseman goods of which he is owner, either solely or jointly or in com- 
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mon with others, such warehouseman, or any of his offieers, agents, or 
servants who, knowing this ownership, issues or aids in issuing a negotiable 
receipt for such goods which does not state such ownership, shall be 
guilty of a crime, and upon conviction shall be punished for each offense 
by imprisonment not exceeding one year, or by a fine not exceeding one 
thoxisand dollars, or by both. 

Delivery of Goods Without Receipt. — ^Penalty. 

Section 54. A warehouseman, or any officer, agent, or servant of a 
warehouseman who delivers goods out of the possession of such ware- 
houseman, knowing that a negotiable receipt the negotiation of which 
would transfer the right to the possession of such goods, is outstanding 
and uncancelled, without obtaining the possession of such receipt at or 
before the time of such delivery, shall, except in the cases provided for 
in Sections 14 and 36, be guilty of a crime, and upon conviction shall be 
punished for each offense by imprisonment not exceeding one year, or by 
a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars, or by both. 

Negotiating Receipt Without Title.— Penalty. 

Sectkm 55. Any person who deposits goods to which he has not 
title, or upon which there is a lien or mortgage, and who takes for such 
goods a negotiable receipt whkh he afterwards negotiates for value with 
intent to deceive and without disclosing his want of title or the existence 
of the lien or mortgage shall be guilty of a crime, and upon conviction 
shall be punished for each offense by imprisonment not exceeding one 
year, or by a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars or by both. 

PART V. Interpretation. 
Law Applicable. 

Section 66. In any case not provided for in this Act, the rules of 
law and equity, including the law merchant, and in particular the rules 
relating to the law of principal and agent and to the effect of fraud, mis- 
representation, duress or coercion, mistake, bankruptcy, or other invali- 
dating cause, shall govern. 

Interpretation. 

Section 57. This Act shall be so interpreted and construed as to 
effectuate its general purpose to make uniform the law of those states 
which enact it. 

Definition of Terms. 

Section 68. (1) In this Act, unless the context or subject-matter 
otherwise requires — 

'^ Action" includes counter claim, set-off and suit equity. 

** Delivery" means voluntary transfer of possession from one person 
to another. 

** Fungible goods" means goods of which any unit is, from its nature 
or by mercantile custom, treated as the equivalent of any other unit. 

''Goods" means chattels or merchandise in storage, or which has been 
or is about to be stored. 

''Holder" of a receipt means a person who has both actual posses- 
sion of such receipt and a right of property therein.

An antecedent or pre-existing obligation, whether for money or not, con- 
stitutes value where a receipt is taken eit&er in satisfaction thereof or 
as security therefor.

Warehouseman" means a person lawfully engaged in the business 
of storing goods for profit. 

(2) A thing is done "in good faith" within the meaning of this 
Act, when it is in fact done honestly, whether it be done negligently or 
not.

Section 59. The provisions of this Act do not apply to receipts made 
and delivered prior to the taking effect of this Act.

Section 60. Sections 6014, 6015, 6016, 6017 and 6018 of Wyoming 
Compiled Statutes 1910, and all Acts or parts of Act[s] inconsistent with 
this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 61. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

THE UNIFORM PARTNERSHIP ACT. 

AN ACT to make uniform the Law of Partnership. 

Be li Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming. 

PART L 

Preliminary Provisioiifl. 

Seotion 1. (Name of Act.) This act may be cited as Uniform Part- 
nership Act. 

Section 3. (Definition of Terms.) In this act ''Court" includes 
every court and judge having jurisdiction in the case. 



ti 



Business" includes every trade, occupation or profession. 
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''Person'' includes individuals, partnerships, corporations, and other 
associations. 

** Bankrupt'' includes bankrupt under the Federal Bankruptcy Act 
or insolvent under any state insolvent act. 

''Conveyance" includes every assignment, lease, mortg&ge, or en- 
cumbrance.

Real property ' ' includes land and any interest or estate in land. 



Section 3. (Interpretation of Knowledge and Notice.) (1) A per- 
son has "knowledge" of a fact within the meaning of this act not only 
when he has actual knowledge thereof, but also when he has knowledge 
of such other facts as in the circumstances shows bad faith. 

(2) A person has "notice" of a fact within the meaning of this 
act when the person who claims the benefit of the notice 

(a) States the fact to such person, or 

(b) Delivers through the mail, or by other means of communica- 
tion, a written statement of the fact to such person or to a proper person 
at his place of business or residence. 

Section 4. (Rules of Construction.) (1) The rule that statutes 
in derogation of the common law are to be strictly construed shall have 
no application to this act. 

(2) The law of estoppel shall apply under this act. 

(3) The law of agency shall apply under this act. 

(4) This act shall be so interpreted and construed as to effect its 
general purpose to make uniform the law of those states which enact it. 

(5) Thi6 act shall not be construed so as to impair the obligations 
of any contract existing when the act goes into effect, nor to affect any 
action or proceedings begun or right accrued before this act takes effect. 

Section 5. (Rules for Cases not Provided for in this Act.) In any 

case not provided for in this act the rules of law and equity, including 
the law merchant, shall govern. 

PART n. 

Nature of a Partnership. 

Section 6. (Partnership Defined.) (1) A partnership is an asso- 
ciation of two or more persons to carry on as co-owners a business for 
profit. 

(2) But any association formed under any other statute of this 
state, or any statute adopted by authority, other than the authority of 
this state, is not a partnership under this act, unless such association 
would have been a partnership in this state prior to the adoption of this 
act;>but this act shall apply to limited partnerships except in so far as 
the statutes relating to such partnerships are inconsistent herewith. 

Section 7. (Rules for Determining the Existence of a Partnership.) 

In determining whether a partnership exists, these rules shall apply : 
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(1) Except as provided by section 16 persons who are not part- 
ners as to each other are not partners as to third persons. 

(2) Joint tenancy, tenancy in common, tenancy by the entireties, 
joint property, common property, or part ownership does not of itself 
establish a partnership, whether such co-owners do or do not share any 
profits made by the use of the property. 

(3) The sharing of gross returns does not of itself establish a part- 
nership, whether or not the persons sharing them have a joint or common 
right or interest in any property from which the returns are derived. 

(4) The receipt by a person of a share of the profits of a business 
is prima facie evidence that he is a partner in the business, but no such 
inference shall be drawn if such profits were received in payment: 

(a) As a debt by installments or otherwise, 

(b) As wages of an employee or rent to a landlord, 

(c) As an annuity to a widow or representative of a deceased 
partner, 

(d) As an interest on a loan, though the amount of payment vary 
with the profits of the business, 

(e) As the consideration for the sale of the good-will of a business 
or other property by installments or otherwise. 

Section 8. (Partnership Property.) (1) All property originally 
brought into the partnership stock or subsequently acquired, by purchase 
or otherwise on account of the partnership is partnership property. 

(2) Unless the contrary intention appears, property acquired with 
partnership funds is partnership property. 

(3) Any estate in real property may be acquired in the partnership 
Dame. Title so acquired can be conveyed only in the partnership name. 

(4) A conveyance to a partnership in the partnership name, though 
without words of inheritance, passes the entire estate of the grantor un- 
less a contrary intent appears. 

PAST m. 

Relations of Partners to Persons Dealing with the Partnership. 

Section 9. (Partner Agent of Partnership as to Partnership Busi- 
ness.) (1) Every partner is an agent of the partnership for the purpose 
of its business, and the act of every partner, including the execution in 
the partnership name of any instrument, for apparently carrying on in 
the usual way the business of the partnership of which he is a member 
binds the partnership, unless the partner so acting has in fact no author- 
ity to act for the partnership in the particular matter, and the person 
with whom he is dealing has knowledge of the fact that he has no such 
authority. 

(2) An act of a partner which is not apparently for the carrying 
on of the business of the partnership in the usual way does not bind the 
partnership unless authorized by the other partners. 
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(3^) Unless authorized by the other partners or unless they have 
abandoned the business, one or more but less than all the partners have 
no authority to: 

(a) Assign the partnership property in trust for creditors or on 
the assignee's promise to pay the debts of the partnership, 

(b) Dispose of the good-will of the business, 

(e) Do any other act which would make it impossible to carry on the 
ordinary business of the partnership, 

(d) Confess a judgment, 

(e) Submit a partnership claim or liability to arbitration or refer- 
ence. 

(4) No act of a partner in contravention of a restriction on his 
authority shall bind the partnership to persons having knowledge of the 
restriction. 

Section 10. [(]Conveyance of Real Property of the Partnership.) 

(1) Where title to real property is in the partnership name, any part- 
ner may convey title to such property by a conveyance executed in the 
partnership name, but the partnership may recover such property unless 
the partner's act binds the partnership under the provisions of paragraph 
(1) of section 9, or unless such property has been conveyed by the grantee 
or a person claiming through such grantee to a holder for value without 
knowledge that the partner, in making the conveyance, has exceeded his 
authority. 

(2) Where title to real property is in the name of the partnership, 
a conveyance executed by a partner in his own name, passes the equitable 
interest of the partnership, provided the act is one within the authority 
of the partner under the provisions of. paragraph (1) of section 9. 

(3) Where title to real property is in the name of one or more but 
DOt all the partners, and the record does not disclose the right of the 
partnership, the partners in whose name the title stands may convey title 
to such property, but the partnership may recover such property if the 
partners' act does not bind the partnership under the provisions of para- 
graph (1) of section 9, unless the purchaser or his assignee, is a holder 
for value, without knowledge. 

(4) Where the title to real property is in the name of one or more 
or an the partners, or in a third person in trust for the partnership, a 
conveyance executed by a partner in the partnership name, or in his own 
name, passes the equdtable interest of the partnership, provided the act 
is one within the authority of the partner under the provisions of para- 
graph (1) of section 9. 

(5) Where the title to real property is in the names of all the 
partners a conveyance executed by all the partners passes all their rights 
in such property. 

Section 11. (Partnership Bound by Admission of Partner.) An ad- 
mission or representation made by any partner concerning partnership 
affairs within the scope of his authority as conferred by this act is evi- 
dence against the partnership. 
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Section 12. (Partnership Charged with Knowledge of or Notice to 
Partner.) Notice to any partner of any matter relating to partnership 
affairs, and the knowledge of the partner acting in the particular mat- 
ter, acquired while a partner or then present to his mind, and the knowl- 
edge of any other partner who reasonably could and should have com- 
municated it to the acting partner, operate as notice to or knowledge of 
the partnership, except in the case of a fraud on the partnership com- 
mitted by or with the consent of that partner. 

Section 13. (Partnership Boimd by Partner's Wrongful Act.) 
Where, by any wrongful act or omission of any partner acting in the 
ordinary course of the business of the partnership, or with the authority 
of his co-partners, loss or injury is caused to any person, not being a 
partner in the partnership, or any penalty is incurred, the partnership is 
liable therefor to the same extent as the partner so acting or omitting 
to act. 

Section 14. (Partnership Bound by Partner's Breach of Trust.) The 

partnership is bound to make good the loss : 

(a) Where one partner acting within the scope of his apparent au- 
thority receives money or property of a third person and misapplies it; 
and 

(b) Where the partnership in the course of its business receives 
money or property of a third person and the money or property so re- 
ceived is misapplied by any partner while it is in the custody of the 
partnership. 

Section 15. (Nature of Partner's Liability.) All partners are liable. 

(a) Jointly and severally for everything chargeable to the partner- 
ship under sections 13 and 14. 

(b) Jointly for all other debts and obligations of the partnership; 
but any partner may enter into a separate obligation to perform a part- 
nership contract. 

Section 16. (Partner by Estoppel). (1) When a person, by words 
spoken or written or by conduct, represents himself, or consents to an- 
other representing him to any one, as a partner in an existing partnership 
or with one or more persons not actual partners, he is liable to any such 
person to whom such representation has been made, who has, on the 
faith of such representation, given credit to the actual or apparent part- 
nership, and if he had made such representation or consented to its be- 
ing made in a public manner he is liable to such person, whether the 
representation has or has not been made or communicated to such person 
so giving credit by or with the knowledge of the apparent partner mak- 
ing the representation or consenting to its being made. 

(a) When a partnership liability results, he is liable as though he 
were an actual member of the partnership. 

(b) When no partnership liability results, he is liable jointly with 
the other persons, if any, so consenting to the contract or representation 
88 to incur liability, otherwise separately. 

(2) When a person has been thus represented to be a partner in 
Hu existing partnership, or with one or more persons not actual partners. 
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he is an agent of the persons consenting to such representation to bind 
them to the same extent and in the same manner as though he were a 
partner in fact, with respect to persons who rely upon the representation. 
Where all the members of the existing partnership consent to the repre- 
sentation, a partnership act or obligation results; but in all other cases 
it is the joint act or obligation of the person acting and the persons con- 
senting to the representation. 

Section 17. (Liability of Incoming Partner.) A person admitted as 
a partner into an existing partnership is liable for all the obligations of 
the partnership arising before his admission as though he had been a 
partner when such obligations were incurred, except that this liability 
shall be satisfied only out of partnership property. 

PAST IV. 
Relations of Partners to One Another. 

Section 18. (Bules Determining Bights and Duties of Partners.) 

The rights and duties of the partners in relation to the partnership shaU 
be determined, subject to any agreement between them, by the following 
rules : 

(a) Each partner shall be repaid his contributions, whether by way 
of capital or advances to the partnership property and share equally in 
the profits and [surplus] remaining after all liabilities, including those 
to partners, are satisfi<ed ; and must contribute towards the losses, whether 
of capital or otherwise, sustained by the partnership according to his 
share in the profits. 

(b) The partnership must indemnify every partner in respect of 
payments made and personal liabilities reasonably incurred by him in 
the ordinary and proper conduct of its business, or for the preservation 
of its business or property. 

(c) A partner, who in aid of the partnership makes any payment 
or advance beyond the amount of capital which he agreed to contribute, 
shall be paid interest from the date of the payment or advance. 

(d) A partner shall receive interest on the capital contributed by 
him only from the date when repayment should be made. 

(e) All partners have equal rights in the management and conduct 
of the partnership business. 

(f) No partner is entitled to remuneration for acting in the part- 
nership business, except that a surviving partner is entitled to reasonable 
compensation for his services in winding up the partnership affairs. 

(g) No person can become a member of a partnership without the 
consent of all the partners. 

(h) Any difference arising as to ordinary matters connected with 
the partnership business may be decided by a majority of the .partners ; 
but no act in contravention of any agreement between the partners may 
be done rightfully without the consent of all the partners. 

Section 19. (Partnership Books) The partnership books shall be 
kept, subject to any agreement between the partners, at the principal 
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place of business of the partnership, and every partner shall at all times 
have access to and may inspect and copy any of them. . 

Section iO, (Duty of partners to Bender Information) Partners 
shall render on demand true and full information of all things affecting 
the partnership to any partner or the legal representative of any de- 
ceased partner or partner under legal disability. 

Gfection 21. (Partner Accountable as a Fiduciary.) (1) Every 
partner must account to the partnership for any benefit, and hold as 
trustee for it any profits derived by him without the consent of the other 
partners from any transaction connected with the formation, conduct, or 
liquidation of the partnership or from any use by him of its property. 

(2) This section applies also to the representatives of a deceased 
partner engaged in the liciuidation of the affairs of the partnership as 
the personal representatives of the last surviving partner. 

Section 22. (Bight to an Account) Any partner shall have the 
right to a formal account as to partnership affairs: 

(a) If he is wrongfully excluded from the partnership business or 
possession of its property by his co-partners, 

(b) If the right exists under the terms of any agreement, 

(c) As provided by section 21, 

(d) Whenever other circumstances render it just and reasonable. 

Section 23. (Continuation of Partnership Beyond Fixed Term) ( 1 ) 

When a partnership for a fixed term or particular undertaking is con- 
tinued after the termination of such term or particular undertaking with- 
out any express agreement, the rights and duties of the partners remain 
the same as they were at such termination, so far as is consistent with 
a partnership at will. 

(2) A continuation of the business by the partners or such of them 
as habitually acted therein during the term, without any settlement or 
liquidation of the partnership affairs, i« prima facie evidence of a con- 
tinuation of the partnership. 

PABT V. 

Property Bights of a Partner. 

Section 24. (Extent of Property Bights of a Partner) The prop- 
erty rights of a partner are (1) his rights in specific partnership prop- 
erty, (2) his interest in the partnership, and (3) his right to participate 
in the management. 

Section 25. (Nature of a Partner's Bight in Specific Partnership 
Property) (1) A partner is co-owner with his partners of specific part- 
nership property holdings as a tenant in partnership. 

(2) The incidents of this tenancy are such that: 

(a) A partner, subject to the provisions of this act and to any 
agreement between the partners, has an equal right with his partners to 
possess specific partnership property for partnership purposes; but he 
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has no right to possess such property for any other purpose without the 
concent of his partners. 

(b) A partner's right in specific partnership property is not as- 
signable except in connection with the assignment of the rights of all 
the partners in the same property. 

(c) A partner's right in specif i-c partnership property is not sub- 
ject to attachment or execution, except on a claim against the partner- 
ship. "When partnership property is attached for a partnership debt the 
partners, or any of them, or the representatives of a deceased partner, 
cannot claim any right under the homestead or exemption laws. 

(d) On the death of a partner his right in specific partnership 
property vests in the surviving partner or partners, except where the 
deceased was the last surviving partner, when his right in such property 
vests in his legal representative. Such surviving partner or partners, or 
the legal representative of the last surviving partner, has no right to 
possess the partnership property for any but a partnership purpose. 

(e) A partner's right in specific partnership property is not sub- 
ject to dower, curtesy, or allowances to widows, heirs, or next of kin. 

Section 26. (Nature of Partner's Interest in the Partnership) A 

partner's interest in the partnership is his share of the profits and sur- 
plus, and the same is personal property. 

Section 27. (Assignment of Partner's Interest) (1) A conveyance 
by a partner of his interest in the partnership does not of itself dissolve 
the partnership, nor, as against the other partners in the absence of 
agreement, entitle the assignee, during the continuance of the partner- 
ship, to interfere in the management or administration of the partnership 
business or affairs, or to require any information or account of partner- 
ship transactions, or to inspect the partnership books; but it merely en- 
titles the assignee to receive in accordance with his contract the profits 
to which the assigning partner would otherwise be entitled. 

(2) In ease of a dissolution of the partnership, the assignee is en- 
titled to receive his assignor's interest and may require an account from 
the date only of the last account agreed to by all the partners. 

Section 28. (Partner's Interest Subject to Charging Order) (1) 

On due application to a competent court by any judgment creditor of a 
partner, the court which entered the judgment order, or decree, or any 
other court, may charge the interest of the debtor partner with payment 
of the unsatisfied amount of such judgment debt with interest thereon; 
and may then or later appoint a receiver of his share of the profits, 
and of any other money due or to fall due to him in respect of the part- 
nership, and make all other orders, directions, accounts and inquiries 
which the debtor partner might have made, or which the circumstances 
of the case may require. 

(2) The interest charged may be redeemed at any time before fore- 
closure, or in case of a sale being directed by the court may be purchased 
without thereby causing a dissolution : 

(a) With separate property, by any one or more of the partners, or 
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(b) With partnership property, by any one or more of the partners 
with the consent of all the partners whose interests are not so charged 
or sold. 

(3) Nothing in this act shall be held to deprive a partner of his 
right, if any, under the exemption laws, as regards his interest in the 
partnership. 

PAST VI. 

Dissolution and Winding Up. 

Section 29. (Dissolution Defined) The dissolution of a partnership 
is the change in the relation of the partners caused by any partner ceas- 
ing to be associated in the carrying on as distinguished from the winding 
up of the business. 

Section 30. (Partnership Not Terminated by Dissolution) On dis- 
solution the partnership is not terminated, but continues until the wind- 
ing up of partnership affairs is completed. 

Section 31. (Causes of Dissolution) Dissolution is caused: 

(1) Without violation of the agreement between the partners, 

(a) By the termination of the definite term of particular under- 
taking specified in the agreement, 

(b) By the express will of any partner when no definite term or 

particular undertaking is specified. 

• 

(c) By the express will of all the partners who have not assigned 
their interests or suffered them to be charged for their separate debts, 
either before or after the termination of any specified term or particular 
undertaking. 

(d) By the expulsion of any partner from the business bona- fide 
in accordance with such a power conferred by the agreement between the 
partners ; 

(2) In contravention of the agreement between the partners, where 
the circumstances do not permit a dissolution under any other provision • 
of this section, by the express will of any partner at any time. 

(3) By any event which makes it unlawful for the business of the 
partnership to be carried on or for the members to carry it on in part- 
nership. 

(4) By the death of any partner; 

(5) By the bankruptcy of any partner or the partnership; 

(6) By the decree of court under section 32. 

Section 32. (Dissolution by Decree of Court) (1) On application 
by or for a partner the court shall decree a dissolution whenever: 

(a) A partner has been declared a lunatic in any judicial proceed- 
ing or is shown to be of unsound mind, 

(b) A partner becomes in any other way incapable of performing 
bis part of the partnership contract, 
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(e) A partner has been guilty of such conduct as tends to affect 
prejudicially the carrying on of the business, 

(d) A partner wilfully or persistently commits a breach of the 
partnership agreement, or otherwise so conducts himself in matters re- 
lating to the partnership business that it is not reasonably practicable 
to carry on the business in partnership with him. 

(e) The business of the partnership can only be carried on at a loss. 

(f ) Other circumstances render a dissolution equitable. 

(2) On the application of the purchaser of a partner's interest un- 
der sections 28 or 29: 

(a) After the termination of the specified term or particular un- 
dertaking. 

(b) At any time if the partnership was a partnership at will when 
♦^^he interest was assigned or when the charging order was issued. 

Section 33. (General Effect of Dissolution on Authority of partner) 

Except so far as may be necessary to wind up partnership affairs or to 
complete transactions begun but not then finished, dissolution terminates 
all authority of any partner to act for the partnership. 

(1) With respect to the partners, 

(a) When the dissolution is not by the act, bankruptcy or death of 
a partner; or 

(b) When the dissolution is by such act, bankruptcy or death of a 
partner, in cases where section 34 so requires, 

(2) With respect to persons not partners, as declared in section 35. 

Section 34. (Bight of Partner to Contribution From Co-partners 
After Dissolution) Where the dissolution is caused by the act, death or 
bankruptcy of a partner, each partner is liable to his co-partner's [co- 
partners] for his share of any liability created by any partner acting for 
the partnership as if the partnership had not been dissolved unless 

(a) The dissolution being by act of any partner, the partner acting 
for the partnership had knowledge of the dissolution, or 

(b) The dissolution being by the death or bankruptcy of a partner, 
the partner acting for the partnership had knowledge or notice of the 
death or bankruptcy. 

Section 35. (Power of Partner to Bind Partnership to Third Persons 
After Dissolution.) (1) After dissolution a partner can bind the part- 
nership except as provided in Paragraph (3) 

(a) By an act appropriate for winding up partnership affairs or 
completing transactions unfinished at dissolution 

(b) By any transaction which would bind the partnership if disso- 
lution had not taken place, provided the other party to the transaction 

(I) Had extended credit to the partnership prior to dissolution 
and had no knowledge or notice of the dissolution ; or 
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(II) Though he had not so extended credit, had nevertheless known 
of the partnership prior to dissolution, and, having no knowledge or no- 
tice of dissolution, the fact of dissolution had not been advertised in a 
newspaper of general circulation in the place (or in each place if more 
than one) at which the partnership business was regularly carried on. 

(2) The liability of a partner under Paragraph (lb) shall be satis- 
fi-ed out of partnership assets alone when such partner had been prior 
to dissolution 

(a) Unknown as a partner to the person with whom the -contract is 
made; and 

(b) So far unknown and inactive in partnership affairs that the 
business reputation of the partnership could not be said to have been 
in any degree due to his connection with it. 

(3) The partnership is in no case bound by any act of a partner 
after dissolution 

(a) Where the partnership is dissolved because it is unlawful to 
carry on the business, unless the act is appropriate for winding up part- 
nership affairs; or 

(b) Where the partner has become bankrupt; or 

(c) Where the partner has no authority to wind up partnership 
affairs, except by a transaction with one who 

(I) Had extended credit to the partnership prior to dissolution 
and had no knowledge or notice of his want of authority ; or 

(II) Had not extended credit to the partnership prior to dissolu- 
tion, and, having no knowledge or notice of his want of authority, the 
fact of his want of authority has not been advertised in the manner pro- 
vided for advertising the fact of dissolution in Paragraph (lb II). 

(4) Nothing in this section shall affect the li'ability under Section 
16 of any person who after dissolution represents himself or consents to 
another representing him as a partner in a partnership engaged in carry- 
ing on business. 

Section 36. (Effect of Dissolution on Partnef s Existing Liability.) 

(1) The dissolution of the partnership does not of itself discharge the 
existing liability of any partner. 

» 

(2) A partner is discharged from any existing liability upen disso- 
lution of the partnership by an agreement to that effect between himself, 
the partnership creditor and the person or partnership continuing the 
business ; and such agreement may be inferred from the course of dealing 
between the creditor having knowledge of the dissolution and the person 
or partnership continuing the business. 

(3) Where a person agrees to assume the existing obligations of a 
dissolved partnership, the partners whose obligations have been assumed 
shall be discharged from any liability to any creditor of the partnership 
who, knowing of the agreement, consents to a material alteration in the 

nature or time of payment of such obligations. 

• 

(4) The individual property of a deceased partner shall be liable 
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for all obligations of the partnership incurred while he was a partner but 
subject to the prior payment of his separate debts. 

Section 37. (Bight to Wind Up.) Unless otherwise agreed the part- 
ners who have not wrongfully dissolved the partnership or the legal repre- 
sentative of the last surviving partner, not bankrupt, has the right to 
wind up the partnership affairs; provided, however, that any partner, 
his legal representative, or his assignee, upon cause shown, may obtain 
winding up by the court. 

Section 38. (Bights of Partners to Application of Partnership Prop- 
erty.) (1) When dissolution is caused in any way, except in contra- 
vention of the partnership agreement, each partner, as against his co- 
partners and all persons claiming through them in respect of their 
interests in the partnership, unless otherwise agreed, may have the part- 
nership property applied to discharge its liabilities, and the surplus ap- 
plied to pay in cash the net amount owing to the respective partners. But 
if dissolution is caused by expulsion of a partner, bona fide under the 
partnership agreement, and if the expelled partner is discharged from all 
partnership liabilities, either by payment or agreement under section 
86 (2), he shall receive in cash only the net amount due him from the 
partnership. 

(2) When dissolution is caused in contravention of the partnership 
agreement the rights of the partners shall be as follows: 

(a) Each partner who has not caused dissolution wrongfully shall 
have, 

I. All the rights specified in paragraph (1) of this section, and 

II. The right, as against each partner who has caused the dissolu- 
tion wrongfully, to damages for breach of the agreement. 

(b) The partners who have not caused the dissolution wrongfully, 
if they all desire to continue the business in the same name, either by 
themselves or jointly with others, may do so,' during the agreed term for 
the partnership and for that purpose may posses^ the partnership prop- 
erty, provided they secure the payment by bond approved by the court, 
or pay to any partner who has caused the dissolution wrongfully, the 
value of his interest in the partnership at the dissolution, less any dam- 
ages recoverable under clause (2a II) of this section, and in like manner 
indemnify him against all present or future partnership liabilities. 

(c) A partner who has caused the dissolution wrongfully shall have : 

I. If the business is not continued under the provisions of para- 
graph (2b) all the rights of a partner under paragraph (1), subject to 
clause (2aII), of this section, 

II. If the business is continued under paragraph (2b) of this sec- 
tion the right as against his co-partners and all claiming through them in 
respect of their interests in the partnership, to have the value of his in- 
terest in the partnership, less any damages caused to his co-partners by 
the dissolution, ascertained and paid to him in cash, or the payment se- 
cured by bond approved by the court, and to be released from all existing 
liabilities of the partnership ; but in ascertaining the value of the partner's 
interest the value of the good-will of the business shall not be considered. 
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Section 39. (Bights Where Partnership is Dissolved for Fraud or 
Misrepresentation.) Where a partnership contract is rescinded on the 
ground of the fraud or misrepresentation of one of the parties thereto, the 
party entitled to rescind is, without prejudice to any other right, eu- 
titled, 

(a) To a lien, on, or right of retention of, the surplus of the part- 
nership property after satisfying the partnership liabilities to third per- 
sons for any sum of money paid by him for the purchase of an interest in 
the partnership and for any capital or advances contributed by him ; and 

(b) To stand, after all liabilities to third persons have been satis- 
fied, in the place of the creditors of the partnership for any payments 
made by him in respect of the partnership liabilities ; and 

(c) To be indemnified by the person guilty of the fraud or making 
the representation against all debts and liabilities of the partnership. 

Section 40. (Rules for Distribution.) In settling accounts between 
the partners after dissolution, the following rules shall be observed, sub- 
ject to any agreement to the contrary: 

(a) The assets of the partnership are; 

I. The partnership property, 

II. The contributions of the partners necessary for the payment of 
all the liabilities specified in clause (b) of this paragraph. 

(b) The liabilities of the partnership shall rank in order of pay- 
ment as follows ; 

I. Those owing to creditors other than partners, 

II. Those owing to partners other than for capital and profits, 

III. Those owing to partners in respect of capital, 

IV. Those owing to partners in respect of profits. 

(c) The assets shall be applied in the order of their declaration in 
clause (a) of this paragraph to the satisfaction of the liabilities. 

(d) The partners shall contribute, as provided by section 18 (a) 
the amount necessary to satisfy the liabilities ; but if any, but not all, of 
the partners are insolvent, or, not being subject to process, refuse to con- 
tribute, the other partners shall contribute their share of the liabilities, 
and, in the relative proportions in which they share the profits, the addi- 
tional amount necessary to pay the liabilities. 

(e) An assignee for the benefit of creditors or any person appointed 
by the court shall have the right to enforce the contributions specified 
in clause (d) of this paragraph. 

(f) Any partner or his legal representative shall have the right to 
enforce the contributions specified in clause (d) of this* paragraph to the 
extent of the amount which he has paid in excess of his share of the 
liability. 

(g) The individual property of a deceased partner shall be liable 
for the contributions specified in clause (d) of this paragraph. 
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(h) When partnership property and the individual properties of 
the partners are in the possession of a court for distribution, partnership 
creditors shall have priority on partnership property and separate cred- 
itors on individual property, saving the rights of lien or secured creditors 
as heretofore. 

(i) Where a partner has become bankrupt or his estate is insolvent 
the claims against his separate property shall rank in the following order : 

I. Those owiiig to separate creditors, 

II. Those owing to partnership creditors, 

III. Those owing to partners by way of contribution. 

Section 41. (Liability of Persons Continuing the Business in Certain 
Cases.) (1) When any new partner is admitted into an existing part- 
nership, or when any partner retires and assigns (or the representative 
of the deceased partner assigns) his rights in partnership property to two 
or more of the partners, or to one or more of the p^tners and one or 
more third persons, if the business is continued without liquidation of the 
partnership affairs, creditors of the first or dissolved partnership are also 
creditors of the partnership so continuing the business. 

(2) When all but one partner retire and assign (or the representa- 
tive of a deceased partner assigns) their rights in partnership property 
to the remaining partner, who continues the business without liquidation 
of partnership affairs, either alone or with others, creditors of the dis- 
solved partnership are also creditors of the person or partnership so con- 
tinuing the business. 

(3) When any partner retires or dies and the business of the dis- 
solved partnership is continued as set forth in paragraphs (1) and (2) of 
this section, with the consent of the retired partners or the representative 
of the deceased partner, but without any assignment of his right in part- 
nership property, rights of creditors of the dissolved partnership and of 
the creditors of the person or partnership continuing the business shall 
be as if such assignment had been made. 

(4) When all the partners or their representatives assign their 
rights in partnership property to one or more third person? who promise 
to pay the debts and who continue the business of the dissolved partner- 
ship, creditors of the dissolved partnership are also creditors of the per- 
son or partnership continuing the business. 

(5) When any partner wrongfully causes a dissolution and the re- 
maining partners continue the business under the provisions of section 
38 (2b), either alone or with others, and without liquidation of the part- 
nership affairs, creditors of the dissolved partnership are also creditors 
of the person or partnership continuing the business. 

(6) When a partner is expelled and the remaining partners con- 
tinue the business either alone or with others, without liquidation of the 
partnership affairs, creditors of the dissolved partnership are also cred- 
itors of the person or partnership continuing the business. 

(7) The liability of a third person becoming a partner in the part- 
nership continuing the business, under this section to the creditors of the 
dissolved partnership shall be satisfied out of partnership property only. 
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(8) When the business of a partnership after dissolution is con- 
tinued under any conditions set forth in this section the creditors of the 
dissolved partnership, as against the separate creditors of the retiring or 
deceased partner or the representative of the deceased partner, have a 
prior right to any claim of the retired partner, or the representative of 
the deceased partner against the person or partnership continuing the 
business, on account of the retired or deceased partner's interest in the 
dissolved partnership or on account of any consideration promised for 
such interest or for his right in partnership property. 

(9) Nothing in this section shall be held to modify any right of 
creditors to set aside any assignment on the ground of fraud. 

(10) The use by the person or partnership continuing the business 
of the partnership name, or the name of a deceased partner as part there- 
of, shall not of itself make the individual property of the deceased partner 
liable for any debts contracted by such person or partnership. 

Section 42. (Bights of Retiring or Estate of Deceased Partner When 
the Business is Continued.) When any partner retires or dies, and the 
business is continued under any of the conditions set forth in section 41 
(1, 2, 3, 5, 6), or section 38 (2b), without any settlement of accounts 
as between him or his estate and the person or partnership continuing 
the business, unless otherwise agreed, he or his legal representative as 
against such persons or partnership may have the value of his interest at 
the date of dissolution ascertained, and shall receive as an ordinary cred- 
itor an amount equal to the value of his interest in the dissolved part- 
nership with interest, or, at his option or at the option of his legal rep- 
resentative, in lieu of interest, the profits attributable to the use of his 
j right in the property of the dissolved partnership; provided that the 

creditors of the dissolved partnership as against the separate creditors, 
or the representative of the retired or deceased partner, shall have prior- 
ity on any claim arising under this section, as provided by section 41 (8) 
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Section 43. (Accrual of Actions.) The right to an account of his 
interest shall accrue to any partner, or his legal representative, as against 
the winding up partners or the surviving partners or the person or part- 
nership continuing the business, at the date of dissolution, in the absence 
of an agreement to the contrary.

House Bill No. 119. 

THE UNIFORM SALES ACT. 

AN ACT to make uniform the Law of Sales of Goods, and to repeal Section 3752, 
Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 1910. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming, 

TART I. 

Formation of the Contract. 

Section 1. (Contracts to Sell and Sales.) (1) A contract to sell 
goods is a contract whereby the seller agrees to transfer the property in 
goods to the buyer for a consideration called the price. 

(2) A sale of goods is an agreement whereby the seller transfers 
the property in goods to the buyer for a consideration called the price. 

(3) A contract to sell or a sale may be absolute or conditional. 

(4) There may be a contract to sell or a sale between one part 
owner and another. 

Section 2. (Capacity — ^Liabilities for Necessaries.) Capacity to buy 
and sell is regulated by the general law concerning capacity to contract, 
and to transfer and acquire property. 

Where necessaries are sold and delivered to an infant, or to a per- 
son who by reason of mental incapacity or drunkenness is incompetent to 
contract, he must pay a reasonable price therefor. 

Necessaries in this section mean goods suitable to the condition in 
life of such infant or other person, and to his actual requirements at the 
time of delivery. 

Formalities of the Contract. 

Section 3. (Form of Contract or Sale.) Subject to the provisions 
of this act and of any statute in that behalf, a contract to sell or a sale 
may be made in writing (either with or without seal), or by word of 
raouth, or partly in writing and partly by word of mouth, or may be in- 
ferred from the conduct of the parties. 

Section 4. (Statute of Fraudit.) (1) A contract to sell or a sale 
of any goods or choses in action of the value of fifty dollars ($50.00) or 
upwards shall not be enforceable by action unless the buyer shall accept 
part of the goo4s or choses in action so contracted to be sold or sold, and 
actually receive the same, or give something in earnest to bind the con- 
tract, or in part payment, or unless some note or memorandum in writ- 
ing of the contract or sale be signed by the party to be charged or his 
agent in that behalf. 

(2) The provisions of this section apply to every such contract 
or sale, notwithstanding that the goods may be intended to be delivered 
at some future time or may not at the time of such contract or sale be 
actually made, procured, or provided, or fit or ready for delivery, or some 
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act may be requisite for the making or completing thereof, or rendering 
the same fit for delivery ; but if the goods are to be manufactured by the 
seller especially for the buyer and are not suitable for sale to others in the 
ordinary course of the seller's business, the provisions of this section shall 
not apply. 

(3) There is an acceptance of goods within the meaning of this 
section when the buyer, either before or after delivery of the goods, ex- 
presses by words or conduct his assent to becoming the owner of those 
specific goods. 

Subject Matter of Contract. 

Section 6. (Existing and Future Ooods.) (1) The goods which 
form the subject of a contract to sell may be either existing goods, owned 
or possessed by the seller, or goods to be manufactured, or acquired by 
the seller after the making of the contract to sell, in this act called * 'fu- 
ture goods.*' 

(2) There may be a contract to sell goods, the acquisition of which 
by the seller depends upon a contingency which may or may not happen. 

(3) Where the parties purport to effect a present sale of future 
goods, the agreement operates as a contract to sell the goods. 

Section 6. (Undivided Shares.) (1) There may be a contract to 
sell or a sale of an undivided share of goods. If the parties intend to ef- 
fect a presefit sale, the buyer, by force of the agreement, becomes an 
owner in common with the owner or owners of the remaining shares. 

(2) In the case of fungible goods, there may be a sale of an undi- 
vided share of a specific mass, though the seller purports to sell and the 
buyer to buy a definite number, weight or measure of the goods in the 
mass, and though the number, weight or measure of the goods in the 
mass is undetermined. By such a sale the buyer becomes owner in com- 
mon of such a share of the mass as the number, weight or measure bought 
bears to the number, weight or measure of the mass. If the mass con- 
tains less than the number, weight or measure bought, the buyer be- 
comes the owner of the whole mass and the seller is bound to make good 
the deficienty [deficiency] from similar goods unless a contrary intent 
appears. 

Section 7. (Destruction of Ooods Sold) (1) Where the parties 
purport to sell specific goods, and the goods without the knowledge of 
the seller have wholly perished at the time when the agreement is made, 
the agreement is void. 

(2) Where the parties purport to sell specific goods, and the goods 
without the knowledge of the seller have perished in part or have wholly 
or in a material part so deteriorated in quality as to be substantially 
changed in character, the buyer may at his option treat the sale : 

(a) As avoided, or 

(b) As transferring the property in all of the existing goods or in 
so much thereof as have not deteriorated, and as binding the buyer to 
pay the full agreed price if the sale was indivisible, or to pay the agreed 
price for the goods in which the property passes if the sale was divisible. 
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Section 8. (Destruction of Ooods Contracted to be Sold.) (1) 

Where there is a contract to sell specific goods, and subsequently, but 
before the risk passes to the buyer, without any fault on the part of the 
seller or the buyer, the goods wholly perish, the contract is thereby 
avoided. 

(2) Where there is a contract to sell specific goods, and subse- 
(luently, but before the risk passes to the buyer, without any fault of the 
seller or the buyer, part of the goods perish or the whole or a material 
part of the goods so deteriorate in quality as to be substantially changed 
in character, the buyer may at his option treat the contract : 

(a) As avoided, or 

(b) As binding the seller to transfer the property in all of the 
existing goods or in so much thereof as have not deteriorated, and as 
binding the buyer to pay the full agreed price if the contract was in- 
divisible, or to pay the agreed price for so much of the goods as the seller, 
by the buyer's option, is bound to transfer if the contract was divisible. 

The Price. 

Sections. (Definition and Ascertainment of Price.) (1) The price 
may be fixed by the contract, or may be left to be fixed in such manner 
as may be agreed, or it may be determined by the course of dealing be- 
tween the parti-es. 

(2) The price may be made payable in any personal property. 

(3) Where transferring or promising to transfer any interest in 
real estate constitutes the whole or part of the consideration for trans- 
ferring or for promising to transfer the property in goods, this act shall 
not apply. 

(4) Where the price is not determined in accordance with the 
foregoing provisions the buyer must pay a reasonable price. What is a 
reasonable pri-ce is a question of fact dependent on the circumstances of 
each particular case. 

Section 10. (Sale at a Valuation.) (1) Where there is a contract 
to sell or a sale of goods at a price or on terms to be fixed by a third per- 
son, and such third person without fault of the seller or the buyer, cannot 
or doe^ not fix the price or terms, the contract or the sale is thereby 
avoided ; but if the goods or any part thereof have been delivered to and 
appropriated by the buyer he must pay a reasonable price therefor. 

(2) Where such third person is prevented from fixing the price 
or terms by fault of the seller or the buyer, the party not in fault may 
have such remedies against the party in fault as are allowed by Parts 
TV and V of this act. 

Conditions and Warranties. 

Section 11. (Effect of Conditions.) (1) Where the obligations of 
either party to a contract to sell or a sale is subject to any condition 
which is not performed, such party may refuse to proceed with the con- 
tract or sale or he may waive performance of the condition. If the other 
party has promised that the condition should happen or be performed, 
such first mentioned party may also treat the non-performance of the 
condition as a breach of warranty. i 
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(2) Where the property in the goods has not passed, the buyer 
may treat the fulfillment by the seller of his obligation to furnish goods 
as described and as warranted expressly or by implication in the contract 
to sell as a condition of the obligation of the buyer to perform his prom- 
ise to accept and pay for the goods. 

Section 12. (Definition of Express Warranty) Any affirmation of 
fact or any promise by the seller relating to the goods is an express war- 
ranty if the natural tendency of such affirmation or promise is to in- 
duce the buyer to purchase the goods, and if the buyer purchases the 
goods relying thereon. No affirmation of the value of the goods, nor any 
statement purporting to be a statement of the seller's opinion only shall 
be construed as a warranty. 

Section 13. (Implied Warranties of Title.) In a contract to sell 
or a sale, unless a contrary intention appears, there is — 

(1) An implied warranty on the part of the seller that in case 
of a sale he has a right to sell the goods, and that in case of a contract 
to sell he will have a right to sell the goods at the time when the property 
is to pass; 

(2) An implied warranty that the buyer shall have and enjoy 
quiet possession of the goods as against any lawful claims existing at 
the time of the sale; 

(3) An implied warranty that the goods shall be free at the time 
of the sale from any charge or encumbrance in favor of any third person, 
not declared or known to the buyer before or at the time when the 
contract or sale is made. 

(4) This section shall not, however, be held to render liable a 
sheriff, auctioneer, mortgagee, or other person professing to sell by 
virtue of authority in fact or law goods in which a third person has a 
legal or equitable interest. 

Section 14. (Implied Warranty in Sale by Description.) Where 
there is a contract to sell or a sale of goods by description, there is an 
implied warranty that the goods shall correspond with the description 
and if the contract or sale be by sample, as well as by description, it is 
not sufficient that the bulk of the goods corresponds with the sample if 
the goods do not also correspond with the description. 

Section 16. (Implied Warranties of Quality.) Subject to the pro- 
visions of this act and of any statute in that behalf, there is no implied 
warranty or condition as to the quality or fitness for any particular pur- 
pose of goods supplied under a contract to sell or a sale, except as follows : 

(1) Where the buyer, expressly or by implication, makes known 
to the seller the particular purpose for which the goods are required, and 
it appears that the buyer relies on the seller's skill or judgment (whether 
he be the grower or manufacturer or not), there is an implied warranty 
that the goods shall be reasonably fit for such purpose. 

(2) Where the goods are bought by description from a seller who 
deals in goods of that description (whether he be the grower or manu- 
facturer or not), there is an implied warranty that the goods shall be of 
merchantable quality. 
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(3) If the buyer has examined the goods, there is no implied war- 
ranty as regards defects which such examination ought to have revealed. 

(4) In the case of a contract to sell or a sale of a specified article 
under its patent or other trade name, ther [there] is no implied warranty 
as to its fitness for any particular purpose. % 

(5) An implied warranty or condition as to quality or fitness for 
a particular purpose may be annexed by the usage of trade. 

(6) An express warranty or condition does not negative a war- 
ranty or condition implied under this act unless inconsistent therewith. 

Sale by Sample. 

Section 16. (Implied Warranties in Sale by Sample.) In the case 
of a contract to sell or a sale by sample : 

(a) There is an implied warranty that the bulk shall correspond 
with the sample in quality. 

(b) There is an implied warranty that the buyer shall have a rea- 
sonable opportunity of comparing the bulk with the sample, except so 
far as otherwise provided in section 47 (3). 

(c) If the seller is a dealer in goods of that kind, there is an im- 
plied warranty that the goods shall be free from any defect rendering 
them unmerchantable which would not be apparent on reasonable ex- 
amination of the sample. 

PART n. 
Transfer of Property as Between Seller and Buyer. 

Section 17. (No Property Passes until Goods are Ascertained.) 

Where there is a contract to sell unascertained goods no property in the 
goods is transferred to the buyer unless and until the goods are ascer- 
tained, but property in an undivided share of ascertained goods may be 
transferred as provided in section 6. 

Section 18. (Property in Specific Ooodit Passes when Parties so 
Intend.) (1) Where there is a contract to sell specific or ascertained 
goods, the property in them is transferred to the buyer at such time as 
the parties to the contract intend it to be transferred. 

(2) For the purpose of ascertaining the intention of the parties, 
regard shall be had to the terms of the contract, the conduct of the parties, 
usages of trade and the circumstances of the case. 

Section 19. (Rules for Ascertaining Intention.) Unless a differ- 
ent intention appears, the following are rules for ascertaining the inten- 
tion of the parties as to the time at which the property in the goods is to 
pass to the buyer. 

Rule 1. Where there is an unconditional contract to sell specific 
goods, in a deliverable state, the property in the goods passes to the buy- 
er when the contract is made and it is immaterial whether the time of 
payment, or the time of delivery, or both, be postponed. 

Rule 2. Where there is a contract to sell specific goods and the 
seller is bound to do Romethin^ to the ^oods. for the purpose of putting 
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them mto a deliverable state, the property does not pass until sueh thing 
be done. 

Rule 3. (1) When goods are delivered to the buyer *^on sale or 
return,'* or on other terms indicating an intention to make a present 
sale, but to give the buyer an option to return the goods instead of paying 
the price, the property passes to the buyer on delivery, but he may revest 
the property in the seller by returning or tendering the goods within 
the time fixed in the contract, or, if no time has been fixed, within a 
reasonable time. 

(2) When goods are delivered to the buyer on approval or on trial 
or on satisfaction, or other similar terms, the property therein passes to 
the buyer — 

(a) When he signifies his Approval or acceptance to the seller or 
does any other act adopting the transaction; 

(b) If he does not signify his approval or acceptance to the seller, 
but retains the goods without giving notice of rejection, then if a time 
has been fixed for the return of the goods, on the expiration of such 
time, and, if no time has been fixed, on the expiration of a reasonable 
time. What is a reasonable time is a question of fact. 

Rule 4. (1) Where there is a contract to sell unascertained or 
future goods by description, and goods of that description and in a de- 
liverable state are unconditionally appropriated to the contract, either 
by the seller with the assent of the buyer, or by the buyer with the assent 
of the seller, the property in the goods thereupon passes to the buyer. 
Such assent may be expressed or implied, and may be given either before 
or after the appropriation is made. 

(2) Where, in pursuance of a contract to sell, the seller delivers 
the goods to the buyer, or to a carrier or other bailee (Whether named 
by the buyer or not) for the purpose of transmission to or holding for 
the buyer, he is presumed to have unconditionally appropriated the goods 
to the contract, except in the cases provided for in the next rule and in 
section 20. This presumption is applicable, although by the terms of 
the contract, the buyer is to pay the price before receiving delivery of 
the goods, and the goods are marked with the words ** collect on deliv- 
ery" or their equivalents. 

Rule 5. If the contract to sell requires the seller to deliver the 
goods to the buyer, or at a particular place, or to pay the freight or cost 
of transportation to the buyer, or to a parti<;ular place, the property does 
not pass until the goods have been delivered to the buyer or reached the 
place agreed upon. 

Section 20. (Reservation of Right of Possession or Property when 
Goods are Shipped.) 

(1) Where there is a contract to sell specific goods, or where 
goods are subsequently appropriated to the contract, the seller may, 
by the terms of the contract or appropriation, reserve the right of pos- 
session or property in the goods until certain conditions have been ful- 
filled. The right of possession or property may be thus reserved not- 
withstanding the delivery of the goods to the buyer or to a carrier or 
other bailee for the purpose of transmission to the buyer. 
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(2) Where goods are shipped, and by the bill of lading the goods 
are deliverable to the seller or his agent, or to the order of the seller or 
of his agent, the seller thereby reserves the property in the goods. But 
if, except for the* form of the bill of lading, the property would have 
passed to the buyer on shipment of the goods, the seller's property in 
the goods shall be deemed to be only for the purpose of securing per- 
formance by the buyer of his obligations under the contract. 

(3) Where goods are shipped, and by the bill of lading the goods 
are deliverable to the order of the buyer or of his agent, but possession 
of the bill of lading is retained by the seller or his agent, the seller 
thereby reserves a right to the possession of the goods as against the 
buyer. 

(4) Where the seller of goods draws on the buyer for the price and 
transmits the bill of exchange and bill of lading together to the buyer 
to secure acceptance or payment of the bill of exchange, the buyer is 
bound to return the bill of lading if he does not honor the bill of exchange, 
and if he wrongfully retains the bill of lading he acquires no added right 
thereby. If, however, the bill of lading provides that the goods are de- 
liverable to the buyer or to the order of the buyer, or is indorsed in 
blank, or to the buyer by the consignee named therein, one who pur- 
chases in good faith, for value, the bill of lading, or goods from the 
buyer will obtain the property in the goods, although the bill of ex- 
change has not been honored, provided that such purchaser has received 
delivery of the bill of lading indorsed by the consignee named therein, or 
of the goods, without notice of the facts making the transfer wrongful. 

Section 21. (Sale by Auction.) In the case of sale by auction — 

(1) Where goods are put up for sale by auction in lots, each lot 
is the subject of a separate contract of sale. 

(2) A sale by auction is complete when the auctioneer announces 
its completion by the fall of the hammer, or in other customary manner. 
Until such announcement is made, any bidder may retract his bid ; and the 
auctioneer may withdraw the goods from sale unless the auction has been 
announced to be without reserve. 

(3) A right to bid may be reserved expressly by or on behalf of 
the seller. 

(4) Where notice has not been given that a sale by auction is subr 
ject to a right to bid on behalf of the seller, it shall not be lawful for the 
seller to bid himself or to employ or induce any person to bid at such 
sale on his behalf, or for the auctioneer to employ or induce any person 
to bid at such sale on behalf of the seller or knowingly to take any bid 
from the seller or any person employed by him. Any sale contravening 
this rule may be treated as fraudulent by the buyer. 

Section 22. (Bisk of Loss.) Unless otherwise agreed, the goods 
remain at the seller's risk until the property therein is transferred to the 
buyer, but when the property therein is transferred to the buyer the 
goods are at the buyer's risk whether delivery has been made or not, 
except that — 

(a) Where delivery of the goods has been made to the buyer, or 
to a bailee for the buyer, in pursuance of the contract and the property 
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in the goods has been retained by the seller merely to secure performance 
by the buyer of his obligations under the contract, the goods are at the 
buyer's risk from the time of such delivery. 

(b) Where delivery has been delayed through the fault of either 
buyer or seller the goods are at the risk of the party in fault as regards 
any loss which might xiot have occurred but for such fault. 

Transfer of Title. 

Section 23. (Sale by a Person not the Owner.) 

(1) Subject to the provisions of this act, where goods are sold by a 
person who is not the owjier thereof, and who does not sell them under 
the authority or with the consent of the owner, the buyer acquires not 
better title to the goods than the seller had, unless the owner of the 
goods is by his conduct precluded from denying the seller's authority 
to sell. 

(2) Nothing in this act, however, shall affect: 

(a) The provisions of any factors' acts, recording acts, or any 
enactment enabling the apparent owner of goods to dispose of them as if 
he were the true owner thereof. 

(b) The validity of any contract to sell or sale under any special 
common law or statutory power of sale or under the order of a court of 
competent jurisdiction. 

Section 24. (Sale by One having a Voidable Title.) Where the 
seller of goods has a voidable title thereto, but his title has not been 
avoided at the time of the sale, the buyer acquires a good title to the 
goods, provided he buys them in good faith, for value, and without notice 
of the seller's defect of title. 

Section 25. (Sale by Seller in Possession of Goods Already Sold.) 

Where a person having sold goods continues in possession of the goods, 
or of negotiable documents of title to the goods, the delivery or transfer 
by that person, or by an agent acting for him, of the goods or documents 
of title under any sale, pledge, or other disposition thereof, to any per- 
son receiving and paying value for the same in good faith and without 
notice of the previous sale, shall have the same effect as if the person 
making the delivery or transfer were expressly authorized by the owner 
of the gQods to make the same. 

Section 26. (Creditors' Bights Against Sold Goods in Seller's Pos- 
session.) Where a person having sold goods continues in possession of 
the goods, or of negotiable documents of title to the goods and such re- 
tention of possession is fraudulent in fact or is deemed fraudulent under 
any rule of law, a creditor or creditors of the seller may treat the sale 
as void. 

Section 27. (Definition of Negotiable Documents of Title.) A doc- 
ument of title in which it is stated that the goods referred to therein 
will be delivered to the bearer, or to the order of any person named in 
such document is a negotiable document of title. 

Section 28. (Negotiation of Negotiable Documents by Delivery.) A 

negotiable document of title may be -negotiated by delivery — 
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(a) Where by the terms of the document the carrier, warehouse- 
man or other bailee issuing the same undertakes to deliver the goods to 
the bearer, or 

(b) Where by the terms of the document the carrier, warehouse- 
man or other bailee issuing the same undertakes to deliver the goods to 
the order of a specified person, and such person or a subsequent indorsee 
of the document has indorsed it in blank or to bearer. 

Where by the terms of a negotiable document of title the goods 
are deliverable to bearer or where a negotiable document of title has been 
indorsed in blank or to bearer, any holder may indorse the same to him- 
self or to any other specified person, and in such case the document 
shall thereafter be negotiated only by the indorsement of such indorsee. 

Section 29. (Negotiation of Negotiable Documents by Indorsement.) 

A negotiable document of title may be negotiated by the indorsement of 
the person to whose order the goods are by the terms of the document 
deliverable. Such indorsement may be in blank, to bearer or to a speci- 
fied person. If indorsed to a specified person, it may be again negotiated 
by the indorsement of such person in blank, to bearer or to another speci- 
fied person. Subsequent negotiation may be made in like manner. 

Section 30. (Negotiable Documents of Title Marked "Not Nego- 
tiable.") If a document of title which contains an undertaking by a 
carrier, warehouseman or other bailee to deliver the goods to the bearer, 
to a specified person or order, or to the order of specified person, or 
which contains words of like import, has placed upon it the words **not 
negotiable," **non negotiable" or the like, such a document may neverthe- 
less be negotiated by the holder and is a negotiable document of title 
within the meaning of this act. But nothing in this act contained shall 
be construed as limiting or defining the effect upon the obligations of 
the carrier, warehouseman, or other bailee issuing a document of title 
of placing thereon the words **not negotiable" ** non-negotiable", or the 
like. 

Section 31. (Transfer of Non-Negotiable Documents.) A document 
of title which is not in such form that it can be negotiated by delivery 
may be transferred by the holder by delivery to a purchaser or donee. 
A non-negotiable document cannot be negotiated and the indorsement 
of such a document gives the transferee no additional right. 

Section 32. (Who may Negotiate a Document.) A negotiable docu- 
ment may be negotiated by any person in possession of the same, how- 
ever such possession may have been acquired if, by the terms of the 
document, the bailee issuing it undertakes to deliver the goods to the 
order of such person, or if at the time of negotiating the document is in 
such form that it may be negotiated by delivery. 

Section 33. (Bights of Person to Whom Document has been Nego- 
tiated.) A person to whom a negotiable document of title has been duly 
negotiated acquires thereby: 

(a) Such title to the goods as the person negotiating the document 
to him had or had ability to convey to a purchaser in good faith for 
value and also such title to the goods as the person to whose order the 
goods were to be delivered by the terms of the document had or had 
ability to convey to a purchaser in good faith for value, and 
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(b) The direct obligation of the bailee issuing the document to 
hold possession of the goods for him according to the terms of th^ docu- 
ment as fully as if such bailee had contracted directly with him. 

Sectiim 34. (Bights of Person to Whom Document has been Trans- 
ferred.) A person to whom a document of title has been transferred, but 
not negotiated, acquires thereby, as against the transferor, the title to 
the goods, subject to the terms of any agreement with the transferor. 

If the document is non-negotiable, such person also acquires the right 
to notify the bailee who issued the document of the transfer thereof, and 
thereby to acquire the direct obligation of such bailee to hold possession 
of the goods for him according to the terms of the document. 

Prior to the notification of such bailee by the transferor or trans- 
feree of a non-negotiable document of title, the title of the transferee to 
the goods and the right to acquire the obligation of such bailee may be 
defeated by the levy of an attachment or execution upon the goods by a 
creditor^ of the transferor, or by a notification to such bailee by the 
transferor or a subsequent purchaser from the transferor of a subsequent 
sale of the goods by the transferor. 

Section 36. (Transfer of Negotiable Document without Indorse- 
ment.) Where a negotiable document of title is transferred for value by 
delivery, and the indorsement of the transferor is essential for negotia- 
tion, the transferee acquires a right against the transferor to compel him 
to indorse the document unless a contrary intention appears. The nego- 
tiation shall take effect as of the time when the indorsement is actually 
made. 

Section 36. (Warranties on Sale of Document.) A person who for 
value negotiates or transfers a document of title by indorsement or de- 
livery, including one who assigns for value a claim secured by a document 
of title unless a contrary intention appears, warrants: 

(a) That the document is genuine: 

(b) That he has a legal right to negotiate or transfer it; 

(c) That he has knowledge of no fact which would impair the va- 
lidity or worth of the document, and 

(d) That he has a right to transfer the title to the goods and that 
the goods are merchantable or fit for a particular purpose, whenever 
such warranties would have been implied if the contract of the parties 
"had been to transfer without a document of title the goods represented 
thereby. 

Section 37. (Indorser not a Guarantor.) The indorsement of a 
document of title shall not make the indorser liable for any failure on 
the part of the bailee who issued the document or previous indorsers 
thereof to fulfill their respective obligations. 

Section 38. (When Negotiation not Impaired by Fraud, Mistake or 
Duress.) The validity of the negotiation of a negotiable document of 
title is not impaired by the fact that the negotiation was a breach of duty 
on the part of the person making the negotiation, or by the fact that the 
owner of the document was induced by fraud, mistake or duress to en- 
trust the possession or custody thereof to such persoi), if the person to 
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whom the document was negotiated or a person to whom the document 
was subsequently negotiated paid value therefor, without notice of the 
breach of duty, or fraud, mistake or duress. 

Section 39. (Attachment or Levy upon Ooods for which a N^o- « 

tiable Document has been Issued.) If goods are delivered to a bailee by * 

the owner or by a person whose act in conveying the title to them to a 
purchaser in good faith for value would bind the owner and a negotiable 
document of title is issued for them they cannot thereafter, while in the 
possession of such bailee, be attached by garnishment or otherwise or 
be levied upon under an execution unless the document be first sur- 
rendered to the bailee or its negotiation enjoined. The bailee shall in 
no case be compelled to deliver up the actual possession of the goods 
until the document is surrendered to him or impounded by the court. 



Section 40. (Creditors (['] Remedies to Beach Negotiable Docu- 
ments.) A creditor whose debtor is the owner of a negotiable document 
of title shall be entitled to such aid from courts of appropriate jurisdic- 
tion by injunction and otherwise in attaching such document or in satis- 
fying the claim by means thereof as is allowed at law or in equity in 
regard to property which cannot readily be attached or levied upon by 
ordinary legal process. 

PART m. 

Performance of the Contract. 

Section 41. (Seller must Deliver and Buyer Accept Ooods.) It is 

the duty of the seller to deliver the goods, and of the buyer to accept and 
pay for them, in accordance with the term of the contract to sell or sale. 

Section 42. (Delivery and Payment are Concurrent Conditions.) 

Unless otherwise agreed, delivery of the goods and payment of the price 
are concurrent conditions; that is to say, the seller must be ready and 
willing to give possession of the goods to the buyer in exchange for the 
price and the buyer must be ready and willing to pay the price in ex- 
change for possession of the goods. 

Section 43. (Place, Time and Manner of Delivery.) (1) Whether 
it is for the buyer to take possession of the goods or for the seller to 
send them to the buyer is a question depending in each case on the con- 
tract, express or implied, between the parties. Apart from any such 
contract, express or implied, or usage of trade to the contrary, the place 
of delivery is the seller's place of business if he have one, and if not his 
residence; but in case of a contract to sell or a sale of specific goods, 
which to the knowledge of the parties when the contract or the sale was 
made were in some other place, then that place is the place of delivery. 

(2) Where by a contract to sell or a sale the seller is bound to send 
the goods to the buyer, but no time for sending them is fixed, the seller 
is bound to send them within a reasonable time. 

(3) Where the goods at the time of sale are in the possession of a 
third person, the seller has not fulfilled his obligation to deliver to the 
buyer unless and until such third person acknowledges to the buyer that 
he holds the goods on the buyer's behalf; but as against all others than 
the seller the buyer shall he regarded as having received delivery from 
the time when such third person first has notice of the sale. Nothing in 
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this section, however, shall affect the operation of the issue or transfer 
of any document of title to goods. 

(4) Demand or tender of delivery may be treated as ineffectual 
unless made at a reasonable hour. What is a reasonable hour is a ques- 
tion of fact. 

(5) Unless otherwise agreed, the expenses of and incidental to put- 
ting the goods into a deliverable state must be borne by the seller. 

Section 44. (Delivery of Wrong Quantity.) (1) Where the seller 
delivers to the buyer a quantity of goods less than he contracted to sell, 
the buyer may reject them, but if the buyer accepts or retains the goods 
80 delivered, knowing that the seller is not going to perform the contract 
in full, he must pay for them at the contract rate. If, however, the buyer 
has used or disposed of the goods delivered before he knows that the 
seller is not going to perform his contract in full, the buyer shall not be 
liable for more than the fair value to him of the goods so received. 

(2) Where the seller delivers to the buyer a quantity of goods larger 
than he contracted to sell, the buyer may accept the goods included in 
the contract and reject the rest, or he may reject the whole. If the 
buyer accepts the whole of the goods so delivered he must pay for them at 
the contract rate. 

(3) Where the seller delivers to the buyer the goods he contracted 
to sell mixed with goods of a different description not included in the 
contract, the buyer may accept the goods which are in accordance with 
the contract and reject the rest, or he may reject the whole. 

(4) The provisions of this section are subject to. any usage of trade, 
special agreement, or course of dealing between the parties. 

Section 45. (Delivery in Instalments) (1) Unless otherwise 
agreed, the buyer of goods is not bound to accept delitery thereof by in- 
stalments. 

(2) Where there is a contract to sell goods to be delivered by stated 
instalments, which are to be separately paid for, and the seller makes 
defective deliveries in respect of one or more instalments, or the buyer 
neglects or refuses to take delivery of or pay for one or more instal-. 
ments, it depends in each case on the terms' of the contract and the cir- 
cumstances of the case, whether the breach of contract is so material as 
to justify the kijured party in refusing to proceed further and suing for 
damages for breach of the entire contract, or whether the breach is 
severable, giving rise to a claim for compensation, but not to a right to 
treat the whole contract as broken. 

Section 46. (Delivery to a Carrier on Behalf of the Buyer.) (1) 

Where, in pursuance of a contract to sell or a sale, the seller is authorized 
or required to send the goods to the buyer, delivery of the goods to a 
carrier, whether named by the buyer or not, for the purpose of transmis- 
sion to the buyer is deemed to be a delivery of the goods to the buyer, 
except in the cases provided for in section 19, Rule 5, or unless a contrary 
intent appears. 

(2) Unless otherwise authorized by the buyer, the seller must make 
such contract with the carrier on behalf of the buyer as may be reason- 
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able, having regard to the nature of the goods and the other circumstances 
of the case. If the seller omit so to do, and the goods are lost or damaged 
in course of transit, the buyer may decline to treat the delivery to the 
carrier as a delivery to himself, or may hold the seller responsible in 
damages. 

(3) Unless otherwise agreed, where goods are sent by the seller to 
the buyer under circumstances in which the seller knows or ought to 
know that it is usual to insure, the seller must give such notice to the 
buyer as may enable him to insure them during their tran&it, and, if the 
seller fails to do so, the goods shall be deemed to be at his risk during 
such transit. 

Section 47. (Bight to Examine the Gtoods.) (1) Where goods are 
delivered to the buyer, which he has not previously examined, he is not 
deemed to have accepted them unless and until he has had a reasonable 
opportunity of examining them for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
they are in conformity with the contract. 

(2) Unless otherwise agreed, when the seller tenders delivery of 
goods to the buyer, he is bound, on request, to afford the buyer a reason- 
able opportunity of examining the goods for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether they are in conformity with the contract. 

(3) Where goods are delivered to a carrier by the seller, in accord- 
ance with an order from or agreement with the buyer, upon the terms 
that the goods shall not be delivered by the carrier to the buyer until 
he has paid the price, whether such terms are indicated by marking the 
goods with the words '* collect on delivery,'* or otherwise, the buyer is 
not entitled to examine the goods before payment of the price in the 
absence of agreement permitting such examination. 

Section 48. (What Constitutes Acceptance.) The buyer is deemed 
to have accepted the goods when he intimates to the seller that he has ac- 
cepted them, or when the goods have been delivered to him, and he does 
any act in relation to them which is inconsistent with the ownership of 
the seller, or when, after the lapse of a reasonable time, he retains the 
goods without intimating to the seller that he has rejected them. 

Section 49. (Acceptance does not Bar Action for Damages.) In the 

absence of express or implied agreement of the parties, acceptance of the 
goods by the buyer shall not discharge the seller from liability in dam- 
ages or other legal remedy for breach of any promise or warranty in the 
contract to sell or the sale. But, if, after acceptance of the goods, the 
buyer fail to give notice to the seller of the breach of any promise or 
warranty within a reasonable time after the buyer knows, or ought to 
know of such breach, the seller shall not be liable therefor. 

Section 50. (Buyer is not Bound to Return Goods Wrongfly Deliv- 
ered.) Unless otherwise agreed, where goods are delivered to the buyer, 
and he refuses to accept them, having the right so to do, he is not bound 
to return them to the seller, but it is sufficient if he notifies the seller that 
he refuses to accept them. 

Section 51. (Buyer's Liability for Failing to Accept Delivery.) 

When the seller is ready and willing to deliver the goods, and requests 
the buyer to take delivery, and the buyer does not within a reasonable 
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time after such request take delivery of the goods, he is liable to the 
seller for any loss occasioned by his neglect or refusal to take delivery, 
and also for a reasonable charge for the care and custody of the goods. 
If the neglect or refusal of the buyer to take delivery amounts to a repud- 
iation or breach of the entire contract, the seller shall have the right 
against the goods and on the contract hereinafter provided in favor of 
the seller when the buyer is in default^ 

PAET IV. 

Bights of Unpaid Seller Against the Ooods. 

Section 52. (Definition of Unpaid Seller.) (1) The seller of goods 
is deemed to be an unpaid seller within the meaning of this Act — 

(a) When the whole of the price has not been paid or tendered. 

(b) When a bill of exchange or other negotiable instrument has 
been received as conditional payment, and the condition on which it was 
received has been broken by reason of the dishonor of the instrument, the 
insolvency of the buyer, or otherwise. 

(2)" In this part of this Act the term ** seller'' includes an agent 
of the seller to whom the bill of lading has been indorsed, or a consignor 
or agent who has himself paid, or is directly responsible for, the price, or 
any other person who is in the position of a seller. 

Section 63. (Remedies of an Unpaid Seller.) (1) Subject to the 
provisions of this Act, notwithstanding that the property in the goods 
may have passed to the buyer, the unpaid seller of goods, as such, has — 

(a) A lien on the goods or right to retain them for the price while 
he is in possession of them ; 

(b) In case of the insolvency of the buyer, a right of stopping the 
goods in transitu after he has parted with the possession of them ; 

(c) A right of resale as limited by this Actj 

(d) A right to rescind the sale as limited by this Act. 

(2) Where the property in goods has not passed to the buyer, the 
unpaid seller has, in addition to his other remedies, a right of withholding 
delivery similar to and coextensive with his rights of lien and stoppage 
in transitu where the property has passed to the buyer. 

Unpaid Seller's Lien 

Section 64. (When Bight of Lien may be Exercised.) (1) Subject 
to the provisions of this act, the unpaid seller of goods who is in pos- 
session of them is entitled to retain possession of them until payment or 
tender of the price in the following cases, namely : 

(a) Where the goods have been sold without any stipulation as to 
credit ; 

(b) Where the goods have been sold on credit, but the term of 
credit has expired ; 

(c) Where the buyer becomes insolvent. 
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(2) The seller may exercise his right of lien notwithstanding that 
he is in possession of the goods as agent or bailee for the buyer. 

Section 55. (Lien After Part Delivery.) Where an unpaid seller 
has made part delivery of the goods, he may exercise his right of lien 
on the remainder, unless such part delivery has been made under such 
circumstances as to show an intent to waive the lien or right of re- 
tention. 

Section 66. (When lien is Lost.) (1) The unpaid seller of goods 
loses his lien thereon — 

(a) When he delivers the goods to a carrier or other bailee for the 
purpose of transmission to the buyer without reserving the property in 
the goods or the right to the possession thereof. 

(b) When the buyer or his agent lawfully obtains possession of 
the goods ; 

(c) By waiver thereof. 

(2) The unpaid seller of goods, having a lien thereon, does not lose 
his lien by reason only that he has obtained judgment or decree for the 
price of the goods. 

Stoppage in Transitu. 

Section 57. (Seller may stop Ooods on Buyer's Insolvency.) Sub- 
ject to the provisions of this act, when the buyer of goods is or becomes 
insolvent, the unpaid seller who has parted with the possession of the 
goods has the right of stopping them in transitu, that is to say, he may 
resume possession of the goods at any time while they are in transit, and 
he will then become entitled to the same rights in regard to the goods as 
he would have had if he had never parted with the possession. 

Section 58. (When Ooods are in Transit.) (1) Qoods are in trans- 
it within the meaning of section 57 — 

(a) Prom the time when they are delivered to a carri-er by land or 
water, or other bailee for the purpose of transmission to the buyer, until 
the buyer, or his agent in that behalf, takes delivery of them from such 
carrier or other bailee; 

(b) If the goods are rejected by the buyer, and the carrier or other 
bailee continues in possession of them, even if the seller has refused to 
receive them back. 

(2) Goods are no longer in transit within the meaning of sec- 
tion 57— 

(a) If the buyer, or his agent in that behalf, obtains delivery of 
the goods before their arrival at the appointed destination ; 

(b) If, after the arrival of the goods at the appointed destination, 
the carrier or other bailee acknowledges to the buyer or his agent that 
he holds the goods on his behalf and continues in possession of them as 
bailee for the buyer or his agent; and it is immaterial that a further 
destination for the goods may have been indicated by the buyer; 

(c) If the carrier or other bailee wrongfully refuses to deliver the 
goods to the buyer or his agent in that behalf. 
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(3) If goods are delivered to a ship chartered by the buyer, it is 
a question depending on the circumstances of the particular case, whether 
they are in the possession of the master as a carrier or as agent of the 
buyer. 

(4) If part delivery of the goods has been made to the buyer, or 
his agent in that behalf, the remainder of the goods may be stopped in 
transitu, unless such part delivery has been made under such circum- 
stances ad to show an agreement with the buyer to give up possession of 
the whole of the goods. 



Section 59. (Ways of Exercising the Bight to Stop.) (1) The un- 
paid seller may exercise his right of stoppage in transitu either by ob- 
taining actual possession of the goods or by giving notice of his claim to 
the carrier or other bailee in whose possession the goods are. Such no- 
tice may be given either to the person in actual possession of the goods 
or to his principal. In the latter case the notice, to be effectual, must 
be given at such time and under such circumstances that the principal, 
by the exercise of reasonable diligence, may prevent a delivery to the 
buyer. 

(2) When notice of stoppage in transitu is given by the seller to 
the carrier, or other bailee in possession of the goods, he must redeliver 
the goods to, or according to the directions of, the seller. The expenses 
of such delivery must be borne by the seller. If, however, a negotiable 
document of title representing the goods has been issued by the carrier 
or other bailee, he shall not be obliged to deliver or justified in delivering 
the goods to the seller unless such document is first surrendered for can- 
cellation. 

Resale by the Seller. 

Section 60. (When and how Resale may be Made.) (1) Where 
the goods are of a perishable nature, or where the seller expressly re- 
serves the right of resale in case the buyer should make default, or 
where the buyer has been in default in the payment of the price an un- 
reasonable time, an unpaid seller having a right of lien or having stopped 
the goods in transitu may resell the goods. He shall not thereafter be 
liable to the original buyer upon the contract to sell or the sale or for 
any profit made by such resale, but may recover from the buyer dam- 
ages for any loss occasioned by the breach of the contract or the sale. 

(2) Where a resale is made, as authorized in this section, the buyer 
acquires a good title as against the original buyer. 

(3) It is not essential to the validity of a resale that notice of an 
intention to resell the goods be given by the seller to the original buyer. 
Hut where the right to resell is not based on the perishable nature of the 
goods or upon an express provision of the contract or the sale, the giving 
or failure to give such notice shall be relevant in any issue involving, the 
question whether the buyer had been in default an unreasonable time 
before the resale was made. 

(4) It is not essential to the validity of a resale that notice of the 
time and place of such resale should be given by the seller to the original 
buyer. 

(5) The seller is bound to exercise reasonable care and judgment 
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in making a resale, and subject to this requirement may make a resale 
either by public or private sale. 

Bescission by the Seller. 

Stction 61. (When and how the Seller may Rescind the Sale.) (1) 

An unpaid seller having a right of lien or having stopped the goods in 
transitu, may rescind the transfer of title and resume the property in the 
goods, where he expressly reserved the right to do so in case the buyer 
should make default, or where the buyer has been in default in the pay- 
ment of the price an unreasonable time. The seller shall not thereafter 
be liable to the buyer upon the contract to sell or the sale, but may re- 
cover from the buyer damages for any loss occasioned by the breach of 
the contract or the sale. 

(2) The transfer of title shall not be hald [held] to have been re- 
scinded by an unpaid seller until he has manifested by notice to the 
buyer or by some other overt act an intention to rescind. It is not neces- 
sary that such overt act should be communicated to the buyer, but the 
giving or failure to give notice to the buyer of the intention to rescind 
shall be relevant in any issue involving the question whether the buyer 
had been i>n default an unreasonable time before the right of rescission 
was asserted. 

Section 62. (Effect of Sale of Ooods Subject to Lien or Stoppage in 
Transitu.) Subject to the provisions of this act, the unpaid seller's right 
of lien or stoppage in transitu is not affected by any sale, or other dispo- 
sition of the goods which the buyer may have made, unless the seller 
has assented thereto. 

If, however, a negotiable document of title has been issued for goods, 
no seller's lien or right of stoppage in transitu shall defeat the right of 
any purchaser for value in good faith to whom such document has been 
negotiated, whether such negotiation be prior or subsequent to the notifi- 
cation to the carrier, or other bailee who issued such document, of the 
seller's claim to a lien or right of stoppage in transitu. 

PART V. 

Actions for Breach of the Contract. 
Remedies of the Seller. 

Section 63. (Action for the Price.) (1) Where, under a contract 
to sell or a sale, the property in the goods has passed to the buyer, and 
the buyer wrongfully neglects or refuses to pay for the goods according 
to the terras of the contract or the sale, the seller may maintain an action 
against him for the price of the goods. 

(2) Where, under a contract to sell or a sale, the price is payable 
on a day certain, irrespective of delivery or of transfer of title, and the 
buyer wrongfully neglects or refuses to pay such price, the seller may 
maintain an action for the price, although the property in the goods has 
not passed, and the goods have not been appropriated to the contract. 
Hut it shall be a defense to such an action that the seller at any time be- 
fore judgment in such action has manifested an inability to perform the 
contract or the sale on his part or an intention not to perform it. 

(3) Although the property in the goods has not passed, if they 
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cannot readily be resold for a reasonable price, and if the provisions of 
section 64 (4) are not applicable, the seller may offer to deliver the goods 
to the buyer, and, if the buyer refuses to receive them, may notify the 
buyer that the goods are thereafter held by the seller as bailee for the 
buyer. Thereafter the seller may treat the goods as the buyer's and may 
maintain an action for the price. 

Section 64. (Action for Damages for Non-Acceptance of the Goods.) 

(1) Where the buyer wrongfully neglects or refuses to accept and pay 
for the goods, the seller may inaiiitaui an action against hira tor damages 
for non-acceptance. 

(2) The measure of damages is the estimated loss directly and nat- 
urally resulting, in the ordinary course of events, from the buyer's breach 
of contract. 

(3) Where there is an available market for the goods in question, 
the measure of damages is, in the absence of special circumstances, show- 
ing proximate damage of a greater amount, the difference between the 
contract price and the market or current price at the time or times when 
the goods ought to have been accepted, or, if no time was fixed for ac- 
ceptance, then at the time of the refusal to accept. 

(4) If, while labor or expense of material amount are necessary 
on the part of the seller to enable him to fulfill his obligations under the 
contract to sell or the sale, the buyer repudiates the contract or the sale, 
or notifies the seller to proceed no further therewith, the buyer shall be 
liable to the seller for no greater damages then [than] the seller would 
have suffered if he did nothing towards carrying out the contract or the 
sale after receiving notice of the buyer's repudiation or countermand. 
The profit the seller would have made if the contract or the sale had 
been fully performed, shall be considered in estimating such damages. 

Secti<m 65. (When Seller may Rescind Contract or Sale.) Where 
the goods have not been delivered to the buyer, and the buyer has repudi- 
ated the contract to sell or sale, or has manifested his inability to perform 
his obligation thereunder, or has committed a material breach thereof, 
the seller may totally rescind the contract or the sale by giving notice 
of his election so to do to the buyer. 

Remedies of the Buyer. 

Section 66. (Action for Converting or Detaining Ooods.) Where 
the property in the goods has passed to the buyer and the seller wrong- 
fully neglects or refuses to deliver the goods, the buyer may maintain 
any action allowed by law to the owner of goods of similar kind when 
wrongfully converted or withheld. 

Section 67. (Action for Failing to Deliver Goods.) (1) Where the 
property in the goods has not passed to the buyer, and the seller wrong- 
fully neglects or refuses to deliver the goods, the buyer may maintain 
an action against the seller for damages for non-delivery. 

(2) The measure of damages is the loss directly and naturally re- 
sulting in the ordinary course of events, from the seller's breach of con- 
tract. 

(3) Where there is an available market for the goods in question. 
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the measure of damages, in the absence of special circumstances show- 
ing proximate damages of a greater amount, is the difference be- 
tween the contract price and the market or current price of the goods 
at the time or times when they ought to have been delivered, or, if no 
time was fixed, then at the time of the refusal to deliver. 

Section 68. (Specific Performance.) Where the seller has broken, 
a contract to deliver specific or ascertained goods, a court having the 
powers of a court of equity may, if it thinks fit, on the application of 
the buyer, by its judgment or decree direct that the contract shall be 
performed specifically, without giving the seller the option of retaining 
the goods on payment of damages. The judgment or decree may be un- 
conditional, or upon such terms and conditions as to damages, payment 
of the price and otherwise, as to the court may seem just. 

Section 69. (Remedies for Breach of Warranty.) (1) Where there 
is a "breach of warranty by the seller, the buyer may, at his election — 

(a) Accept or keep the goods and set up against the seller, the 
breach of warranty by way of recoupment in diminution or extinction of 
the price; 

(b) Accept or keep the goods and maintain an action against the 

seller for damages for the breach of warranty ; 

« 

(c) Refuse to accept the goods, if the property therein has not 
passed, and maintain an action against the seller for damages for the 
breach of warranty; 

(d) Rescind the contract to sell or the sale and refuse to receive 
the goods, or if the goods have already been received, return thera or 
offer to return them to the seller and recover the price or any part there- 
of which has been paid. 

(2) When the buyer has claimed and been granted a remedy in 
any one of these ways, no other remedy can thereafter be granted. 

(3) Where the goods have been delivered to the buyer, he cannot 
rescind the sale if he knew of the breach of warranty when he accepted 
the goods, or if he fails to notify the seller within a reasonable time of the 
election to rescind; or if he fails to return or to offer to return the goods 
to the seller in substantially as good condition as they were in at the 
time the property was transferred to the buyer. But if deteriforation or 
injury of the goods is due to the breach of warranty, such deterioration 
or injury shall not prevent the buyer from returning or offering to re- 
turn the goods to the seller and rescinding the sale. 

(4) Where the buyer is entitled to rescind the sale and elects to 
do so, the buyer shall cease to be liable for the price upon returning or 
offering to return the goods. Tf the price or any part thereof has al- 
ready been paid, the seller shall be liable to repay so much thereof as 
has been paid, concurrently with the return of the goods, or immediately 
after an offer to return the goods in exchange for repayment of the price. 

(5) Where the buyer is entitled to rescind the sale and elects to do 
so, if the seller refuses to accept an offer of the buyer to return the goods, 
the buyer shall thereafter be deemed to hold the goods as bailee for the 
seller,, hut subject to a lien to secure the repayment of any portion of 
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the price which has been, paid, and with the remedies for the enforce- 
ment of snch lien allowed to an unpaid seller by section 53. 

(6) The measure of damages for breach of warranty is the loss 
directly and naturally resulting, in the ordinary course of events, from 
the breach of warranty. 

(7) In the case of breach of warranty of quality, such loss, in the 
absence of special circumstances showing proximate damage of a greater 
amount, is the difference between the value of the goods at the time of 
delivery to the buyer and the value they would have had if they had 
answered to the warranty. 

Section 70. (Interest and Special Damages.) Nothing in this act 
shall affect the right of the buyer or the seller to recover interest or 
special damages in any case where by law interest or special damages 
may be recoverable, or to recover money paid where the consideration 
for the payment of it has failed. 

PAET VI. 

Interpretation. 

Section 71. (Variation of Implied Obligations.) Where any right, 
duty or liability would arise under a contract to sell or a sale by impli- 
cation of law, it may be negatived or varied by express agreement or by 
the course of dealing between the parties, or by custom, if the custom be 
such as to bind both parties to the contract or the sale. 

Section 72. (Bights may be Enforced by Action.) Where any right, 
duty or liability is declared by this act, it may, unless otherwise by this 
act provi-ded, be enforced by action. 

Section 73. (Bule for Cases not Provided for by this Act.) In any 

ease not provided for in this act, the rules of law and equity, including 
the law merchant, and in particular the rules relating to the law of prin- 
cipal and agent and to the effect of fraud, misrepresentation, duress or 
coercion, mistake, bankruptcy, or other invalidating cause, shall continue 
to apply to contracts to sell and to sales of goods. 

Section 74. (Interpretation ShaU Give Effect to Purpose of Uni- 
formity.) This act shall be so interpreted and construed, as to effectu- 
ate its general purpose to make uniform the laws of those states which 
enact it. 

Section 75. (Provisions not Applicable to Mortgages.) The provis- 
ions of this act relating to contracts to sell and to sales do not apply, un- 
less so stated, to any transaction in the form of a contract to sell or a 
sale which is intended to operate by way of mortgage, pledge, charge or 
other security. 

Section 76. (Definitions.) (1) In this act, unless the context or 
subject matter otherwise requires — 

"Action" includes counterclaim, set-off and suit in equity. 

** Buyer" means a person who buys or agrees to buy goods or any 
legal successor in interest of such person. 
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'^Defendant" includes a plaintiff against whom a right of set-off or 

counterclaim is asserted. 

** Delivery '' means voluntary transfer of possession from one person 
to another. 

*' Divisible contract to sell or sale'' means a contract to sell or a 
sale in which by its terms the price for a portion or portions of the goods 
less than the whole is fixed or ascertainable by computation. 

** Document of title to goods'' includes any bill of lading, dock war- 
rant, warehouse receipt or order for the delivery of goods, or any other 
document used in the ordinary course of business in the sale or transfer 
of goods, as proof of the possession or control of the goods, or authoriz- 
ing or purporting to authorize the possessor of the document to transfer 
or receive, either by indorsement or by delivery, goods represented by 
such document. • 
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Fault'' means wrongful act or default. 
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Fungible goods" means goods of which any unit is from its nature 
or by mercantile usage treated as the equivalent of any other unit. 

** Future goods" means goods to be manufactured or acquired by 
the seller after the making of the contract of sale. 

** Goods" include all chattels personal other than things in action 
and money. The term includes emblements, industrial growing crops, 
and things attached to or forming part of the land which are agreed to 
be severed before sale or under the contract of sale. 

** Order" in sections of this act relating to documents of title means 
an order by indorsement on the document. 

** Person" includes a corporation or partnership or two or more 
persons having a joint or common interest. 

'* Plaintiff " includes defendant asserting a right of set-off or counter- 
claim. 

** Property" means the general property in goods, and not merely a 
special property. 

** Purchaser" includes mortgagee and pledgee. 

** Purchases." includes taking as a mortgagee or as a pledgee. 

** Quality of goods" includes their state or condition. 

**Sale" includes a bargain and sale as well as a sale and delivery. 

''Seller" means a person who sells or agrees to sell goods, or any 
legal successor in the interest of such person. 

** Specific goods" means goods identified and agreed upon at the time 
a contract to sell or a sale is made. 

** Value" is any consideration sufficient to support a simple con- 
tract. An antecedent or pre-existing claim, whether for money or not, 
constitutes value where goods or documents of titles are taken either in 
satisfaction thereof or as security therefor. 
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(2) A thing is done **in good faith'' within the meaning of this act 
when it is in fact done honestly, whether it be done negligently or not. 

(3) A person is insolvent within the meaning of this act who either 
has ceased to pay his debts in the ordinary course of business or cannot 
pay his debts as they become due, whether he has committed an act of 
bankruptcy or not, and whether he is insolvent within the meaning of 
the federal bankruptcy law or not. 

(4) Goods are in a *' deliverable state'' within the meaning of this 
act when they are in such a state that the buyer would, under the con- 
tract, be bound to take delivery of them. 

Section 76a. (Act does not Apply to lixisting Sales or Contracts to 
Sell.) None of the provisions of this act shall apply to any sale, or to 
any contract to sell, made prior to the taking effect of this act. 

Section 76b. (No Repeal of Uniform Warehouse Receipt Act or 
Uniform Bills of Lading Act.) Nothing in this act or in any repealing 
clause thereof shall be construed to repeal or limit any of the provisions 
of the Act to Make Uniform the Law of Warehouse Receipts, or of the 
Act to Make Uniform the Law of Bills of Lading. 

Section 77. (Inconsistent Legislation Repealed.) Section 3752 of 
Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 1910, and all acts or parts of acts incon- 
sistent with this act are hereby repealed except as provided in section 76b. 

Section 78. (Time When the Act Takes Effect.) This act shall take 
effect and be in force from and after its passage. 

Section 79. (Name of Act.) This act may be cited as the Uniform 
Sales Act.

ACCEPTANCE OF TERMS OF FEDERAL VOCATIONAL EDUCATION ACT. 

AN ACT to accept the benefits of an Act passed by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, to provide 
for the promotion of Vocational Education. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming, 

Acceptance. 

Sec. (1). That the State of Wyoming does hereby accept the pro- 
visions of an act of the Congress of the United States of America en- 
titled **An act to provide for the promotion of vocational education; to 
provide for cooperation with the States in the promotion of such educa- 
tion in agriculture and the trades and industries; to provide for co- 
operation with the States in the preparation of teachers of vocational 
subjects; and to appropriate money and regulate its expenditure'', and 
will observe and comply with all the requirements of said act. 
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State Board. 

Sec. (2). That the State Board of Education is hereby designated 
as the State Board for the purposes of the said act and is hereby given 
all necessary power to cooperate with the Federal Board of Vocational 
Education in the administration of the provisions of the act. 

State Treasurer Custodian of Funds. 

See. (8). That the State Treasurer is appointed custodian of funds 
allotted by Federal Act to the State of Wyoming for the promotion of 
vocational education, and he shall provide for the proper custody and 
disbursement of such funds on the requisition of the State Board of Edu- 
cation. 

Appropriation. 

Se(D. (4). That there is hereby appropriated for the purposes of 
this Act from the General fund out of any moneys not otherwise appro- 
priated Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars annually. 

Sec. (5). That all Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. • (6) . This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 100. 

House Bill No. 131. 

CO-OPERATION WITH BUREAU OF ANIMAL INDUSTRY. 

AN ACT authorizing cooperation between the United States department of agri- 
culture, bureau of animal industry, and the state veterinarian of this state 
as regards the eradication, suppression, and control of infectious' and con- 
tagious diseases among live stock. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. Authority for cooperation with U. S. bureau of animal 
industry. The state hereby gives its consent and indicates its willing- 
ness that the bureau of animal industry, of the United States department 
of agriculture and its employes shall come within the state of Wyoming 
for all purposes connected with the importation and exportation of dis- 
eased live stock, excepting sheep and goats, and for all purposes con- 
nected with the eradication, suppression, and control of dangerously in- 
fectious and contagious diseases of live stock, excepting sheep and goats. 
The state veterinarian, by and with the advice of the board of live stock 
commissioners, is hereby authorized to appoint as deputies, all employes 
of the above federal bureau, working within the state of Wyoming as 
above. 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

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CHAPTER 101. 

House Bill No. 203. 

RELATING TO NOTARIES PUBLIC. 

AN ACT to amend and reenact Section 3 563 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming 
1910 in relation to notaries public, and to provide that the secretary of 
state shall certify to the county cleric of each county the name, date of com- 
mission and county of the residence of each notary public. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 3563 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming 
of 1910 be and the same is hereby amended and reenacted to read as 
follows : 

''Section 3563. When any person is appointed or commissioned a 
notary public by the governor, as provided in the preceding section, his 
commission shall be attested by the secretary of the state, under the 
seal thereof, which commission shall be transmitted by^ the secretary to 
the register of deeds of the county in which said appointee resides, who 
shall record the same in a book to be by him kept in his office, for the 
purpose of recording therein all commissions issued by the governor to 
officers in his county. On or before the tenth day of each month the 
secretary of state shall send to each county clerk a certified list of all 
notaries public, notices of whose qualification as notaries, have been 
filed in the office of the secretary of state in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Section 3564 of this Chapter, during the preceding month. 
Such list shall contain the name of each such notary, the place of his 
residence, the date of his commission, and the date of his qualification. 
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Section 2. Within thirty (30) days after the passage of this Act, 
the secretary of state shall certify to the county clerk of each county in 
the state the name and date of commission and county of the residence of 
every notary public in the state whose commissions have not at that 
time expired, and the county clerk of each county shall in the record 
kept for that purpose enter the name and date of commission and county 
of the residence of each notary public so certified. 

Section 3. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

COMPENSATION OF MEMBERS AND SECRETARY OF BOARD OF UVE STOCK 

COMMISSIONERS. 

AN ACT to amend and re>enact Section 2634, Wyoming Compiled Statutes, for 
1910, and Section 2635, Wyoming Compiled Statutes for 1910, as amended 
by Chapter 7, Session Laws of Wyoming for 1913, relating to the compensa- 
tion of the members of the Board of Live Stock Commissioners of Wyoming 
and providing for the salary of the Secretary of said board. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. Section 2634 Wyoming Compiled Statutes for 1910, is 
hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows: ** Section 2634. 
Members of said Board shall receive the sum of six dollars ($6.00) 
per day while actually engaged in the performance of their duties, to- 
gether with their actual expenses. The said Board of Live Stock Com- 
missioners shall pay its expenses out of such sums as may be from time 
to time appropriated therfor [therefor], in the same manner and under 
the same restrictions as other liabilities of the state are paid.'' 

Section 2. Section 2635 Wyoming Compiled Statutes for 1910, as 
amended by Chajpter 7, Session Laws of 1913, be hereby amended and re- 
enacted to read as follows: Section 2635. The Secretary of the Com- 
mission shall receive for his services as such secretary, a yearly salary to 
be fixed by the said commission not to exceed twenty-four hundred dol- 
lars ($2400.00) to be paid to him in twelve monthly installments, out of 
any appropriation made by law for that purpose. 

Section 8. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

UCENSES FOR BILLIARD AND POCH. TABLES AND BOWLING ALLEYS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 2857 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes 
1910, in relation to the licensing of pool and billiard halls. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 2857 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes 
be, and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read .as 
follows : 

"Section 2857. Billiard and Pool Table Licenses. Any person or 
persons owning or keeping a. billiard table, or any table used for pool, 
bagatelle, or any game not prohibited by the laws of this state, and not 
otherwise specially provided for, when such table is not exclusively for 
the private use of the owner and his family, shall be required to pay a 
license of five dollars ($5.00) per quarter year on each such table owned 
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or kept ; and in addition thereto every person operating a billiard or pool 
hall, in which games of pool or billiards are permitted to be played by 
the public generally for hire or other compensation, and when such pool 
or billiard hall is operated outside the limits of an incorporated city or 
town shall be required to pay a license for running such pool or billiard 
hall of five dollars ($5.00) per year, payable in advance, but before any 
license shall be issued to any person, company or corporation to operate 
any such pool or billiard hall situated outside the limits of an incorporat- 
ed city or town, such person shall file in the office of the county clerk 
at least ten days prior to its consideration by the board of county com- 
missioners, a petition or application, which shall accurately describe the 
location where said billiard or pool hall is proposed to be operated, the 
name of the person, company or corporation proposing to operate it, and 
a petition signed by a majority of the qualified resident electors of the 
same voting precinct who reside within two miles of the location of such 
proposed billiard or pool hall, requesting or approving the giving of a 
li<cense to operate such pool or billiard hall. Such petition shall be pre- 
sented to the board of county commissioners at the next regular meeting 
after it is filed with the county clerk ; provided such meeting shall be at 
least ten days after the date of filing the petition and application wi>th 
the county clerk, and at such meeting if the county commissioners find 
that the petition complies with the provisions of this section and that 
the applicant is a reputable person of good moral character, they shall 
forthwith issue such license. That nine or ten pin, or bowling alleys shall 
be governed by the same license, and the same provision herein con- 
tained in all respects as are required of pool or billiard halls situated out- 
side the limits of any incorporated city or town, but as to both pool 
halls and billiard halls and bowling alleys situated within the limits of 
incorporated cities or towns, the board of trustees or city council in each 
case may make such rules and regulations in addition to the licence herein 
provided for as they may in each case see fit, both as to the amount of 
extra license, or as to the methods or regulations in the issuing of the 
same. 

All of the licenses provided for in this section shall be collected in 
the manner provided for the collection of other county licenses. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

APPORTIONMENT OF REPRESENTATION. 

AN ACT fixing state senatorial and representative districts and determining the 
legislative representation thereof. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Each County a District. 

Section 1. Each organized county shall constitute a separate sena- 
torial and a separate representative district for the election of senators 
and representatives.

Ratio for Senators. 

Section 2. Each organized county shall have one senator for every 
seven thousand five hundred inhabitants, and one senator for every frac- 
tion over three thousand one hundred inhabitants in such county, as 
shown by the enumeration of such inhabitants made by the authority of 
the state in the year one thousand nine hundred and fifteen. 

Ratio for Representatives. 

Section 3. Each organized county shall have one representative for 
every two thousand six hundred inhabitants, and one representative for 
every fraction over one thousand three hundred inhabitants in such 
county, as shown by the enumeration of such inhabitants made by the 
authority of the state in the year one thousand nine hundred and fifteen. 

Numbers for Each County. 

Section 4. The senators and representatives are hereby apportioned 
and divided among the several counties as follows : 

Albany county shall have one senator and three representatives ; 
Big Horn county shall have one senator and three representatives ; 
Campbell county shall have one senator and one representative ; 
Carbon county shall have one senator and three representatives ; 
Converse county shall have one senator and one representative ; 
Crook county shall have one senator and two representatives; 
Fremont county shall have one senator and four representatives ; 
Goshen county shall have one senator and two representatives; 
Hot Springs county shall have one senator and one representative ; 
Johnson county shall have one senator and one representative ; 
Laramie county shall have two senators and six representatives; 
Lincoln county shall have two senators and five representatives ; 
Natrona county shall have one senator and two representatives ; 
Niobrara county shall have one senator and one representative ; 
Park county shall have one senator and two representatives; 
Platte county shall have one senator and two representatives ; 
Sheridan county shall have two senators and six representatives ; 
Sweetwater county shall have two senators and four representatives ; 
Uinta county shall have one senator and two representatives ; 
Washakie county shall have one senator and one representative ; 
Weston county shall have one senator and two representatives ; 

Provided, That nothing herein contained shall operate to shorten the 
term of office of any senator heretofore elected, but every such senator 
shall, while remaining in office under said election, continue to represent 
the county for which he was elected, except that every such senator 
elected at the general election in 1916 for the term of four years from a 
district composed of two or more counties shall be deemed and held, dur- 
ing the remainder of his said term, to represent the county in which he 
resides at the time of the passage of this act, if such county be within the 
district from which he was so elected. 

Section 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
^ its passage.

ANNUAL MEETING OF COUNTY ASSESSORS. 

AN ACT to provide for an annual meeting of county assessors and to provide for 
paying the expenses of same by the state. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Who Included. — Purpose. 

Section 1. The chairman of the State Board of Equalization shall 
call a meeting of the county assessors of the state, and all assessors 
elected in even numbered years who have not yet assumed office, but 
not including those who have not been re-elected and whose term expires 
at the end of the even numbered years, to be held at the Capitol in Chey- 
enne, in December of each year, to discuss values of all classes of prop- 
erty in the state and all other matters pertaining to taxation, in order 
that a more uniform valuation of property may be had and to recom- 
mend to the Legislature necessary amendments to the taxation and reve- 
nue laws. 

Chairman and Secretary. 

Section 2. The chairman and secretary of the State Board of Equal- 
ization shall be chairman and secretary of the meetings. In the absence 
of the chairman of the State Board of Equalization any other member of 
the board may act as chairman. 

Expenses. 

Section 3. The assessors shall take receipts for necessary expenses 
incurred in going to and returning from said meetings and also for neces- 
sary expenses while in attendance thereat, and shall make out bills 
against the state with receipts attached and sworn to, which bills, upon 
presentation to the state auditor, shall be allowed and paid the same 
as other bills against the state. 

Section 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 106. 

House Bill No. 69. 

HOURS OF LABOR FOR FEMALE EMPLOYEES. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Sections 1 and 3 of Chapter 45 of the Session 
Laws of Wyoming of 191 5, and to repeal Section 2 of Chapter 45 of the 
Session Laws of Wyoming of 191 5, relating to the hours of labor for female 
employes. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 1 of Chapter 45 of the Session Laws of 
WyominfiT of 1915 be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to 
read as follows: 
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Occupations.r— Hours. 

"Section 1. No female shall be employed or suffered or permitted 
to work in any manufacturing, mechanical, mercantile, printing, baking, 
laundering, canning establishment, hotel, restaurant, theatre or place of 
public amusement, more than sixty (60) hours in any one week, and 
those working seven (7) days a week shall not be permitted to work more 
than ten (10) hours in any one day, and those working not more than 
six (6) days a week shall not be permitted to work more than fifty-two 
(52) hours in any one week, nor more than ten hours in any one day. 
The hours of work may be so arranged as to permit the employment of 
females at any time, provided, that any such female shall not work 
more than the hours provided herein during the twenty four (24) hours 
of any calendar day." 

Section 2. That Section 3 of Chapter 45 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming of 1915, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted to 
read as follows: 

Penalty. 

''Section 3. The employment or suff ranee or :he permitting of any 
female to work for a longer time in any day or in any week than as so 
provided in Section 1 of this Act, shall be deemed a violation of this Act, 
and any person, firm or corporation so violating the provisions hereof, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
or by imprisonment in the county jail for a period of not more than ninety 
(90) days, or by both such fine and imprisonment, provided, each and 
every day's violation of this Act shall constitute a separate offense." 

Section 3. That Section 2 of Chapter 45 of the Session Laws of 
Wyoming of 1915 and all other Acts in conflict herewith are hereby re- 
pealed. 

Section 4. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
March 1, 1917.

CHAPTER 107. 

Senate File No. 48. 

THE STATE MILITIA. 

AN ACT to increase the efficiency of the military forces of the State of Wyoming 
and to comply with the provisions of the national defense act approved by 
the President June 3, 1916, and to repeal Chapter 88, Session Laws 1913, 
^ and Sections 577 and 578, Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. Composition of Militia. The militia of the State of Wyo- 
ming shall consist of all able-bodied male citizens of the United States, 
residents of the State of Wyoming, and all other able-bodied males who 
have or shall have declared their intention to become citizens of the 
United States and residents of the State of Wyoming, who shall be more 
than 18 years of age, except as hereinafter provided, and not more than 
45 years of age, and the State Militia shall be divided into two classes, 
the National Guard and the unorganized militia. 
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Section 2. Composition of National Onard of Wyoming. The Na- 
tional Guard of the State of Wyoming shall qiansist of the regularly en- 
listed militia between the ages of 18 and 45 years, organized, armed, and 
equipped as hereinafter provided, and of commissioned officers between 
the ages of 21 and 64 years. 

Section 3. Exemption from iSUlitia Duty. Officers, judicial and ex- 
ecutive, of the Government of the United States and of the State of Wyo- 
ming; persons in the military or naval service of the United States; 
persons employed by the United States in the transmission of the mail; 
artificers and workmen employed in the armories, arsenals, and navy 
yards of the United States; shall be exempt from militia duty without 
regard to age, and all persons who because of religious belief shall claim 
exemption from military service, if the conscientious holding of such be- 
lief by such person shall be established under such regulations as the 
President shall prescribe, shall be exempted from militia service in a 
combatant capacity; but no person so exempted shall be exempt from 
militia service in any capacity that the President of the United States 
shall declare to be noncombatant. 

Section 4. Organization of the National Guard of Wyoming. The 

organization of the National Guard units except as otherwise specifically 
provided herein, the organization of the National Guard of the State 
of Wyoming, including the composition of all units thereof, shall be the 
same as that which is or may hereafter be prescribed for the Regular 
Army, subject in time of peace to such general exceptions as may be 
authorized by the Secretary of War. And the President of the United 
States may prescribe the particular unit or units, as to branch or arm of 
service, to be maintained in the State of Wyoming. 

Section 6. Maintenance of Other Troops by the State. This state 
shall not maintain troops in time of peace other than as authorized in 
accordance with the organization prescribed under the National Defense 
Act approved June 3, 1916; Provided, That nothing contained in said 
Act shall be construed as limiting the rights of the State of Wyoming in 
the use of the National Guard within its boarders [borders] in time of 
peace; Provided further, That nothing contained in said Act shall pre- 
vent the organization and maintenance of State Police or Constabulary. 

Section 6. Number of Units. The National Guard of Wyoming shall 
consist of such units of Cavalry, Infantry, or Artillery, and such auxiliary 
troops as the President may prescribe, which shall cpnform to such rules 
and regulations regarding the organization, strength and armament as 
the President may ^jrescribe, and such organizations and members of 
such organizations will receive all the benefits accruing under this Act 
and the National Defense Act approved June 3, 1916, under the condi- 
tions set forth in each. 

Section 7. Location of Units. The Governor shall have the right 
to determine and fix the location of the units and headquarters of the 
National Guard in this state; Provided, That no organization in the 
National Guard, members of which shall be entitled to and shall have 
received, compensation under the provisions of the National Defense Act, 
approved June 3, 1916, shall be disbanded without the consent of the 
President of the United States, nor without such consent, shall the com- 
missioned or enlisted strength of any such organization be reduced below 
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the minimum that shall be prescribed therefor by the President of the 
United States. 

Section 8. The Governor and Staff. The Governor shall be the 
Commander-in-chief of the National Guard of Wyoming except when 
called into the service of the United Stgites. The Staff of the Commander- 
in-chief shall consist of; one Adjutant General, who shall be Chief of 
Staff, and in addition thereto, of commissioned officers of the State Ad- 
ministrative Staff, as authorized to be maintained by the Secretary of 
War. 

Section 9. The State Administrative Staff. The State Administra- 
tive Staff shall consist of the Adjutant Generars Department, the In- 
spector General's Department, the Judge Advocate General's Depart- 
ment, the Quartermaster Corps, the Ordnance Department, -and the Medi- 
cal Department. 

Section 10. Staff Departments. The Adjutant General's Depart- 
ment shall consist of the Adjutant General of Wyoming, and one officer 
of the State Administrative Staff of the grade of major as Adjutant. 
The Inspector General's Department shall consist of one officer of the 
State Administrative Staff of the grade of major, as Inspector. The 
Judge Advocate General's Department shall consist of one officer of the 
State Administrative Staff of the grade of major as Judge Advocate. 
The Quartermaster Corps shall consist of two officers of the State Ad- 
ministrative Staff of the grade of major, one of whom shall be Disbursing 
Officer ; two officers of the State Administrative Staff of the grade of 
captain ; five sergeants, 1st class ; five sergeants ; ten privates, 1st class, 
and privates; and two cooks. The Ordnance Department shall consist 
of one officer of the State Administrative Staff of the grade of major; 
one sergeant: one private, 1st class, for each regiment of Infantry; one 
sergeant and two privates, 1st class, for each regiment of Cavalry; two 
sergeants and four privates, 1st class, for each nine batteries of Field 
Artillery. The Medical Department shall consist of one officer of the 
State Administrative Staff of the grade of major, and one officer of the 
grade of captain or 1st lieutenant; one sergeant; four privates, 1st class, 
and privates. The Veterinary Corps shall consist "of one officer, of the 
State Administrative Staff as Assistant Veterinarian ; one first or second 
lieutenant for each three batteries of Field Artillery ; and two officers of 
similar grade for each regiment of Cavalry. Provided however. That the 
organization of the State Administrative Staff shall conform at all times 
to the organization prescribed by the President. 

Section 11. The Adjutant General. The adjutant General shall be 
appointed by the Governor and shall hold office for a term of four (4) 
years, or until his successor is appointed and qualified, unless sooner re- 
moved for misconduct, or in case of vacation of his office by duly accept- 
ed resignation and he shall at the time of his appointment possess the fol- 
lowing qualifications: 

He shall be a citizen of the United States, a resident of the State 
of Wyoming, and shall have served as a commissioned officer for two 
years in the National Guard of Wyoming or of some other state of the 
[Tnion, or in the Regular Array or Marine service or Navy of the United 
States or as volunteer in the United States Army. The Adjutant Gen- 
eral shall be in control of the Military Departments of the state and 
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subordinate only to the Governor in matters pertaining thereto. He shall 
issue and transmit all orders of the Commander-in-chief and make such 
returns and reports as the Secretary of War may direct or from time to 
time prescribe, and shall keep a record of all officers commissioned by 
the Governor and all orders, rules and regulations as prescribed by the 
Secretary of War for the National Guard of the State of Wyoming. He 
shall audit all claims and accounts against the state not otherwise pro- 
vided by law, and shall have charge and carefully preserve the colors, 
flags and military trophies of war belonging to the state, and shall not 
allow the same to be loaned out nor removed from their present place 
of deposit. He shaU furnish all organizations the proper blanks, books, 
and forms as required, and such military instruction books as may be 
prescribed. He shall, on or before the 15th day of December next pre- 
ceding the regular session of the State Legislature, make an account of 
all moneys received and expended, together with a report of such other 
matters of interest as shall be required by the Governor for the preced- 
ing two years, and shall also report at such other times as the Governor 
may require. He shall make out reports, returns, etc., to the War De- 
partment, or to the President of the United States, as may be required 
by law or regulations. He shall be entitled to use the Coat of Arms of 
the State of Wyoming as his seal of office, with the words *' STATE OP 
WYOMING, ADJUTANT GENERAL'S OFFICE.'' The Adjutant Gen- 
eral may be required to give bonds, conditioned on the faithful discharge 
of his official duties, in such sum as the Commander-in-chief may direct. 
The annual compensation of the Adjutant General shall be $1,800.00, and 
shall be paid monthly out of the State Treasury, as the salaries of other 
state officers are paid. 

Section 12. The State Quartermaster. A commissioned officer of 
the State Administrative Staff, of the grade of major, as authorized by 
the Secretary of War, shall be appointed by the Commander-in-chief and 
designated as State Quartermaster, and may also be designated as Prop- 
erty and Disbursing Officer, as provided for such officer in Section 67 
of the National Defense Act approved June 3, 1916, and shall hold office 
four (4) years, unless sooner removed for misconduct by the Commander- 
in-chief. He shall receipt and account for all funds and property be- 
longing to the United States, in possession of the National Guard of Wyo- 
ming, and such property as may be under his care belonging to the State 
of Wyoming, and shall transmit, through the Adjutant General's Office, 
such reports and returns concerning the same as may be required by the 
Secretary of War, and shall also transmit one additional copy of such 
reports and returns for the Adjutant General's offi^ce files. The State 
Quartermaster shall, under the direction of the Adjutant General, provide 
clothing, camp and garrison equipage, ammunition and such other mili- 
tary stores as may be authorized; and shall upon requisitions properly 
approved issue ordnance and ordance stores, clothing, camp and garrison 
equipage, and such other stores as may be necessary to the troops of the 
state. He shall keep in good order and preservation ordnance and ord- 
nance stores, clothing and equipments, camp and garrison equipage, 
which are the property of the State of Wyoming or of the United States 
in his keeping, and not issued to the troops, and shall have control of the 
same, subject to the orders of the Adjutant General, and to the rules and 
regulations of the War Department. He shall, under the direction of the 
Adjutant General dispose to the best advantage of all arms, ammunition, 
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accoutrements and warlike stores of every kind, the property of the 
state that shall be deemed unsuitable for the use of the state, and shall 
pay the proceeds of such sales into the State Treasury to the credit of 
the general fund. He shall make report biennially to the Adjutant Gen- 
eral showing the actual location and disposition of the military stores 
which have been entrusted to his keeping. The annual compensation of 
the State ^Quartermaster shall be $1,500.00, and shall be payable monthly 
from the State Treasury, as the salaries of state officers are paid.' He 
shall, in addition to the bond required by the United States, give a bond 
tor the sum of $2,500.00 to the State of Wyoming, for the proper and 
faithful discharge of his duties. ^ 

Section 13. New Organizations. In order that the National Guard 
of thi«s state may be maintained at such strength as may be required by 
the President, the Commander-in-chief may prescribe such regulations 
as shall be necessary for the mustering-in of new organizations, the re- 
cruitment of the present organizations, and the discharge of enlisted men. 

Section 14. Commissioned Officers. Commissioned officers of the 
National Guard of Wyoming shall be appointed and commissioned by 
the Governor, and such officers shall be selected from the following 
classes, and shall take and subscribe to the oath of office hereinafter 
prescribed: Officers or enlisted men of the National Guard; officers 
on the reserve or unassigned lists of the National Guard ; officers, active 
or retired, and former officers of the United States Army, Navy, and 
Marine Corps ; graduates of the United States Military and Naval Acade- 
mies and graduates of schools [,] colleges and universities where military 
science is taught under the supervision of an officer of the Regular Army, 
and, for the technical branches and staff corps or departments, such 
other civilians as may be especially qualified for duty therein. Commis- 
sioned officers shall hold their positions until they have reached the age 
of 64 years unless retired prior to that time by reason of resignation, 
disability, or for cause to be determined by a court-martial legally con- 
vened for that purpose, and staff officers, including officers of the Pay, 
Inspection, Subsistence, and Medical Departments hereafter appointed 
shall have had previous military experience and shall hold their positions 
until they have reached the age of 64 years, unless retired prior to that 
time by reason of resignation, disability, or for cause to be determined 
by a court-martial legally convened for that purpose, and that vacancies 
among said staff officers shall be filled by appointment from the officers 
of the militia of this state : Provided further. That officers now holding 
commissions in the National Guard of this state shall continue in their 
present positions as provided in this section without issuance of further 
commissions. 

Section 16. Qualifications for Commissioned Officers. All commis- 
sioned officers of the National Guard of Wyoming, before being commis- 
sioned, shall have successfully passed such tests as to their physical, moral 
and professional fitness as the President shall prescribe. The examina- 
tion to determine such qualifications for commissions shall be conducted 
by a board of three commissioned officers appointed by the Secretary of 
War from the Regular Army or from the National Guard, or both. 

Section 16. Federal Oath for National Ouard Officers. Commis- 
sioned officers of the National Guard of Wyoming now jcrving under 
commissions regularly issued shall continue in office as officers of the 
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National Guard of Wyoming without the issuance of new commissions; 
Provided, That they shall have taken and subscribed to the oath 
prescribed in this section. And all commissioned officers hereafter 
appointed shall take and subscribe to the following oath of office: 

**I, , do solemnly swear that I. will 

. support and defend the Constitution of the United States and the con- 
stitution of the State of Wyoming, against all enemies, foreign and do- 
mestic ; that ] will bear true faith and allegiance to the same ; that T will 
obey the orders of the President of the United States and of the Gov- 
ernor of the State of Wyoming ; that I make this obligation freely, with- 
out any mental reservation or purpose of evasion, and that I will well and 

faithfully discharge the duties of the office of of 

the National Guard of the United States and of the State of Wyoming 
upon which I am about to enter, so help me God." 

Section 17. Enlistment Oontrftct. Hereafter all men enlisted for 
service in the National Guard of Wyoming shall sign an enlistment con- 
tract and take and subscribe to the following oath of enlistment: **I do 

hereby acknowledge to have voluntarily enlisted this day of , 

19 , as a soldier in the National Guard of the United States and of the 

State of Wyoming, for the period of three years in service, and three 
years in the reserve, under the condittons prescribed by law, unless soon- 
er discharged by proper authority. And 1 do solemnly swear th%t I will 
bear true faith and allegiance to the United States of America and to 
the State of Wyoming, and that 1 will serve them honestly and faithfully 
against all their enemies whomsoever, and that I will obey the orders of 
the President of the United States and of the Governor of the State of 
Wyoming, and officers appointed over me as according to law, and the 
rules and articles of war.'' 

Section 18. Elimination and Disposition of Officers. At any time 
the moral character, capacity and general fitness for the service of any 
National Guard Officer of this state may be determined by an efficiency 
board of three commissioned officers, senior in grade to the officer whose 
fitness for the service shall be under investigation, and if the findings 
of such board be unfavorable to such officer and be approved by the 
official authorized to appoint such an officer, he shall be discharged. 
Commissions of officers of the National Guard of this state may be va- 
cated upon resignation, absence without leave for three months, upon- 
the recommendation of an efficiency board, or pursuant to sentence of a 
court-martial. Officers of said National Guard rendered surplus by the 
disbandment of their organizations shall be placed in the National Guard 
Reserve. Officers may, upon their own application, be placed in the said 
reserve. 

Section 19. The National Ouard Reserve. Subject to such rules and 
regulations as the President may prescribe, a National Guard Reserve 
shall be organized in this state, and shall consist of such organizations, 
officers and enlisted men as the President may prescribe, or members 
thereof may be assigned as reserves to an active organization of the Na- 
tional Guard of Wyoming; Provided, That members of said reserve, 
when engaged in field training with the active National Guard of Wyo- 
ming, shall receive the same pay and allowances as enlisted men and of- 
ficers of like rank or grade on the active list of the National Guard, when 
likewise engaged. 
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Section 20. Reserve Battalions for Recruit Training. When mem- 
bers of the National Guard of Wyoming and the enlisted reserve thereof 
shall have been brought into the service of the United States in time of 
war, there shall be immediately organized, either from such enlisted re- 
serve or from the unorganized militia, in this state, one reserve battalion 
for each regiment of Infantry or Cavalry, or each nine batteries of Field 
Artillery, brought into the service of the United States, and such reserve 
battalions shall constitute the fourth battalions of any such regiments. 
Reserve battalions shall consist of four companies of such strength as 
may be prescribed by the President of the United States. When the 
members of three or more regiments of the National Guard of Wyoming 
shall have been brought into the service of the United States, the reserve 
battalions of such regiments may be organized into provisional regiments 
and higher units. If for any reason there shall not be enough voluntary 
enlistments to keep the reserve battalions at the prescribed strength, a 
sufficient number of the unorganized militia shall be drafted into the 
service of the United States to maintain each of such battalions at the 
proper strength. As vacanci-es occur from death or other causes in any 
organization in the service of the United States and composed of men 
taken from the National Guard of Wyoming, men shall be transferred 
from the reserve battalions to the organizations in the field so that such 
organizations may be maintained at war strength. Officers for the re- 
serve battalions provided for herein shall be drafted from the National 
Guard reserve or from the Officer's Reserve Corps. Officers and non- 
commissioned officers returned to their home stations because of their 
inability to perform active field service may be assigned to reserve bat- 
talion for duty, and all soldiers invalided home shall be assigned to and 
carried on the rolls of reserve battalions until returned to duty or until 
discharged. 

Section 21. Armament, Equipment and Uniform of the National 
Ouard of Wyoming. The National Guard of Wyoming shall, as far as 
practicable, be uniformed, armed, and equipped with the same types of 
uniforms, arms, and equipments as are, or shall be, provided for the Regu- 
lar Army. 

Section 22. Discipline to Conform to that of Regular Army. The 

discipline (which includes training) of the National Guard of Wyoming 
shall conform, to the system which is now or may be hereafter prescribed 
for the Regular Army, and the training shall be carried out so as to con- 
form to the provisions of the National Defense Act, approved June 3, 1916. 

Section 23. Training of the National Ouard of Wyoming. Each 
company, troop, battery and detachment of the National Guard of this 
State shall assemble for drill and instruction, including indoor target prac- 
tice, not less than forty-eight times each year, and shall, in addition 
thereto, participate in encampments, maneuvers, or other exercises, in- 
cluding outdoor target practice, at least fifteen days in training each 
year, including target practice, unless such company, troop, battery, or 
detachment shall have been excused from participation in any part there- 
of by the Secretary of War; Provided, That credit for an assembly for 
drill or for indoor target practice shall not be given unless the number 
of officers and enlisted men present for duty at such assembly shall equal 
or exceed a minimum to be prescribed by the President, nor unless the 
period of actual military duty and instruction participated in by each 
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officer and enlisted man at each such assembly at which he shall be cred- 
ited as having been present shall be of at least one and one-half hours' 
duration' and the character of training such as may be prescribed by the 
Secretary of War. 

Section 24. The Inspector General. The Inspector General of the 
National Guard of Wyoming, or such other officer as the Commander-in- 
chief shall designate, shall inspect at least once each year, each organiza- 
tion of the National Guard of Wyoming as to their discipline, drill, 
soldierly appearance, arms, uniforms, and general efficiency. He shall 
inspect the armories, arms and accoutrements, camp equipage, and other 
military stores, as often as the Commander-in-chief may direct. He shall, 
after each tour of inspection, and after each encampment, make a report 
to the Commander-in-chief of such matters as are of importance for him 
to know ; and annually, on or before the first day of December, make to 
the Governor a report of his department. 

Section 25. Courts Martial for the National Guard of Wyoming. 

Except in organizations in the service of the United States, a courts- 
martial in the National Guard of Wyoming shall be of three kinds, namely, 
general courts-martial, special caurts-martial, summary courts-martial. 
They shall be coiistituted like, and have cognizance of the same subjects, 
and possess like powers, except as to punishments, as similar courts pro- 
vided for by the laws and regulations of the courts governing the Army 
of the United States, and the proceedings of courts-martial of the Na- 
tional Guard of Wyoming shall follow the forms and modes of procedure 
prescribed for said similar courts. 

Section 26. General Courts Martial. General courts-martial of the 
National Guard of Wyoming when not in the service of the United States 
may be convened by orders of the President of the United States or of 
the Governor of Wyoming, and such courts shall have the power to im- 
pose fines not exceeding $200.00; to sentence to forfeiture of pay and 
allowances ; to a reprimand ; to dismissal or dishonorable discharge from 
the service; to reduction of noncommissioned officers to the ranks; or 
any two or more of such punishments may be combined in the sentence 
imposed by such courts. 

Section 27. Special Courts Martial. In the National Guard of 
Wyoming, when not in service of the United States, the commanding of- 
ficer of each garrison, fort, post, camp, or other place, brigade, regiment, 
detached battalion, or other detached command, may appoint special 
courts-martial for his command; but such special courts-martial may in 
any case be appointed by superior authority when by the latter deemed 
desirable. Special courts-martial shall have the power to try any person 
subject to military law, except commissioned officers, for any crime or 
offense made punishable by the military laws of the United States, and 
such special courts-martial shall have the same powers of punishment as 
do general courts-martial, except that fines imposed by such courts 
shall not exceed $100.00. 

Section 28. Summary Courts. In the National Guard of Wyoming, 
when not in the service of the United States, the commanding officer of 
each garrison, fort[,] post, or other place, regiment or corps, detached bat- 
talion, company, or other detachment of the National Guard may appoint 
for such place or command a summary court to consist of one officer. 
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who shall have power to administer oaths and to try the enlisted men of 
such place or command for breaches of discipline and violations of laws 
governing such organization ; and said court, when satisfied of the guilt 
of such soldier, may impose fines not exceeding $25.00 for any single of- 
fence; may sentence noncommissioned officers to reduction in the ranks; 
may sentence to forfeiture of pay and allowances. The proceedings of 
such court shall be informal and the minutes thereof shall be the same 
as prescribed for summary courts of the Army of the United States. 

Section 29. Sentences of Courts Martial. AH courts-martial of the 
National Guard of Wyoming, when not in the service of the United 
States, including summary courts, shall have power to sentence confine- 
ment in lieu of fines authorized to be imposed ; Provided, That such 
sentences of confinement shall not exceed one day for each dollar of fine 
authorized. 

Section 30. Sentence in Certain Cases to be Approved by the Oov- 
emor. No sentence of dismissal from the service, or sentence of dishon- 
orable discharge, imposed by a National Guard court-martial in this 
state, not in the service of the United States, shall be executed until ap- 
proved by the Governor of Wyoming. . 

Section 31. Subpoenas. In the National Guard of Wyoming, when 
not in the service of the United States, presidents of courts-martial and 
summary courts officers shall have power to issue warrants to arrest ac- 
cused persons and to bring them before the court for trial whenever such 
persons shall have disobeyed an order in writing for the convening au- 
thority to appear before such court, a copy of the charge or charges hav- 
ing been delivered to the accused with such order, and to issue subpoenas 
and subpoenas duces tecum and to enforce by attachment attendance of 
witnesses and the production of books and papers, and to sentence for 
refusal, to be sworn or to answer as provided in actions before civil 
courts. 

Section 32. Procees, How Executed. All processes and sentences of 
said courts shall be executed by the sheriffs of the various counties of 
Wyoming, or their duly appointed deputies, or may be executed by any 
United States marshal or his duly appointed deputy, and it shall be the 
duty of such officers to execute all such processes and sentences and make 
return thereof to the officer issuing or imposing same. 

Section 33. Physical Examination. Every officer and enlisted man 
of the National Guard of Wyoming, before being commissioned or en- 
listed, shall be examined as to his physical fitness, under such regulations 
as the President may prescribe. 

Section 34. Service Compensation. Officers and enlisted men when 
serving under the orders of the Governor, to prevent violations of the 
laws of the state, or to prevent or suppress riot or insurrection or to 
repel or prevent invasion, shall, until such time as other provision is 
made for the payment for services rendered, receive pay out of the gen- 
eral fund of the state at the following rates: all commissioned officers 
shall receive the same pay as is paid to the United States Army officers 
of like grade. First sergeants and other noncommissioned officers of 
equal or higher rank shall be paid the sum of two dollars and forty cents 
per day; sergeants below the rank of 1st sergeant shall receive two dol- 
lars and twenty cents per day ; corporals, two dollars and ten cents per 
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day; and privates two dollars per day. The necessary transportation, 
medical attendance and supplies, quarters and subsistence, shall also be 
provided for them and a reasonable allowance shall be made for animals 
necessarily used. 

Section 35. Compensation During Encampments, Maneuvers, Etc. 

For each twenty-four hours duty during encampment, maneuvers, or other 
exercises, each officer and enlisted man of the National Guard of Wyo- 
ming shall receive, while so engaged in such duties, the same pay and 
subsistence, transportation and travel allowances, as officers and enlisted 
men of corresponding grade and rank of the Regular Army are, or may 
be, entitled to by law, and in addition thereto, each enlisted man shall 
receive one dollar per day. And for each day a troop of Cavalry or bat- 
tery of i^rtillery or mounted detachment, is actually in encampment, ma- 
neuver, or other exercises, or enroute to or from the same, not exceeding 
in all thirty days, for each encampment, maneuver, or other exercises, 
there shall be allowed not to exceed one dollar and fifty cents per day for 
each horse actually and necessarily used, not to exceed one horse for 
each officer and enlisted man: Provided, That all vouchers for trans- 
portation, subsistence, medical attendance (when not rendered by a medi- 
cal officer of the service), supplies and quarters, and for the use of 
horses for the troops, shall be forwarded to the Adjutant General, if to be 
paid for from State funds, and to the United States Disbursing Officer if 
to be paid for from Federal funds. When audited by the Adjutant Gen- 
eral and approved by the Governor, the said vouchers shall be paid from 
the fund appropriated for that purpose : Provided further. That if any 
payment for such encampment, maneuver, or other exercises, or allow- 
ances for horses, authorized to be paid for from Federal funds, no pay- 
ment shall be made from state funds except the one dollar per day ad- 
ditional pay for enlisted men. 

Section 36. Manner of Payment* Payments made from state funds 
under the preceding section, shall be made by the Adjutant General. No 
vouchers for any such payments shall be audited unless certified as cor- 
rect by the proper commanding officer and audited and approved as 
provided for in the preceding section ; pay rolls of companies, troops and 
batteries, and also the Field and Staff officers, noncommissioned officers 
of the Staff, and bands of regiments, shall be furnished and certified to 
by commanding officers of suoh organizations. Payments made from 
Federal funds shall be governed by rules and regulations prescribed by 
the War Department. 

Section 37. Pay of Supply Sergeants. Supply sergeants of com- 
panies, troops, batteries, and similar organizations, or the enlisted men 
performing the duties thereof, shall receive a compensation of $15.00 per 
month, to be payable monthly out of funds appropriated for National 
Guard purposes, upon the presentation of voucher audited by the Adju- 
tant General and approved by the Governor. 

Section 38. Pay of Commanding Officers of Companies, Etc. Com- 
manding officers of companies, troops, batteries, and similar organizations 
shall receive a compensation of $100.00 per annum, payable semi-annually 
out of funds appropriated for National Guard purposes. 

Section 39. Command. The command of any military forces called 
into state service under the provisions of this Act shall devolve upon the 
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senior line officer of such forces, unless otherwise specially ordered by 
the Commander-in-chief. 

Section 40. Judge Advocate. The Judge Advocate is the legal ad- 
visor of the military departments of the State of Wyoming in such mat- 
ters pertaining to the National Guard of Wyoming as may be referred to 
him by the Commander-in-chief. He shall review all the proceedings 
of courts-martial requiring the action of the Commander-in-chief, indors- 
ing thereon his opinion in writing. He shall bring such suits or actions 
as may be ordered in writing by the Commander-in-chief. He shall, on 
or before the first day of December of each year, make his annual report 
to the Commander-in-chief, through the office of the Adjutant General. 

Section 41. State Military Board. The State Military Board shall 
consist of the Adjutant General, the senior line officer in the National 
Guard of Wyoming, and one officer to be designated by the Commander- 
in-chief. It shall prescribe such regulations not inconsistent with law as 
will increase the discipline and efficiency of the National Guard of Wyo- 
ming, and shall make necessary rules and regulations for the control and 
adminifitration of all buildings owned or used by the state for military 
purposes. 

Section 42. Quarters and Stores. . The building and premises of the 
state now assigned to the military departments, and occupied by them, at 
600 East 25th Street, Cheyenne, Wyoming, is hereby temporarily set aside 
as quarters and storehouse for the military departments, under such rules 
and regulations as the Military Board may prescribe. 

Section 43. Armories, Storehouses and Stables. Under such rules 
and regulations as the Military Board may prescribe, buildings for arm- 
ories, storehouses and stables shall be rented from private parties at such 
places as may be necessary for military purposes, and such necessary rent- 
als shall be paid for from money appropriated from time to time for the 
use of the National Guard of Wyoming. 

Section 44. Disposition of Fines. Fines and penalties assessed by 
summary courts shall, when collected, be paid to the Treasurer of the 
organization to which the accused belongs, and all other fines shall, when 
collected, be paid into the Treasury of the proper county, to be placed 
to the credit of the military funds. 

Section 46. Fines of Minors. For a fine or penalty assessed against 
a minor, in case such minor enlisted with the consent of his father, master 
or guardian, the father shall be liable jointly with his son, the master with 
the apprentice, and the guardian with his ward, to the amount of funds in 
his hands belonging to said apprentice or ward. 

Section 46. Cfollection of Fines. All fines shall be assessed in the 
name of the state. All suits for the collection of fines shall be brought in 
the name of the State of Wyoming, for the use of the organization to 
which the accused belongs. When fines or penalties assessed by the 
courts-martial or summary courts are not paid within ten days after the 
sentence is approved by the reviewing officer and returned to the com- 
manding officer of the organization to which the accused belongs, a list 
thereof and of the delinquents shall be placed in the hands of the Justice 
of the Peace within the proper county, who shall thereupon render judg- 
ment against such delinquents separately, together with the costs of suit. 
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without issuing process, and shall issue execution thereon directed to the 
sheriff of the county, who shall collect same, and the money so collected 
shall, after the deduction of costs, be paid over to the justice, who shall 
immediately dispose of the same as herein provided. 

Seotion 47. Delinquents. Whenever any sheriff to whom execution 
shall have been issued as provided in Section 46 of this Act shall fail to 
discover sufficient goods and chattels to satisfy the same, he shall take 
the body of such delinquent and convey him to the county jail of such 
county and shall keep tlie said delinquent closely confined, without bail, 
for one day for any fine or penalty not exceeding one dollar, and one 
additional day for each additional dollar of fine, unless the fine or pen- 
alty, together with the costs, be sooner paid. But no imprisonment shall 
extend beyond the period of six months: Provided, That the prisoner 
may be liberated at any time by order of the officer who ordered the 
court that imposed the said fine or penalty. 

Section 48. United States Service. The National Guard of Wyo- 
ming may be ordered into the service of the United States by the Presi- 
dent of the United States for any purpose for which he is authorized to 
use the National Guard of the United States by the constitution and 
statutes of the United States. . 

Section 49. Insurrection. When an invasion or insurrection in the 
state is made or threatened the Governor shall order the National Guard 
to repel or suppress the same: Provided, That when the emergency is 
great and time will not permit of communication with the Governor, the 
commanding officer of any portion of the National Guard stationed at 
the scene of trouble, may assemble the members of his organization, and 
after taking steps to notify the Governor in the most speedy manner pos- 
sible, take such steps as he may deem necessary. 

Section 60. Riots. When there is, in any town, city or county, a 
tumult, riot, mob, or body of men acting together by force, with attempt 
to commit a felony or to offer violence to persons or property, or by 
force and violence, break and resist the laws of the State of Wyoming, 
or any such tumult, mob or riot is thrt3atened, the fact is made to appear 
to the Governor, he may issue an order to any commanding officer of any 
portion of the National Guard of Wyoming directing him to order his 
command to appear at a time and place designated to suppress such vio- 
lence and to support the law. 

Section 61. Service Order. The officer to whom the order or call 
is directed shall forthwith order the troops therein mentioned to assemble 
at the time and place appointed, and if he neglect or refuse to obey or if 
any officer refuses or neglects to obey any such order issued in pursuance 
of any such order, he shall be tried by a general court-martial and, upon 
conviction thereof, be dismissed from the service, and punished by a fine 
of not more than $100 or imprisonment for not to exceed six months, or 
both, at the discretion of the court-martial; or any person who advises 
or endeavors to persuade an officer or soldier to refuse or neglect to ap- 
pear at such place, or to obey such order, shall, upon conviction thereof, 
by the district court, be imprisoned not to exceed six months, or fined not 
to exceed $1,000, or both, in the discretion of the court. All fines asisessed 
under this section shall be paid to the State Treasurer, for the benefit of 
the general fund. 
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Section 62. Notice of Service Order. When the commandiBg of- 
ficer of any organization of the National Guard of Wyoming orders out 
his command for such duty, he may order the enlisted men to notify the 
men enrolled in such organization to appear at the time and place ap- 
pointed. These men shall give notice of such time and place of meeting 
to each man personally, or by leaving at his usual place of abode a writ- 
ten or printed order, signed by the enlisted man authorized to give such 
notice serving the same, which notice shall be sufficient warning. 

Section 53. Refusal to Serve Notice. Every enlisted man who re- 
fuses or neglects to serve such notice when duly ordered to do so, and 
every enlisted man who, having been served with a notice as provided in 
the preceding section, refuses or neglects to obey the same promptly, 
shall be fined not less than ten nor more than one hundred dollars, in the 
discretion of the court-martial before whom said soldier may be brought. 
AH fines so assessed shall be paid to the State Treasurer for the benefit 
of the general fund. 

Section 54. Muster Bolls. The commanding officer of each com- 
pany, troop, battery and similar organization, shall annually in March, 
furnish the Adjutant General a muster roll of his company, troop, bat- 
tery or similar organization, and shall within ten days after each en- 
campment required by law, make return to the regimental or squadron 
commander, showing the state of his organization with the number en- 
rolled therein, and the condition of all their arms, uniforms, equipments 
and ammunition. The commander of each regiment shall within twenty 
days after each encampment make to the Adjutant General a like return 
of his command. The Adjutant General may order such additional re- 
turns and muster rolls as he may deem expedient. 

Section 55. Report of Military Property. Every officer or other 
person having the custody or control of the military property of, or in 
the possession of the State, or of the United States when issued to the 
state, shall, from time to time, make a return of the same in such form 
and to such departments as the regulations may require. 

Section 56. Publication of Military Laws of the State. The Gov- 
ernor shall from time to time cause such numbers of this act as may be 
deemed necessary to be printed and the same shall be distributed to the 
National Guard by the Adjutant General. 

Section 57. Compensation of Officers at Courts Martial. Officers 
ordered on courts-martial, or witnesses in attendance thereon, shall be en- 
titled to pay under Section 34 of this act, and mileage in going to and 
returning therefrom at ten cents per mile. 

Section 58. Privilege from Arrest. No person belonging to the mil- 
itary forces of this state shall be arrested on any civil process while going 
to, remainioig at, or returning from any place at which he may be required 
to attend military duties. 

Section 50. Unlawful Possession of Military Property. Any person 
who shall purchase, retain or have in custody or possession without right 
any military property belonging to the state, or United States property 
issued to the state and in possession thereof, and shall after proper de- 
mand refuse to deliver the same to any officer entitled to take possession 
thereof, shall be liable to an action in the proper district court for the 
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recovery of such military property and to a penalty of not less than ten 
nor more than one hundred dollars. 

Section 60. Care of Wounded or Sick. Every officer and enlisted 
man of the National Guard of Wyoming, wounded or disabled while in 
active service of the state or who becomes ill by reason of such service, 
shall be taken care of and provided for at the expense of the state until 
he shall have recovered. 

m 

Section 61. Bi^ht of Highwa]rs. The United States troops or forces 
or any portion of the National Guard of Wyoming parading or perform- 
ing any duty according to law, shall have the right of way in any street 
or highway through which they may pass ; Provided, That the carriage 
of the United States mails, the legitmate [legitimate] functions of the 
police, and the progress and operations of fire engines and fire depart- 
ments shall not be interfered with thereby. 

Section 62. . Members of National Ouard Exempt from Poll Tax, Btc. 

All active members of the National Guard of Wyoming shall be exempt 
from road poll tax and school poll tax : Provided, That the commanding 
officer of each company, troop, battery and similar organization shall on 
or before the first day of March in each year deliver to the county as- 
sessor of the proper county a certified list of all the officers and men of 
his command who have been active members of the National Guard of 
Wyoming during the three months immediately preceding said date. And 
every active member of the National Guard of Wyoming shall be exempt 
from performing the duties as a member of a posse comitatus. 

Section 63. Repeal. Chapter 88, Session Laws of 1913, and Sec- 
tions 577 and 578 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, are hereby 
repealed, and all acts and parts of acts in conflict therewith are hereby 
repealed : Provided, That nothing in this act shall be construed as con- 
flicting with any of the provisions of the National Defense Act approved 
June 3, 1916. 

Section 64. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
the date of its passage.

CHAPTER 108. 

House Bill No. 136. 

STATE GAME PRESERVES. 

AN ACT relating to the creation of State Game Preserves, and repealing Section 
2785 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 1910, as amended by Section 
1, of Chapter lOS, Session Laws of Wyoming, l9lS. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. Teton State Oame Preeerve. 

For the better protection of birds and animals and for the establish- 
ment of breeding places therefor, the following area within the State of 
Wyoming is hereby set aside, designated and established as a State Game 
Preserve. 
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All that portion of the State of Wyoming embraced within the fol- 
lowing described boundaries, which area shall constitute and be knows 
[known] as the TETON STATE GAME PRESERVE : Beginning at a point 
on the south boundary line of the Yellowstone National Park where the 
Teton range intersects said line ; thence following southerly along the crest 
of said range to the head of Moran Creek ; thence easterly along said Moran 
Creek to Jackson's Lake; thence ea-sterly along the southern shore of said 
lake to its outlet ; thence down the Snake Rivel: to the mouth of Buffalo 
Fotk; thence up Buffalo Fork in an easterly direction to a point where 
the Government Road crosses said creek; thence to follow said Govern- 
ment Road in an easterly and southerly direction to where the Govern- 
ment Road crosses DuNoir creek ; thence up DuNoir Creek in a northerly 
direction to the east fork of said creek ; thence up the east fork of DuNoir 
Creek to the divide; thence north and west along the crest of the Con- 
tinental Divide to a point directly north of the headwaters of Soda Creek ; 
thence in a southwesterly direction down Soda Creek to the north fork 
of Buffalo Creek ; thence directly north to the Continental Divide ; thence 
along the Continental Divide in a northwesterly direction to where said 
Continental Divide intersects the southern boundary line of the Yellow- 
stone National Park ; thence along the southern boundary line of the Yel- 
lowstone National Park in a westerly direction to the place of beginning. 

Section 2. Shoshone State Game Preserve. 

For the better protection of birds and animals and for the establish- 
ment of breeding places therefor, the following area within the State of 
Wyoming is hereby set aside, designated and established as a State Game 
Preserve. 

All that portion of the State of Wyoming embraced within the fol- 
lowing described boundaries, which area shall constitute and be known as 
the SHOSHONE STATE GAME PRESERVE : Beginning at a point on 
the eastern boundary line of the Yellowstone National Park where Can- 
field Creek intersects said line; thence down said Canfield Creek in a 
northeasterly direction to the North Fork of the Shoshone River; thence 
down the North Fork of the Shoshone River in an easterly direction to 
where said river intersects the eastern boundary line of the Shoshone Na- 
tional Forest; thence following said forest boundary line to where the 
South Fork of the Shoshone River intersects ; thence up the South Fork 
of the Shoshone River to Deer Creek ; thence in a westerly direction along 
Deer Creek to the Absaraka Divide; thence south along the Absaraka 
Divide to Younts Peak ; thence following the crest of the divide between 
the Thorof are and Yellowstone Rivers to Hawks Rest Mountain ; thence in 
a northwesterly direction to the nearest point on Bridger Lake; thence 
around said lake on the south and west sides to the outlet; thence down 
the outlet of Bridger Lake in a westerly direction to the Yellowstone 
River; thence down the Yellowstone River in a northwesterly direction 
to the southern boundary of the Yellowstone National Park; thence fol- 
lowing the southern and eastern boundary lines of the Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park to the place of beginning. 

Section 3. Hoodoo State Oame Preserve. 

For the better protection of birds and animals and for the establish- 
ment of breeding places therefor, the following area within the State of 
Wyoming is hereby set aside, designated and established as a State Game 
Preserve. 
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All that portion of the State of Wyoming embraced within the fol- 
lowing described boundaries, which area shall constitute and be known as 
the HOODOO STATE GAME PRESERVE : Beginning at a point where 
Galena Creek empties into Sunlight Creek ; thence due north to the Wyo- 
ming-Montana boundary line; thence following. said boundary line in a 
westerly direction to the eastern boundary line of the Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park; thence following the eastern boundary line of the Yellowstone 
National Park in a southerly direction to where said line crosses the Ab- 
saraka Divide; thence following said divide in an easterly direction to 
where the Sunlight Trail crosses said divide ; thence following the Sunlight 
Trail in a northeasterly direction to the place of beginning. 

Section 4. Carter Mountain State Game Preserve. 

For the better protection of birds and animals and for the establish- 
ment of breeding places therefor, the following area within the State of 
Wyoming is hereby set aside, designated and established as a State Game 
Preserve. 

All that area of the State of Wyoming embraced within the follow- 
ing described boundaries, which area shall constitute and be known as 
the CARTER MOUNTAIN STATE GAME PRESERVE : Beginning at 
a point on Boulder Creek three miles above its mouth ; thence in a north- 
easterly direction to the boundary line of the Shoshone National Forest; 
thence following said forest boundary line in an easterly and south- 
erly direction to where said line crosses the Grey Bull River; thence up 
the GreybuU River to the mouth of Eleanor Creek; thence up Eleanor 
Creek to the divide ; thence following the divide in a southwesterly direc- 
tion to Needle Mountain, including all of the watershed of Boulder Creek ; 
thence following the divide in a northerly direction to the place of be- 
ginning. 

Section 5. Pope Agie State Game Preserve. 

For the better protection of birds and animals and for the establish- 
ment of breeding places therefor, the following area within the State of 
Wyoming is hereby set aside, designated and established as a State Game 
Preserve. 

All that portion of the State of Wyoming embraced within the fol- 
lowing described boundaries, which area shall constitute and be known as 
the POPO AGIE STATE GAME PRESERVE: Beginning at a point 
where the Little Popo Agie River intersects the east boundary line of the 
Washakie National Forest ; thence following said forest boundary line in 
a southerly direction to the southeast corner thereof; thence following 
south and west along the southern boundary lines of the Washakie and 
Bridger National Forests to the East Fork of Green River; thence north 
along the East Fork of Green River to the northwest comer of the Washa- 
kie National Forest; thence east and south, following the boundary line 
of the Washakie National Forest to the place of beginning. 

Section 6. Big Horn State Game Preserve. 

For the better protection of birds and animals and for the establish- 
ment of breeding places therefor, the following area within the State of 
Wyoming is hereby set aside, designated and established as a State Game 
Preserve. 
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All that portion of the State of Wyoming embraced within the fol- 
lowing described boundaries, which area shall constitute and be known as 
the BIG HORN STATE GAJVIE PRESERVE : Beginning at a point at the 
northwest corner of the Big Horn National Forest where the same inter- 
sects the Montana Boundary line ; thence in a southerly and easterly di- 
rection along the west boundary line of the Big Horn National Forest to 
a point directly west of the east Tensleep Lake ; thence directly east to the 
east Tensleep Lake ; thence in a northeasterly direction to the summit of 
the Big Horn Range of mountains ; thence in a northeasterly direction to 
a point directly opposite the extreme headwaters of Sherd Lake Creek; 
thence down Sherd Lake Creek in an easterly direction to its junction with 
the North Fork of Middle Fork of Clear Creek to the Buffalo Lumber 
Company saw-mill ; thence in a northeasterly direction down the Buffalo 
Road to Hunter Ranger Station; thence in a northwesterly direction up 
the Hunter Creek Road to the Paradise Ranch ; thence due north across 
the center of an open park to the South Fork of Rock Creek ; thence down 
Rock Creek in a northerly and easterly direction to where it intersects 
the east boundary line of the Big Horn National Forest; thence north 
along the east boundary line of the Big Horn National Forest to the 
Penrose-Horton Trail; thence in a westerly and northwesterly direction 
along the Penrose-Horton Trail to the Penrose Ranger Station; thence in 
a northwesterly direction four miles west of the east boundary line of the 
Big Horn National Forest to the Montana line; thence due west to the 
point of beginning. 

Section 7. Days Biver State Game Preserve. 

For the better protection of birds and animals and for the establish- 
ment of breeding places therefor, the following area within the State of 
Wyoming is hereby set aside, designated and established as a State Game 
Preserve. 

All that portion of the State of Wyoming embraced within the fol- 
lowing described boundaries, which area shall constitute and be known as 
the DAYS RIVER STATE GAME PRESERVE : Beginning at the north- 
west corner of the Wyoming National Forest ; thence running in a north- 
easterly direction up the Snake River to the Teton National Forest bound- 
ary line ; thence south and east along the boundary line between the Te- 
ton and Wyoming National Forests to a point directly west of the extreme 
headwaters of the Little John Days River ; thence in a westerly direction 
down the Little John Days River to where it intersects with the John 
Days River; thence down the John Days River to the west boundary line 
of the Wyoming National Forest; thence north along the west boundary 

line of the Wyoming National Forest to the place of beginning. 

• 

Section 9[8]. Wind Biver State Game Preserve. 

For the better protection of birds and animals and for the establish- 
ment of breeding places therefor, the following area within the State of 
Wyoming is hereby set aside, designated and established as a State Game 
Preserve. 

All that portion of the State of Wyoming embraced within the fol- 
lowing described boundaries, which area shall constitute and be known as 
the WIND RIVER STATE GAME PRESERVE : Beginning at the center 
of Section 8, in township 6 north, range 6 east of Wind River Meridian ; 
thence due east to the east boundarv line of the Shoshone Indian Reserva- 
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tion ; thence south along said line one-quarter of a mile ; thence due east 
one-quarter of a mile ; thence due south two miles ; thence due west to the 
east boundary line of the Shoshone Indian Reservation ; thence due south 
one and one-quarter mile; thence due west about one and three-eights 
I eighths] miles to the southeast corner of the southwest (juarter of Section 
29; thence due north one mile and a half to the center of Section 20;

All that portion of the State of Wyoming described as follows, which 
area shall constitute and be known as the CAREYHURST STATE GAME 
PRESERVE : All that portion of Converse County situate in township 33 
north, range 74, 75 and 76 west, together with Sections 7 and 18 of 
township 33 north, range 73 west. 

Section 10. BricUrer State Oame Preserve. 



For the better protection of birds and animals and for the establish- 
ment of breeding places therefor, the following area within the State of 
Wyoming is hereby set aside, designated and established as a State Game 
Preserve. 

All that portion of the State of Wyoming described as follows, which 
area shall constitute and be known as the BRIDGER STATE GAME PRE- 
SERVE : All of that portion of the Bridger National Forest situate in the 
County of Lincoln, State of Wyoming. 

Section 11. Kendall State Oame Preserve. 

For the better protection of birds and animals and for the establish- 
ment of breeding places therefor, the following area within the State of 
Wyoming is hereby set aside, designated and established as a State Game 
Preserve. 

All that portion of the State of Wyoming, embraced within the fol- 
lowing described boundaries, which area shall constitute and be known as 
the KENDALL STATE GAME PRESERVE : Beginning at the northeast 
corner of township 13 north, range 105 west ; thence directly south to the 
state boundary iinp; thence west to the west line of township 12 north, 
range 108 west; thence north to the northwest corner of township 13 
north, range 108 west ; thence east to the point of beginning. 

Section 12. Repeal. 

Section 2785 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 1910, as amended 
by Section 1, of Chapter 105, Session Laws of Wyoming, 1915, is hereby 
repealed. And all Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with this chapter are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 13. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

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CHAPTER 109. 

House Bill No. 106. 

RELATING TO PRISON LABOR. 

AN ACT amending and re-enacting Section 4 of Chapter 61, Session Laws of Wyo- 
ming, 1911, and repealing Section 13 of said Chapter 61. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 4 of Chapter 61, Session Laws of Wyoming, 
1911, be amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Employment of Convicts. 

''Section 4. The said Commission on Prison Labor is hereby author- 
ized and directed, as far as possible, to cause to be manufactured by the 
convicts at the State Penitentiary, such articles including wearing ap- 
parel, as are needed and used therein and also such articles as are re- 
quired by the State, including materials to be used in the erection of 
buildings for the State or for any of its institutions. Said Commission 
on Prison Labor is also hereby authorized to cause to be manufactured 
by the convicts in the State Penitentiary, articles of any kind or class 
whatsoever, and to create and conduct industrial enterprises for such 
purposes, for the employment of said convicts, and to sell and dispose of 
any articles, merchandise or other products so manufactured for prices 
that will be to the best interest of the State. In connection with the 
establishment and conduct of any such industrial enterprises at the State 
Penitentiary, said Commission on Prison Labor is hereby authorized to 
purchase in the open market, all necessary materials used in the manu- 
facturing of products at the State Penitentiary, and to pay for the same 
from time to time out of the fund provided for the support and main- 
tenance of. the State Penitentiary. All articles manufactured at the 
State Penitentiary and not required for use therein, may be furnished 
to the State or for or to any public institution owned or managed and 
controlled by the State, or for use on any roads or highways under the 
direction of the State Highway Commission or the County authorities of 
any county in the State, at and for sach price as shall be fixed and de- 
termined as herein provided, and upon requisition of the proper officials, 
and said Commission on Prison Labor is hereby authorized to sell in the 
open market or in such other manner as shall be deemed advisable, any 
and all such products manufactured by convicts within or without the 
State Penitentiary that are not sold for public use as above provided. All 
moneys received by said Commission on Prison Labor from the sale of any 
and all products manufactured by or through prison labor or any other 
proceeds of convict labor, shall be deposited in the State Treasury to the 
credit of the fund provided for the support and maintenance of the Wyo- 
ming State Penitentiary at Rawlins. Provided however, that no materia,ls 
furnished for the erection of buildings shall be in competition with estab- 
lished local industries. ["] 

Section 2. That Section 13 of said Chapter 61, Session Laws of Wyo- 
ming, 1911, be and the same is hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS FOR IMPROVEMENTS IN CITIES AND TOWNS. 

AN ACT relating to special assessments in cities and towns incorporated under the 
general incorporation law, and amending and re-enacting division fourth of 
Section 1578, Wyoming Compiled Statutes of I9l0, as amended and re- 
enacted by Chapter 130, Session Laws of 19 13. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That division fourth, Section 1578 of Wyoming Compiled 
Statutes of 1910, as amended and re-enacted by Chapter 130, Session Laws 
of 1913, be amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

''Section 1578. Fourth. To lay out, open, widen, extend, make, 
grade or otherwise improve the streets, alleys, sewers, side-walks and 
crossings, and to keep them in repair and to vacate the same, and also 
to levy a special assessment on the lots and parcels of land fronting on 
such street or alley to pay the expenses of such side-walks. But unless 
a majority of the resident owners of the property subject to assessment 
for such side-walk petition the council to make the same, such side-walks 
shall not be made, until three-fourths of all the members of the town 
council shall, by vote, assent to the making of the same. For making and 
repairing side-walks the assessment shall be made on all lots and parcels 
of land abutting on such improvements according to the front foot there- 
of. Assessments made under the provisions of this subdivision shall be 
made and assessed in the following manner: first, such assessment shall 
be made by the council at any meeting, by a resolution fixing the cost of 
the construction or repairs of such work along the lot adjacent thereto, 
as a special assessment thereon, and the amount charged against the 
same, which, with the vote thereon by yeas and nays, shall be spread at 
length upon the minutes. Notice of the time of holding such meeting, 
and the purpose for which it is to be held, shall be published in some 
newspaper published and of general circulation in said town, at least 
ten days before the same shall be held, or in lieu thereof personal service 
may be had upon the persons owning or occupying property to be as- 
sessed; second, all such assessments shall be known as ''Special assess- 
ments for improvements, ' * and with the cost of notice shall be levied and 
collected as a separate tax, in addition to the taxes for general revenue 
purposes, subject to the same penalties and collected* in like manner as 
other town taxes, but such special assessment shall draw interest at one 
per cent per month ; it shall be the duty of the town clerk, on or before 
the last Monday in August of each year to file with the county clerk of 
the county in which said town is situated, the amount of all such special 
levies or assessments, together with a description of the property or piece 
of ground against which such special levy or assessment is made, together 
with any and all other special assessments for sewerage or any other 
purpose that may be now or may hereafter be made by law a lien against 
specific property and which are not otherwise provided by law to be 
collected in some different manner, certified over his official signature 
with the town seal affixed. The board of county commissioners shall 
make levies of such assessments severally against the properties de- 
scribed in said certificate and add the same to the tax list at the time 
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and in the manner provided by law for making tax levies on other city 
property. And any and all such special assessments so certified and 
levied shall be a lien upon the property against which such special as- 
sessment is levied, in the same manner and to the same effect as other 
taies; provided, that the method of collecting the special assessment for 
side-walks authorized by this subdivision shall be applicable only to the 
town councils of towns whose population shall consist of one hundred 
fifty inhabitants or more. For the purpose of laying out, opening, widen- 
ing, extending, grading and otherwise improving the streets, alleys, 
sewers, and crossings, and keeping them in repair, the town council shall 
have the power to require every able-bodied male citizen within the cor- 
poration, over the age of twenty-one years and less than fifty years of 
age, to work or furnish two days' work upon said streets, alleys, sewers 
or crossings, or pay into the city treasury of said town, in lieu thereof, a 
sum not exceeding four dollars. ' ' 

Section 2. That Section 1 of Chapter 85 of the Session Laws erf 1913, 
in so far as it appli-es to special assessments of municipalities, shall not 
apply to towns incorporated under the provisions of Chapter 120, Wyo- 
ming Compiled Statutes of 1910, or any amendments thereof. 

^Section 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 111. 

House Bill No. 152. 

RELATING TO PHYSICIANS AND SURGEONS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section [s] 2865, 2868 and 2870 of the Compiled 
Statutes of Wyoming, l9t0, relating to medical board appointment, term, 
requirements and reciprocity. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. Section 2865 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 1910, 
is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Board of Medical Examiners. — ^Appointment. — ^Term. 

''Section 2866: The Governor, by and with the consent of the Sen- 
ate, shall appoint five regularly licensed physicians of the State of Wyo- 
ming, who shall constitute the State Board of Medi'cal Examiners, and 
who shall hold office for a term of four years. Any vacancy which may 
occur in said Board from any cause shall be filled by appointment by the 
Governor, and the physician so appointed shall hold his office until the 
expiration of the term." 

Section 2. Section 2868 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 1910, 
is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

''Section 2868. Requirements. Every person wishing to practice 
medicine in any of its departments in this state shall possess the qualifi- 
cations required by this chapter. He shall be a graduate from a regularly 
chartered college of the system which he claims to practice. Said college 
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must have been recognized by the examining board of that system in 
the State in which it is located at the time his diploma was issued. He 
shall give evidence of the fact that he is a person of good moral char- 
acter, and that he shall not be the victim of such habits as shall cause 
him to endanger the lives of those entrusted to his care. He shall present 
his diploma to the state board of medical examiners for verification as to 
its genuineness. Said certificate shall consist in the affidavit of the 
holder of the diploma that he is the lawful possessor of the same and that 
he is the person therein named. Such affidavits may be taken before any 
person authori-zed to administer oaths, and the same shall be attested 
under the hand and seal of such officer. He shall appear before the State 
Board of Medical Examiners in person at a time and place appointed, and 
shall pass an examination sufficiently strict to test his qualifications as 
a practitioner. Said examination may be in whole or in part in writing. 
It shall be of an elementary and practical character, and shall be upon 
the following subjects : Anatomy, physiology, chemistry, and toxicology, 
pathology, physical diagnosis, gynecology, the principles of surgery, ob- 
stetrics, hygiene and bacteriology. He shall further be required to pass 
an examination in such branches as are necessary to complete the system 
of which he is a practitioner. If the applicant is a practitioner of any 
school or system not represented in the membership of the Board, the 
Board shall have authority to call a regularly licensed practitioner of that 
system to assist in the examination. The practitioner thus called shall 
receive a compensation of five dollars for each person examined. An 
average grade of seventy-five per cent in all branches of the examination 
shall be required; Provided, That the applicant shall not pass lower 
than sixty per cent in any one branch. Said examination shall be con- 
ducted by and under the supervision of the secretary of the board, with 
such assistance from the other members as shall be agreed upon by them. 
Said examinations shall be held at stated periods to suit the convenience 
of the Board and applicants ; Provided, That not more than four exam- 
inations shall be held in any one year. The president and secretary of 
the State Board of Medical Examiners shall issue certificates to all per- 
sons who successfully pass said examinations, and such certificates, after 
being duly reported as hereinafter provided, shall be deemed licenses 
to practice medicine in all branches in which the applicant has taken 
examination in this State. No application for license to practise medi- 
cine in this State shall be rejected because of adherence to a particular 
school of practise. All persons who are licensed practitioners in this 
state prior to the passage of this Chapter shall be exempt from its re- 
quirements. [*'] 

Section 3. Section 2870 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 1910, 
is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

"Section 2870. Reciprocity. Said, board may, in its discretion, ac- 
cept and register, upon payment of the registration fee, and without ex- 
amination of the applicant, any certificate which shall have been issued 
to him by any examining board of the District of Columbia, or of any 
state or territory of the United States; Provided, however, That the legal 
requirements of such examining board shall have been at the time of is- 
suing such certificate, in no degree or particular less than those of Wyo- 
ing at the time when such certificate shall be presented for registration 
to the board created by this chapter ; and Provided, further. That the pro- 
visions in this section contained shall be held to apply only to such of 
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said examining board as accept and register the certificates granted by 
this board to practitioners of the system represented by the Board with- 
out examination by them of the ones holding such certificates. ['*] 

Section 4. This act shall be in full force and effect from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 112. 

House Bill No. 73. 

REGISTRATION OF STALUONS AND JACKS. 

AN ACT providing for the registration of all stallions and jacks used or advertised 
for public service in this state; and providing penalties for violation of its 
provisions. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. Certificate, Every owner or keeper of any stallion or 
jack in this state, who uses such animal for public service, or who repre- 
sents such animal as being fit for public service, shall procure a certificate 
as hereinafter provided, and keep same or an exact copy thereof posted 
in a conspicuous place within every barn, shed, or building where such 
stallion or jack is kept for service, and shall mention the same in all ad- 
vertisements as hereinafter provided. ' 

Section 9. How to obtain certificate. In order to obtain such cer- 
tificate, there shall be presented to the State Veterinarian, an aflBdavit, 
signed by a qualified veterinarian who is not interested in the buying or 
selling of horses or mules, to the effect that he has personally examined 
such stallion or jack and that to the best of his knowledge and belief 
said stallion or jack is free from any hereditary, infectious, contagious, or 
transmissable disease, or serious defects in general conformation. If 
such stallion or jack is pure-bred ; there shall be presented to the State 
Veterinarian for examination and comparison, a certificate of registration 
of such stallion or jack, issued by a foreign stud book or by any associa- 
tion recognized by the United States Department of Agriculture. 

Section 3. Forms of certificate. The certificates shall be of two 
forms,— one for pure-breds and one for grades. Each certificate shall 
state the name of the animal and give a complete description of same. 
If pure-bred, certificate must show the registered number of the animal 
and name of stud-book or association in which such stallion or jack is 
registered. Each certificate shall bear the name of the importer or 
breeder, the name of the present owner, a description of animal as to 
color and general conformation, the year foaled, and the inspector's 
statement as to whether the animal is sound or unsound. If unsound, 
the certificate shall contain the names of the diseases and weak points 
of the animai. Each certificate shall bear the signature of the veterinar- 
ian making the examination, and the State Veterinarian. 

Section 4. Examination. Fees. Fund. Any graduate veterinarian 
practicing in compliance with the veterinary practice law of this state 
shall be authorized to make examinations of stallions and jacks for ap- 
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plication for certificate as above provided, and such examination shall 
be at the expense of the owner or owners of such animals. For each 
original certificate issued by the State Veterinarian there shall be charged 
a fee of one dollar ($1.00) ; a fee of one dollar ($1.00) each for certificates 
of transfer of ownership j and a fee of fifty (50) cents each for dupli- 
cates. Any certificate or duplicate may be revoked at any time if owner 
is using same in violation of the provisions of this Act, or if same is being 
used by any person or persons other than owner without transfer having 
been made, or if stallion or jack is found to be affected with any con- 
tagious, infectious, or communicable disease, or serious defect in general 
conformation. All money collected by the State Veterinarian in com- 
pliance with the provisions of this Act, shall be turned in to the State 
Treasury to the credit of the ** Stallion Registration Fund'* hereby cre- 
ated, and such fund is hereby appropriated for the use of the State 
Veterinarian in carrying out the provisions of this Act. 

Section 6. Adyertising. No owner or keeper of any stallion or 
jack not of pur^ breeding shall permit the printing, publishing, or circu- 
lating of any bill, poster, card, newspaper advertisement, or other ad- 
vertisement calling attention to said stallion or jack as^a breeder, unless 
the same shall have the words ** Grade Stallion *' or ** Grade Jack" in 48 
point type immediately prece[e]ding the same. 

Section 6. Record. Beport. It shall be the duty of the State 
Veterinarian to see that a correct record is kept of all certificates, and 
the issuance, refusal, or revocation of same. Such record shall be kept 
in the office of the State Veterinarian and all information contained 
therein shall be reported to the Governor on January 1st of each year. 

Section 7. Clerk, Compensation. To assist in carrying out the pro- 
visions of this Act, the State Veterinarian is hereby authorized to employ 
a clerk, who shall receive a salary not to exceed twenty-five dollars 
($25.00) per month, and such salary shall be paid from any available 
contingent or fund under the control of the State Veterinarian. 

Section 8. Transfer. If the owner of a stallion or jack jahall sell, 
exchange, or transfer the same, the State Veterinarian shall upon receiv- 
ing the certificate and all duplicates in force at the time of such sale, 
transfer, or exchange, issue the new owner a certificate of transfer own- 
ership. 

Section 9. Penalty. Any person, persons, firm, association, or cor- 
poration violating any of the provisions of this Act shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not less than 
twenty-five dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, or be imprisoned 
in the county jail not exceeding thirty days, or both such fine and im- 
prisonment, in the discretion of the court. 

Section 10. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

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CHAPTER 113. 

House Bill No. 43. 

THE COMMISSIONER OF LABOR AND STATISTICS. 

AN ACT creating the office of Commissioner of Labor and Statistics, defining tlie 
duties and Powers of such Office, stipulating the salary and compensation 
for Commissioner and clerical assistant; Providing for the Collection and 
publication of Labor Statistics, the Inspection of manufacturing establish- 
ments, workshops, offices, bakeries, laundries, stores, hotels, or other build- 
ings and also safe-guarding the workers or guests therein from the danger 
of fires, improperly protected machinery and exposed openings; making an 
appropriation for the maintenance of such office and prescribing penalties for 
the violation of the provisions of this Act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Office Created. 

Section 1. There is hereby created the offi-ce of doramissioner of 
Labor and Statistics, whose powers and dnties shall be as hereinafter 
provided. ' 

Appointment. — ^Term. 

Section 2. The Governor shall within thirty days after the passage 
of this Act appoint a (Commissioner of Labor and Statistics whose term 
shall be four years and until his successor is appointed and qualified. 
Provided that no person shall be appointed as State Commissioner of 
Labor, who shall have been an official in any Labor Organization at 
any time during a period of six months prior to such appointment. In 
case of a vacancy in the office caused by death, resignation or incapacity 
to act the Governor shall fill such vacancy bv an appointment for the un- 
expired term. 

Office in State Capitol. 

Section 3. The Commissioner of Labor and Statistics shall be fur- 
nished wifh office room in the ("apitol Building in the State Capitol in 
which he shall maintain his office and records. 

Enforcement of Labor Laws. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the Commissioner of Labor and 
Statistics to enforce all laws enacted by the Legislature of Wyoming, 
relating to labor and to the health, welfare, life and limb of the workers 
of this State ; to make an inspection of the industrial establishments and 
buildings hereinafter provided for, and to report bi-ennially to the Gov- 
ernor his findings, together with any recommendations thereon that he 
may consider as being helpful. 

CoUection of Statistics. 

Section 5. The Commissioner of Labor shall collect, classify, have 
printed and submit to the Governor in the bi^ennial report of the Com- 
missioner of Labor and Statistics, as hereinafter provided, the following 
statistics touching the industrial life of the State, to-wit: the hours of 
labor and number of sex engaged in manual labor, the aggregate and 
average daily wages classified by sex and occupation; the number and 
character of accidents, the working conditions of all industrial establish- 
ments (including manufacturing establishments, hotels, stores, workshops, 
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theaters, halls and other places where labor is employed), and such other 
information relating to industrial, economic, social, educational, moral and 
sanitary conditions of the working class, as the Commissioner may deem 
needful to protect the work of his office; and such [Commissioner] shall 
also gather all available statistics from similar departments in other 
states as may by him be deemed advisable. 

Doors to Open Outward. 

Section 6. All doors leading into or to any manufacturing establish- 
ments, mills, workshops, offices, bakeries, laundries, stores, hotels, the- 
aters, halls, or other buildings in whi-ch people are employed, shall be so 
constructed as to open outward, when practi^cable, and shall not be locked, 
bolted or fastened so as to prevent free egress during working hours. 
Proper and substantial handrails shall be provided on all stairways in 
manufacturing establishments, mills, workshops, offices, bakeries, laun- 
dries, stores, hotels, theaters, halls, and other buildings where people 
are employed or rooms are rented to the public. And he shall have au- 
thority to enforce by due process of law, the provisions of this Section, 
and other laws relating to fire escapes. 



Safety 

Section 7. The openings of all hoistways, hatchways, elevators, well- 
holes and stairways in manufacturing establishinents, mills, workshops, 
bakeries, laundries, stores, hotels, theaters, halls, or any other kind of 
establishment where labor is employed, or machinery used, shall be pro- 
tected by trap-doors, hatches, fences, automatic gates or other safe- 
guards, and all due diligence shall be used to keep all such means of pro- 
tection closed, except when it is necessary to have the same open for use 
when practicable. All machinery, in use in any mercantile, manufactur- 
ing, or any other establishment whatsoever where labor is employed, 
shall be equipped, with proper shifters for throwing on or off pulleys, 
loose-pulleys and other such safe-guards as may be deemed necessary 
by the Commissioner of Labor for the proper safe-guard of life and limb. 

Manufacturixig Establishment Defined. Person Defined. 

Section 8. Manufacturing estabUshments, as those words are used 
in this Act, shall mean and include all smelters, oil refineries, cement 
works, mills of every kind, machine and repair shops, and in addition to 
the foregoing, any other kind or character of manufacturing establish- 
ment, of any nature or description whatsoever, whprein any natural prod- 
uct or other articles or materials of any kind, in a raw or unfinished or 
incomplete state or condition, are converted into a new or improved or 
different form. Where ever [wherever] the expression occurs in this 
Act in substantially the following words: ** Every person owning or op- 
erating any manufacturing establishment [*'], or where language similar 
to that is used, the word ** person" in that connection shall be held and 
construed to mean any person or persons, partnership, corporation, re- 
ceiver, trust, trustee, or any other person or combination of persons, either 
natural or artificial, by whatever name he or they may be called. 

Oommissioner May Bnt«r. 

Section 9. The Commissioner of Labor shall have power to enter 
any manufacturing establishment, mill, workshop, office, bakery, laun- 
dry, store, hotel, theater, hall, or any public or private works where labor 
is employed, rooms are rented to the public, or machinery t« used, for the 
purpose of enforcing the proviRions of this Act. 
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May Examine Witnesses. 

Section 10. The Commissioner of Labor shall have the power to ad- 
minister oaths, to examine witnesses under oath, to compel the attend- 
ance of witnesses, and the giving of testimony in any part of this State. 
Witnesses may be summoned by the Commissioner in process issued in 
same manner as in District Court; provided, that no witness shall be 
compelled to go outside of the county in which he or she resides to testify. 

Duty of County and Prosecuting: Attorney. 

Section 11. The County and Prosecuting Attorney of any county 
in this State shall, upon complaint on oath, of the Commissioner of Labor, 
prosecute to termination before any court of competent jurisdiction, in 
the name of the State of Wyoming, actions or proceedings against any 
person or persons charged with violation of any of the provisions of this 
Act, or any of the laws of this State enacted for the protection of em- 
ployees. 

Biennial Report. 

Section 12. On or before the first day of December, 1918, and bi- 
ennially thereafter, the Commissioner of Labor shall make a complete 
report to the Governor in writing, which report shall cover statistics 
gathered in this state, the conditions discovered by his inspections of 
industrial establishments in this State, relating particularly to industrial 
or working conditions, and the economic, social, educational, moral, and 
sanitary conditions of the workers therein; the efforts made to enforce 
the laws as comprehended by this Act; together with such recommenda- 
tions as he shall deem advisable as relating to the welfare of the working 
people of the State, and to the efficiency of his office. 

Oath of Office. 

Section 13. The Commissioner of Labor, before entering upon the 
duties of his office, shall take the oath of office prescribed by law, and 
shall enter into a bond, with sufficient sureties to the State of Wj^oraing, 
in the sum of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) dollars, conditioned for the faith- 
ful performance and discharge of the duties of his office. 

Salary. — ^Assistant. 

Section 14. The salary of the Commissioner of Labor shall be Two 
Thousand ($2,000.00) dollars per annum, such compensation to be audited 
and paid in the san^e manner as the salaries of other. State officers. The 
Commissioner may employ a clerical assistant when necessary who shall 
be paid at the rate of twelve hundred ($1,200.00) dollars per annum, such 
compensation to be audited and paid monthly as other State salaries 
are paid. 

Contingent Fund. 

Section 16. In addition to the salary provided for in the preceding 
section, the Commissioner of Labor shall be allowed for other expenses of 
his office the sum of One Thousand eight hundred ($1,800.00) dollars per 
annum ; all such compensation for expenses shall be audited and paid in 
the same manner as the expenses of other State officers; provided, said 
Commissioner shall have printed not more than one thousand five hun- 
dred copies of his bi-ennial report for the use of his office and general 
distribution; also such printed matter and supplies as may be necessary 
for the conduct of his office, and the expenses thereof shall be audited 
in the same manner as other State printing and supplies. 
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Violations. — ^Penalty. 

Section 16* Aiiy person who violates or omits to comply with any 
of the provisions of this Act, or any of the lawful orders of the Com- 
missioner of Labor shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than one hun- 
dred dollars ($100.00), or by imprisonment in the county jail not to ex- 
ceed ninety (90) days or both such fine and imprisonment, in the discre- 
tion of the Court. 

Mines and Railroads Excepted. 

Section 17. Providing nothing herein contained shall be construed 
to be applicable to coal and metalliferous mines and workshops connected 
therewith as such mines and workshops are by law placed under the 
jurisdiction of State Coal Mine Inspectors or of the State Geologist, nor 
shall anything herein be construed to apply to railroads engaged in inter- 
state commerce or workshops connected therewith, the same being under 
federal jurisdiction. 

Section 18. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict herewith are here- 
by repealed. 

Section 19. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 114.

RELATING TO ABANDONED WATER RIGHTS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 6 of Chapter 106, Session Laws of 1913. 
Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 6 of Chapter 106 of the Session Laws of 
1913 be, and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted t^ read as fol- 
lows: 

'' Section 6. Whenever the board has declared any water right 
abandoned, either in whole or in part, as provided in this chapter*, it shall 
eaijise within sixty days thereafter a certified copy of such declaration or 
decision to be filed in the office of the clerk of the district court of the 
county within which such right is situated, and if such right be in more 
than one county, then in the office of the clerk of court of either of the 
.counties in which said right is situated. It shall thereupon cause to be 
issued out of such court, a notice or summons directed to the owner or 
owners of such right so declared abandoned, which said summons shall 
contain a statement that the board has rendered the decision filed, stat- 
ing the substance of said decision, and that it has filed the same in the 
office of the clerk of court of said county and directing that the»owner or 
owners mentioned in said summons shall file any objections he may have 
in said court within the time in which he would have had to answer in 
ease of summons in civil action. Any such person desiring to object in 
any way to such decision of the board of control shall file, within the 
time within which he is required to answer, his objections to such decis- 
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ion. Summons or notices herein mentioned shall be served and go^tmed 
by the rules of summons in civil actions in said court. If no objections are 
filed to such decision of the board of control within the time provided 
for answer or objection, the judge of the district court may at any time 
tJhereafter, enter a judgment or order affirming in all respects, the decis- 
ion of the board of control in regard to the abandonments of such water 
rights, and in such case the board of control shall pay the costs; but if 
objection be filed, the board of control shall become the plaintiff in such 
action and the objector or objectors, the defendant or defendants, and 
the issue tried shall be whether or not such water rights have in fact been 
abandoned, and the court may order such pleadings made up or filed as 
may be necessary in the case. Any other person interested may be madje 
a party, upon application, in the same manner in which persons may in- 
tervene in other actions. The attorney general of the state shall appear 
on behalf of the board of control in any such litigation, and the ca^e shall 
be tried and determined in all respects by the rules governing civil ac- 
tions in such courts, in so far as such rules may be applicable and appeals 
may be had as in other civil actions to the supreme court of the state. ' ' 

Seotion 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL AME34DMENT.— DISTRICT JUDGE IN 

SUPREME COURT. 

AN ACT to submit to the qualified voters of the State of Wyoming an amendment 
to the Constitution of the State of Wyoming in relation to calling in District 
Judges to sit in the Supreme Court. 

Be It Emicted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. There shall be submitted to the qualified electors of the 
State of Wyoming at the next general election, for their approval or re- 
jection, a proposition to amend Section 6 of Article V. of the Constitution, 
to read as hereinafter set forth. When ratified by a majority of the elec- 
tors voting at said election, the said amendment shall be valid as a part 
of the Constitution. Said amendment will cause said section to read as 
follows : 

"Section 6. In case a Justice of the Supreme Court shall for any 
reason be unable to sit in any cause in said Court, the presiding Justice 
of said Court shall call one of the District Judges to sit as a member of 
said Court on the hearing of said cause." 

Section 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

L That Section 9 of Chapter S3 of the Session Laws ol 



1913 be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows : 

^ ''SeottOB 9. The discipline to be observed in said institute shall be 
reformatory, and the State Board of Charities and Reform shall have 
power to use such means of reformation consistent with the improvement 
of the inmates, as they may deem expedient. Inmates of such institute 
may be employed in agriculture, horticulture, or mechanical labor, as a 
means of their support and reformation, and the board is hereby author- 
ized in its expenditures to provide and install such machinery and 
mechanical appliances as may be required for these purposes. All artieles 
manufactured or produced, or all agricultural products grown by or 
through the labor of inmates of such institute not required for use by said 
institute, may be furnished to the state or for or to any public institution 
owned, managed or controlled by the state, or for use on any roads or 
highways under the direction of the State Highwa3~ Commission^ or the 
county authorities of any county in the state, at and for such price or 
prices as shall be fixed and determined, as herein provided, upon requisi- 
tion of the proper officials, and the State Board of Charities and Bef orm 
is hereby authorized to sell in the open market or in such other manner 
as shall be deemed advisable, any or all such products grown or produced 
by inmates within or without said industrial institute that are not sold 
for public use as above provided. All moneys received by said Board of 
Charities and Reform from the sale of any or all products manufactured, 
produced or grown by and through the labor of inmates of said industrial 
institute shall be deposited in the state treasury and credited to the fund 
provided for the support and maintenance of the Wyoming Industrial 
Institute at or near the town of Worland." 

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

Sectian 1. That Section 4101 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 
1910, be amended and re-enacted to read as follows:

''Section 4101. Hereafter, when any number of persons associate 
themselves together, for the purpose of forming an insurance, surety or 
guaranty company, they shall publish a notice of such intention, once 
in each week, for four. successive weeks in some public newspaper in the 
county in which such insurance, surety or guaranty company is proposed 
to be located, and they shall also make a certificate under their hand, 
specifying the name assumed by such company and by which it shall 
be known, the object for which said company shall be formed, the amount 
of its capital stock, and the place where the principal ofSce of said com- 
pany shall be located, which certificate shall be acknowledged before and 
certified by some notary public or clerk of court of record, and forwarded 
to the state insurance commissioner, who shall submit the same to the 
attorney general for examination, and if it shall be found by the attorney 
general to be in accordance with the provisions of this chapter, and not 
in conflict with the constitutions and laws of the United States and this 
state, he shall make certificate of the facts and return it to the insurance 
commissioner, who shall reject the name or title applied for by any com- 
pany when he shall deem the same too similar to any one already ap- 
propriated by any other company, or likely to mislead the public." 

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

SURVEYORS AND ENGINEERS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 874 Chapter 69 of the Wyoming Compiled 
Statutes 1910, providing for the licensing of surveyors and engineers, re- 
quiring them to furnish bond, authorizing them to administer oaths, and 
providing penalty for those practicing without a license. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 



Who Included. — Classes. — Board of Examiniiig 

Section 1. All engineers and surveyors who shall hereafter perform 
surveying or engineering work, or be engaged in the general practice of 
surveying or engineering, relating to the preparation of applications for 
permits for the use of water, or otherwise relative to the use of water, 
or for design or construction of water supply or sewer systems, or any 
municipal work for towns or cities, or for the survey of property lines 
or subdivision of lands, shall satisfy a board to be known as The Board 
of Examining Engineers, who shall consist of the state engineer and two 
engineers of thorough training and experience, to be appointed by the 
Governor and serve without compensation, that they belong to one of the 
following classes : 

Surveyor. (Examination plane and topographic surveying, and 
simple hydraulics.) 

Junior Engineer. (Examination plane and topographic surveying, 
hydraulics, design of irrigation works, and highway construction.) 
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Senior Engineer. (Examination plane and topographic surveying, 
hydrauiii^, design of irrigation works, highway construction and irriga- 
tion law.) 

Examination and Investigation of Applicants. Fee. 

Section 2. The board of examining engineers shall satisfy itself by 
conducting examinations, and by investigations of the record, training and 
experience of those who may desire to qualify. In case the Board is 
satisfied with the standing of any applicant, it shall issue a license, upon 
the filing of a proper bond as provided by this act, and upon the payment 
of a fee of five dollars ($5.00), which shall be applied to cover the ex- 
penses of the board. Said license shall be signed by the president of the 
board, and attested by the secretary under his seal. The board of exam- 
ining engineers shall in all cases make inquiry relative to the moral 
character of every applicant for a license and no license shall be issued 
to any applicant who is incompetent, dishonest, intemperate, or addicted 
to any habit which would, in the judgment of the board, render him an 
unsafe employee of any citizen, corporation, or association of the state. 
Any engineer or surveyor who may qualify under one of the classes 
specified herein, who shall indicate by the character of the work he 
performs that he is not capable of carrying on such work as set forth 
in his license, or who becomes morally unfit to practice under any class, 
may be disqualified and his license revoked by the board of examining 
engineers. The state engineer shall refuse to accept any and all work 
of those who do not avail themselves of the benefits of this section. 

Public Work by Licensed Engineer. 

Section 3. All surveying and engineering work done under the 
authority of the state, or any county, town, city or village within the 
state, must be performed by a licensed engineer. No city or town engi- 
neer, nor county surveyor or engineer, or employee of the State of Wyo- 
ming shall be eligible for appointment, or reappointment, election or re- 
election, until he secures a license under the provisions of this act. 

Work Permitted Glasses of Engineers. 

Section 4. The holder of a surveyor's license is hereby permitted 
to do only the following classes of work : — Land surveying and laying out 
and applying for irrigation works for the reclamation of not more than 
one thousand (1000) acres, or reservoirs where the depth of water to be 
stored is not more than ten (10) feet. The holder of a junior engineer's 
license is hereby permitted to do all classes of engineering work. The 
holder of a senior engineer's license is hereby permitted to do all classes 
of engineering work, and his license shall indicate also that he has a 
knowledge of irrigation law. 

May Administer Oaths. 

Section 5. Every licensed junior engineer and senior engineer is 
hereby authorized to administer and certify oaths for applications for 
the use of water, or when it becomes necessary to take testimony to 
identify or establish old or lost corners, or to perpetuate a comer that 
is in a perishable condition, or whenever the importance of the survey 
makes it desirable, and to admiiilster oaths to assistants for the faithful 
performance of duty, and on such oaths shall use an impression seal of a 
form prescribed by the Board of examining engineers, giving his name, 
place of residence, and license number. 
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Bond. 

SecUon 6. Before issuing a license, the board of examining engineers 
shall require the applicant to furnish a satisfactory surety bond, in the 
penal sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00), to insure the faithful per- 
formance of any and all duties for which the engineer may be employed, 
and the proper distribution of any moneys with which he may be en- 
trusted; provided that the holder of the license shall not be held liable 
in cases where extraordinary conditions in the field make it impossible 
to guarantee accurate work. The board may waive the requirements of 
the bond only in the case of engineers already under an equal or higher 
bond. Each lieense shall be in force, and its holder shall enjoy its privi- 
leges only as long as his surety bond shall remain in good standing, and 
the board shall cancel or revoke any license upon expiration of the bond. 

New Licenses to Present License Holders. 

Section 7. On or before May 1, 1917, the board shall issue senior en- 
gineer's licenses to all personis now holding licenses in the fifth grade, and 
shall issue junior engineer's licenses to all persons now holding licenses 
in the fourth grade, and shall issue surveyor's licenses to all persons now 
holding licenses in the second and third grades, upon the payment of 
fees to cover only the actual cost of issuing such licenses, and upon the 
filing of bonds as provided in this act. 

Penalty for Practicing Without License. 

Section 8. Any person who shall practice, or attempt to practice for 
hire, or set himself out to practice for hire, any form of surveying or engi- 
neering mentioned in this act, or any person who shall buy, sell, or fraud- 
ently obtain any license, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon convietion thereof, shall be fined not more than two hundred dol- 
lars ($200.00), or be imprisoned in the county jail for not more than 
six (6) months or both, in the discretion of the court. 

Section 9. All acts, or parts of acts in conflict herewith, are hereby 
repealed. 

Section 10. This act shall take effect, and be in force, from and after 
its passage.

UMITATION ON TIME OF COMPLETING IRRIGATION W<HUL 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 732, Chapter 58, Wyoming^ Compiled Stat- 
utes, 1910, relating to the limitation on time for completing work under 
water-right permits. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of W^omifig. 

Section 1. That Section 732 of Chapter 58, Wyoming Compiled 
Statutes 1910, be amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

''Section 732. In his endorsement of approval on any application, 
tiie State Engineer shall require that actual construction work shall begin 
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within one year from the date of such approval; that the eonstmctioa 
of any proposed irrigation work shall be completed within a period of 
five years from the date of such approval ; and that final proof of bene- 
ficial use of water must be submitted within two years after the expira- 
tion of the time allowed by the State Engineer for such beneficial use. 
The State Engineer may limit the applicant to a less period of time, 
for the completion of work and for completing the application of water 
to beneficial use than is set forth in the application. He shall have au- 
thority for good cause shown, to extend the time within which irrigation 
or other works shall be completed, and likewise the time for completing 
the application of water to beneficial use, under any permit therefor 
issued by said State Engineer. Failure of any applicant to complete the 
proposed work, or the beneficial use of water, within the time allowed 
by the State Engineer, or to secure an extension of time prior to the 
expiration of the time allowed, or to submit final proof of beneficial use 
of water within two years after the expiration of the time allowed for 
such beneficial use, shall in each case, constitute a forfeiture of the water 
right involved. This act shall also apply to all rights to the use of water 
heretofore granted by permits issued by the State Engineerj provided 
that where the time allowed in such permits for completing the beneficial 
use of water, has already expired, the time within which final proof of 
such beneficial use must be made, shall be two years from and after the 
passage of this act, and the State Engineer shall and is hereby required to 
advertise in some paper of general circulation within the county wherein 
the said water right is situated, the fact that the time allowed in the 
permit within which the water shall have been applied to beneficial use, 
has expired, and the date when time for making proof thereof will expire; 
said advertisement to be published every six months during the two year 
period provided for herein, each advertisement to be in three successive 
issues of some w^eekly paper.'* 

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

OHAPTEB 120. 

House Bill No. 209. 

THE STATE DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION. 

AN ACT to establish a State Department of Education. 

Be It Enacted "by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming. 

Oeneral Supervision and Control. 
State System. 

1. The general supervision of public schools shall be entrusted to a 
State Department of education at the head of which shall be a State 
Board of Education which shall administer the State systeih according 
to law for the best interests of the people and of the State, making such 
rules and regulations as may be necessary for the proper and effective 
administration of the same. The Cohimissioner of Education shall be the 
executive officer of the board with powers and duties to be defined by 
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law. Provided ; that nothing in this Act or any Chapter thereof shall be 
construed to limit or contravene the functions and powers of the Board of 
Trustees of the University of Wyoming as hitherto established by law in 
conformity with the Constitution of the State of Wyoming and the laws 
of the United States. 

County. 

2. Educational matters affecting the county shall be under the su- 
pervision of a county superintendent of schools. 

District. 

3. Educational matters affecting a school district shall be under 
the care of a district board of school trustees. 

State Board of Education. 

Appointment. — Terms. — Qualifications. — ^Meetings. 

4. The State Board of Education shall be composed of seven mem- 
bers at least three of whom shall be persons actively engaged in educa- 
tional work. The State Superintendent of Public Instruction shall be ex 
officio a member of such board and shall have the right to vote. The other 
six members of said board shall be appointed from among the citizens of 
the State in such a manner that the different parts of the State shall be 
represented, and not more than four members of such board shall be 
from one political party, and the members shall hold office from the 
first of May succeeding their appointment for a term of six years, pro- 
vided that the length of term of the first regular appointees under this 
section shall be as follows: two members shall be appointed for two 
years, two for four years, two for six years, but thereafter the term of 
each member shall be six years. They shall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor and confirmed by the Senate and shall be appointed solely because 
of character and fitness. All members of the board shall be persons of 
mature years, known for their integrity, culture, public spirit, business 
ability, «ftad interest in public education. Vacancies shall be filled by the 
Governor and shall be for the unexpired term. All members shall be 
eligible to reappointment unless otherwise disqualified by provisions of 
this act. Members of the board may be removed by the Governor for 
immorality, misconduct, neglect of duty, or incompetence, but they shall 
be given at least 30 days notice in writing containing a complete state- 
ment of the charges and shall be given the opportunity of being heard in 
their own defense in person or by counsel. The board shall meet semi- 
annually on the second Monday in May and November. The first meeting 
of each year shall be for the purpose of organization, at which a chair- 
man shall be elected, but the Commissioner of Education shall act as sec- 
retary. Special meetings may be held as often as the duties of the board 
require and the board shall meet at the call of the Governor, or the Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction or the Commissioner of Education 
whenever in the opinion of these officials an emergency exists, and the 
chairman shall call meetings on the written request of four members. 

Expenses. — ^Appoint Commissioner. 

5. Members of the State Board of Education shall receive no salary 
but shall receive traveling and other necessary expenses incurred in the 
performance of their duties. The Commissioner of Education shall be 
appointed by the Board and shall be its executive officer. 
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He shall attend all meetings of the board and its committees, and 
shall have the right to advise on any question, but shall have no vote. 

Prescribe Policies. 

6. The State Board of Education shall prescribe policies of educa- 
tional administration throughout the State, and shall recommend rules 
and regulations for the administration of the public school system. For 
the purpose of enforcing the school laws, the board may institute legal 
proceedings in the name of the State of Wyoming. 

Oeneral Supervision. 

7. The State Board of Education shall exercise through the Com- 
missioner of Education and his assistants, general control^ and supervis- 
ion over the public schools and the educational interests of the State. 
They shall consult with and advise through their executive officer, boards 
of education, county and city superintendents and supervisors, principals, 
teachers, and other school officers and citizens, and seek in every way to 
develop public sentiment in support of progressive education. 

Course of Study. 

8. The State Board of Education shall prescribe, with and on the 
advice of The Commissioner of Education standards regulating the gen- 
eral course of study for the elementary and high schools, and for any 
other educational institutions which receive State aid, and shall provide 
for the printing and distribution of a suggestive State course of study and 
of all other printed matter necessary to carry out the provisions of this 
act. 

Standards. 

9. The State Board of Education shall provide through its executive 
officer for the grading and standardization of elementary and high 
schools, and shall enumerate the minimum standards with which schools 
receiving money from any State fund must comply. Such standards may 
include in addition to educational restrictions, rules and regulations for 
tlie sanitary and hygienic construction of school houses and the location 
and selection of grounds. 

Rules for Gertification. 

10. The State Board of Education shall prescribe, with and on the 
advice of the Commissioner of Education, rules and regulations for admin- 
istering the laws governing the certification of superintendents, super- 
visors, principals, and teachers, whether by examination in specified sub- 
jects or through the completion of courses in approved institutions. The 
Board may, in its discretion, prepare and publish lists of approved normal 
schools, colleges, and universities and fix standards for such approval. 

Annual Census. — ^Forms. 

11. There shall be an annual consus [census] of all school children 
in the State. The State Board of Education shall, with and on the ad- 
vice of the Commissioner of Education provide for taking such annual 
census, and shall prescribe rules and regulations and furnish forms and 
blanks for the use of county superintendents, district boards, principals, 
teachers, and other school officials, and shall require all financial ac- 
counts and all educational records to be kept and reports made according 
to these forms and blanks. 
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Btomiial Report. 

12. The State Board of Education shall report biennially to the 
Qovernor and the Legislature a complete statement of the work of the 
education department, including financial statements, educational prog- 
ress, and needs of the State school system and it shall recommend to the 
Governor and the Legislature such legislation concerning schools and 
such appropriations for additional educational activities as it may see fit 
and as the educational needs of the State require. 

Investigations. 

13. The State Board of Education and Commissioner of Education 
shall conduct investigations within and without the State regarding edu- 
cational needs- and progress and means -of improving conditions ; they 
may appoint special agents for such investigations and perform any addi- 
tional duties required by law. 

Special Schools. 

14. The State Board of Education, through its executive officer 
and assistants, shall have general oversight of vocational or other special 
schools receiving State aid. 



Teacher Training Institutions. 

16. The State Board of Education shall advise with the Board of 
Trustees of the State University in matters relating to the course of study 
in the State Normal Department of the State University. The State Board 
of Education shall be the trustees of all other teacher training institutions- 
which may hereafter be established. 

Assume Duties of Board of Examiners. 

16.. The State Board of Education, through the Commissioner of Ed- 
ucation and his assistants, shall assume the powers and duties now con- 
ferred upon the State Board of Examiners. They shall in connection with 
such duties keep in file information regarding the certification, edu- 
cation, experience, and efficiency of teachers, which shall be at the dis- 
posal of superintendents and sch6ol trustees when called for. 

Gommissioner of Education. 
T2ualification8. 

17. The Commissioner of Education shall be a person of literary and 
scientific attainments, versed in the history, theory, and principles of edu- 
cation, with practical knowledge of the organization and managemeiit of 
the schools. He shall be a graduate of a standard four year college or 
university, or have an equivalent education and training, shall be an ex- 
perienced educator actively engaged in educational work at the time or 
within two years of the time of his assuming the duties of the office. 

Duties.— Office. 

18. The Commissioner of Education shall devote his time, attention, 
and energies to the faithful performance of the duties of his office as pre- 
scribed by law, and shall be the executive officer and agent of the State 
Board of Education and the executive head of the public school system of 
the State. He shall have an office in the State capitol building and be 
provided with ample room and equipment. 

Duties. 

19. The Commissioner of Education shall execute the educational 
policies of the State Board of Education; he shall prepare and publish 
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su<^h pamphlets, bulletins, etc. as shall stimulate public interest in educa- 
tion and inform the public on the educational policies of the administra- 
tion; shall make tours of inspection from time to time in the several 
counties of the State for the discussion and consideration of questions of 
public education; shall foster professional growth and enthusiasm in 
teachers and school officers by every means available ; and shall in person 
and through his assistants examine the expenditures and accounts, the 
educational and administrative methods of boards and superintendents, 
and advise with them on all matters pertaining to the management of 
the school system. 

Institutee. 

20. The Commissioner of Education, subject to the rules and regu- 
lations of the State Board of Education, shall arrange such conferences, 
conventions, or institutes as the Board of Education may direct or as may 
be provided by law. 

Certificates. — ^Examinations. 

21. The Commissioner of Education shall issue certificates to super- 
intendents, supervisors, principals, and teachers, upon the recommenda- 
tion of the State Board of Education, and shall make such arrangements 
as to time, place and manner of holding such examinations as may be 
necessary to carry out the provisions of the board and the statutes re- 
garding such certification. 

Construe Laws, Rules and B^fulations. — ^Administer Oaths. 

22. The Commissioner of Education shall explain the true intent and 
meaning of the school laws and of the rules and regulations of the State 
Board of Education and shall decide without expense to the parties con- 
cerned all controversies and disputes involving the administration of the 
public school system and his decision shall hold until revoked by a court 
of competent jurisdiction. He shall have authority to administer oaths 
and examine under oath any witnesses on any matter pertaining to pub- 
lic schools in any part of the State. He shall have power to endorce [en- 
force] all provisions of this act and of the rules and regulations of the 
State Board of Education. 

Course of Study. 

23. The Commissioner of Education shall prepare or cause to be pre- 
pared and shall submit for approval and adoption by the State Board of 
Education, a suggestive course of study' for the different grades and 
kinds of elementary and high schools and such other schools as receive 
State funds or State aid. He shall prepare for the use and guidance of 
the district boards such regulations and suggestions for starUdardizing 
and grading schools and for the hygienic and sanitary building of school- 
houses and the selection of sites, as the State Board may prescribe. 

Chief of Certification Division. — ^Field Agents. 

24. The Commissioner of Education shall be provided with adequate 
office assistance. There shall be [a] chief of the Certification Division who 
shall also conduct the State Teachers' Employment Bureau. There may 
be field agents who shall assist in the general supervisory, advisory and 
inspectorial duties now required of the State Superintendent, or which 
diaU hereafter be provided by the State Board of Education. The field 
agents shall also be advisors and inspectors of high schools and such 
schools as receive State aid for vocational or other eourses or for other 
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purposes approved by the State Board of Education as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

Annual Report. 

25. The Commissioner of Education shall prepare an annual report 
of the work of the department of the State Board of Education. 

Print School Law. — Forms and Reports. 

26. The Commissioner of Education shall have printed and dis- 
tributed the school law and such forms for and instructions regarding re- 
ports as will enable school officers to make them out fully and correctly. 
He shall furnish all forms necessary to carry out legal requirements or 
to furnish such data as may from time to time be required by the rules 
and regulations of the Board of Education or by the provisions of the 
State school law. He may require of cotinty superintendents, city super- 
intendents, principals, teachers, and school officers, annual reports and 
such other reports as he may at any time deem necessary or desirable. 

Reading Courses. 

27. The Commissioner of Education shall prescribe and publish an- 
nually courses of reading for teachers in the elementary and high schools 
and may require certified statements from teachers or take such other 
methods as may in his judgment seem necessary to assure himself that the 
required reading has been done, or he shall prescribe such other methods 
of training teachers in service as he may deem necessary and promote 
the same through city and county superintendents. 

Teachers' Bureau. 

28. The Commissioner of Education shall keep in his office classified 
lists of all teachers employed in the State, and such other teachers within 
or without the State as desire to register with the State Department of 
Education, with records concerning the training, education, certification, 
experience, teaching success, and such other facts as relate to their ability 
to teach and as enable him to furnish reliable information to superin- 
tondents and trustees who desire to engage teachers. Assistance given to 
boards in the employment of teachers and to teachers in securing posi- 
tions, shfill be without charge. 

Lists of Text Books. 

29. The Commissioner of Education shall publish lists of approved 
textbooks, together with prices, for use in the schools of the State from 
which superintendents, teachers, and trustees may select such books as 
are most suitable for the schools over which they preside, provided that 
these lists shall give sufficient latitude to enable school officers affected 
to make such selection as fit their particular needs, and further provided 
that the books not included on the lists may not be adopted without the 
approval of the State Superintendent of Public Instruction, and further 
provided that no books shall be included unless publishers have complied 
with the law. 

Gontracts and Bonds of Publishing Houses. 

30. The Commissioner of Education shall furnish all publishing 
houses selling books within the State, contract forms for their use in en- 
tering into agreements with school officers for the purchase of books to 
be used in the public schools of the State, and he shall require all such 
publishing houses to file in his office good and sufficient bond in tb6

sum of at least two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) the amount to be fixed 
and the bond to be approved by him before such publishing houses shall 
legally enter into contract with school officers for the sale of books. It 
shall be unlawful for any publishing house or any school officer to enter 
into any contract in which the above provisions are not complied with, 
and the State Board of Education shall have the power to suspend the 
right of the publishing houses so offending to conduct further business 
in the State until the law is complied with, and all boards of education 
in the State shall be notified in writing of such suspension. 

■ 

Printed material. 

31. The Commissioner of Education shall prepare or cause to be pre- 
pared all reports, pamphlets, or other printed material of an educational 
nature which shall be ordered or approved by the State Board of Edu- 
cation. 

Other Duties. 

32. The Commissioner of Education (shall) perform such other du- 
ties as are, or may be prescribed by law^ or by the State Board of Edu- 
cation. 

Gertification of Teachers 

Gertification Division. 

33. The power to make rules and regulations pertaining to the certi- 
fication of teachers, excepting insofar as is herein provided by statute, 
shall be vested in the State Board of Education, who shall create a Certifi- 
cation Division of the State Department of Education and appoint the 
chief officer of this division (who) shall be a person of high professional 
f|ualifications and of broad experience in educational work, and shall be 
held responsible for the work of his division. 

Duties. — ^Examinations. — Gredentials. 

34. Provision shall be made for two methods by which certificates 
may be obtained, namely, through examination and upon credentials, and 
these two ways of obtaining certificates shall be made as nearly as pos- 
sible of equivalent standards. All forms of certificates shall be issued 
.from the office of the Commissioner of Education, upon the recommenda- 
tion of this Division, and a register of these certificates shall be kept on 
file at this office. It shall be the duty of the Certification Division to pre- 
pare and recommend to the State Board of Education a list of approved 
institutions whose graduates may receive certificates without examina- 
tion. The Division shall also provide for the recognition of certificates 
granted in other States. All certificates shall be State certificates and 
valid in all counties of the State, subject to registration, as provided by 
law. Examinations shall be uniform as to lists of questions, dates of hold- 
ing, and rules and regulations governing these matters in the various 
counties. The county superintendent of schools shall cooperate with the 
Certification Division in administering all examinations, reporting grades, 
and distributing certificates in their respective counties. 

Examinations. — ^Applications. — Fee. 

35. The Certification Division shall determine the number of exam- 
inations to be given each year, and publish announcements for the year 
at least six months in advance of the date of the first examination to be 
given during the year, but the Certification Division may provide for 
examinations whenever deemed advisable. Certificates granted on ere- 
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dentiais may be applied for at any time, such application to be made 
through the office of the county superintendent of schools in accordance 
with such rules as the State Department may prescribe. Every applicant 
for a certificate to be granted upon exan^nation, credentials, or renewal, 
shall pay such reasonable fee, as may be prescribed by the State Board 
of Education. 

Glasses of Certificates. 

36. The State Board of Education through its Certification Division 
shall provide for the following classes of certificates: (1) Elementary 
City School Certificates ; (2) Rural School Certificates ; (3) High School 
Certificates; (4) Administrative Certificates; (6) Special Certificates. 

Gertificates Registered in Gounty. 

37. All certificates must annually be registered at the office of the 
county superintendent of schools in the county wherein the holder shall 
intend to teach the ensuing year. Before such certificate can be regis- 
tered the holder of each must furnish satisfactory evidence of having 
complied with the rules and regulations of the State Board of Education 
with reference to professional study. Failure to comply with the regis- 
tration law shall invalidate the holder 's certificate, and such person shall 
not be entitled to receive pay for teaching, provided, that exception to 
this regulation may be permitted by the State Board of Education upon 
the written application of a district board. 

Oertifieates Revoked. 

88. The State Board of Education through the Certification Divis- 
ion shall have power to revoke a teacher's certificate upon evidence of 
gross neglect of duty, incompetency, immorality, or other reprehensible 
conduct. Such evidence must be presented in written charges Bnd no 
certificate shall be revoked without a personal hearing unless the holder 
thereof shall refuse or fail to appear for such hearing. 

39. The Commissioner of Eduation [Education] shall receive an an- 
nual salary of Three Thousand Dollars ($3,000.00). The chief of the Cer- 
tification Division shall receive an annua) salary of Two Thousand Dollars 

($2,000.00). 

Appropriation. 

40. There is also appropriated out of any money in the State Treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated the sum of Twenty-six Thousand Dollars 
($26,000.00) or as much thereof as may be necessary, to pay the salary of 
the Commissioner of Education and the salary of the chief of the Certifi- 
cation Division, and for such other assistants and contingent expenses of 
the State Board of Education for the succeeding two (2) years as the 
duties thereof may require. 

41. •All acts and parts of acts in conflict with or contrary to the pro- 
visions of this act are hereby repealed. 

42. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHANGE OF VENUE AND OF JUDGE. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Chapter 64 of the Session Laws of Wyoming, 19l5, 
relating to Change of Venue and Change of Judge in civil and criminal 
actions. 

Be li Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 5142 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes 
1910, as amended by Chapter 64, Session Laws of 1915, be amended and 
re-enacted to read as follows: 

Section 5142. Gauses for Ohanges in Civil Action — ^Affidavit. When- 
ever either party to a civil action in any district conrt of the state shall 
file an affidavit in the case, stating one or more of the following causes: 

1. That the judge has been engaged as counsel in the case prior to 
his election or appointment as judge, or is otherwise interested in the 
case; or, 

2. That the judge is of kin to either party; or, 

3. That the person making the affidavit believes that on account 
of the bias, or prejudice, or interest of the presiding judge he cannot ob- 
tain a fair trial ; or 

4. That the opposite party has an undue influence over the citizens 
of the county, or that an odium attaches to the applicant or to his cause 
or defense, or on account of local prejudice ; or, 

5. That the county in which the action is pending is a party to the 
suit; or ' . 

6. That the judge is a material witness for the party applying; or, 

7. When the affidavit shall show to the satisfaction of the court or 
a judge that the convenience of witnesses or the ends of justice would be 
promoted thereby. In either case the court in term or the judge in vaca- 
tion shall, within ten days after filing such affidavit, make and enter an 
order changing the venue in such action or calling on some other judge 
of the District Court of the state to preside in the trial of the case as 
hereinafter provided. Provided; the presiding judge may on his own 
motion grant at any time a change of judge or a change of venue, when 
it appears that the ends of justice would be promoted thereby. 

Section 2. That Section 5144 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 1910 
be amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

Section 6144. Proceedings when Change Granted — Undertaking. 

When a change of venue is directed for any of the causes mentioned in 
the Fourth, Fifth or Sev^snth subdivisions of Section 5142, the judge shall 
send the cause to the most convenient county to which the same objections 
do not apply, as to either party, or to which they are the least applicable, 
and the Clerk of the Court in which the suit is pending shall forthwith 
transmit the papers and transcript of the proceedings in the case to the 
Clerk of the Court to which the venue is changed, the party applying for

the change first paying the costs thereof, which payment must be made 
within ten days after the order directing the change, or the application 
shall be deemed abandoned, and the Clerk of the proper court shall re- 
ceive the papers and docket the cause in its order, and the action shall 
stand for trial, and shall be tried or otherwise disposed of as if it had 
originated in that court; provided, however, that the change of venue 
shall be deemed abandoned unless" the applicant shall also, within the ten 
(10) days aforesaid, give an undertaking to the opposite party, with 
sufficient sureties to be approved by the Clerk of the Court, to the effect 
that he will pay all costs that may be adjudged against him in such 
cases ; and if the abandonment is by the plaintiff, the cause shall be con- 
sidered discontinued and the costs taxed against said plaintiff and judg- 
ment therefor rendered. And if the abandonment is by the defendant, 
he shall be adjudged in default, and whatever pleadings he may have on 
file disregarded, and the plaintiff may prove his case as in other defaults ; 
provided, also, that when the application is based upon the first, second, 
third and sixth subdivisions of Section 5142, the judge shall call upon some 
other judge of the district courts of the state to preside in the trial of said 
case, who shall proceed in the case, as if it had been originally brought 
before him. Provided That if a change of judge shall be desired by either 
party, the affidavit required by law and the motion for a change of judge 
shall be filed not later than thirty (30) days after service of summons has 
been had upon the defendant or defendants. And if the venue of the 
actioi> is sought to be changed the affidavit required by law and the mo- 
tion for a change of venue shall be filed within twenty (20) days after 
the cause shall be at issue. 

Section 3. That Section 5147 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 
1910 be amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

Section 6147. Application for Change in Grinunal Gases and Pro- 
ceedings Thereon. The defendant in' a criminal action may make an af- 
fidavit stating that he believes he cannot receive a fair trial owing to the 
bias or prejudice of the judge or the excitement or prejudice against him 
in the county; if the affidavit be to the effect that the presiding judge 
is biased or prejudiced against the defendant, then the presiding judge 
shall forthwith call in some other judge of the district court of the state 
of Wyoming against whom the same objection does not lie who shall 
preside in the case, but if the affidavit sets forth that there is excitement 
or prejudice in the county against the defendant, the prosecuting at- 
torney may thereupon traverse by his affidavit the allegations of de- 
fendant, and the court or judge shall thereon set down the issue so pre- 
sented for trial before him at a stated time, at which time both parties 
shall appear and support their respective affidavits by witnesses exam- 
ined orally or by affidavits, and if it appears to the court or judge, upon 
such hearing, that the trial would be more impartial in another county, 
the application shall be granted ; Provided, however, that when a change 
of judge, or change of venue is demanded the affidavit for such shall be 
filed not later than the succeeding day after a plea of not guilty has been 
entered in any case and endorsed on the information. Otherwise the 
change of venue or change of judge shall not be granted. 

Section 4. Section [s] 5145 and 5152 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes 
of 1910 and all acts and parts of acts contrary to or inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act, be and the same are hereby repealed. 
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Section 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 122. 

House Bill No. 160. 

COMMERCIAL FEEDING STUFFS. 

AN ACT regulating the sale of concentrated commercial feeding stuffs and the 
materials from stuffs, prohibiting their adulteration, providing for their 
correct weighing and marking, and providing for the collection of samples, 
fixing penalties for the violation of its provisions, and empowering the State 
Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner to adopt standards and definitions for 
concentrated feeding stuffs and to refuse the registration of feeding stuff 
under certain circumstances after notice, and to empower said Commissioner 
to adopt rules and regulations for the enforcement of all the provisions 
of this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Defined. 

Section 1. The term ** Commercial Feeding Stuffs*' shall be held to 
include all feeding stuffs used for feeding live stocky and poultry, except 
whole seeds or grains; the unmixed meals made directly from the entire 
grains of com, wheat, rye, barley, oats, buckwheat, flaxseed, kafir and 
milo; whole hays, straws, cotton seed hulls and corn stover when unmixed 
with other materials. Together with all other materials containing sixty 
per cent (60%) or more of water. 

Label to Gontain Statement. 

Section 2. Every lot or parcel of commercial feeding sti^ffs sold, 
offered or exposed for sale or distributed within this state shall have 
affixed thereto a tag or label, in a conspicuous place on the outside there- 
of, containing a legible and plainly printed statement in the English 
language, clearly and truly certifying: 

(a) the net weight of the contents of the package, lot or parcel ; 

(b) the name, brand or trade mark; 

(c) the name and principal address of the manufacturer or person 
responsible for placing the commodity on the market ; 

(d) the minimum per centum of crude protein; 

(e) the minimum per centum of crude fat; 

(f) the maximum per centum of crude fiber; 

(g) the specific name of each ingredient used in its manufacture. 

The crude protein, crude fat and crude fiber shall be determined by 
the methods in force at the time by the Association of Official Agricultural 
Chemists of North America, 
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GertiflBd Gopy of Statement Filed. 

Section 3. Before any manufacturer, importer, jobber, firm, asso- 
ciation, corporation or person shall sell, offer or expose for sale or dis- 
tribute in this state any commercial feeding stuffs, he or they shall file 
with the State Dairy, Pood and Oil Commissioner a certified copy of the 
statement specified in Section 2, with the exception of sub-division (a), 
for each brand of commercial feeding stuffs ; said certified copy to be ac- 
companied, when the State Dairy, Food and Oil Commission,er shall so 
request, by a sealed package containing at least one pound of the com- 
mercial feeding stuffs to be sold, offered or exposed for sale or distributed 
in this state, and the company or person furnishing said sample shall 
thereupon make affidavit that the said sample is representative of the 
commercial feeding stuffs offered for registration. 

Hisleading Names. — ^Registration Gancelled. 

Section 4. The State Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner shall have 
power to refuse to register any commercial feeding stuffs under a name, 
brand or trade mark which would be misleading or deceptive, or which 
would tend to mislead or deceive as to the materials of which it is com- 
posed, or when the specific name of each and all ingredients used in its 
manufacture are not stated. He shall also have the power to refuse to 
register mono than one commercial feeding stuffs under the same name 
or brand when offered by the same manufacturer, importer, jobber, firm, 
association, corporation or person. Should any commercial feeding stuffs 
be registered in this state, and it is afterward discovered that such regis- 
tration is in violation of any of the provisions of this act, the State Dairy, 
Food and Oil Commissioner shall have the power to cancel such registra- 
tion. The State Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner shall have the power 
to refuse to allow any manufacturer, importer, jobber, firm, association, 
corporation or person to lower the guaranteed analysis or change the 
ingredients of any brand of his or their commercial feeding stuffs during 
the term for which registered, unless satisfactory reasons are presented 
for making such change or changes. 



Brand Registered but Once. 

Section 6. Whenever a manufacturer, importer, jobber, firm, asso- 
ciation, corporation or person manufacturing or selling a brand of com- 
mercial feeding stuffs shall have filed the statement required by Section 
3, of this Act, no other agent, importer, jobber, firm, association, corpora- 
tion or person shall be required to register or file such statement upon 
such brand. 

Gommiflsioner to Have Free Access. — ^Annual Analysis. 

Section 6. ^The State Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner is author- 
ized in person or by deputy to have free access to all places of business, 
mills, buildings, carriages, cars, vessels, and parcels of whatsoever kind 
used in the manufacture, transportation, importation, sale or storage of 
any commercial feeding stuffs, and shall have the power and authority 
to open any parcel containing or supposed to contain any commercial 
feeding stuffs, and upon tender and full payment of the selling price of 
said sample, to take therefrom in the manner prescribed in Section 7, 
samples for analysis, and said State Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner 
shall annually cause to be analyzed at least one sample so. taken of every 
commercial feeding stuffs that is found sold, offered or exposed for sale 
or distributed in this state. 
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Samples. — ^How Taken; DiBposition of. 

SecUon 7. A representative sample of each brand of commercial 
feeding stuffs found sold, offered or exposed for sale shall be taken by 
the said State Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner or his duly authorized 
representatiye in the presence of at least one witness. No action shall 
be maintained for a violation of the provisions of this act, based upon 
an analysis of a sample from not less than five separate original packages 
unless there is less than five separate original packages of the lot, in 
which case portions for the official sample shall be taken from each orig- 
inal package; if the commercial feeding stuffs is in bulk, portions shall 
be taken from not less than five different places in the lot ; provided that 
this does not exclude sampling in bulk when not exposed sufficiently to 
take portions from five different places, in whieh case portions are to be 
taken from as many places as practicable. If the sample thus secured is 
larger than is required, it shall be mixed and quartered until a sample 
of suitable size remains. Said sample shall be divided into two parts, and 
shall be placed in packages and sealed in the presence of said witness, 
one of said packages so sealed shall be tendered, and if accepted; deliv- 
ered to the person apparently in charge of such feeding stuffs ; the other 
package the said State Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner shall analyze 
or cause to be analyzed, and the result of such analysis, together with such 
additional information as the said State Dairy, Food and Oil Commis- 
sioner may deem advisable, shall be promptly transmitted to the manu- 
facturer or person responsible for the placing of the commodity on the 
market, and shall be published in reports or bulletins from time to time. 
If the manufacturer or person responsible for the placing of any com- 
modity so sampled upon the market be unable to secure the sample de- 
livered to the person apparently in charge of the feeding stuffs sampled, 
he shall upon request to the State Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner, be 
furnished with a portion of the official sample referred to in this sec- 
tion. The methods of analysis shaU be those in force at the time by the 
Association of Official Agricultural Chemists of North America. 

Violations of Act. — Prosecution. 

Section 8. If it appears that any of the provisions of this act has 
been violated, the State Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner shall certify 
the facts to the proper prosecuting attorney and furnish that officer with 
a copy of the result of the analysis or other examination of such feeding 
stuffs duly authenticated by the analyst or other officer making the de- 
termination, under the oath of such officer ; provided, that if it shall ap- 
pear from any such examination that any of the provisions of this act 
have been violated the State Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner shall 
cause notice to be given to the manufacturer or dealer from whom said 
sample was taken; any party so notified shall be given an opportunity 
to be heard in his defense under such rules and regulations as may be 
prescribed by the State Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner before the 
facts shall be certified to the proper prosecuting attorney. In aU prose- 
cutions arising under the provisions of this act, certificates of the State 
Chemist making the analysis or examination, when duly sworn to by 
such officer, shall be prima facie evidence of the fact or facts therein 
certified. 

Violations. — Penalty. 

Section 9. Any manufacturer, importer, jobber, firm, association, 
corporation or person who shall sell, offer or expose for sale, or distribute 
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in this state, any commercial feeding stuffs without having attached 
thereto or furnished therewith such stamps, labels or tags as required by 
the provisions of this act, or who shall impede, obstruct, hinder or other- 
wise prevent or attempt to prevent said State Dairy, Food and Oil Com- 
missioner or his authorized agent in the performance of his duty in con- 
nection with the provisions of this act, or who. shall sell, offer or expose 
for sale or distribute in this state any commercial feeding stuffs as defined 
in Section 1, without complying with the requirements of the provisions 
of this act, or who shall sell, offer or expose for sale or distribute in this 
state any commercial feeding stuffs which contains a smaller per centum 
of crude protein or crude fat or a larger per centum of crude fiber than 
is certified to be contained therein, or who shall fail to properly state the 
specific name of each and every ingredient used in its manufacture shall 
be deemed guilty of a violation of the provisions of this act and upon con- 
viction thereof shall be fined not more than one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
for the first violation and not less than one hundred dollars ($100.00) for 
each subsequent violation. Any manufacturer, importer, jobber, firm, 
association, corporation or person who shall mix or adulterate any feed- 
ing stuffs with any substance or substances injurious to the health of 
live stock or poultry shall be deemed guilty of a violation of the provis- 
ions of this act, and in addition to the penalty provided in this section, 
the lot of feeding stuffs shall be subject to seizure, condemnation and sale 
as the court may direct ; the proceeds from such sale to be covered into the 
state treasury. The court may in its discretion release the feeding stuffs 
so seized when the requirements of the provisions of this act have been 
complied with, and upon payment of all costs and expenses incurred by 
the state in any proceedings connected with such seizure. 

Rules and Regulations. 

Section 10. The State Dairy, Pood and Oil Commissioner is hereby 
empowered to enforce the provisions of this act and to prescribe the form 
of tags, stamps or labels to be used to show that the registration has 
been properly filed, and to prescribe and enforce such rules and regula- 
tions relating to the sale of commercial feeding stuffs as he may deem 
necessary, and adopt such standards and definitions, to carry into effect 
the full intent and meaning of this act. 

. Section 11. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with the provisions 
of this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 12. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

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CHAPTER 123. 

House Bill No. 110. 

HIGH SCHOOLi NORMAL TRAINING DEPARTMENTS. 

AN ACT authorizing the establishment of Normal Training Departments in the 
accredited High Schools of the State. 

Bs It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

In Accredited Schools. — Subjects to be Taught. 

Section 1. The board of trustees of High Schools of the State ac- 
credited by the State Board of Examiners, are hereby authorized to 
establish Normal Training Departments in such High Schools, in which 
shall be taught elementary psychology, rural school management, rural 
school methods, primary methods, arithmetic, language, geography, his- 
tory, civics, physiology, music, drawing and agriculture and in which at 
least one hour each day shall be devoted to practice work under the 
guidance of a regularly employed teacher, who shall have completed the 
training course of a regular Normal School. The course of studies for 
such High School Normal Department shall cover a semester's work and 
graduation therefrom shall require one year's work of nine months. 

Admission. — Gertificates. 

Section 2. Pupils who have completed three full years' work in an 
accredited High School of the State, or who hold a third grade certifi- 
cate, shall be admitted to said Normal Department, and upon complet- 
ing one year's course thereiu shall l)e entitled to receive a teacher's cer- 
tificate, to be known as a State Normal Training Department Certificate, 
whi-ch shall be valid for one year, and shall entitle the holder to teach 
in rural schools only upon passing the regular teachers' examination in 
rhetoric and theory and practice, and securing no less than 80% in eacli 
subject, a holder of this certificate shall be issued a regular second grade 
certificate. Pupils who have completed a full four years' course in an 
accredited High School before entering this Department shall, upon com- 
pletiQg one year's work therein, be issued a teacher's certificate entitled 
an ** Advanced State Normal Training Department Certificate," which 
shall be valid for two years and subject to renewal under the regulations 
for renewing other certificates. The holder of this certificate shall be 
issued a first grade State certificate under the same conditions that the 
holder of a regular second grade certificate is issued a first grade cer- 
tificate. When the holder of an Advanced State Normal Training De- 
partment Certificate shall have taught one year he or she shall be given 
one year's credit in the regular work of the Normal Schools of the State. 

Equipment. Teachers. 

Section 3. Boards of Trustees of High Schools establishing Normal 
Training Departments, as herein provided, shall furnish books and ap- 
paratus sufficient for said department of the class designated by the 
State Board of Teachers Examiners, and shall employ teachers for said 
department who have been specially trained for the instruction of teach- 
ers for rural schools. On and after August 31, 1919, any teacher now in 
the work must have had full four year course in a university or college 
with special professional training. 
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Tax Levy. 

Section 4. Any board of trustees of an accredited High School of 
the State desiring to establish a Normal Training Department therein 
shall so declare by formal resolution and shall cause the clerk of said 
board to transmit a certified copy of said resolution to the State Board 
of Equalization, on or before the 1st day of July thereafter, and it shall 
be the duty of the State Board of Equalization to provide for the levy 
of a special tax of one-eighth of one mill, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary to provide all accredited High Schools of the State wherein 
Normal Departments have been established and so certified, with the 
sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) annually, said tax to be levied 
upon each and every dollar of the assessed valuation of the State and 
collected and paid to the State Treasurer in the manner provided by 
law for the collection and payment of other State taxes. The sum of 
One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) shall be payable from said tax fund 
to the treasurers of the boards of such accredited High Schools wherein 
Normal Departments have been so established and certified, upon a war- 
rant of the State Auditor to be issued upon the voucher of such treas- 
urer, and it shall be the duty of the State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction to countersign the voucher. Such fund to be used solely 
for the payment of teacher's salary. 

Room. 

Section 5. Boards of trustees governing accredited four-year High 
Schools of the State, wherein Normal Departments have been establish- 
ed, are hereby required to provide a room for the use of said Normal or 
Training Department, and such room shall be used solely for the use of 
said Normal Training Department. 

Section 6. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

GHAPTER 124. 

House Bill No. 134. 
GASOUNE AND ILLUMINATING (MLS. 

» 

AN ACT to fix a standard for gasoline and illuminating oil sold within this State 
and for marking the receptacles containing gasoline for sale and to fix 
penalties for the violation of its provisions. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Must Gonform to Standards. 

Section 1. No article or commodity shall be sold or offered for sale 
as gasoline under the labels hereinafter specified, in the State of "Wyo- 
ming, unless it shall conform to the standards of quality prescribed in 
this Act. 

Okksoline for Household Purposes. — For Power Purposes. 

Section 2. *' Gasoline for Household Purposes" shall conform to the 
following specifications: It shall be water white and shall contain no 
sulphur compounds nor more than two per cent, of unsaturated com- 
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pounds. Upon distillation of one hundred (100) cubic centimeters in the 
Engler type of apparatus at the rate of two and one-half (2^) cubic 
centimeters per minute, it shall not show less than ten (10%) per cent, 
distilling at one hundred and fifty degrees (150°) Fahrenheit, nor less 
than fifty per cent. (50%) distilling at two hundred and twelve degrees 
(212°) Fahrenheit, and not less than ninety -eight per cent (98%) dis- 
tilling at three hundred and twenty-five degrees (325°) Fahrenheit. 

All gasoline conforming to the specifications for household purposes 
shall be branded upon the can, barrel, tank or other container with the 
words ** Gasoline For Household Purposes" in large red letters, at least 
three (3) inches in size. No dealer shall deliver any such gasoline for 
household purposes in a barrel, cask, package or can, stenciled or stamped 
other than above. 

** Gasoline for Power Purposes'' shall conform to the following specifi- 
cations: Upon distilling by the same method as prescribed for Gasoline 
For Household Purposes it shall show not less than ten per cent. (10%) 
distilling at one hundred seventy degrees (170°) Fahrenheit, nor less 
than fifty per cent. (50%) distilling at two hundred and forty degrees 
(240°) Fahrenheit and not less than Ninety-four per cent. (94%) dis- 
tilling at three hundred and fifty degrees (350°) Fahrenheit, All gaso- 
line conforming to the specifications for power purposes shall be brand- 
ed upon the can, barrel, tank or other container with the words ''Gasoline 
for Power Purposes only*' in large red letters at least three (3) inches 
in size. No dealer shall deliver any such gasoline for power purposes in 
a barrel, cask, package or can, stenciled or stamped other than above. 

Section 3. Illuminating Oils. All illuminating oils sold or offered 
for sale in this State shall conform to the following conditions : 

First. It shall be water white.% 

Second. It shall not contain more than a trace of any sulphur com- 
pound. 

Third. It shall not contain water nor tar-like matter. 

Fourth. It shall not contain more than five per cent. (5%) by 
weight, of residue, after being distilled at a temperature not more than 
five hundred and seventy-two degrees (572°) Fahrenheit. 

Fifth. It shall not give a flash test below one hundred and ten de- 
grees (110°) Fahrenheit, closed test, and the tester used for this pur- 
pose shall be the Foster Automatic Closed Tester. 

Sixth. Starting with an initial oil level of not less than two (2) 
inches below the top of the wick tube it shall not show a decrease in il- 
luminating power of more than fifteen per cent. (15%) after burning 
seven and one-half (7^^) hours, during which time the oil in the lamp 
shall be maintained at a temperature of fifty degrees (50) Fahrenheit, 
and at least eighty five per cent. (85%) of the oil is consumed. The 
method of making this test shall be that which has been adopted by the 
International Petroleum Commission. 

Oils Rejected without Analysis. 

Seventh. Any oils that present a yellowish or dark coloring or 
dirty appearance to the eye may be rejected and disapproved for ilium- 
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mating purposes by the Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner, or his depu- 
ties, without further tests, and the further sale thereof ordered discon- 
tinued, and such discoloration shall be prima facie evidence that they 
are not such a product as is properly subject to sale for illuminating pur- 
poses within this State. The State Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner, or 
his deputies are not required in every case to have a complete analysis 
of oils inspected to ascertain every form of impurities, such as sulphur 
and tar-like matter; but, whenever in the opinion of the State Dairy, 
Pood and Oil Commissioner, or his deputies, it shall be necessary that any 
of the oil provided for in this section shall be more thoroughly analyzed, 
it shall be his duty to procure a sample of such oil and forward it to the 
State Chemist for a more detailed analysis, to determine in what par- 
ticular the impurities or imperfections exist, and if upon such analysis 
it is demonstrated that some other impurity or imperfection exist in said 
oil, not specified in this act, that render such oil unfit fpr illuminating 
purposes, it shall be his duty to reject such oil for such purposes. 

Penalty. 

Section 4. Any person, company or corporation violating any of the 
provisions of this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and for each of- 
fense shall upon conviction thereof be fined not less than twenty-five 
dollars ($25.00) nor more than one hundred dollars ($100.00) and for each 
subsequent offense and conviction thereof shall be fined not less than 
fifty dollars ($50.00) nor more than two hundred dollars ($200.00). 

Seizure and Sale. 

Section 6. Any product sold, stored, transported or offered for sale 
as gasoline or illuminating oil in this State which does not conform to 
the standards as prescribed in this act shall be seized by the Dairy, Food 
and Oil Commissioner and sold by him in a manner which would comply 
with the law. The proceeds of such giale shall be applied on payment of 
court costs or other necessary expenses incurred in making such seizure 
and condemnation. 

Enforcement. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Dairy, Food and Oil Commis- 
sioner to have charge of the enforcement of the provisions of this act and 
to collect, either by himself or his deputies, samples of gasoline or illum- 
inating oil from time to time, as he may deem advisable. 

Analysis by State Chemist. 

Section 7. It shall be the duty of the State Chemist to make, or 
cause to be made under his direction, analysis and examinations of such 
samples of illuminating oil and gasoline as shall be furnished to him by 
the State Dairy, Food and Oil (Commissioner, or his deputies, for the pur- 
pose of determining upon such examination whether such articles arc in 
conformity with the provisions of this act and to certify the result of 
such examinations to the State Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner. - 

Agent for Service. 

Section 8. For the purpose of this Chapter and for the purpose of 
getting service on foreign companies, corporations or firms, any agent or 
person who shall sell, keep for sale, offer for sale or handle goods made, 
sold or handled by said firm, company or corporation, shall be deemed 
an agent thereof, upon whom process of any court of this State, of com- 
petent jurisdiction, may be served, for the purpose of carrying into effect 
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the provisions of this Chapter, and service upon such agent shall be 
binding upon his principals. 

Repeal. 

Section 9. Section 10 of Chapter 104 of the Session Laws of 1911 
and Section 3 of Chapter 107 of the Session Laws 1913 and any other act 
or parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 

Section 10. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after, 
its passage.

Horse Creek; improvements at the Wyoming Soldiers' and Sailors' Home; 
dry farm experiments; expense State Board of Embalming; refunding land 
rentals and payments and reimbursing assistant game wardens, deputy game 
wardens and justices of the peace; expense of seed inspection; expense of 
governors' conferences; printing irrigation laws; expense of nurse at Wyo- 
ing Soldiers' and Sailors' Home; attorneys' fees of the game department;

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Y^yoming:

The sum of one hundred-fifty thousand dollars or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any 
funds in the State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, in excess of 
amounts otherwise provided by law, to pay for the support and mainte- 
nance of the Wyoming State Penitentiary at Rawlins, including the trans- 
portation, clothing, board and care of State and Federal prisoners therein 
and elsewhere, and discharge money and clothing for said prisoners, to- 
gether with the necessary' expense of insurance, care and repair of Peni- 
tentiary buildings for the two years ending March 31, 1919. 

Juvenile Delinguents [Delinquents], Etc., — State Board of Gharities and 
Reform Gontingent: 

Section 6. The sum of thirty -five thousand dollars, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in

Section 50. The sum of One Hundred Sixty Dollars, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in 
the State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to compensate Chas. S. 
Hill as Chief Clerk of the Senate of the Fourteenth State Legislature for 
completing the records of said Senate subsequent to adjournment. 

Compensation of M. T. Christensen : 

Section 60. The sum of One Hundred Dollars, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
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Treasury not otherwise appropriated to compensate M. T. Christensen as 
Assistant Chief Clerk of the Senate of the Fourteenth State Legislature 
for assisting in completing the record of said Senate subsequent to ad- 
journment. 



Oompensataon of Bessie £. 

Section 61. The sum of Eighty Dollars, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State Treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated, to compensate Bessie E. Salisbury as 
Journal Clerk of the Senate of the Fourteenth State Legislature for com- 
pleting the records of the Journal of the said Senate subsequent to ad- 
journment. 

Belief of ChaB. B. Morgan: 

Seetion 62. The sum of Two Hundred Dollars, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the relief of Chas. B. Morgan 
as compensation for services rendered as Clerk of the Ways and Means 
Committee of this Legislature.

The sum of Four Thousand Dollars, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the purpose of printing a state- 
wide geologic map, as prepared by the office of the State Geologist. 

Dry Farm Exhibit. International Dry Farm Congress : 

Section 66. The sum of One Thousand Dollars, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the purpose of preparing and 
exhibiting samples of dry farmed grain, grasses, forage, vegetable and 
root crops at the International Dry Farm Congress to be held at Peoria, 
Illinois, during September, 1917. 

Superintendent Public Instruction — ^Equipment : 

Section 66. The sum of Two Thousand Six Hundred Fifty Dollars, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of 
any funds in the State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the neces- 
sary furniture, counters, railings, filing cases and carpets for the office 
of the State Superintendent of Public Instruction. 

Uniforms for School Cadets : 

Section 67. The sum of Thirty-four Hundred Dollars, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in 
the State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the purchase of uni- 
forms for the members of all public school, cadet organizations in the 
State, which adopt military setting-up exercises, drill and calesthenics 
and conduct the same according to requirements, rules and regulations 
laid down by the State Adjutant General. Such uniforms shall be chos- 
en, purchased, distributed and used in accordance with the . directions 
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of the Adjutant General, and thk appropriation shall be expended under 
directions of the Adjutant General by vouchers rendered in the regu- 
lar form to the State Auditor and approved by the Adjutant General. 

Casper Hospital — ^Elevator and Repairs : 

Section 68. The sum of Four Thousand Dollars, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the purpose of purchasing and 
installing an automatic elevator, painting and repairs at the State Hos- 
pital at Casper, Wyoming, said amount to be expended under the super- 
vision and direction of the State Board of Charities and Reform. 

Compensation of Robert Greig : 

Section 69. The sum of Eighty-eight Dollars, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, to compensate Robert Greig for 
twenty-two days sevices [services] as telephone messenger of the Senate 
of the Fourteenth State Legislature. 

Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910. 

Section 70. The sum of Three Thousand Dollars is hereby appro- 
priated out of any funds in the hands of the State Treasurer not otherwise 
appropriated, for the purpose of procuring from the publisher five hun- 
dred copies of the Compiled Statutes of 1910, and the Secretary of State 
is hereby authorized to purchase said statutes at not to exceed six dollars 
per volume and is directed to sell the same at seven dollars and fifty 
cents per volume. 

Lunch. 

Section 70A. The sum of Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds 
in the State Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, for the purpose of pro- 
viding a lunch for the members of the Fourteenth State Legislature, and 
employes, state officers and their employes, on the evening of February 
17, 1917. 

Vouchers Must Show : 

Section 71. In all cases where an appropriation has been made 
by this act for the contingent expenses of any officer, employee, board, 
or commission, the vouchers submitted for charges against such' con- 
tingent fund shall not be approved and paid by the State Auditor unless 
such vouchers shall distinctly show in detail and to the full satisfaction 
of the State Auditor, that the expense has been properly incurred and 
strictly for the benefit of the State in accordance with the duties of the 
officer, employee, board, or commission in the performance of their 
duties; provided that the State Auditor may refer any account before 
the same is audited to the State Examiner for investigation and report 
and such officer's findings shall be returned to the Auditor's office with 
the account which shall accordingly be audited, and a copy of such find- 
ings shall be filed with the Governor. 

Salaries Created and Increased : 

Section 72. In all cases where by act of the Fourteenth State Leg- 
islature the salary of an officer, clerk or employee of the State has been 
increased or created, and such salary or compensation is to take effect 
upon the passage of the act relating thereto, it shall be the duty of the 
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State Auditor and State Treasurer to pay to the duly qualified officers, 
clerks and employees appointed to such a position, under the provisions 
of such act or acts, such salaries or compensation as are designated there- 
in for the period of time dating from the date of the approval of the 
act or in the case of a new appointee from the date of his appointment 
and qualification, in each case, to and including March 31, 1917, and there 
is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State Treasury not other- 
wise appropriated, a sufficient sum in each case, in addition to the 
amounts appropriated for such purposes by this act, to pay the salary or 
compensation for such period at the rate designated by law; provided 
that nothing in this section shall be construed as to direct the State 
Auditor and State Treasurer to allow any officer whose term of office 
is fixed by law an increase of salary prior to the expiration of the term 
for which he was elected or appointed, or to allow an increase of salary in 

any case for time prior to the passage of the act increasing the same. 

» • 

Expenditures Not to Exceed Appropriations : 

Section 73. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act are hereby repealed, and no money shall be paid out 
by the State Treasurer during the period covered by this act for the 
purposes herein provided in excess of the appropriations hereby made, 
or otherwise specially provided by law. Provided, that in no case can 
a certificate of indebtedness be issued in order to carry into effect any 
of the provisions of this act for which there is an appropriation herein 
made. Provided further that nothing in this act shall be construed to 
limit or interfere with any law relating to any building in the State. 

Section 74. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 24, 1917. 



Resolutions and Memorials 



SENATE JOINT HEMOEIAL NO. 1. 

Be It Besolved by the Senate of the State of Wyoming, the HouAe of 
BepreBentativee concurring, that: 

Whereas, Hundreds of citizens of this State, have taken oil placer 
claims under the Oil Placer Mining Act, and have complied with the law 
in good faith by doing the assessment work required to hold and de- 
velop said claims, and 

Whereas, In many cases these lands have been located and held by 
prospectors who have expended their time and money for many years 
in trying to hold and develop these oil placer claims until the conditions 
and demand for the product would make it possible to operate the same, 
and 

Whepeas, These lands were located and held under the only law 
that made it possible for the prospector for oil or gas to acquire the 
same, and 

Whereas, These locations were made in good faith and held by the 
locators before any withdrawal of said lands was made or even con- 
templated by the government, and 

Whereas, There is now before Congress a bill known as the Ferris- 
Phelan bill, providing for the leasing of all oil and gas lands on the 
public domain, and 

Whereas, This bill in its present form would destroy and take from 
the original locators their vested rights or compel them to defend the 
same in the courts causing endless litigation with wealthy, oil operators 
who might seek to deprive them of their legitimate rights, and 

Whereas, It appears the said leasing bill as now drawn, is in the 
interest of the large foreign oil companies and against the interests of 
the original locators and settlers, and is flagrantly unfair and unjust to 
all original claimants in that it ignores their rights and permits the land 
to be leased to any applicant without considering the interests of the 
original locators, 

Therefore, Be It Besolved, That the Congress of the United States 
be memorialized to amend said leasing bill to give to all locators, who have 
held the land in good faith, and have complied with the oil placer mining 
law, the prefere^^tial right to lease the same, on the same terms that may 
be required from any other applicant. 

Be It Further Besolved, That the bill as now drawn is unjust and 
unfair and will if passed, result in placing all the oil lands of this state 
in the hands of the large oil companies and operators and jeopardize the 
rights of the original locators in claims that have in many eases, been 
held and worked by them, for years.

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Be It Fvrtlier BeeolTed, That a copy of this Memorial be sent to 
the Hon. Francis E. Warren, the Hon. Clarence D. Clark, and the Hon.

Resolved, that the Fourteenth Legislature of the State of Wyoming 
commend the President of the United States in severing Diplomatic Re- 
lations with the German Government, and, herewith pledge him our loyal 
and unanimous support in the crisis now facing our country, and, that 
the Governor of Wyoming be requested to forward a copy of this Reso- 
lution by telegraph as well as by letter to His Excellency Woodrow Wil- 
son, President of the United States of America.

HOUSE JOINT MEMORIAL NO. 1. 

Be It Resolved by the House of Representatives of the State of Wyo- 
ming, the Senate Concurring: 

That, Whereas there is before the Congress of the United States, a 
Rill for an Act to establish game sanctuaries in the national forests, un- 
der rules and regulations to be put in force, and places to be designat- 
ed by the President upon recommendation of the Secretary of Agriculture, 
and 

Whereas, such a bill if enacted into law would seriously conflict 
with the authority of the State of Wyoming in the care, regulation and 
preservation of the game within the borders of said State, thus violating 
all precedent, and 

WhereaSi there exists no economic, scientific, political, moral or 
artistic reason why the sovereignty and autonomy of this State should be 
abrogated or infringed upon in this particular by the Congress, and the 
way opened for further centralization of power and authority, and 

Whereas, the people of the State of Wyoming through their Legisla- 
ture have, after long experience, and a fine sense of the artistic and eco- 
nomic value of the big game of the State, enacted and perfected a 
code of wise and equitable game laws, and these laws have, for a period 
of years, been industriously enforced by an efficient corps of State of- 
ficials in co-operation with the Forest Department with the result that 
the elk, moose, deer and mountain sheep are today more numerous than 
for many years past, and with t.h6 further result that there has been a 
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remarkable increase of male elk bearing fine antlers, a eondition plainly 
denoting the fact that illegal hunting has been practically eliminated, 
and 

Whereas, the Legislature of the State of Wyoming has from time to 
time created and extended game preserves for breeding purposes whereon 
hunting is absolutly prohibited, until today there are over two and one- 
third million acres included in such game preserves. In addition to this, 
the hunting of moose and antelope is prohibited, and the hunting of elk 
is restricted to two counties and a small part of another county of the 
State, and 

Whereas, the State of Wyoming has long been and is today regarded 
as one of the best stocked big game sections of the world, and 

Whereas, the contemplated legislation by Congress threatens to in- 
terfere with the wise regulations now in force for the grazing of domestic 
stock upon the forest reserves. 

Therefore, we, the Senate and House of Representatives of the State 
of Wyoming, hereby memorialize the Congress of the United States to re- 
frain from enacting legislation in any way affecting the wild game with- 
in the borders of our State, and 

Be It Resolved that engrossed copies of this memorial be sent to the 
President of the United States, to the President of the Senate, the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives, to the Senators and Representatives in 
the Congress of the United States from the State of Wyoming, viz.. 

Senators Clarence D. Clark, Francis E. Warren and Representative 
Prank W. Mondell, asking their aid in bringing the object of this memor- 
ial before Congress, and 

Be It Further Besolved, that copies of this memorial be sent to each 
of the Governors of the States having national forest reserves within 
their boundaries, asking their cooperation with the object of this me- 
morial.

HOUSE JOINT MEMORIAL NO. 2.

Be It Resolved by the House of Representatives the Senate concurring, 
that the Congress of the United States be memorialized as follows : 

Whereas, the old national guard system of military training has 
proved to be insufficient in training men for military service, and 

Whereas, the present national defense act is inadequate in that all 
male citizens within military age are not compelled to take military train- 
ing in time of peace^ and 

Whereas, American institutions and American liberty depends upon 
the virility and sterling qualities of its citizens in time of peace, and upon 
the same qualities, plus adequate military training in time of war, and 

Whereas, the best methods of training are now adopted by High 
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Schools, Colleges and Universities and are very commendable, but not 
adequate because they do not reach the idle and dissolute youth of the 
land who do not attend these schools, and who need lessons of obedience 
and discipline to make good citizens in time of peace as well as good sol- 
diers in time of the nation 's need for such, 

Therefore, Be It Eesolved, that all able bodied male citizens between 
the ages of 18 and 21 be compelled to take one year of intensive military 
training.

SENATE JOINT BCEMORIAL NO. 17. 

Be It BesolTed by the Senate of the State of Wyoming, the Hoose of 
Bepresentatives concnrrmg, that the Congress of the United States 
be memorialized as follows : 

Whereas. There are large areas of lands in Wyoming which are 
suitable for, and susceptible to, irrigation, there being also a sufficient 
water supply, if carefully conserved and economically used, to properly 
reclaim this entire area, and since it is of the highest public advantage, 
both to the Nation and the State, to reclaim and colonize these potentially 
fertile lands as rapidly as possible; and 

Whereas. Today, in Wyoming, we have hundreds of thousands of 
acres of unoccupied lands whi<;h are commanded by completed irrigation 
systems, and since failure to successfully settle these lands has empha- 
sized the necessity of considering the great human problem involved ; and 

Whereas. A study of this problem has led to the following con- 
clusions : 

(a) That we cannot bring successful settlement to these lands un- 
der our present system and policies. 

(b) That in settling these lands we must look chiefly to the men 
of small means, who must depend mainly on frugality and industry and 
that such settlers, working unaided and alone, cannot hope to succeed. 

(c) That, since there is no enacted legislation, either Federal or 
State, which will aid the new settler in the arduous, costly task of trans- 
forming raw, sagebrush land into an irrigated farm, there is urgent need 
of immediate and appropriate legislation, both by Congress and our State 
Legislature. 

(d) That the plan of State aided settlement must include a perma- 
nent, revolving fund to be invested, under capable and careful control, 
in the first essential improvements of raw land and in loans to qualified 
settlers for such improvements, necessary materials and equipment, the 
money so invested to be repaid by the settlers, with a low rate of interest, 
on the long time amortized plan. In addition, there should be oversight 
and direction in irrigation aiid cultivation and help in co-operative pur- 
chase of implements and livestock, in order to prevent costly mistakes 
and promote the spirit of agricultural co-operation, and of community 
rather than individual action. 
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(e) That Wyomiug, at this time has no souree of reveuue from 
whi<;h the necessary fund for this work can be derived. 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That the Congress of the United States 
be earnestly urged to take early and favorable action which will provide 
a permanent fund to be held in trust by the State of Wyoming and in- 
vested in State aided settlement of our irrigable lands ; and 

That, as a means of providing this fund, we suggest the advantages 
and necessity of setting aside two million acres of public lands, to be se- 
lected, appraised and sold by a Board consisting of Federal and State 
authorities, the proceeds to be invested by the State in loans to qualified 
settlers on irrigable lands and to have as security, a first lien on the lands 
and improvements; and 

That^ the fund so provided and used shall, together with accrued in- 
terest, be returned to the Federal Government after it has served its pur- 
pose in this great work. 

Be It Further Beeolved, That a certified copy of this memorial be 
sent to each of the members of the Congressional delegation from the 
State, in Congress, the Secretary of the .Interior and the Commissioner 
of the General Land Office, with the request that they employ their best 
efforts to secure favorable action from Congress along the lines indicated.

OONBTITnTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 

In th^ twenty-seven years since the admission of Wyoming to state- 
hood, eleven proposed amendments to the state constitution have been 
submitted to the people for adoption or rejection, and of these only four 
were adopted. These amendments have not hitherto been published in 
a form for convenient reference, and at the suggestion of a member of 
the Wyoming bar, are given here as an appendix to the Session Laws of 
1917. As a reply to numerous inquiries in regard to proposed constitu- 
tional amendments, adopted and rejected, a statement of the subjects, 
the vote for and against each proposed amendment, and, when necessary 
in order to determine the result of the submission, the total number of 
persons voting at the election, is also given. It should be remembered 
that the affirmative votes of a majority of the electors voting at the 
election are required for the adoption of an amendment. 

1. To authorize the issuance of bonds by counties to refund out- 
standing indebtedness.

AMENDMENT II 

To Be Added to Bee. 4, Art. X. — ^As to all extra hazardous employ- 
ments the legislature shall provide by law for the accumulation and main- 
tenance of a fund or funds out of which shall be paid compensation as 
may be fixed by law according to proper classifications to each person 
injured in such employment or to the dependent families of such as die 
as the result of such injuries, except in case of injuries due solely to the 
culpable negligence of the injured employee. Such fund or funds shall 
be accumulated, paid into the state treasury and maintained in such 
manner as may be provided by law. The right of each employee to 
compensation from such fund shall be in lieu of and shall take the place 
of any and all rights of action against any employer contributing as 
required by law to such fund in favor of any person or persons by reason 
of any such injuries or death.

AMENDMENT m 

Article Vn. Bection 6. All funds belonging to the state for public 
school purposes, the interest and income of which only are to be used, 
shall be deemed trust funds in the care of the state, which shall keep 
them for the exclusive benefit of the public schools, and shall make good 
any losses that may in any manner occur, so that the same shall remain 
forever inviolate and undiminished. None of such funds shall ever be 
invested or loaned except on the bonds issued by school districts, or 
county bonds of the state, or state securities of this state, or of the United 
States, or on first mortgages on farm lands or 6uch other securities as 
may be authorized by law.

AMENDMENT IV 

(Adding Sec. 9 to Article y\^) 

Article XVI. Bection 9. The provision of Section 6 of Article 16 
of this Constitution prohibiting the state from engaging in any work of 
internal improvement unless authorized by a two-thirds vote of the people 
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shall not apply to or affect the construction or improvement of public 
roads and highways, but the legislature shall have power to provide for 
the construction and improvement of public roads and highways in whole 
or in part by the state, either directly or by extending aid to counties; 
and, notwithstanding said inhibition as to works of internal improvement, 
whenever grants of land or other property shall have been made to the 
state, especially dedicated by the grant to particular works of internal 
improvement, the State may carry on such particular works and shall 
devote thereto the avails of such grants, and may pledge or appropriate 
the revenues derived from such works in the aid of their completion.
